Parcel Post 
Weight Limit 
Is Increased 

The parcel post weight limit 
will be raised to 40 pounds for 
shipments between first-class post 
offices after July 1, Postmaster 
Charles R. Hill announced recent- 
ly. 

The maximum parcel post 
weight limit will be increased 
from 30 pounds on shipments be- 
tween the larger post offices in the 
third through eighth parcel post 
zones (more than 160 miles). 

On packages sent locally and to 
offices in parcel post zones one and 
two, the ceiling has been 40 
pounds. The maximum size of 
packages sent between all first- 
class offices remains 72 inches in 
combined length and girth. 

The size limit on parcels sent 
to or from smaller offices, rural 
or star routes, military post of- 
fices, and all Alaskan and Hawaii- 
an posts stay at 70 pounds, with 
a combined length and girth of 
100 inches, Postmaster Hill added. 

Public Law 89-593, enacted Sep- 
tember 20, 1966, authorized the 
postal service to increase weight 
and size limits on shipments be- 
tween larger cities. On July 1 of 
1970 and 1971, the length and 
girth limits are scheduled to rise 
to 78 and 84 inches, respectively, 
on shipments between first-class 
post offices. 


Now In Legislature 

The Board of Selectmen at their Monday night meeting discussed 
a letter from Representative Harrison Chadwick on the status of the 
Marycliff purchase petition now before the State Legislature. 

The petition asks the Legislature to authorize the Town to liorrow 
$1,090,000 and to issue bonds anti notes for the purchase and renova- 
tion of Marycliff Academy. 


Purchase of the nine-and-one- 
quarter-acre MaryclifF site on 
High Street was authorized by a 
special session of the Town meet- 
ing on June 5. The purchase price 
is $775,000 and renovations are 
expected to cost $325,000. 

Rop. Chadwick and Town Coun- 
sel Leonard Mullen, had attended 
the hearing on the petition by the 
Local Affairs Committee of the 
Legislature on June 26. Mr. Mul- 
len discussed with the Selectmen 
the possibilities for passage of the 
bill at the Monday night meeting. 

Although the petition received 
a favorable vote from the Local 
Affairs Committee, it was changed 
in. Section Four to read that the 
estimated approved cost of said 
project would be $775,000 (the 
purchase price, excluding renova- 
tions) rather than $1,090,000 and 
the words “remodeling and reno- 
vating” be stricken from the sec- 
tion. 

This fourth section of the bill 
is the section which will affect the 
amount of State aid to be given 
the Town toward the project. 
With the corrections, the Town 
would receive aid only on the cost 
of acquisition, not on the cost of 
renovation. 

The bill will set a precedent in 
the Legislature as Winchester is 
the first town to request assist- 
ance in the purchase of a school 
building already in use. Usually 
assistance is given for nev; con- 
struction only. 

At a meeting of the Elementary 
School Building Sub-Coinmittee 
and the Permanent Building Com- 
mittee Tuesday night.

Independence Day 


The Fourth of July is upon us again and in the 
noise of firecrackers (illegal) and in a carefree day at 
the beach (hot and crowded) it is easy to forget what 
we are celebrating— the declaration of independence 
of our country' from the oppression of the British. 

Perhaps a word here is appropriate to remind us of 
the occasion and to stress that Independence Day is 
more than a Fourth of July picnic or a weekend of 
slaughter on the highways of our nation. As the pop- 
ulation in general celebrates the beginning of sum- 
mer with a long holiday weekend— it is an occasion 
for celebration and for contemplation. 

Contemplation especially of the fact that the real 
meaning of this Independence Day may be found 
in the homes of our country where a place will be 
empty tomorrow, perhaps permanently, because a 
husband, father, son or brother has gone to South- 
east Asia to fight for independence there. Rightly 
or wrongly, our nation is committed to the war in 
Vietnam, and it wovdd be difficult to tell the families 
here who have been closely touched by the far-off 
war that their relatives are fighting or have died for 
a cause less than independence and freedom— the 
words that those who wrote the Declaration of In- 
dependence nearly 200 years ago found valuable 
enough to fight for in the American Revolution. 

It is a day for contemplation also, however, of 
what the young people who reject the traditional 
patriotism and the “American Way of Life” are try- 
ing to say. When the colonists in 1700 felt the British 
way of life was unjust and that the laws imposed 
upon them by Britain were too harsh, they chose 


violent revolution as a means of escape. The Declara- 
tion of Independence was only a piece of paper. 
Unless backed by violence— the violence of war. it 
could not stand and meant nothing. The young 
people of our nation today know their history well. 
They realize that throughout history, justice and 
freedom have not come at the peace table. They have 
come on the battlefield. 

Through violent actions on the campuses across 
the country, young people are saying “Listen!" There 
is injustice, oppression and poverty here and now in 
our country that must be corrected. With the idealism 
of youth, the students want reform now, not in 10 
years, and not mild reform, but sweeping changes. 
Since it has worked in the past, they turn to violent 
means to gain these changes now. 

One can not say to the families of the men killed 
in Vietnam that these men have died for a vain and 
inglorious cause; they have died for this country and 
for this country’s ideals of "liberty and justice" for all, 
even those outside of America’s boundaries. One must, 
however, realize that our country should come first, 
and that "liberty and justice” for all citizens of this 
country must come before we fight a war to capture 
these things for another country. 

It is perhaps time for America to review what it 
means by "independence,” "freedom," and "justice,” 
and to look to correcting things at home before it 
continues taking on the problems of the world. Then, 
and only then, will Independence Day come to have 
more meaning than an early summer holiday and the 
beginning of the tourist season at American resorts.

Insect Spraying 

Editor of the Star: 

From the time of publication of 
Rachael Carson’s “Silent Spring” 
in 1062 to the very recent 66-page 
report and warning of United Na- 
tion’s Secretary General, U. Thant, 
it has become clearly evident over 
these seven years that mankind is 
determined to poison himself and 
his environment. Winchester, Mas- 
sachusetts seems to be no exception. 
The fogging of our town with Ma- 
lathion diluted in a fuel oil base 
and dispensed by a ground machine 
began Tuesday, June 24, 1969. The 
schedule calls for this opperation 
to continue weekly throughout the 
summer. 

It is rewarding to note that after 
many, years of indiscriminate use, 
D.D.T. is now officially banned in 
certain countries and certain 
states of our United States. If not 
now officially prohibited in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
use of D.D.T. has been declared 
“out in 1969” by Professor Ells- 
worth Wheeler of the Pesticide 
Chemical's Information Center, 
University of Massachusetts. Even 
though Malathion is chemically dif- 
ferent from D.D.T. and theoretical- 
ly less toxic, Malathion requires an 
enzyme produced by healthy human 
livers to detoxify it and if not de- 
toxified, is known to be poisonous 
to the human central nervous sys- 
tem. Possibly of equally great con- 
cern to Winchester residents is the 
fuel oil base in which Malathion is 
dispensed. According to Special 
Circular No. 285, entitled “Insecti- 
cides for Mosquito Control 1968” 
and published by the Department of 
Entomology and Plant Pathology, 
University of Massachusetts, “peo-

pie with respiratory afflictions (as- 
thma. emphysema, etc.) are often 
sensitive to sprays, mists, or fogs 
containing oils. Do not make space 
treatments near throe people with- 
out first notifying them when appli- 
cations are planned in their locali- 
ties so they can avoid exposeure.” I 
do not believe Winchester citizens 
with respiratory ailments have 
been properly notified. 

In brief addition, I would add 
that, the current fogging program 
of Winchester is being severely cri- 
ticized by the Massachusetts Audu- 
bon Society and other students of 
Ecology, is creating hazardous driv- 
ing conditions at the time of fog- 
ging, and is an infringement of in- 
dividual rights. 

In answer to the lead editorial of 
the Winchester Star dated June 26, 
1969, I would state that of the hu- 
man diseases wherein the mosquito 
was the responsible insect carrier 
(malaria, yellow fever, equine en- 
cephalitis, and elephantiasis), none 
are endemic to the temperate 
climate of Winchester. There is sta- 
tistically no question that in Win- 
chester the threat of illness from 
Malathion and fuel oil is far greater 
than the threat of illness from a 
mosquito bite. 

I realize that this fogging pro- 
gram was voted by the Town Meet- 
ing and accepted and implemented 
by our Board of Health. Since there 
is no Town Meeting scheduled dur- 
ing the next two months, I am tak- 
ing this means of voicing my ob- 
jection publicly to the current 
mosquito fogging program and urge 
everyone to voice thedr objection to 
the Winchester Board of Health.

The Fisk organ, though expan- 
sive in appearance and abundant in 
sound, is not a large instrument, 
having but 27 registers and an 
orthogonal placement in the church, 
which prompted limited expecta- 
tions for its use ns a recital in- 
strument.

DR. PHILIP M. MORSE 

Professor Morse is known both 
as a physicist and as one of the 
pioneers in operations research and 
the use of computers. He was di- 
rector of the Computation Center 
from the time of its establishment 
in 1955 until 1967 and has been 
director of the Operations Re- 
search Center since its inception. 
Recently his work has been in pub- 
lic systems research. 

His career in operations research 
grew out of work started in 1940 
on the development of sound gear 
for the detection of submarines. 
He became chairman of the Na- 
tional Research Council Committee 
on Sound Control and then director 
of the Navy’s Operations Evalua-

He 
served on numerous national com- 
mittees and as a member of the 
board of the R^nd Corporation, the 
Institute for Defense Analyses, the 
Research Society of America and 
the Council on Library Resources. 

Professor Morse graduated from 
the Case School of Applied Science 
in 1926 and received his doctorate 
in 1929 from Princeton University. 

He has published numerous papers 
on theoretical physics, some in col- 
laboration with the late Dr. Karl 
T. Compton, and was co-author 
with Dr. E. U. Condon of a text 
on quantum theory. 

After joining the M.I.T. faculty 
in 1931, he became chairman of the 
faculty from 1958 to 1960. He has 
written several books, is a member 
of the National Academy of sci- 
ences and is a former president of 
the Acoustical Society of America 
and the Operations Research So- 
ciety of America. 

Professor of political science 
Padelford was chairman of the 
political science section of the de- 
partment of economics in the years 
before the establishment of the de- 
partment of political science. 

A graduate of Denison Univer- 
sity of which he is presently a 
trustee, he received his doctorate at 
Harvard University in 1929. He 
taught at Harvard and Radcliffe 
College and was head of the de- 
partment of government at Colgate 
University before being appointed 
professor of international law at 
the Fletcher School of Law and 
Diplomacy in 1936. In. 1945 he join- 
ed the faculty of M.I.T. 

Professor Padelford was a mem- 
ber of the U.S. delegation to the

r a summer program in historical 

id contemporary Italy. 

Plans for the course originated 
through the State Department al- 
liance between the Overseas School 
of Rome and Winchester Public 
Schools. By exchange of ideas, per- 
sonnel and curriculum materials 
throughout the year an interest 
also developed in the possible ex- 
change of students. 

This pilot project, the first of its 
kind in high school group study 
abroad, is a five-week program. It 
is unique in that one school is 
sending an entire group of its own 
students for study purposes. Most 
group projects involve college stu- 
dents or students from many areas. 

Peter Rockwell, sculptor, Rome 
School faculty member and son of 
artist, Norman Rockwell, designed 
the course to include study of 
Italian history, art and literature. 

Winchester staff member, Miss 

• Constance Trickett and Rome 
teacher, Philip Allen, will assist 
Mr. Rockwell in instruction and 
leadership of the group on field 
trips through Florence, Pisa and 
Rome. 

The course is planned for these 
high school students who have not 
studied European history or art. 
The majority of the students from 
Winchester have financed the $700 
cost of the program privately.

terested in the alliance and the 
summer program. 

Student Groups 

Groups of three to c,ight students 
will learn together and each stu- 
dent will work on an individual 
project reporting to the entire 
group on its completion. It is esti- 
mated that one-half of the stu- 
dents’ time will be spent in actual 
observation and study of the crea- 
tions and environment of the Ren- 
aissance. 

During the field trips to the 
towns and cities of Tuscany each 
student, after a guided tour of the 
city, will study that which relates 
to his special project. The first and 
last weeks will be spent in Rome 
at the Overseas School. 

Field trip headquarters in Tus- 
cany will be in Lucca, a small city 
convenient to other field trip sites. 
Students will also have time to 
take trips unrelated to the course 
and to observe and enjoy everyday 
Italian life. 

Mr. Rockwell is an American 
sculptor and teacher, who has lived 
in Rome for the past seven years, 
having studied at Haverford Col- 
lege and the Pennsylvania Aca- 
demy of Fine Arts. He has been 
director of the field trip program of 
the Overseas School of Rome for 
three years. Mr. Allen has assisted 
him for two years. 

Mr. Allen studied as Wesleyan 
University and has a master's de- 
gree in Renaissance history from 
the University of Chicago. He is 
now teaching Renaissance history 
at St Stephen’s School in Rome. 

Advisor 

Miss Trickett will serve as ad- 
visor to the group and will travel 
with them. She has taught at Win- 
chester High School since 1955 and 
has been a guidance counselor there 
since 1960. Her past nine summers 
have been spent working with the 
Experiment in International Living 
in Japan and throughout Europe. 

Last year she took a leave of 
absence without pay from Winches- 
ter in order to spend the year 
working with students in a Junior 
Year Abroad program. (Experi- 
ment is an educational-travel in- 
stitution which teaches students 
through a "home stay.” The group 
also trains many members of the 
Peace Corps.) 

Although Experiment groups are 
usually smaller in numbers, in 1962 
Miss Trickett accompanied a group 
of the same size, 30 students, from 
Scarsdale High School. These stu- 
dents toured six different countries 
in Europe giving performances of 
the play, “Our Town” by Thornton 
Wilder. 

She expresses her deep support 
of programs of study abroad for 
high school students explaining 
that she feels they are a forward 
step in education directed toward 
branching out to find new ways of 
understanding each other. She adds 
that this understanding is not 
going to come from books and 
agrees with the idea of the Ex- 
periment in International Living, 
that we learn to live together by 
living together.

With a 
distributional hand, the chance oi 
hearts breaking 2-2 is slim, but 
not knowing which way to fines > 
and afraid of a club ruff, I do 
cided to play two rounds of trump u 
might even catch the Quet n 
singleton. 

Having decided to lose a pos- 
sible trump trick, I must now take 
the rest. Which is the best lien t«» 
take? The diamond finesse is a go 
for-broke proposition. The dummy 
will have two hearts to use for 
ruffing, but South has two losing 
spades and a possible losing club 
to ruff. Not good enough. So I 
decided to ruff two losing spades 
and ruff out North’s diamond suit 
(checking on enough leads to the 
dummy) to set up the fifth diamond 
for a discard of South’s fourth 
club. 

With the master plan in mind, 
here goes. Two rounds of hearts 
do not drop the Queen. So there’s 
the losing trick. 

I then lead the Ace of diamonds, 
ruff a diamond, and lead a club 
to North’s Jack in order to ruff 
another diamond. But West shows 
out on clubs, and the third loser 
in South’s hand disappears, for I 
can finesse East for the nine of 
clubs, — luckily, for I have five 
diamonds against me, and the ori- 
ginal plan would not have worked, 
nor would the diamond finesse. Of 
course, playing the Ace of spades 
from South and ruffing the three of 
spades sets up the Jack, but you 
would never suspect it from the 
spade overcall by West and raise 
from East. 

According to the score sheet, 
all but three of the eleven North- 
Souths made the six hearts, but 
only three bid and made the slam. 
One of those made seven, finessing 
the heart the right way. no doubt. 

Moral: Make a plan be flexible, 
and have a partner who bids the 
slam when you can make them.

Marycliff Academy Schedule 
Discussed By Building Comm. 

The Elementary School Building Suh-Coinmittee of the Permanent Building Committee faced the 
major problems confronting it in the next year with discussion at the Monday night meeting, July 7, in 
McCall Lounge. 

Priority was given to Marycliff, their roll in its development, and a schedule for the selection of 
the ardiitect. 


At present the Sub-Committee 
possesses a list of 17 architectural 
firms under consideration and 
subject to supplementation The 
work of the Sub-Committee now 
is to compose a letter to be sent 
to these firms, to sift through 
their replies and to interview the 
several appearing best qualified, 
eventually coming to a final de- 
cision. 

A working schedule has been 
proposed. At their next meeting, 
tentatively planned for Wednes- 
day, July 16, the letter containing 


excerpts from the Marycliff Com- 
mittee report, the Marycliff blue- 
prints already presented by Her- 
bert Fisher of Crimp, Brown and 
Fisher, Inc., and the intentions of 
the Sub-Committee will be con- 
sidered by the members. 

After the letters have been 
sent, a period of 10 to 14 days 
will be allowed the firms in order 
to respond as to their interest in 
the project and to provide mate- 
rial on previous work done on 
jobs similar to Marycliff.

Vandalism Done At High School; 
Waterfield Road Meters Stolen 


During the past month, an in- 
creasing amount of vandalism has 
been reported to the Winchester 
Police. 

In June, exuberant members of 
the Winchester High School, class 
of 1969, did a repainting job on 
sections of the high school build- 
ing, Mystic Valley Parkway, and 
the Palmer Beach bathhouse. 

Damage at the High School in- 
cludes “class of 1969” painted on 
the Main Street sidewalk in front 
of the center door; the numerals 
“69” and several names painted on 
the cupola of the building and on 
the Main Street side of the build- 
ing; a peace symbol in red or., the 
side of the auditorium next to the 
Unitarian Church; and ‘ several 
words in black on the rear of the 
building. 

According to the police and the 
High School administration, the 
damage was done around gradua- 
tion. 

On. July 4, a police officer dis- 


covered that during the night two 
parking meters had been broken 
off and stolen on Waterfield Road. 
The meters are worth several hun- 
dred dollars. 

While investigating malicious 
damage to the driveway of a Sun- 
set Road resident on July 5, the 
police discovered that the street 
signs marking Sunset, Hinds and 
Grant Roads had been painted 
black by unknown vandals. 

Also over the holiday weekend, 
it was reported to police that van- 
dals had cut wires in a home un- 
der construction. 

Last week, it. was discovered by 
police that all the “Keep Off the 
Grass” signs in the Common, a to- 
tal of 15, had been ripped down. 

The signs were on trees and 
were approximately 10 feet off the 
ground, according to the police re- 
port. 

Custodians at several of the 
schools have also reported broken 
windows to the police.

The 
various interests may then be 
combined and the selected archi- 
tectural firm could begin work the 
first of September. 

Allowing three to four months 
for the working of the design, it 
should then be possible for con- 
tractors to submit bids in time 
for a hopeful starting date in 
February for such a contract. 

Chairman Lawrence E. Beckley 
of 5 Marshall Road expressed the 
hope that the original plan could 
then be followed, whereby once 
the contractors have been hired 
Marycliff would again come under 
the authority of the Permanent 
Building Committee.

Policy Decision 
Is Anticipated 
On School Lunch 

Tonight, July 10, at 7:30 at the 
McCall Junior High School the 
School Committee will hear Su- 
perintendent of Schools Donald A. 
Klemer discuss the pros and cons 
of the proposed establishment of 
a scheduled in-school lunch pro- 
gram in the Winchester elemen- 
tary schools. 

The procedure now in. practice 
in the elementary schools directs 
the Superintendent of Schools to 
decide when poor weather condi- 
tions warrant the closing of the 
schools or the temporary change 
to single-session days. 

The uncertainties of such a pro- 
cedure concern the Police Depart- 
ment and the Highway Depart- 
ment- as well as the parents of the 
elementary school children. 

In anticipation of tonight’s 
School Committee meeting, mem- 
bers of the In-School Lunch Com- 
mittee met with Dr. Klemer on 
July 3 in his office. The parents 
reviewed the results of their year- 
long efforts to urge the School 
Committee to set a more effective 
in-school lunch policy. 

Dr. Klemer indicated to the par- 
ents that he planned to discuss 
with the School Committee possi- 
ble alternative considerations for 
elementary school lunch arrange- 
ments. He emphasized to the par- 
ents’ committee that he did not 
intend to make a recommendation 
or proposal because the School 
Committee is the body responsible 
for establishing policy in the 
schools. 

Dr. Klemer reminded the par- 
ents’ committee that the principals 
of the three schools recently polled 
were not in. favor of an in-school 
lunch program and that teachers 
preferred the free one-and-a-quar- 
ter-hour lunch period under the 
current arrangements. 
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The taxi cab situation in Winchester was the topic of a hearing 
l>cfore the Board of Selectmen at its regular meeting on Monday 
night in the Town Hall. 


Two weeks ago, the Selectmen 
discussed a letter received from 
City Cab, Woburn, requesting a 
license in Winchester. The Select- 
men called the meeting with taxi 
drivers currently licensed in the 
Town to discuss the charges made 
by City Cab in their letter. 

City Cab indicated in their ap- 
plication that Winchester has a 
taxi problem. They cited incidents 
in which Winchester residents 
were forced to wait hours for 
cabs and in which people were 
left stranded at the train depots. 

After reading the letter from 
City Cab, Selectmen Chairman 
Paul Amico discussed the prob- 
lems the Town has had in hiring 
cabs to transport handicapped 
students. 

Chairman Amico read a letter 
from Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools William Clark. Mr. Clark 
stated that the Town has not been 
able to hire local taxi service for 
all its handicapped students for 
the past three years. 

The Town has used Woburn and 
Arlington cabs for this service. 
The transportation costs for 
handicapped are reimbursed by 
the state in the amount of 50 per 
cent. 

Chairman Amico expressed con- 
cern that use of taxi service out- 
side of Winchester for transport- 
ing these students w'as raising the 
costs for the Town. 


Avenue, owner of Winchester Red 
Cab, said he did not believe the 
conditions described by City Cab 
existed. 

Mr. Galuffo replied to a charge 
from Selectman Edmund Williams 
f hat the Town issued additional 
licenses to Mr. Galuffo last year 
and that the Town still does not 
have good service, while he is 
not using all of the licenses. 

Mr. Galuffo said, “I don’t think 
we’ve got enough work for them.”

The Board asked the drivers if 
they felt they could handle the 
taxi needs of the Town, both for 
the public and for the handicap- 
ped students. The drivers replied 
that they could handle the needs 
with Mr. Galuffo’s other cab 
operating during the winter.

Housing Committee 
Told To Consider 
Rent Assistance 

Tl>e Town should think in terms of a rental assistance program 
to aid its elderly, the Public Housing Study Committee was told Tues- 
day night by Jerry Palumbo, the executive director of the Medford 
Housing Authority. 


Mr. Palumbo was the guest 
speaker at the second meeting of 
the Committee Tuesday at the 
Town Hall. 

Announcement was made by 
Committee Chairman Mary Mur- 
phy that Christopher McCarthy, 
director of leasing and occupancy, 
Department of Community Af- 
fairs, Division of Community De- 
velopment for the Commonwealth, 
would speak at the next meeting, 
Tuesday, July 15 at 8 p.m. in the 
Welfare Room of the Town Hall. 

Mr. McCarthy will speak on 
“Housing for Elderly Citizens of 
Low Income.” 

Opening his talk, Mr. Palumbo 
said the Town must first decide if 
any of its residents are living in 
accommodations which are not 
suitable and if they are in need. 
He told the Committee the Town 
must establish its own definition 
of substandard housing. 

Richard Dutting, the Planning 
Board’s representative to the 
Committee, replied that the Town 
currently has a housing code but 
that it is operated on a basis of 
complaints received rather than 
on regular inspections. 

Rent Programs 

Explaining the Federal and 
State programs available to assist 
a town in establishing housing 
for the elderly, Mr. Palumbo first 
discussed the State program for 
rental assistance. He feels this is 
the quickest way to provide hous- 
ing for the elderly and called it 
“instant housing.” 

Under Chapter 707 of the State 
Housing Code, the town, after 
forming a housing authority, 
enters into an agreement with a 
landlord to lease whole buildings 
or individual apartments which 
meet the town’s housing stand- 
ards. 

The housing authority then se- 
lects occupants for the apart- 
ments from its applicants. Those 
selected pay 20 to 25 percent of 
their income for the rent, and 
the housing authority pays the 
difference between that amount

Upgraded Property 
Also, it can insure that prop- 
erties which are in almost sub- 
standard condition will be up- 
graded since the housing authori- 
ty guarantees the property owner 
a leasee for the apartment if it 
meets the standard. This can pro- 
vide incentive to upgrade the 
property, according to Mr. Palum- 
bo.

Town Government 
Selects Topics For 

The Town Government Study 
Committee focused on the primary 
issues which it will undertake to 
research during the year and de- 
tailed subcommittees for their study 
at its Tuesday night meeting, July 
1. 

Consideration of a Department 
of Public Works and its alternatives 
were assigned to a subcommittee 
composed of Calvin H. Bowker of 
40 Wildwood Street, chairman, K. 
Paul Chase of 27 Lawson Road and 
Clarence Feldman of 5 Thornberry 
Road. 

Another major area the Commit- 
tee will apply itself to in the com- 
ing year is a study of the Town 
Meeting and updating of the by- 
laws. Chairman Edward E. Hicks 
of 11 Appalachian Road, also chair- 
man of the subcommittee, Vice 
Chairman Mrs. Barbara S. Hankins 
of 37 Cabot Street and Robert W. 
Armstrong Jr. of 15 Chestnut 
Street are working in this area. 

These selective committees will 
do research over the summer, bring- 
ing their findings together at the 
summer meeting and later in the 
fall. There is no set schedule, how- 
ever, the Committee is considering 
publishing interim reports to in- 
form the Town of its concerns. 

The first tasks of the Town Meet- 
ing and by-laws subcommittees will 
be to compose a questionnaire deal- 
ing with this topic to be sent to all 
Town Meeting members, to obtain 
the opinions of Town Counsel Leon- 
ard J. Mullen Jr. of 21 Chesterford 
Road, and to contact the Kennedy 
Center at Harvard on the availa- 
bility of law students to do research 
work into these areas of local gov- 
ernment. 

The Committee felt that it would 
be better to concentrate on one or 
two items only on the list of ap- 
proximately 30 possible areas of 
study. It was noticed primarily by 
Chairman Hicks that several of 
these were probably in the province 
of other officials or committees. 
Simple “administrative fiat or pro- 
cedural change” might correct them 
without any need for an. in-depth 
study. 

Consultants 

As the members thrashed around 
the suggestion of Mr. Chase that 
professional consultants could de- 
vote more time and ability to 
varous of the problems than the 
Committee itself, Chairman Hicks 
suggested that their work may be 
of more value as a “catalyst” than 
in supplying superficial answers. 
An identification of the problem 
SPfluan. education of the Town to 
them may be their proper goal. 

Several of the points which could 
be delegated to other persons were 
the professional “master plan,” the 
central telephone exchange to the 
Methods and Procedures Commit- 
tee, the full-time assessor who func- 
tions well now, they feel, the en- 
cumbrance accounting system to the 
comptroller who seems to experi- 
ence no problems with the present 
system, and long-range planning to 
the Finance Committee. 

Considering a Department of 
Public Works or a related plan, 
there was general nodding of heads 
when Mr. Chase observed that the 
Committee seemed to feel that there 
was a need in the Town for more 
centralized control. 

Financial Proof 

The subcommittee will undertake 
to define the financial framework of 
such a plan by doing what it admits 
may be impossible, proving its effi- 
ciency in dollars and cents. They 
will make a study of towns having 
this department to watch its opera- 
tion and interaction with the Se- 
lectmen’s Board and various other 
bodies. 

Arising prominently from their 
work may be two related areas, that 
of the institution of a Town Man

ager and of centralized purchasing. 

When the possibility of using pro- 
fessional consultants was brought 
up, Chairman Hicks felt that they 
might suggest, as often happens, an 
ideal situation involving hiring 
of more personnel at high salaries. 
Mrs. Hankins also said that the 
Committee would have the advan- 
tage of "knowing the character of 
the town.” 

Calling in professionals, Mr. 
Bowker observed, “might seem like 
war between us and the Town.” The 
Committee does not expect to pre- 
sent a Department of Public Works 
proposal suitable for voting upon 
this year, the timing would be off 
for such a decision. Rather they 
hope to build up a case of pros and 
cons, concepts and alternatives, and 
financial statistics to educate and 
acclimate the townspeople to such 
an innovation.

According to W. Seymour Archi- 
bald, Concord selectman and new 
president of the League, the board 
questioned whether the “guarantee” 
approach recommended by the Gov- 
ernor is a quid pro quo for the Lo- 
cal Aid Fund.

Ripping the "Keep Off The Grass” signs from the 
trees in the Common wall not change the Park De- 
partment nding that caused them to be placet! there 
in the first place. The signs will only be replaced— 
at an additional cost to the taxpayer. Young people 
are not directly hurt by the damage they do to public 
property. The burden falls on the taxpayer. Yet. it 
would be well for the young people to remember 
that every dollar Dad pays on taxes is a dollar that 
won't be spent on or given to them. 


During the past week, the Police Department 
records show reports of street signs painted black 
on Sunset. Hinds and Grant Roads; parking meters 
stolen on Watcrfield Road and windows broken at 
Marydiff Academy. Anyone who reads the "Notes 
From The Police Blotter" knows that "property 
damage” is an all too frequent heading. 

This malicious damage must be stopped. It is cost- 
ing the Town and the residents untold dollars to 
replace, repaint, and repair property. A gentleman 
who dropped in at the Star office this week suggested 
that an open letter be sent to the parents of the high 
school students asking that they interrogate their 
children to find out who did the painting at the high 
school. Those who did the damage, he lelt, should 
make restitution for it. 

It would be impossible, we fear, to make the stu- 
dent or students responsible own up to it. Through 
the tax dollars that are spent on repairs, each prop- 
erty owner is penalized for the damage. This is not 
fair; however, as our tax rate increases, it may cause 
parents to pay attention to where their children are 
and what they are doing. How many parents can 
answer the 1 1 p.m. television question "Do you 
know where your, children are?” Someone is out doing 
damage to property in this Town and it is up to 
each patent here to be certain it is not his child. 


The AMA And Dr. Knowles

At a time when the Republican Party was teaming 
with Southern Democrats and the American Medical 
Association to prevent the inception of Medicare, the 
medical leaders in Massachusetts were forming an 
alliance to devise a medical-welfare system supported 
by private subscription. 

To its consternation, the AMA suddenly found its 
Massachusetts flank unforgiveably out of contact with 
the rest of the army. While he AMA was telling Con- 
gress and the American people that the medical 
leaders of the nation were solidly opposed to any 
kind of socialized medicine the Massachusetts Hospi- 
tal Association was busy negotiating a contract with 
Massachusetts Blue Cross - Blue Shield to have hos- 
pital free care and bad debt costs paid by subscribers 
to a private insurance company. 

It is unthinkable to the world of medicine that in 
its hour of greatest need for fealty it should be 
abandoned by the medical capital of the world — 
Massachusetts. Publicly-supported medicine was one 
thing, but to put the cost on policy-holders rather 
than taxpayers was too much even to conceive. 

The plan was conceived by the Massachusetts Hos- 
pital Association. That is to say the plan was con- 
ceived by Massachusetts General Hospital. That is to 
say the plan was conceived by Dr. John H. Knowles, 
MGH administrator. 

It took five years for the American Medical As- 
sociation to get even for that lapse into socialized 
socialism, but it did. It mustered all of its tremendous 
influence to persuade President Nixon to pass over 
Dr. Knowles for the post of Undersecretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 

Dr. Knowles, the President was advised, was just 
too, too visionary to work with the bread and butter 
minds of the AMA. 

So with some egg hardened on his face. President 
Nixon interceded personally and told his HEW 
Secretary Robert Finch to by-pass Dr. Knowles. 

Secretary Finch had already advised Senators Ed- 
ward Brooke (R) and Edward Kennedy (D) of Mas- 
sachusetts that Dr. Knowles would be nominated. 
Sen. Brooke, in fact, had sent telegrams to the in- 
siders notifying them that Dr. Knowles would be 
nominated. The second batch of telegrams went out 
after the President had a heart-to-heart with Mr. 
Finch. 

No, indeed, the AMA was not about to swallow 
the appointment of Dr. Knowles. 

Officially, the Nixon Administration simply said 
that Dr. Knowles appeared to lack some of the ad- 
ministrative background the undersecretary’s job re- 
quires. That’s a laugh! Dr. Knowles could be casti- 
gated for many things lie’s done and said in the 
arena of public policy, but he is an administrator’s 
administrator. 

Only a top-flight administrator like Dr. Knowles 
could have persuaded the medical directors of Blue 
Cross - Blue Shield to absorb welfare cases in their re- 
imbursement schedule for hospitals at a time when 
official medicine was having the dry heaves at die very 
mention ol socialized medicine. 

The publicity attached to the MHA-Bluc Cross 
contract was most damaging to the AMA’s un wrinkled 
posture in those sqeamish da>s of 1964 and 1965. 

While die AMA was telling Congress that Modi- 
cue might launch second-class medicine (which it 
has for those who aren’t covered), the Massachusetts 
wing was deciding to by-pass the taxpayer and stick 
the policy-holder widi the costs of those who didn’t 
pay. 


On November 12, 1964. while the AMA was promis- 
ing a united front to fight Medicare, the Massachu- 
setts Consumers’ Council was charging that the MHA- 
Blue Cross contract would force a 34 per cent in- 
surance boost on 700,000 non-group subscribers. 

Massachusetts officials called the contract a "Sweet- 
heart Deal,” and a "conspiratorial package agree- 
ment.” 

The State Group Insurance Commission joined the 
Consumers’ Council in asking the Attorney General 
to intervene. 

A member of the Consumers’ Council declared, 
on January 4, 1965, "The hospital trustees can in- 
crease the special service charges any time they want 
to get more reimbursements, so auditing is out the 
window. The hospitals have control of it and can 
juggle the diarges from day to day if they want.” 
History was to prove they wanted and, indeed, did 
and do. 

On January 26, 1965, while the AMA was promis- 
ing everything but an outright nation-wide medical 
strike as a greeting for Medicare, the Massachusetts 
team was appearing before the Legislature’s Commit- 
tee on Public Health, explaining why socialized 
medicine should be routed through private insur- 
ance. 

A State Representative accused the hospitals of 
obstructionism, saying, "I think a ballgame is going 
on between the hospitals and Blue Cross, but I won’t 
accuse the hospitals of outright thievery.” 

Holding that it was illegal to force insurance policy- 
holders to pay for the medical care of those who do 
not have insurance. Commissioner of Administration 
and Finance John McCarthy brought suit against the 
contract between the MHA and Blue Cross. 

Organized labor — the AFL:CIO — joined the suit, 
along with the Attorney General, the Consumers’ 
Council and the Group Insurance Commission, not 
to mention scores of lawmakers and interested parties 
who wore hats as spectators. 

In mid- 1966, after the contract had been in effect 
for 18 months, the State Supreme Court finally but 
finally condescended to write an opinion. It sanction- 
ed the contract with all the language of Professor 
Galbraith’s ADA seminar on "making utopia work.” 

Said the court, "All of the various costs which a 
hospital incurs must be covered in some manner if 
the hospital is to slay in existence.” 

Because hospitals are still not permitted to mint 
currency, that was a relatively safe, if not idiotic 
monument to tautology. 

So on the strength of the statement that somebody 
must pay the tab when hospitals spend money to 
provide services for people who won’t pay, the 
state's high court decided that this welfare program 
should be provided not by the Commonwealth, but by 
those individuals stupid enough to buy insurance 
they really don't have to buy to gel free care at 
hospitals. 

And this excursion into mandatory private welfare 
was initiated by the medical directors of the hospitals 
and Blue Cross - Blue Sliield. 

While the American Medical Association was snip- 
ing away at super-liberal “extremists" who wanted 
public support of medicine, the medical fraternity 
in Massachusetts was working day and night to set 
up its own private medicare system. 

Now, why do you suppose the Democrats wanted 
Dr. Knowles as HEW Undersecretary? And why do 
you suppose the AMA didn't? And why do you sup- 
pose the President decided against him?

THE DEATH COMMITTEE 

by Noah Goi'don 

It is a pleasure to find a book like Noah Gordon’s 
The Death Committee. Normal, likeable people are 
refreshing after the spate of unpleasant neurotic 
characters engaging in perverted sexual practices in 
some of the recent best sellers. The story deals with 
three young doctors who practice at Suffolk County 
General, a fictional hospital in Boston. They have all 
come to the medical profession from widely different 
backgrounds, nnd each reacts in his own special way 
to its demands. 

Adam Silverstone was tho son of an alcoholic and 
demanding Jewish father nnd an Italian mother who 
did not long survive her husband’s brutality. He was 
reared in the slums, mostly by his grandmother 
Rosella, a small, white-haired woman from southern 
Italy. She had the Italian peasant’s superstitious 
fear of L’Arlecchino-Harlequin — an evil spirit re- 
sponsible for the sudden death of a child, the fading 
away of a young mother and other heartaches of life. 
Rosella warded off this demon of death by various 
practices. Now adult, a man of science, Adam’s sub- 
conscious reaction, to sudden misfortune was to make 
one of his grandmother’s signs. 

The second young doctor was Spurgeon Robinson, 
a black man, necessarily conscious of his raca He 
smarted from the short replies and contemptuous 
looks of the head nurse on his first day at the hospi- 
tal, but then he heard that she had no use for doctors, 
and some of them who had been there for years had 
never received anythings but grunts from her. He 
was relieved. At least it wasn’t his color that she 
hated. 

In contrast to these two was Doctor Rafael Meo- 
martino, a wealthy aristocratic Cuban in exile. He had 
the courage to admit to himself that he was a coward 
who wouldn’t fight for his country, and in spite of 
the scorn of his family he applied for United States 
citizenship. He set his sights on the top position in 
the Suffolk County General Hospital, marrying the 
niece of the chief of surgery. 

The Death Committee was the name given by hos- 
pital personnel to the Mortality Conference which 
sits in judgment of doctors who have lost a patient. 
Its function was to decide whether or not the death 
had been preventable. For the doctor concerned this 
was usually a shattering experience. Adam’s first 
meeting with this committee took place when one of 
his favorite young patients, recipient of a kidney 
transplant, died very suddenly. His reaction was to 
go back to the lab and learn all he could about kidney 
transplants. 

Spurgeon Robinson was likewise examined by the 
Death Committee. Although he felt partly respon- 
sible for his patient’s death, he had been acting un- 
der the orders of the resident, Meomartino, who did 
not come to his defense. After the ordeal was over 
he was forced to admit to himself why he did not 
bring out this fact. He had been terrified of all those 
white faces. 

We see these young doctors growing, maturing, 
changing th<* direction of their lives during this cru- 
cial year. At the'e^d of the book each one is a dif- 
ferent man , ." ,,jr 

Noah Gordon, who also write The Rabbi, prepared 
for this novel by working at the Boston City Hospital 
as a volunteer surgical technician. He also attended 
Mortality Conferences at other Boston hospitals.

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Little League: 

Will It Fold? 

Editor of the Star: 

Because of the prohibition against 
“lottery-type” fund drives, this 
year, Little League was forced into 
some other means of raising the 
necessary additional monies to out- 
fit our teams and provide equip 
ment, bats, balls and provide full 
insurance coverage for our 714 
players. The “Parents Association” 
idea was voted by the Board of 
Directors as the best means of 
raising money for this year, at 
least, on short notice. 

The results of this drive have 
been extremely disappointing. Less 
than half of the anticipated num- 
ber of parents have seen fit to con- 
tribute to the support of Little 
League and, incidentally, the base- 
ball recreation of their boy or boys. 
The $10 membership fee was set 
as a reasonable membership fee, 
even though there might be more 
than one son participating in Little 
League. 

Because of the poor subscription 
to the Parents Association, thus 
far, it is entirely possible that 
Winchester Little League may pass 
out of existence, after this season. 
Increased participation in the Lea- 
gue and subsequent increased 
costs have put Little League in a 
financial crisis. To finance Little 
League in its present status, $13,000 
is the necessary income. Our fine 
sponsors contribute $4,600; En Ka 
Society added a generous $1,000; 
our Women’s Auxiliary contributed 
another $1,000 from their fine work 
in the refreshment stands and the 
Parents' Dance activity. This leaves 
approximately $6,400 to be raised 
from the Fund Drive and private 
citizens’ donations. 

This is an appeal to parents of 
Little Leaguers who have not join- 
ed the Parents Association. Your 
failure to measure up to the situa- 
tion may mean your boy and over 
700 other Winchester boys may 
have no Little League program in 
1970. Won’t you please send your 
check today, to Charles W. Craven 
Treasurer, Winchester National 
Bank.

Spraying: 

Fire Hazard? 

Editor of the Star: 

Dr. Rendall’s letter, which was 
published in the July 3rd issue of 
the Star, deserves the careful con- 
sideration of all of us. Certainly 
there are many citizens of Winches- 
ter who may prefer to indulge in 
the sport of swatting mosquitoes to 
living with the health hazard of the 
Malathion fogging program. 

It is my belief that there may be 
a secondary hazard in this process. 
Number one and number two fuel 
oil in liquid form are not considered 
to be particularly dangerous mate- 
rials from a flammability stand- 
point. Their flash points vary, but 
are always above one hundred de- 
grees Fahrenheit. According to 
NFPA Pamphlet 325M their hazard 
identification is two. This means 
that they must be moderately heat- 
ed before ignition can occur. How- 
ever, when any flammable liquid is 
dispersed in finely divided form, 
such as mist or spray, it may be ig- 
nited at temperatures well below its 
rated flash point. For this reason I 
feel that this fogging operation 
may also be a fire or explosion haz- 
ard. 

I would like to suggest that our 
fire department investigate this as- 
pect of the affair.

Insect Spraying 

Editor of the Star: 

When I see that you are “happy 
to see the mosquito spraying pro- 
ject,” I can’t help but wonder how 
happy you would be if you knew 
what it is doing to you and to 
every creature that comes in con- 
tact with it. 

The poison that is filling our air 
is malathion, a “safe” organic 
phosphate, “safe” because the liver 
secretes an enzyme that detoxifies 
it. But many “insecticides,” espe- 
cially organic phosphates, attack 
the liver, greatly imparing its pro- 
tective capabilities, not only leav- 
ing you vulnerable to poisons of 
all types, but also leading to liver 
diseases such as hepatitis and cir- 
rhosis. Many man-made chemicals 
destroy just the enzyme that pro- 
tects you from malathion, so that 
1/100 of the usually fatal dose will 
kill you. And the two need not be 
taken simultaneously — weeks apart 
will do. The salad that you eat be- 
fore next Tuesday may well destroy 
your immunity. 

Malathion increases the toxicity 
of many drugs, especially some 
used as muscle relaxants, and it 
markedly increases the sleeping 
time of barbituates. Symptoms of 
poisoning by mulathiou include de- 
struction of nerve sheuths and 
spinal nerve cells, loss of weight, 
extreme fatigue, and peculiar mus- 
cular weakness. These symptoms, 


Malathion, and the degeneration of 
nerves that it causes, have been 
definitely linked with mental dis- 
ease. Qrganic phosphate-induced 
cases range from impairment of 
memory to schizophrenic and de- 
pressive reactions. 

Even if, by some strange chance, 
no one receives a large enough dose 
to seriously harm him right away, 
or has the protective powers of 
his liver impaired, we are still 
causing suicidal havoc with the 
ecology. “Insecticides” can pass 
from prey to predator, from mother 
to young, so that we are poisoning 
not only insects, but also birds, 
fish, turtles, etc. Poisoned bees pro- 
duce poisoned honey, and so or 
until the whole ecology is infected 
Only mammals have a liver that 
protects them from malathion, and 
as we keep putting poisons into 
air, water, soil and food, levels 
build until a dosage is reached that 
is lethal even to mammals. Human 
beings do not build up an immunity 
to these chemicals. Ironically, some- 
times the only creatures to sur- 
vive mass spraying are the insects, 
which because of their relatively 
short life span, mutate fast enough 
to develop immunities, resulting 
in a sort of super insect. If some- 
how all the insects could be de- 
stroyed, the plants would go with 
them, for almost all plants de- 
pend upon insects one way or 
another. 

In Delano, California, due to 
careless and negligent use of pesti- 
cides, it is unsafe for a child under 
six years of age to drink the 
water; if he does he will die. 

No more bees, no butterflies, 
flowers, fish, no birds, plus nerve 
damage, fatigue, confusion, delu- 
sions, loss of memory, mania — a 
fair price for a few mosquito 
bites? 

I strongly urge that you find a 
copy of Rachel Carson’s “Silent 
Spring” and read, or reread it, and 
then do something about it, now, 
before it’s too late. 

Mosquito bites can be deadly if 
the mosquito happens to be dis- 
ease-carrying. But mass spraying 
of non-selective pesticide is deadly, 
no ifs.

Tlie Sub-Committee has ques- 
tioned the limitations of its in- 
volvement in Marycliff and the 
co-ordination of its schedule with 
that of other departments. There 
was one suggestion to hire an 
architect on a contingent basis be- 
fore the completion of the Mary 
cliff transaction if necessary. 
However, it was noted there may 
1,0 legal complications with this 
proposal. 

The “creative remodeling” 
which is being sought by the 
Sub-Committee for the Town’s 
new acquisition is a relatively 
small project for an architectural 
firm. It will involve open space 
design similar to Muraco, dealing 
mainly with room configuration 
and the removal of walls. 

Mrs. Elizabeth G. Reynolds of 
33 Lloyd Street felt that the ex- 
pense of time on the selection of 
such a firm would be justified, as 
it would influence decisions on 
such future projects and would 
attract a better response from 
firms who felt that future con- 
tracts could result from the Mary- 
cliff project. 

Among the firms particularly 
mentioned at the meeting werp 
Crimp, Brown and Fisher of Bos- 
ton, previously used at Muraco 
School anil the High School. Also 
cited was William Warner of 
Providence, Rhode Island, who did 
the Bancroft School in Andover. 
This school, whose open area de- 
sign was called “creative” and 
“imaginative,” houses a student 
population of about 550, compar- 
able to the Muraco School. 

Dr. Walter Gleason, assistant 
superintendent for curriculum 
and instruction, was hopeful that 
administrative offices could be 
moved into Sanborn House at 
Marycliff by September. He also 
said that there are plans to use 
the McManus House, which will 
eventually be torn down, as a 
classroom. However, the Sub- 
Committee is unaware under 
whose jurisdiction these admini- 
stration buildings fall. 

Second Topic 

A second topic which the Sub- 
Committee discussed was the 
magnitude of the work facing 
them and whether they had the 
talent and time for its accom- 
plishment. 

The alternatives are that they 
enlist the help of the Marycliff 
Committee on this particular 
problem, request additional mem- 
.. bers for the Sub-Committee, form 
a subcommittee within the Sub- 
Committee or handle the problem 
on their own. 

The concensus seemed to fall 
on the last, realizing ut the same 
time the limitations to which they

can work and the need to con- 
sult at various times. Mrs. Reyn- 
olds remarked that the concern 
should be with long-range plan- 
ning rather than with the details 
of school construction. 

Conversation then shifted to 
population growth and projection. 
This is a form of long-range 
study which is becoming less de- 
pendent on the town birth rate 
as a factor, due to the fact that 
children bom outside the Town 
are now being partially educated 
here. As the town birth rate is de- 
creasing, the school population is 
increasing. 

Presently there are eight school 
districts, Marycliff will add a 
ninth. The method employed at 
this time is to compare the total 
number of children in the Town 
to the total seating capacity. 
This is adequate in the high and 
junior high schools. However, 
since there are several elementary 
schools, this does not provide a 
suitable distribution of younger 
children because the growth rate 
in each district varies. In parti- 
cular, the Vinson-Owen and 
Washington School areas are 
showing tremendous growth. 

No New Schools 

Dr. Gleason stated that at thiB 
time there are no plans for any 
new elementary schools, however, 
there has been talk of the phasing 
out of one. The process now 
should be to use the fixed sites 
in order to draw foundation 
boundaries for the nine districts 
which may then be projected 
against time. 

Any equalizing of the schools 
will mean either the construction 
of new buildings or the redistri- 
bution of children. 

Dr.. Gleason also remarked that 
th^re is now a need for more 
square feet per pupil, as seen in 
the Bancroft School in Andover. 
Chairman Beckley then emphasiz- 
ed that the Sub-Committee must 
consider the new educational 
needs and the “kind of space” 
utilized. 

The Sub-Committee intends to 
study the Snow Report of 1965 
which concentrates on a popula- 
tion study and speculates on ac-‘ 
ceptable building sites for houses 
in Winchester and the use of 
existing buildings. The report has 
been accepted by Professor Wil- 


liam W. Nash Jr., of 81 Wild- 
wood Street, who has made in- 
fluential studies on the popula- 
tion problem. 

While discussing Mystic School, 
it was decided that Marycliff 
should receive priority in con- 
sideration. Marycliff will house 
125 students from the Wyman 
Annex of Lynch Junior High 
School and 50 to 60 from Vinson- 
Owen, with the remainder com- 
ing from Mystic due to a de- 
populating of the portable class- 
rooms which contain 75 pupils 
each. 

Pressure Relieved 

This relief of pressure on Mys- 
tic would bring the school down 
to its 350 pupil capacity, but 
would also involve busing. Mrs. 
Reynolds did not feel that this 
would “raise much fuss” since it 
would mean that portable class- 
rooms would not have to be rent- 
ed at a cost of over $5,000 each 
per year and there is the pos- 
sibility that a subsidy could be 
obtained for such busing if cer- 
tain requirements could be met. 

Chairman Beckley expressed 
preference for bueing for one or 
two years rather than redistrict- 
ing in the case of the Mystic- 
Marycliff exchange of pupils. Al- 
though the Chairman is adamant 
about finding some permanent 
answers to their problems, this 
temporary relief would be wel- 
come.

Vandalism Must Stop 


"Vandal” is an ugly word to be applied to any 
memfter of our community, but judging from the 
art work that decorates the high school and from the 
malicious damage done around Town in the past 
month, that is the word that must be applied to more 
than one person here. 

The word written on the driveway of a Sunset 
Road resident last weekend is not pretty; neither, 
however, is the deed itself. 

It is too easy to dismiss these actions as childish 
pranks, especially the painting of the high school 
reportedly done by the graduating class during the 
week of commencement. Acts such as this show a 
blatant disregard for personal and public property 
which will be carried over into their adult lives by 
the young people involved. 

Ripping the "Keep Off The Grass" signs from the 
trees in die Common will not change the Park De- 
partment nding that caused them to be placed there 
in the first place. The signs will only be replaced— 
at an additional cost to the taxpayer. Young people 
are not directly hurt by the damage they do to public 
property. The burden falls on the taxpayer. Yet. it 
would be well for the young people to remember 
dial every dollar Dad pays on taxes is a dollar that 
won't be spent on or given to them. 


During the past week, the Police Department 
records show reports of street signs painted black 
on Sunset. Hinds and Grant Roads: parking meters 
stolen on VVaterfield Road and windows broken at 
Marydiff Academy. Anyone who reads the "Notes 
From The Police Blotter" knows that "property 
damage” is an all too frequent heading. 

This malicious damage must be stopped. It is cost- 
ing the Town and the residents untold dollars to 
replace, repaint, and repair property. A gentleman 
who dropped in at the Star office this week suggested 
that an open letter be sent to the parents of the high 
school students asking that they interrogate their 
children to find out who did the painting at the high 
school. Those who did the damage, he felt, should 
make restitution for it. 

It woukl be impossible, we fear, to make the stu- 
dent or students responsible own up to it. Through 
the tax dollars that are spent on repairs, each prop- 
erty owner is penalized for the damage. This is not 
fair; however, as our tax rate increases, it may cause 
parents to pay attention to where their children arc 
and what they are doing. How many parents can 
answer the 1 1 p.m. television question "Do you 
know where your, children are?” Someone is out doing 
damage to property in this Town and it is up to 
each pattern here to be certain it is not his child. 


The AMA And Dr. Knowles

At a time when the Republican Party was teaming 
with Southern Democrats and the American Medical 
Association to prevent the inception of Medicare, the 
medical leaders in Massachusetts were forming an 
alliance to devise a medical- welfare system supported 
by private subscription. 

To its consternation, the AMA suddenly found its 
Massachusetts flank unforgiveably out of contact with 
the rest of the army. While he AMA was telling Con- 
gress and the American people that the medical 
leaders of the nation were solidly opposed to any 
kind of socialized medicine the Massachusetts Hospi- 
tal Association was busy negotiating a contract with 
Massachusetts Blue Cross - Blue Shield to have hos- 
pital free care and bad debt costs paid by subscribers 
to a private insurance company. 

It is unthinkable to the world of medicine that in 
its hour of greatest need for fealty it should be 
abandoned by the medical capital of the world — 
Massachusetts. Publicly-supported medicine was one 
tiling, but to put the cost on policy-holders rather 
than taxpayers was too much even to conceive. 

The plan was conceived by the Massachusetts Hos- 
pital Association. That is to say the plan was con- 
ceived by Massachusetts General Hospital. That is to 
say the plan was conceived by Dr. John H. Knowles, 
MGH administrator. 

It took five years for the American Medical As- 
sociation to get even for that lapse into socialized 
socialism, but it did. It mustered all of its tremendous 
influence to persuade President Nixon to pass over 
Dr. Knowles for the post of Undersecretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 

Dr. Knowles, the President was advised, was just 
too. too visionary to work with the bread and butter 
minds of die AMA. 

So with some egg hardened on his face, President 
Nixon interceded personally and told his HEW 
Secretary Robert Finch to by-pass Dr. Knowles. 

Secretary Finch had already advised Senators Ed- 
ward Brooke (R) and Edward Kennedy (D) of Mas- 
sachusetts that Dr. Knowles would be nominated. 
Sen. Brooke, in fact, had sent telegrams to the in- 
siders notifying them that Dr. Knowles would be 
nominated. The second batch of telegrams went out 
after the President had a heart-to-heart with Mr. 
Finch. 

No, indeed, the AMA was not about to swallow 
the appointment of Dr. Knowles. 

Officially, the Nixon Administration simply said 
that Dr. Knowles appeared to lack some of the ad- 
ministrative background the undersecretary’s job re- 
quires. That’s a laugh! Dr. Knowles could be casti- 
gated for many things he’s done and said in the 
arena of public policy, but he is an administrator’s 
administrator. 

Only a top-flight administrator like Dr. Knowles 
could have persuaded the medical directors of Blue 
Cross - Blue Shield to absorb welfare cases in their re- 
imbursement schedule for hospitals at a lime when 
official medicine was having the dry heaves at the very 
mention of socialized medicine. 

The publicity attached to the M HA- Blue Cross 
contract was most damaging to the A.MA’s unwrinkled 
posture in those sqcamish days of I9G4 and 1905. 

While the AMA was telling Congress that Medi- 
care might launch second-class medicine (which it 
has for those who aren’t covered), the Massachusetts 
wing was deckling to by-pass the taxpayer and slick 
the policy-holder with die costs of those who didn’t 
pay. 


On November 12, 1964. while the AMA was promis- 
ing a united from to fight Medicare, the Massachu- 
setts Consumers’ Council was charging that the MHA- 
Bluc Cross contract would force a 34 per cent in- 
surance boost on 700.000 non-group subscribers. 

Massachusetts officials called the contract a "Sweet- 
heart Deal,” and a "conspiratorial package agree- 
ment." 

The State Group Insurance Commission joined the 
Consumers’ Council in asking the Attorney General 
to intervene. 

A member of the Consumers’ Council declared, 
on January 4, 1965. "The hospital trustees can in- 
crease the special service charges any time they want 
to get more reimbursements, so auditing is out the 
window. The hospitals have control of it and can 
juggle the charges from day to day if they want." 
History was to prove they wanted and, indeed, did 
and do. 

On January 26. 1965, while the AMA was promis- 
ing everything but an outright nation-wide medical 
strike as a greeting for Medicare, the Massachusetts 
team was appearing before the Legislature’s Commit- 
tee on Public Health, explaining why socialized 
medicine should be routed through private insur- 
ance. 

A State Representative accused the hospitals of 
obstructionism, saying, "I think a ballgame is going 
on between the hospitals and Blue Cross, but I won't 
accuse the hospitals of outright thievery.” 

Holding that it was illegal to force insurance policy- 
holders to pay for the medical care of those who do 
not have insurance, Commissioner of Administration 
and Finance John McCarthy brought suit against the 
contract between the MHA and Blue Cross. 

Organized labor — the AFLtCIO — joined the suit, 
along with the Attorney General, the Consumers’ 
Council and the Group Insurance Commission, not 
to mention scores of lawmakers and interested parties 
who wore hats as spectators. 

In mid- 1966, after the contract had been in effect 
for 18 months, the State Supreme Court finally but 
finally condescended to write an opinion. It sanction- 
ed the contract with all the language of Professor 
Galbraith's ADA seminar on “making utopia work.” 

Said the court, "All of the various costs which a 
hospital incurs must be covered in some manner if 
the hospital is to stay in existence.” 

Because hospitals are still not permitted to mint 
currency, that was a relatively safe, if not idiotic 
monument to tautology. 

So on the strength of the statement that somebody 
must pay the tab when hospitals spend money to 
provide services for people who won’t pay, the 
state’s high court decided that this welfare program 
should be provided not by the Commonwealth, but by 
those individuals stupid enough to buy insurance 
they really don’t have to buy to get free care at 
hospitals. 

Ami this excursion into mandatory private welfare 
was initiated by the medical directors of the hospitals 
and Blue Cross - Blue Sliield. 

While the American Medical Association was snip- 
ing away at super-liberal "extremists" who wanted 
public support of medicine, the medical- fraternity 
in Massachusetts was working day and night to set 
up its own private medicare system. 

Now, why do you suppose the Democrats wanted 
Dr. Knowles as HEW Undersecretary? And why do 
you suppose the AMA didn't? And why do you sup- 
pose the President decided against him?

BOOK REVIEW

THE DEATH COMMITTEE 

by NoaH Gordon 

It is a pleasure to find a book like Noah Gordon’s 
The Death Committee. Normal, likeable people are 
refreshing after the spate of unpleasant neurotic 
characters engaging in perverted sexual practices in 
some of the recent best sellers. The story deals with 
three young doctors who practice at Suffolk County 
General, a fictional hospital in Boston. They have all 
come to the medical profession from widely different 
backgrounds, and each reacts in his own special way 
to its demands. 

Adam Silverstone was the son of an alcoholic and 
demanding Jewish father and an Italian mother who 
did not long survive her husband’s brutality. He was 
reared in the slums, mostly by his grandmother 
Rosella, a small, white-haired woman from southern 
Italy. She had the Italian peasant’s superstitious 
fear of L’Arlecchino-Harlequin — an evil spirit re- 
sponsible for the sudden death of a child, the fading 
away of a young mother and other heartaches of life. 
Rosella warded off this demon of death by various 
practices. Now adult, a man of science, Adam’s sub- 
conscious reaction, to sudden misfortune was to make 
one of his grandmother’s signs. 

The second young doctor was Spurgeon Robinson, 
a black man, necessarily conscious of his race. He 
smarted from the short replies and contemptuous 
looks of the head nurse on his first day at the hospi- 
tal, but then he heard that she had no use for doctors, 
and some of them who had been there for years had 
never received anythings but grunts from her. He 
was relieved. At least it wasn’t his color that she 
hated. 

In contrast to these two was Doctor Rafael Meo- 
martino, a wealthy aristocratic Cuban in exile. He had 
the courage to admit to himself that he was a coward 
who wouldn’t fight for his country, and in spite of 
the scorn of his family he applied for United States 
citizenship. He set his sights on the top position in 
the Suffolk County General Hospital, marrying the 
niece of the chief of surgery. 

The Death Committee was the name given by hos- 
pital personnel to the Mortality Conference which 
sits in judgment of doctors who have lost a patient. 
Its function was to decide whether or not the death 
had been preventable. For the doctor concerned this 
was usually a shattering experience. Adam’s first 
meeting with this committee took place when one of 
his favorite young patients, recipient of a kidney 
transplant, died very suddenly. His reaction was to 
go back to the lab and learn all he could about kidney 
transplants. 

Spurgeon Robinson was likewise examined by the 
Death Committee. Although he felt partly respon- 
sible for his patient’s death, he had been acting un- 
der the orders of the resident, Meomartino, who did 
not come to his defense. After the ordeal was over 
he was forced to admit to himself why he did not 
bring out this fact. He had been terrified of all those 
white faces. 

We see these young doctors growing, maturing, 
changing the 'direction of their lives during this cru- 
cial year. At the -end of the book each one is a dif- 
ferent 1 ™!^."'"" ’ 

Noah Gordon, who also write The Rabbi, prepared 
for this novel by working at the Boston City Hospital 
as a volunteer surgical technician. He also attended 
Mortality Conferences at other Boston hospitals.

Will It Fold? 

Editor of the Star: 

Because of the prohibition against 
“lottery-type’' fund drives, this 
year, Little League was forced into 
some other means of raising the 
necessary additional monies to out- 
fit our teams and provide equip- 
ment, bats, balls and provide full 
insurance coverage for our 714 
players. The "Parents Association” 
idea was voted by the Board of 
Directors as the best means of 
raising money for this year, at 
least, on short notice. 

The results of this drive have 
been extremely disappointing. Less 
than half of the anticipated num- 
ber of parents have seen fit to con- 
tribute to the support of Little 
League and, incidentally, the base- 
ball recreation of their boy or boys. 
The $10 membership fee was set 
as a reasonable membership fee, 
even though there might be more 
than one son participating in Little 
League. 

Because of the poor subscription 
to the Parents Association, thus 
far, it is entirely possible that 
Winchester Little League may pass 
out of existence, after this season. 
Increased participation in the Lea- 
gue and subsequent increased 
costs have put Little League in a 
financial crisis. To finance Little 
League in its present status, $13,000 
is the necessary income. Our fine 
sponsors contribute $4,600; En Ka 
Society added a generous $1,000; 
our Women’s Auxiliary contributed 
another $1,000 from their fine work 
in the refreshment stands and the 
Parents’ Dance activity. This leaves 
approximately $6,400 to be raised 
from the Fund Drive and private 
citizens' donations. 

This is an appeal to parents of 
Little Leaguers who have not join- 
ed the Parents Association. Your 
failure to measure up to the situa- 
tion may mean your boy and over 
700 other Winchester boys may 
have no Little League program in 
1970. Won’t you please send your 
check today, to Charles W. Craven 
Treasurer, Winchester National 
Bank. Make check payable to the 
Little League.

Spraying: 
Fire Hazard? 


Editor of the Star: 

Dr. Rendall's letter, which was 
published in the July 3rd issue of 
the Star, deserves the careful con- 
sideration of all of us. Certainly 
there are many citizens of Winches- 
ter who may prefer to indulge 
the sport of swatting mosquitoes to 
living with the health hazard of the 
Malathion fogging program. 

It is my belief that there may be 
a secondary hazard in this process. 
Number one and number two fuel 
oil in liquid form are not considered 
to be particularly dangerous mate- 
rials from a flammability stand- 
point. Their flash points vary, but 
are always above one hundred de- 
grees Fahrenheit. According to 
NFPA Pamphlet 325M their hazard 
identification is two. This means 
that they must be moderately heat- 
ed before ignition can occur. How- 
ever, when any flammable liquid is 
dispersed in finely divided form, 
such as mist or spray, it may be ig- 
nited at temperatures well below its 
rated flash point. For this reason I 
feel that this fogging operation, 
may also be a fire or explosion haz- 
ard. 

I would like to suggest that our 
fire department investigate this as- 
pect of the affair.

Insect Spraying 

Editor of the Star: 

When I see that you are “happy 
to see the mosquito spraying pro- 
ject,” I can’t help but wonder how 
happy you would be if you knew 
what it is doing to you and to 
every creature that comes in con- 
tact with it. 

The poison that is filling our air 
is malathion, a “safe” organic 
phosphate, “safe” because the liver 
secretes an enzyme that detoxifies 
it. But many “insecticides,” espe- 
cially organic phosphates, attack 
the liver, greatly imparing its pro- 
tective capabilities, not only leav- 
ing you vulnerable to poisons of 
all types, but also leading to liver 
diseases such as hepatitis and cir- 
rhosis. Many man-made chemicals 
destroy just the enzyme that pro- 
tects you from malathion, so that 
1/100 of the usuully fatal dose will 
kill you. And the two need not be 
taken simultaneously — weeks apart 
will do. The salad that you eat be- 
fore next Tuesday may well destroy 
your immunity. 

Malathion increases the toxicity 
of muny drugs, especially some 
used as muscle relaxants, and it 
markedly increases the sleeping 
time of barbituates. Symptoms of 
poisoning by muluthion include de- 
struction of nerve sheuths and 
spinal nerve cells, loss of weight, 
extreme fatigue, and peculiar mus- 
cular weakness. These symptoms, 


if survived, may lead to worse. 
Malntbion, and the degeneration of 
nerves that it causes, have been 
definitely linked with mental dis- 
ease. Organic phosphate-induced 
cases range from impairment of 
memory to schizophrenic and de- 
pressive reactions. 

Even if, by some strange chance, 
no one receives a large enough dose 
to seriously harm him right away, 
or has the protective powers of 
his liver impaired, we are still 
causing suicidal havoc with the 
ecology. “Insecticides” can pass 
from prey to predator, from mother 
to young, so that we are poisoning 
not only insects, but also birds, 
fish, turtles, etc. Poisoned bees pro- 
duce poisoned honey, and so on 
until the whole ecology is infected. 
Only mammals have a liver that 
protects them from malathion, and 
as we keep putting poisons into 
air, water, soil and food, levels 
build until a dosage is reached that 
is lethal even to mammals. Human 
beings do not build up an immunity 
to these chemicals. Ironically, some- 
times the only creatures to sur- 
vive mass spraying are the insects, 
which because of their relatively 
short life span, mutate fast enough 
to develop immunities, resulting 
in a sort of super insect. If some 
how all the insects could be de- 
stroyed, the plants would go with 
them, for almost all plants de 
pend upon insects one way or 
another. 

In Delano, California, due to 
careless and negligent use of pesti- 
cides, it is unsafe for a child under 
six years of age to drink the 
water; if he does he will die. 

No more bees, no butterflies, 
flowers, fish, no birds, plus nerve 
damage, fatigue, confusion, delu- 
sions, loss of memory, mania — a 
fair price for a few mosquito 
bites ? 

I strongly urge that you find a 
copy of Rachel Carson’s “Silent 
Spring” and read, or reread it, and 
then do something about it, now, 
before it’s too late. 

Mosquito bites can be deadly if 
the mosquito happens to be dis- 
ease-carrying. But mass spraying 
of non-selective pesticide is deadly, 
no ifs.

Later that day, according to the 
police reports, an attempted break 
was reported on Swan Road. 

The owners of the house were 
away, and the attempted break 
was reported at 12:10 p.m. by a 
neighbor who found a casement 
window jimmied open.

Officer Mawn, who had been 
commended for his work in the 
capture of two men in connection 
with a burglary at the First Na- 
tional Store this spring, joined the 
force as a temporary patrolman 
in January, 1969. 

Officer Mawn has served ir. the 
Police Department as a special 
officer last summer. He is single 
and is a member of the National 
Guard. 

On June 30, the Board voted 
to appoint Officer Angelo Amico 
of 34 White Street as a patrol- 
man-inspector. In his new posi- 
tion he will work with Sgt.-In- 
spector James J. Cogan. 

Officer Amico has been a mem- 
ber of the police force since April, 
1956. 

Jurors 

At the Monday night meeting, 
the Board also drew two nnmes 
for jury duty. Those chosen are 
Mary E. Powers of 10 Glemvood 
Avenue and Francis Farley of 8 
Squanto Road. 

The Board also discussed the 
situation of Churchill Road with 
two residents of the area. The 
Board told the men to present the 
Board with a petition for the 
Town to accept the road as a 
Town way. Currently, it is not 
determined whether the road re- 
mains under County jurisdiction. 

Also under discussion at the 
meeting was the traffic situation 
at the Muraco School. The Board 
has been studying possible ways 
to alleviate the traffic congestion 
caused when parents drive chil- 
dren to school during bad weather.

Tile Sub-Committee has ques- 
tioned the limitations of its in- 
volvement in Marycliff and the 
co-ordination of its schedule with 
that of other departments. There 
was one suggestion to hire an 
architect on a contingent basis be- 
fore the completion of the Mary 
cliff transaction if necessary. 
However, it was noted there may 
he legal complications with this 
proposal. 

The “creative remodeling” 
which is being sought by the 
Sub-Committee for the Town’s 
new acquisition is a relatively 
small project for an architectural 
firm. It will involve open space 
design similar to Muraco, dealing 
mainly with room configuration 
and the removal of walls. 

Mrs. Elizabeth G. Reynolds of 
33 Lloyd Street felt that the ex- 
pense of time on the selection of 
such a firm would be justified, as 
it would influence decisions on 
such future projects and would 
attract a better response from 
firms who felt that future con- 
tracts could result from the Mary- 
cliff project. 

Among the firms particularly 
mentioned at the meeting were 
Crimp, Brown and Fisher of Bos- 
ton, previously used at Muraco 
School and the High School. Also 
cited was William Warner of 
Providence, Rhode Island, who did 
the Bancroft School in Andover. 
This school, whose open area de- 
sign was called “creative” and 
“imaginative,” houses a student 
population of about 550, compar- 
able to the Muraco School. 

Dr. Walter Gleason, assistant 
superintendent for curriculum 
and instruction, was hopeful that 
administrative offices could be 
moved into Sanborn House at 
Marycliff by September. He also 
said that there are plans to use 
the McManus House, which will 
eventually be torn down, as a 
classroom. However, the Sub- 
Committee is unaware under 
whose jurisdiction these admini- 
stration buildings fall. 

Second Topic 

A second topic which the Sub- 
Committee discussed was the 
magnitude of the work facing 
them and whether they had the 
talent and time for its accom- 
plishment. 

The alternatives are that they 
enlist the help of the Marycliff 
Committee on this particular 
problem, request additional mem- 
bers for the Sub-Committee, form 
a Sub committee within the Sub- 
Committee or handle the problem 
on their own. 

The concensus seemed to fall 
on the last, realizing at the same 
time the limitations to which they

can work and the need to con- 
sult at various times. Mrs. Reyn- 
olds remnrkcd that the concern 
should he with long-range plan- 
ning rather than with the details 
of school construction. 

Conversation then shifted to 
population growth and projection. 
This is a form of long-range 
study which is becoming less de- 
pendent on the town birth rate 
as a factor, due to the fact that 
children born outside the Town 
are now being partially educated 
here. As the town birth rate is de- 
creasing, the school population is 
increasing. 

Presently there are eight school 
districts, Marycliff will add a 
ninth. The method employed at 
this time is to compare the total 
number of children in the Town 
to the total seating eapucity. 
This is adequate in the high and 
junior high schools. However, 
since there are several elementary 
schools, this does not provide a 
suitable distribution of younger 
children because the growth rate 
in each district varies. In parti- 
cular, the Vinson-Owen and 
Washington School areas are 
showing tremendous growth. 

No New Schools 

Dr. Gleason stated that at this 
time there are no plans for any 
new elementary schools, however, 
there has been talk of the phasing 
out of one. The process now 
should be to use the fixed sites 
in order to draw foundation 
boundaries for the nine districts 
which may then be projected 
against time. 

Any equalizing of the schools 
will mean either the construction 
of new buildings or the redistri- 
bution of children. 

Dr.» Gleason also remarked that 
th^re is now a need for more 
square feet per pupil, as seen in 
the Bancroft School in Andover. 
Chairman Beckley then emphasiz- 
ed that the Sub-Committee must 
consider the new educational 
needs and the “kind of space” 
utilized. 

The Sub-Committee intends to 
study the Snow Report of 1965 
which concentrates on a popula- 
tion study and speculates on ac- * 
ceptable building sites for houses 
in Winchester and the use of 
existing buildings. The report has 
been accepted by Professor Wil- 


liam W. Nash .Tr.. of 31 Wild- i 
wood Street, who has made in- 
fluential studies on the papula- I 
tion problem. 

While discussing Mystic School. | 
it was decided that Marycliff j 
should receive priority in con- 
sideration. Marycliff will house 
125 students from the Wyman 
Annex of Lynch Junior High 
School and 50 to 60 from Vinson- 
Owen, with the remainder com- 
ing from Mystic due to a de- 
populating of the portnble class- 
rooms which contain 75 pupils 
each. 

Pressure Relieved 

This relief of pressure on Mys- 
tic would bring the school down 
to its 350 pupil capacity, but 
would also involve busing. Mrs. 
Reynolds did not feel that this 
would “raise much fuss” since it 
would mean that portable class- 
rooms would not have to be rent- 
ed at a cost of over $5,000 each 
per year and there is the pos- 
sibility that a subsidy could be 
obtained for such busing if cer- 
tain requirements could be met. 

Chairman Beckley expressed 
preference for busing for one or 
two years rather than redistrict- 
ing in the case of the Mystic- 
Marycliff exchange of pupils. Al- 
though the Chairman is adamant 
about finding some permanent 
answers to their problems, this 
temporary relief would be wel- 
come.

Red Cross Begins 
Fund Drive 
For Blood Center 

A campaign to finance the new 
Red Cross Blood Program center 
and laboratories, to serve the blood 
needs of the Commonwealth, got 
under way with the appointment of 
local fund chairmen and women. 

Ralph W. Hatch, chairman, of the 
building fund committee of the 
Winchester Chapter of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, will be in charge of 
the fund-raising effort in Winches- 
ter. 

Winchester’s goal in the cam- 
paign for more than $1 million is 
$7200. 

The new center, which will be 
opened in September, will include 
the nation’s most modern facilities 
for the collection and processing of 
blood and blood technology and re- 
search. The blood program provides 
blood for the 204 hospitals and 
blood bank facilities in Massachu- 
setts. 

“This new facility,” said Gilbert 
D. Kittredge, chairman of the fund 
campaign committee, “will help us 
work closer to our required 1000 
pints of blood a day to meet the 
needs of our hospitals. 

“Blood shortagee are chronic in 
Massachusetts and elsewhere,” he 
said. “We can do much to make in- 
roads into this shortage condition 
with better research facilities and 
space to attempt different medical 
techniques. This campaign will 
make all such possible for Massa- 
chusetts.”

Mr. Palumbo also explained 
several of the State and Federal 
assistance programs for towns 
that want to construct low-cost 
housing or renovate current struc- 
tures for low-cost housing. 

He stressed, however, that it 
can take several years for as- 
sistance of this type to be granted. 
He cited the new low-cost, high- 
rise apartment building construct- 
ed by the Medford Housing Au- 
thority in Medford Square. From 
the time the building was propos- 
ed in 1960, it took eight years un- 
til the structure was completed. 

Mr. Palumbo closed his talk 
by telling the Committee that cur- 
rently Medford has a 31-year 
residency requirement for ap- 
plicants for their low-cost hous- 
ing for the elderly. Those with 
long periods of residency are 
given priority in obtaining the 
apartments.

Special Class Students 
To Participate In SEEM 

Eleven hoys and girls from Winchester Public School classes for re- 
tarded children (33) spent two weeks before the end of school visiting 
their new classes and teachers for next year. 


In a new program, these 11 chil- 
dren will attend out-of-town schools 
better suited to their individual 
needs in September. The two-week 
trial permitted the children and 
special teachers to adjust to the 
transportation, facilities and per- 
sonalities involved in the new ar- 
rangement. Special children from 
other towns attended their new 
classes in Winchester during the 
trial period as they will in Septem- 
ber also. 

The program making this pos- 
sible is a regional one known as 
SEEM, Special Education of Edu- 
cation Mutual. SEEM is a project 
designed to further improve the 
education of mentally retarded chil- 
dren, both educable and trainable, 
on a regional basis. The region in- 
cludes Winchester, Woburn, Lynn- 
field, North Reading, Reading, 
Stoneham and Wilmington. 

All mentally retarded children 
in the seven towns, both educable 
and trainable, have been classified 
into four groupings each according 
to chronological age, I.Q. and 
teacher judgement. Each child has 
been put in a group suited to his 
individual needs. 

Sharing the facilities and staff 
of the seven communities will pro- 
vide: 

1. Better educational placement 
for each child by the evaluation 
system devised. 

2. Elimination of the wide vari- 
ance of age span that exists in 
some classes. 

3. Placement of children into one 
of eight classifications allowing 
teachers to make better use of in- 
structional materials and teach- 
ing practices within each group. 

4. A richer educational program 
on a -egional basis than can be ac- 
complished on an individual town 
basis. 

5. The inauguration of a work- 
study program for vocational edu- 
cable students (16-21 years old). 

6. More efficient use of special- 
ized teaching personnel. 

7. Better communication and dis- 
semination of materials and in- 
novations among teachers of these 
classes. 

8. A project director whose re- 
sponsibility it is to plan the pro- 
gram und to oversee the operation 
of the entire project. 

A plan of intercommunity bus 
routes has been developed and each 
child was placed in the class which 
will best meet his individual needs. I 
In every case, a child transported 
from his own community will be | 
attending the class best suited for 


him in the nearest community in 
the program. 

Under this plan, of the 33 pupils 
at present assigned to special 
classes in Winchester, only 11, none 
of whom are in the younger cate- 
gory, will attend classes in other 
towns. 

A federal grant covers the cost 
of planning and administering the 
program. The cost of transporta- 
tion must be taken care of by the 
individual communities but is re- 
imbursed 50 percent by the State.

Board 19 from Section B (South 
dealing and East-West vulnerable) 
was an unusual tidbit in the eve- 
ning’s distribution of goodies. 

Please check both directions and 
see where your bidding system 
would lead you. 

The first problem belongs to 
South as dealer. Would yon open 
with so few points and such good 
shape, and if so, with what? My 
preference is for a pass originally, 
leaving me free to sacrifice per- 
sistently later after I know more of 
the hand. 

As to East-West, it’s a ques- 
tion of which spot is best, — clubs, 
no trump, or spades, and with 
South bidding strongly in hearts 
and diamonds, it’s difficult to de- 
cide. For example, at our table the 
bidding went: 

South, Pass; West, 1 club; North, 
Pass; East, 1 spade. South, 2 
hearts; West, 3 clubs; North, 3 
hearts; East, 4 spades. South, 5 
diamonds; West, pass; North, 5 
hearts; East, 5 spades. All pass. 

With such busy bidding, it’s very 
hard for East-West to find the 
six-club bid which can make in- 
stead of the five-spade bid which 
can’t. Three no^ trump East-west 
is also there with some judicious 
holding up in the play. The bulk 
of the final eleven contracts on 
Wednesday were way up there. 
It’s very difficult to know when you 
can safely stop bidding your own 
suit and set the opposition. 

There were only two bids mak- 
ing, — one three no trump by 
East- West and one three diamonds 
by North-South! The other nine 
were set in clubs, diamonds, hearts, 
spades and no trump, for a record 
of sorts. There were even two per- 
sistent seven-diamond bidders in 
the South seat. 

Editor’s note: Duplicate does add 
an extra dimension on hands like 
this. During the scoring you could 
hear friends asking, “And what did 
your table do with that two-suited 
hand on Board 19?

This court is the one 
which the Suburban Summer Lea- 
gue planned to use but it is in 
such abominable shape as to make 
the town look ridiculous compared 
to the good facilities of the other 
members. 

Most playground basketball sur- 
faces meet with objections from the 
neighbors because of the noise 
factor but Ginn is far enough re- 
moved so that nobody is disturbed. 
If the conditions there were better 
it might well help to lighten the 
police duties in mid-town since 
quite a few might be interested in 
playing the game under better cir- 
cumstances. 

In order to keep the league 
schedule the games are temporarily 
being played in the High School 
gymnasium due to the excellent co- 
operation of the school authorities. 
However, important money has to 
be spent in order to pay the custo- 
dians for overtime work at the 
schools. 

It is high time that some action 
be taken to get all three surfaces 
into playable shape so that those 
interested can play. Good play- 
ground courts for evening and even 
for night basketball can contribute 
much toward the enjoyment of the 
game and the overall hoop spirit of 
the community. 

The great success of Somerville 
in basketball can be directly traced 
to the wonderful group of lighted 
courts which are available. On 
these the upcoming boys learn the 
game by playing with seasoned 
veterans of the past and basketball 
has become a tradition. 

Lights for the Winchester courts 
are still in the realm of possibility 
with discussions and plans being 
checked with the Edison Company 
for Ginn. 

However, lights or no lights the 
money is now available for the 
work of lining and surfacing. When 
will it be done? Why hasn’t it 
been started? Are we waiting for 
snow to fall so that it must be 
postponed for another year? Let’s 
get the work underway Now!

Health Board 
Reports Mumps 
Show Decline 

There has been a decline in the 
number of mumps cases reported 
in Winchester. Only six cases were 
reported from January to May of 
1969, as compared to nine for the 
same period in 1968, according to 
the report of Dr. Nicholas J. Fiu- 
mara, director of the State’s Divi- 
sion of Communicable Diseases of 
the Department of Public Health. 

Winchester participated in the 
Department’s Mumps Immuniza- 
tion Program which was aimed 
at immunizing all junior high 
school students with no history of 
mumps by April 1 of this year. 
The schools were then encouraged 
to continue with the immunization 
of the first two grades. 

Winchester’s decrease in mumps 
cases is in accordance with the 
general decline in Massachu- 
setts and in Middlesex County.

Housing Committee Hears 
Present State Programs 
For Assisting Elderlg 

“As we grow older, real shelter is one of our basic needs," Chris- 
topher McCarthy, director of leasing and occupancy, Department of 
Community Affairs, Division of Community Development for Mas- 
sachusetts, told die Public Housing Study Committee at its Tuesday 
night meeting. 


Mr. McCarthy, speaking on 
“Housing for Elderly Citizens of 
Low Income,” said, “Every 20 
seconds, someone is reaching the 
age of 65 in this country.” 

The life span is greater than it 
was in 1900, he told the group. 
Average age of occupants of hous- 
ing for the elderly in the Com- 
monwealth is 76, he noted. 

Explaining the State program 
for housing for the elderly, he 
said it is beginning its 16th year 
of operation. The program be- 
came effective in 1954 under 
Chapter 667 of the State Housing 
Laws. The law was passed to pro- 
vide housing for residents 65 and 
over of low income. 

A three-part program, under 
the law, the Commonwealth pro- 
vides $210 million of its credit to 
back the loans taken out by the 
local housing authorities to cot> 
struct facilities; it states that 
loans must be paid off within 40 
years; and it subsidizes the rent 
up to four per cent of the develop- 
ment cost of the housing complex 
per year. 

In. Massachusetts, $4 million is 
earmarked for this program, Mr. 
McCarthy said.

on a large scale, Mr. McCarthy 
told the committee. Many other 
states and the Federal govern- 
ment have patterned programs on 
the Massachusetts program, he 
noted. 

In the Commonwealth, many of 
the towns have one or two-story, 
garden apartment complexes for 
the elderly. Only in. the densely 
populated areas where land is not 
readily available are high-rise 
structures used, he said. 

Noting that all the apartments 
have safety devices and many 
modern conveniences, Mr. McCar- 
thy said, “. . . it’s not perfection, 
but I think it’s extremely good.” 

At this time the State has 204 
units completed, comprising 10,- 
300 apartments. Sixty complexes 
are out for bid and 100 communi- 
ties are in the planning stage for 
housing for their elderly. There 
are 175 housing authorities in 
Massachusetts, Mr. McCarthy 
said. 

Eligibility 

Discussing eligibility for such 
housing, Mr. McCarthy said that 
in the United States and Canada, 
70 to 75 percent of those eligible 
for the housing are single and 
that of these, the women outnum- 
ber the men. 

To be eligible for elderly hous- 
ing, one must be 65 or over and 
must be a United States citizen. 
A couple may live in the complex 
if one member is over 65. Also, the 
citizenship requirement is modi- 
fied if the person is over 65, hus 
served in the U. S. military and 
has first citizenship papers, Mr. 
McCarthy said. 

The income limit for eligibility 
for a single person is $2500 and 
for a couple $3000. The average 
single person over 65 in elderly 
housing in the Commonwealth has 
an income of $1500; a couple has 
an average of $2025. Mr. McCar- 
thy noted that the turnover of 
residents in the complexes is neg- 
ligible. 

Housing Authority 

Outlining the steps for begin- 
ning housing for the elderly in a 
community, Mr. McCarthy said 
the first step was to form a hous- 
ing authority. 

The authority, which must be 
formed to operate the housing 
progrum, is formed by vote of the 
Town Meeting. Four members of 
the five-man committee arc ap- 
pointed by ^he Board of Select- 
men. The fifth is appointed by the 
State. Following the Town Meet- 
ing, all members’ names go on the 
next ballot. 

Election results determine who 
will serve for u ftvu-yeur term, 
who for four, etc., to form a slid- 
ing scale for election of members, 
Mr. McCarthy said. 
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Schools Join 
Data Surveg 
With Area Towns 

Henry B. Perry, director of per- 
sonnel for the Winchester Public 
Schools, has been instrumental in 
organizing the Massachusetts Bay 
Cooperative Data Study. 

School business officials and per- 
sonnel administrators from other 
towns have joined together to 
compile financial and personnel 
information for reference and for 
use in negotiations and budget 
preparation. 

Involved in the early stages of 
the planning for the Data Study 
are Belmont. Brookline, Concord, 
Lexington, Lincoln, Newton, Wes- 
ton and Winchester. Dr. James 
Baker, assistant commissioner, 
Research and Development Cen- 
ter. State Department of Educa- 
tion, has given the support of his 
department to the group and will 
provide assistance to the project 
as a pilot study. 

Mr. Perry explains that the 
prime objective of the project will 
be to place in concise form perti- 
nent financial and personnel prac- 
tices data which are to be made 
available to participating school 
systems on or before September 
30 of each school year. 

At present, according to Mr. 
Perry, a great deal of school de- 
partment administrative and sec- 
retarial time is spent on numerous 
telephone and written surveys in 
order to get comparison financial 
information from other school 
systems for budget construction. 

In addition, those responsible 
for personnel hiring and person- 
nel administration find that nego- 
tiations require that they use in- 
formation that is currently un- 
available in concise form when 
they need it. It is the purpose of 
the project to collect this informa- 
tion and make it available in 
printed form thus greatly reduc- 
ing the duplication of effort.

- sional salaries, -staff distribution, 
pypilt<eftcher ratio, fringe bene- 
■ 3 > expenditures, per-pupil cost,

The Thursday night. July 10. meeting of the Winchester School Committee held in the McCall 
Junior High School Lounge began with the observance of a moment of silence at the passing away of 
two respected, former members of the school system.

Later in the evening the Com- 
mittee voted to continue “as a 
matter of policy” the current 
practices regarding school lunch 
in the elementary schools. 

Dr. Donald A. Klemer, super- 
intendent of schools, presented 
his recommendations to the Com- 
mittee. His view was based upon 
prior experience with elementary 
school lunch programs in six 
school systems, a visit to one of 
the Newton schools involved in 
the elementary lunch program, a 
careful reading of the commit- 
tee’s studies, discussion with the 
Administrative Council, and dis- 
cussion of such a program with 
Dr. James Laurits and Dr. Don- 
ald Emery, superintendents of 
schools in Newton and Scarsdale 
respectively. 

After outlining five options, 
Dr. Klemer advised that the Com- 
mittee direct the administration

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Educational? 

While realizing that the pro-

While Richard K. Shroeder 
of the School Committee empha- 
sized that the schools were not 
conducting a “welfare service,” 
Mrs. Mary A. Mears, also of the 
Committee, felt that they were 
committed to the “neighborhood 
school policy,” which means going 
home for lunch. 

Dr. Richard Lawrance was in 
favor of conducting the Super- 
intendent’s recommended poll in 
a field beyond the three mention- 
ed districts, making sure to in- 
clude the information on the poll 
that this would involve addi- 
tional taxes. 

Following this discussion the 
Committee voted approval of the 
motion to extend their present 
policy. 

In other action the School 
Committee voted to accept the 
five guidelines of the school ad- 
ministrators with the amend- 
ments that they apply to all 
grades, kindergarten through 
senior high class, be subject to 
consistent enforcement, and may 
be excepted only when deemed 
necessary by the administrators 
for the carrying out of education- 
al purposes. 

Joseph C. Forte, principal of 
McCall Junior High School, re- 
marked that the greatest prob- 
lem with the dress code to this 
date has been the unevenness of 
the decision policy concerning it,

At 3:52 p.m. a short circuit 
caused by the wind and rain left 
2100 customers in Winchester of 
the Boston Edison Company and 
600 in Woburn without power. 
Two telephone company repair- 
men, Richard Driscoll of Tewks- 
bury anil Richard Couglc of Mal- 
den, were at the ucene und rfaw 
the Hash from the short circuit 
in an oil switch on a pole. Wil- 
liam Daley, acting foreman of 
maintenance, urrived later. 

At the same time a wire, trans- 
mitting 2400 volts, hud fallen 


over a car which held Mrs. John 
P. Govostes of 23 Shepard Court 
und her two children Kimberly, 
3, und Mark, 2. 

The repairmen prevented the 
occupunts from getting out of the 
car and proceeded to stop traf- 
fic at Canal and Water Streets, 
placing safety cones ulong Main 
Street.

Phone Company 
Proposes Rise 
In Rates 

Rates for telephone service in 
Massachusetts would rise for the 
first time in a decade if new 
tariffs which were filed Tuesday 
by the New England Telephone 
Company with the Department of 
Public Utilities survive investiga- 
tion by that body. 

After holding the price line for 
more than 11 years, the company 
is seeking approval for increases 
in both residence and business ser : 
vices. 

The revised rates would produce 
an overall increase of about 11 
percent — less than half of which 
accrues to the company. 

Under the new tariffs, rates for 
home telephone* service increases 
by varying amounts averaging less 
than $1 a month. 

Most business line rates increase 
by amounts between $2 and $3 
a month. 

Other changes include: 

♦uniform state-wide rates for 
extension telephone service giving 
some customers a lower rate. 

♦new, lower, long distance rates 
for certain calls made within Mas- 
sachusetts. 

♦miscellaneous charges for most 
supplementary services will in- 
crease. 

'lower monthly rate for the 
“hard-of-hearing” telephone set. 

*a modification of the present 
one-party measured residence ser- 
vice in the Boston area involving 
a reduction from present rates of 
$5 or more to only $3.95 a month 
and associated message units re- 
duced to 30 per month. This is 
designed for the customer who 
needs service primarily for emer- 
gency use or incoming calls. 

The company's proposal envi- 
sions that all service in the future 
in the Boston metropolitan area 
would be on an individual line 
basis. 

Wide Service 

In addition, if the new tariffs 
are approved, the company would 
be in a position to provide new 
optionul wide area service — Resi- 
dence Circle Calling — at an ac- 
celerated rate to customers in ad- 
ditional exchanges throughout the 
state. This service, currently 
available in only a few trial areas, 
provides for unlimited toll-free 
calling to all Massachusetts points 
within 20 miles of the exchange. 

During the 11-year period basic 
telephone rates have remained the 
same, or in some cases actually 
declined in the face of cost-of- 
living increases of about 25%, but 
the company cannot offset fully 
recent cost increases without rate 
adjustments. 

A company spokesman said 
present wages are costing the com- 
pany ubout $-14 million more an- 
nually than in 1958. Lust year’s 
wage settlement will increase 
these labor costs more than six per 
cent annually in each of the next 
two years. These costs are in line 
with local wage levels and trends 
which the company must meet to 
attract and retain skilled people 

In addition, in 1908 the com- 
pany's total tux payments on its 
Massachusetts operations were $97 
million, $51 million higher, or more 
than double the payments in 1958. ! 
These amounts include the 10% 
federal surtax, which added $5 
million to the tax bill. During this 


period, state and local community 
taxes paid in Massachusetts in- 
creased from $15 to $33 million. 

Modernization 

Modernization and expansion of 
telephone facilities has given cus- 
tomers improved service — gen- 
erally without an increase in basic 
cost to the customer. For example. 

♦there are presently two elec- 
tronic switching systems operating 
in Massachusetts with about 30 
scheduled within the next five 
years. This new equipment is re- 
garded as the switching system 
of the future designed to provide 
customers with custom calling ser- 
vices. 

♦nearly eight million toll calls 
annually have been eliminated with 
the introduction of extended free- 
calling areas to many communi- 
ties. Additional free-calling' area 
expansions are planned. 

♦more than 98 per cent of Mas- 
sachusetts customers now have ac- 
cess to the Bell System’s direct 
distance dialing network. This 
should reach 100 per cent within a 
year. 

♦four out of five customers now 
have automatic number identifica- 
tion — the system by which cus- 
tomer-dialing long distance calls 
are automatically timed and billed 
without the assistance of an opera- 
tor; and 

♦four out of five customers in 
Massachusetts now have one party

Figures for the state or 2,803 cas- 
es reported for January to May of 
1969 to 6,374 in 1968. In the coun- 
ty the report is 893 for 1969 and 
1,017 for 1968. 

However, the program has not 
achieved such success in some of 
the neighboring towns. Lexington 
reported only 10 cases in 1968, but 
this number rose to 38 in 1969. 
Arlington also witnessed an in- 
crease in number from 20 in 1968 
to 69 in 1969. 

During the next school year, the 
objective of the Mumps Immuni- 
zation Program will be to inocu- 
late all susceptible children 
against mumps from kindergarten 
through junior high school. 

Dr. Fiumara is hopeful that this 
satisfactory start will eventually 
lead to the elimination of mumps 
from Massachusetts within two 
years. 


Tree Talk 

A tree can provide excellent 
shade from the heat of summer 
sun. Sometimes, however, a tree 
casts too much shade. 

Overshade,” as Robert A. Bart- 
lett, president of The F. A. Bart- 
lett Tree Expert Company calls it, 
creates problems for the tree as 
well as for the environment. 

If a tree’s crown is too thick, 
twigs and branches die for lack 
of sufficient sunlight,” Mr. Bart 
lett said. “And a topheavy tree 
is a ‘pushover* when gale winds 
strike.” 

Overshade also cuts off needed 
air and light to grass and plant- 
ings nearby, he said. 

‘Too much shade induces the 
growth of mildews and molds on 
leaves of plants and garden furni- 
ture. Gray mold, fostered by heavy 
shade, attacks lilacs and other 
shrubs, causing leaves to dry up, 
stems to curl and twist. 

“Often, even the inside of a 
house takes on a musty odor.” To 
correct overshading, Mr. Bartlett 
recommends summer pruning to 
open up the crown of a tree to sun- 
light. 

‘Such pruning should include 
thinning of excessive brunches, cut- 
ting back wayward ones, eliminat- 
ing ‘crossover’ branches that run 
against each other, and removing 
hazardous branches over sidewalk, 
drive or building,” he said.

From the decks of the U.S.S. 
Constitution to .the famed Chanter 
Oak of Connecticut, the great white 
oak of the northeast is as much a 
pant of early history as the Indians 
themselves. 

The history of the Charter Oak 
at Hartford. Connecticut is well 
known to school children who de- 
light in the faat that adults would 
choose to hide something of value 
in a giant tree. A little known fact 
is that this magnificent tree was 
spared from the axe only because 
the Indians of the area used to 
plant Itheir corn when its leaves 
“. . .were as big as a mouse’s ear!” 

The largest white oak in the 
country today can be found at Wye 
Mills, Maryland and is affectionate- 
ly referred to as the “Wye Oak.” 
It stands nearly 100 feet high and 
is more than 400 years old. New 
England has few ‘bragging’ oaks 
left but the wood continues to be a 
favorite for flooring in homes. 

Of a more sinister nature is the 
reverence given to the oak by ithe 
secretive Druids of England who 
are also alleged to have built the 
monolithic monument at Stone- 
henge, England, as a .temple of 
worship.

Summer School 

I Concerning other topics taken 
up by the Committee, the prog- 
ress of the Summer School Pro- 
gram was included in the Super- 
! intendent’s report. Dr. Klemer 
has personally visited the pro- 
1 gram and feels that it is “run- 
ning smoothly.” Activities have 
included work with the Winches- 
ter Trails Association and n field 
day for the retarded students. 

There are 562 pupils enrolled 
in the Program, an increase of 
60 over 1968. From the elemen 
tary grades there are 263 chil- 
dren this year, ns compared to 
218 in 1968. There are 22 pupils 
from out-of-town. 

The Summer School Program 
is being carried out in four dif- 
ferent locations. The Leslie Pro- 
gram, which boasts a student- 
teacher ratio of six to one, is at 
Vinson-Owen, instructional clas- 
ses are being held at Muraco, a 
secondary program is progressing 
at McCall and there is a driver 
training course. 

The Superintendent continued 
his report with the information 
that the school system is one 
year ahead of its enrollment 
schedule. This September 1,165 
students are expected, a figure 
which was estimated for 1970. 
This compares with 1,101 in 1968. 
The surmise is that the increase 
is due to a shifting from the 
Austin Preparatory School in 
Reading and the closing of Mary- 
cliff Academy here. 

There will be a 90 per cent 
utilization of rooms at the High 
School this September. The usual 
percentage in a school is 85. Dr. 
Klemer anticipates the need for 
double sessions by 1970 and hopes 
there will be no delays in con- 
struction. 

Travel Accounts 

A lively discussion resulted 
when Mr. Schroeder called the 
travel accounts which amount to 
approximately $17,000, “extrava- 
gant.” This figure breaks down 
into about $12,000 for out-of-state 
travel and $5,000 for in-state 
travel. The larger amount in- 
cludes the cost of five trips to 
cirriculum conferences at $600 
each. This is a 55 per cent,fin 
crease in the travel budget o$*r 
last year. 

The result of the dialogue was 
an approval of the suggestion to 
have reports on the evaluation of 
such trips sent to the Committee 
members periodically by Dr. 
Klemer. 

Furthering their business the 
School Committee accepted the 
memorandum of Joseph C. Forte 
and John J. Waite Jr., director 
of mathematics, concerning the 
trial use of calculators in math 
labs at McCall. 

In December, 1968, the School 
divided 15 calculators between 
four classes in a pilot project 
giving students an intensive five 
week course in their use. Low, 
average and high seventh grade 
classes and an average eighth 
grade class were chosen. 

The purpose was to give the 
students the opportunity to work 
with such a mechanical device, 
the techniques of which may later 
apply to computer programming, 
and to develop concepts of place 
value and flow charting. 

The evaluation of the teachers 
suggested that they gave slower 
students motivation and confi- 
dence in mathematics, while the 
advanced pupils could eliminate 
boring computation to concen- 
trate on mathematical concepts 
and meanings. 

The recommendation of Mr. 
Forte and Mr. Waite was that 
the 15 calculators be purchased, 
and further that math labora- 
tories be established at each of 
the three secondary schools, six 


j for Lynch, six for McCall and 
; three for the High School, 
j School Committee member 
Richard Del Rossi felt that the 
J use of calculators might be 
• band-aiding the prohlcm,” pro- 
viding the students with a 
“crutch.” This sentiment was ex- 
pressed by others. 

The budget provides $6,675 for 
this program. A vote will be 
necessary in the future, but the 
Committee asked Dr. Klemer to 
look into the possibility of legally 
leasing the machines. 

On Enrollment 

The last item of business was 
a proposal to put a written mo- 
tion on the next School Commit- 
tee agenda in reply to the re- 
quest of Mrs. Mary Pronski for 
an enrollment policy statement 
formally presented at the June 
23rd School Committee meeting. 

Basically the statement will 
suggest a policy to accept no 
tuition paying students from out- 
of-town' for regular sessions, ex- 
cept the children of school de- 
partment employees. This would 
conform with the current Rules 
and Regulations.

Underground 

The storage tanks themselves 
would have been located under- 
ground with a “saddle” of 18 
inches of concrete. The project 
would have conformed to the 
codes outlined in the letter of 
Fire Chief Frank Amico. Mr. 
Whitten contended that the use 
of the property could not have 
been designed differently even 
with grading, except at an ex- 
orbitant cost. 

Residents of the area claimed 
that this site for the petroleum 
tanks would greater “jeopardize 
our safety” with the threat of 
spontaneous fires. One man point- 
ed out that the fuel tanks would 
be only 10 feet from his house. 

Aside from the traffic hazard 
the neighbors were also concern- 
ed about the gradual devaluation 
of the property in the area. See- 
ing this as a first step to the in- 
creased control of the area by 
industry, it was argued that 
eventually the land could become 
so undesirable to home owners 
that there would be little opposi- 
tion to a bid by industrial con- 
cerns to get the land rezoned for 
their purposes. 

Safety 

Following the departure of 
Baldwin. Street residents and Mr. 
Whitten, the Selectmen discus- 
sed the problem, bringing, up the 
letter of Police Chief Joseph J. 
Derro which emphasized the prob- 
lem of traffic and the safety of 
children in the area. 

Ralph M. Swanson pointed out 
to the Board that this was in- 
dustrial property and that As- 
sembled Homes, Inc., was con- 
forming to regulations for such 
use. He also did not feel that 
this would make any difference in 
traffic on Baldwin, seeing that 
even though the permit was de- 
nied, the garage would continue 
to operate. 

It is the Board’s province, John 
Sullivan stated, to do anything 
feasible to reduce such a traffic 
hazard and Chairman Paul F. 
Amico stressed the fact that 
trucks would be carrying fuel 
down the street if the permit was 
granted. 

Following the completion of 
other business on the docket and 
discussion of the petroleum 
license by the Selectmen, the 
Board took a vote and soon after 
adjourned.

Housing authorities are corpo- 
rations and are not part of the 
Town Government, Mr. McCarthy 
noted. The members are not paid. 

Three Questions 

Three main questions are usu- 
ally asked at Town Meeting when 
the question of a housing author- 
ity is brought up, Mr. McCarthy 
said. These are: what will it cost 
the town; how* do you know there 
is a need; and where will it be 
located. 

The location of a housing com- 
plex is the prerogative of the 
housing authority, Mr. McCarthy 
said. 

Noting the 1965 census, Mr. Mc- 
Carthy said that of the 21,700 res- 
idents in Winchester. 2400 are 65 
or over. He added that there is 
little rental housing available here 
and that the median rental is $22 
por month greater than anywhere 
in the metropolitan Boston area. 

In any given group of elderly, 
10 to 15% are of low income and 
need and want good housing, Mr. 
McCarthy said. 

Rental Assistance 

Responding to a question from 
Committee member Vincent Celia 
on rental assistance, Mr. McCar- 
thy explained briefly the State 
program and said that it was or- 
iginally geared for large families. 

Concluding his talk, Mr. Mc- 
Carthy showed slides of several 
of the housing complexes for the 
elderly in the Commonwealth. 

Committee Chairman Mary 
Murphy announced that the 
speaker for the meeting Tuesday, 
July 22, will be Donald Levitan, 
Boston representative for Region 
1, U. S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. His top- 
ic will be the Federal Housing 
programs. The committee meets 
at 8 p.m. in the Welfare Room of 
the Town Hall.

VA Payments 
To Increase 

The July 1 increase in the base 
pay of members of the Armed 
Forces will mean an automatic in- 
crease in dependency and indemnity 
compensation (DIC) payments to 
approximately 160,000 recipients of 
monthly DIC checks, the Veterans 
Administration announced today. 

DIC payments are authorized for 
widows, unmarried children under 
18 (older if attending school or 
helpless), and certain parents of 
veterans who died as the result of 
military service. 

Payments equal $120 a month, 
plus 12 per cent of the monthly 
basic pay currently being received 
by a serviceman whose rank and 
years of service are the same as 
those of the deceased veteran. 

In addition, the VA said, pay- 
ment may be increased where there 
are two or more children, up to $28 
a month for each child in excess 
of or.e depending on amounts to 
which the family may be entitled 
under certain Social Security and 
Railroad Retirement provisions. 

DIC beneficiaries need not apply 
to VA for the increased monthly 
payments since the new rates have 
already been computed by the 
Veterans Administration and will 
be reflected in the checks which 
VA will send out at the end of 
July.

Teens Urged 
Not To Smoke 

One million people a year quit 
smoking. But thousands start. 
Many of them are teenagers. 

According to a recent nation- 
wide survey, only about one per- 
cent of 12-ycar olds smoke. But 
by age 17, 35 percent of the boys 
and 21 percent of the girls are 
regular smokers, smoking is most 
common- among teenagers whose 
parents and older siblings have the 
habit, according to the study which 
was conducted by Chilton Research 
Sendees of Philadelphia. 

"Kick the habit and join the un- 
hooked generation” is the slogan 
of the antismoking campaign of the 
National Tuberculosis and Respira- 
tory Disease Association. But a big 
slice of the "now” generation gets 
hooked every year. 

Anti-smoking campaigns are hav- 
ing an impact, though. Teenage 
smoking — and adult smoking — is 
now declining. In the nationwide 
survey, 91 percent of the teen- 
agers interviewed thought smok- 
ing was harmful. The same survey 
— in comparison with another study 
done 10 years ago — showed a 10 
percent drop in teenage smoking. 

In some areas of the country, 
teenagers themselves have organi- 
zed their own anti-smoking cam- 
paigns. A group in CaPfomia con- 
sulted the top advertising men in 
town, radio and TV programmers, 
and newspaper editors for tips on 
how to set up effective campaigns. 
Then they went ahead and pro- 
duced a real smasher. 

Styles are shifting fast, and 
smoking is losing some of its cool. 
It may be on the way out. But it’s 
a slow exit.

Recognition To Be Given Handicapped Employee In Eight Community Area 


There are many handicapped 
persons in Winchester who are 
presently employed both independ- 
ently and by firms, who are a cred- 
it to themselves and their employ- 
ers. 

A "Handicapped Recognition 
Committee” has been formed and is 
in search of these individuals and 
their companies. 

Representing the eight communi- 
ties of Woburn, Stoneham, Reading, 
Wakefield, Winchester, North Read- 


ing, Wilmington and Bedford, the 
committee is seeking one individual 
who exemplifies the progress of the 
handicapped and also an employer 
who has demonstrated concern in 
employing, and encouraging the 
handicapped. 

Civic leaders from all eight com- 
munities have been contacted and 
have been appointed to the commit- 
tee. With the help of persons read- 
ing this article, one person and one 
employer will be singled out as rep- 


resentative of the tremendous prog- 
ress handicapped persons have 
made, whether it be in business or 
industry. 

Richard Smith, manager of the 
State Employment Office for the 
eight-community area located in 
Woburn, has been named chairman 
of the committee and has made a 
plea to all residents of the commu- 
nities to aid in recognizing the han- 
dicapped. This can be done by sub- 
mitting names of persons they work 


with, live with or know, who have 
adjusted to their handicaps and 
presently are a part of the eight- 
community work force. 

The formation of the local com- 
mittee coincides with a state-wide 
program initiated by Gov. Francis 
Sargent. The individual and em- 
ployer selected locally will be judg- 
ed as part of the State program to 
bring recognition to the handicap- 
ped. 

To submit the name of a person 


or employer all a person need do is 
the following: 

1. Submit a resume stating brief- 
ly the reasons for nominating a 
person or employer who resides and 
workB in the eight-community aroa. 
It need not be long and involved. 

2. Nominate a person who has 
adjusted to, not necessarily over- 
come, his or her handicap as it ap- 
plies to his work situation. If you 
are nominating a firm, is should be 
a company which has displayed con- 


cern in employing and encouraging 
the handicapped. 

3. Include the name, address 
and telephone number of the nom- 
inee, and your name, address and 
phone number, and mail to:

First, please look at the North- 
South hands and decide what con- 
tract you would choose. Then 
check the East- West hands and 
figure if you would step into the 
bidding, either in rubber bridge 
or duplicate. 

Without East- West interference 
it seems to me that North-South 
should reuch the seven-club or 


Given time, either North or South 
can find out about the two-suit fit 
plus Aces anti controls. In actual 
piny, only one of the seven North- 
Souths playing the hand, — Ralph 
Atkinson and Guy Mingolelli — 
bid the seven diamonds; they were 
doubled and made it. The next 
best score was six no trump by 
North; if you're going to stop at 
six, no trump counts more than 
diamonds. The rest of the field 
did not hi<l beyond six diamonds. 

At our table, however, after the 
opening one club hid by South, my 
astute partner sitting West bid 
two spades, a pre-emptive bid 
showing a six-card spnde suit and 
no defensive strength; he probably 
intended to bid the hearts later if 
the occasion arose. 

The bidding progressed until 
North-South had bid the six dia- 
monds; Then sitting East I had 
the problem of whether to sacri- 
fice at six spades. I figured if my 
partner had no defensive strength 
and I had only one trick — the 
Ace of hearts — and thnt a ques- 
tionable one in a distributionablc 
hand, North-South would make 
their six diamonds for a score of 
920, so my partner could go down 
five doubled and still lose only 
900. It looked like a good gamble, 
especially since our North-South 
opponents were sound bidders and 
excellent players. 

As you see from looking at the 
East- West hands, the six-spades 
contract is down only three or four 
(500 or 700) depending on whether 
the defense takes three spade 
tricks via a heart ruff plus the 
Ace of clubs and Ace of diamonds. 
Incidentally, if North-South go to 
seven diamonds, seven spades is 
still a valid sacrifice. 

Here again is the lure of dupli- 
cate. In rubber bridge East-West 
is pretty much out of the action. 
Whether they are in there fighting 
or not, North-South is going to 
garner a lot of points. But in 
duplicate you can always try to 
do the best you can with what- 
ever disreputable assortment of 
cards you are dealt. Other people 
are struggling with them too. 

Moral: With a weak hand, get 
your pre-emptive bid in early and 
give your partner all the informa- 
tion you can.

They’re Off! 


Exactly on time, at 9:32 a.ni. Wednesday, the 
astronauts were olL taking with them the hopes, 
dreams anti prayers of all America and leaving be- 
hind the poverty and problems on the homefront to 
conquer new areas of space. 

On Monday the Sputnik era. begun over a decade 
ago. will reach its culmination with man setting foot 
on the moon for the first time. And with the cul- 
mination of the moon shot program comes the ques- 
tion “What next?" Mentions of further space travel 
after Apollo 11 have been vague, and perhaps this 
is just as well. Perhaps after conquering this area it 
might be well to return our attention to earth 
and to solving the problems of hunger, poverty, 
racial conflict and war that plague us here. 

Retired Air Force Col. Edwin E. Aldrin. father 
of Lunar Module Pilot Edwin Aldrin. responding to 
a question on spending the moon shot money on the 
poor here, told newsmen in an interview reported in 
yesterday’s Boston Globe that “if we gave them S20 
million, they’d still be starving. Some people enjoy 
being poor." This is an attitude that has prevailed 
for generations among the affluent and it appalls us. 
Poverty is a difficult, if not impossible, thing to en- 
joy. It’s difficult to enjoy much of anything when 


there is a gnawing hunger pain in your stomach 
and you don’t know what it’s like to be warm 
enough in winter, let alone have nice clothes. 

The moon shot may well be important enough to 
warrant the billions of dollars spent on the program 
to date, but only if the program is to accomplish 
something that will in some way aid progress on 
earth. If the purpose of this mission is only to be 
first on the moon and to place America first in the 
space race, this purpose, in our opinion, falls short 
of this country’s ideals. 

We agree with a statement issued by the Vatican 
on the eve of the Apollo flight. “This leads to dis- 
turbing thoughts— when will there be an ‘Operation 
Peace.’ when an ‘Operation Hunger.’ when an ‘Op- 
eration Development?’ " When indeed? When is our 
country going to stop spending billions on space 
travel and on the war in Vietnam while people 
starve here? 

We wish the Apollo crew a good and successful 
flight now that they are off: and we hope that when 
this mission is completed the government will take a 
long look at the accomplishments of the space pro- 
gram and assign some priorities to the problems here 
on earth before it applies more money to space.

Election Look-Ahead

The big issue in the gubernatorial fight next year 
will be whatever happens to be on John Q. Public’s 
wearied and brainwashed mind on November Tues- 
day after suffering through more than a year’s poli- 
talk. 

It may be taxes or the price of escargot or what 
one of the candidates was accused of doing on 
election eve. 

What some observers are wondering with twinkles 
of mischief in their eyes is whether the Republican 
Party might find itself playing Santa Claus while 
the rest of the world’s on an economy kick. 

Note, for example, that since Gov. John Volpe’s 
second administartion that began in 1965 there has 
been tremendous liberalism ingested into the Repub- 
lican strategy in Massachusetts. It is not what stu- 
dents of politics would call moderatism. but liberal- 
ism. 

It has. in die past four years, brought out the 
conservative streak in the Democratic Party, chiefly 
because die Democrats have been in control of legis- 
tive pursestrings and they have been forced by 
supply and demand to say “no” to GOP designs on 
the treasury. 

Under Gov. Volpe’s latter four years the Common- 
wealth has been ensnarlcd in unabashed spending, 
unrestrained taxing and generally afllicied by an 
overdose of ambitiousness. 

Gov. Francis Sargent might have chosen to lean 
the other way when he took the reins of govern- 
ment in January, but he did not. True the ship of 
state has not been so drenched in the intoxicating 
waves of luxurious ambitiousness that marked the 
Volpe regime, but it’s still a long way from the 
laissc/ fairc you’d expect from a GOP administration 
in other parts of the country. 

The Sargent gambit into the campaign of 1970 is 
being laid out in much the same style Gov. Volpe 
used in piling up his incredible half-million-votc 
plurality over Democrat Edward J. McCormack in 
1966. 

The Governor is campaigning against the Lcgis- 
latuie — against what the GOP likes to call Dem- 
ocratic obstructionism. The Governor is proposing 
spending programs or endorsing spending programs 
before the opposition claims the credit. 

The Governor vetoed the legislator's pay raise 
bill, settling finally lor a compromise draft. Gov. 
Volpe had vetoed a similar bill four years ago. 

The Governor has left the Democratic Legislature 
to its own devices in acting on the critical tax 
pioblcm. He has not led a light to win passage of 
ftis piogram. He has ltlcd it, argued lor it and 


urged its passage, but he has not rolled up his 
sleeves to yank the lawmakers out of the frying pan. 

Gov. Volpe did precisely that until, at long last, 
he was persuaded the voters were solidly behind 
his sales tax scheme; then, and not before, did he 
work hard for passage of the bill. 

Gov. Sargent is following a similar course. 

The parallel between the Volpe and Sargent cam- 
paigns is astounding, and it might lead one to 
believe that Gov. Sargent’s affairs are being managed 
by members of the old Volpe team. Quite the op- 
posite is true. There is a pronounced separation of 
administrations, although Sargent has been trying 
gamely to assert his position without crunching the 
piggies of old Volpcitcs he'll want to call on for 
campaign support next year. 

In short, Gov. Sargent seems to be running the 
same hurdles Volpe ran in that year of Republican 
victory, 1966. 

“Nobody’s going to shoot Santa Glaus,” A1 Smith 
said so aptly, People may not like taxes, but they 
sure like lots of government programs to keep them 
busy. That is the appeal of the Republicanism that 
has emerged in the past four years. Frank Sargent 
is a part of it. He is surrounded by neo-Rcpublican- 
isin. It's a new team, perhaps, but they're wearing 
the old helmets. 

Enter the Democratic Party. 

Enter Senate President Maurice Donahue, who is 
probably the most scholarly practitioner in all Mas- 
sachusetts politics. 

Enter this bonaiidc liberal who aspires to be the 
leader of a party that cannot afford its own pro- 
grams because it’s loo busy paying for the Republi- 
cans' programs. 

No matter how it’s sliced, the Grand Old Party 
has forced the Democrats to a policy of restraint. 
The Democrats don't like that, but with Gov. Sargent 
pursuing the road that led to GOP victory in 1966, 
there isn’t much the Democrats can do about it. 

But there have been enough recent mayoralty 
fights and isolated contests nationally to show some 
kind ol resurgent conservatism. 

It may be the Democratic Party tan bill heir to 
some displeasure with GOP moderatism or liberalism, 
but when it comes to outdoing the Republicans on 
give-away programs the Democrats have an uphill 
fight. 

The question is whether the Republicans can sur- 
vive their new image long enough to win just one 
more gubernatorial election. (New England News

THE DAY OF THE DOLPHIN 

by Robert Merle 
'and 

THE DOLPHIN 

by Robert Stenuit 

The first of these two books on dolphinology, 
the study of dolphins, is a novel set slightly in 
the future, and written by a Frenchman. The second 
is a factual study of these charming creatures writ- 
ten by an. American diver and oceanaut. 

“The Day of the Dolphin” is an absorbing and hor- 
rifying novel. Its fascination lies in the descriptions 
of scientific research by the United States Govern- 
ment-sponsored Professor Henry Sevilla into the 
problem of communication with these intelligent cet- 
aceans; the horror arises from the exploitation of 
the dolphins by man, when he attempts to make them 
the innocent instrument of destruction of other men. 

The story of the observation of the male and fe- 
male dolphins in a tank runs concurrently with the 
observation of the males and females of the story by 
the security forces. The lack of privacy felt by the 
dolphins is magnified and multiplied in the case of 
the humans. 

It is difficult to select a quotation from this book 
because it is written in a “stream of consciousness” 
style where thoughts as well as conversations occur. 
It is in all a saddening account of the way man uses 
his intelligence. 

“The Dolphin,” subtitled “Cousin to Man,” does 
not attempt to tell a story but describes the author’s 
delight and appreciation of these mammals and their 
development. 

It begins by telling of the dolphin’s role in mytho- 
logy and folk tales, and its probable actual evolution, 
and goes on to the scientific research into the naviga- 
tional ability of the dolphin and the attempts being 
made by scientists of all nations to communicate with 
them. 

The so-called “silent world” of the sea is apparent- 
ly a myth. 

“The uproar in the “silent” world is deafen- 
ing at times. Malayan fishermen, before 
casting their nets, put their heads under 
water to listen to the sounds of the fish. 
Divers swimming among a shoal of drum- 
fish or croaker fish can clearly hear the 
noises that give these fish their names; they 
hear the rasping sound made by the large 
shrimps, the dry crackling shoals of tiny 
young fish, and when they fill their bag with 
lobsters they can hear the enraged grinding 
of mandibles.” 

Dolphins have acute hearing and a kind of radar. 

V* f yfl % 

“. .dolphins do not let themselves be taken, 
either by day or night, in fine-meshed nets, 
even though they occasionally enter them of 
their own free will, if there are some ap- 
petizing fish to steal. If they are driven into 
a net and completely encircled, they will 
escape at surface-level, even at night or in 
rough water, one animal pulling the cork 
floats down long enough to allow the trap- 
ped dolphin to swim over the top of the net 
Wondering how on earth they could so well 
detect the least break in his wall of net, Mc- 
Bride wrote in 1947 that: ‘This behavior 
brings to mind the transmitter-receiver sys- 
tem for the echo-location of sound, which en- 
ables bats to avoid obstacles in the dark.’ ” 

Finally, a record of the brotherhood among cetac- 
eans. 

“The two-part whistling, in rising frequen- 
cies first, then falling rapidly, was the dolp- 
hin call for help.... In aquaria and pools 
teams of captive dolphins have often been 
known to reply to a call for help, rushing to 
buoy up another who is ill or in a state of 
shock. Their aim is to keep his blowhole out 
of the water and protect him from asphyxia- 
tion... The call for help is a real interna- 
tional SOS, a fact verified in 1957 at Marine- 
land of California, by Doctor David Brown, 
who observed a newl** arrived porpoise, ex- 
hausted by its journey from the sea, being 
helped and supported by a group of striped 
Pacific dolphins and Atlantic tursiops, in 
other words by animals of different species 
and even, genera.” 

“The Dolphin” should be read as an interesting and 
instructive study and “The Day of the Dolphin” as a 
warning.

Vandalism 

Editor of the Star: 

As chairman of Winchester 
Trails I wish to express my con- 
cern over the blatant acts of van- 
dalism permitted to take place at 
Smith Pond by the neighborhood 
children. I am concerned by negli- 
gence of parents, one of whom has 
admitted to me on three occasions 
she has never been to Smith Pond 
although her land abuts the area 
and she is no further than 20 yards 
from the pond! 

Six months have been spent by 
our group mapping the Smith 
Pond area, setting up numbered 
markers that correspond to those 
in a special pamphlet on Smith 
Pond. This nature trail pamphlet 
was completed in time for the use 
of the Winchester Summer School 
in their Vir.son-Owen outdoor edu- 
cation program. 

Volunteer groups of mothers 
have been taking children through 
the area. These mothers have been 
attending workshops at Smith 
Pond so that they may be profi- 
cient in explaining the flora and 
fauna to the Vinson-Owen teachers 
and children. 

These volunteer groups have 
been heckled by the neighborhood 
children. A magnificent silver 
maple was stripped of its bark . . . 
a screwdriver was driven through 
another tree splitting it in two. 
It and another small tree were 
completely stripped of their bark. 
Beautiful ferns, carefully identified 
in the pamphlet, were stripped 
away in this area and entwined in 
a barrier to prevent entrance to the 
path. The gate was stolen from the 
dam. 

What is the matter with parents 
who do not know or care what 
their children are doing nor care 
for the educational programs the 
volunteer people of Winchester are 
helping to set up for the children 
of Winchester? This is indeed 
shocking. We have every reason 
to feel that neighorhood children 
and not outsiders were the culprits.

Trucking Industry 
Urges Congress 
To Revise Limits 

Trucking industry spokesmen 
recently urged Congress to mod- 
ernize 23-year-old federal limits 
on motor vehicle sizes and weights 
that were written “for a different 
era.” 

William A. Bresnahan, managing 
director of American Trucking As- 
sociations, told the Roads Sub- 
committee of the House Public 
Works Committee that passage of 
H.R. 11870 would “create an op- 
portunity for significant advances 
in the economics and technology 
of highway transportation and, at 
the same time, assure protection of 
the roads and bridges.” 

Bresnahan declared that pro- 
visions of the legislation would 
also “enable the trucking indus- 
try’s engineers to provide a family 
of trucks which would be safer than 
the existing units.” 

Sponsored by Representatives 
John C. Kluczynski (D-Ill.) and 
Robert V. Denney (R-Neb.), H.R. 
11870 would permit, but not re- 
quire states to revise their size 
and weight ceilings on trucks 
operating on the Interstate High- 
way System within their borders. 

Bresnahan noted that truck size 
and weight legislation considered 
by the 90th Congress did not con- 
tain a length limit and the bill 
consequently received much criti- 
cism. 

Edward V. Kiley, research coun- 
sel for American Trucking As- 
sociations, pointed out that the 
trucking industry is vitally con- 
cerned with safety and continuous-' 
ly strives to improve its record. 
He noted that the industry has 
been subject to federal safety regu- 
lations for nearly 35 years. 

Figures from the National Safe- 
ty Council, the federal Bureau of 
Public Roads and the Department 
of Transportation, said Kiley, show 
thut in 1967 there were 26.8 pas- 
senger cars involved in accidents 
for every one million miles. In 
contrast, there were 3.23 trucks 
operated by the regulated trucking 
industry involved in accidents each 
one million miles. 

Kiley said that motor carriers 
spend an average of 4.5 per cent 
of their gross revenue annually on 
safety — more than their profit 
margin — and there is “ample sta- 
tistical evidence” demonstrating 
truck safety record improvement. 

Bresnahun also stated that the 
bill: 

— authorizes “reasonable and 
modest” standards that were de- 
veloped, not by the trucking in- 
dustry, but by the U.S. Bureuu of 
Public Roads after an exhaustive 
eight-year study ordered by Con- 
gress. 

— is supported by a “long list” 
of agricultural organizations and 
a “lurge number” of industries. 

— would enable the trucking in- 
dustry to use equipment compatible 
with the Interstate Highwuy Sys- 
tem, for which truck owners ure 
paying a lurge portion of the $60 
billion cost.

The 22nd World Health As- 
sembly at the Boston War Memo- 
rial Auditorium provides Massa- 
chusetts citizens and visitors 
with an opportunity to see a 
major international meeting. Open 
to the public, the Assembly will be 
in Boston through Friday, July 
25, as the delegates from 131 
member nations review health pro- 
grams affecting the entire world 

The World Health Organization 
is a branch of the United Nations 
and generally holds its annual as- 
sembly in Geneva, Switzerland. It 
has come to Boston this year upon 
invitation of the United States 
Government as the highlight in the 
centennial year of the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Health, 
the first state health department 
in the nation. 

National, state and local official 
and voluntary health agencies 
have provided a group of edu- 
cational exhibits which are open 
to the public, Monday through 
Saturday, 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. A 
modest fee for adults is charged 
but children accompanied by an 
adult are admitted free. 

The exhibits have universal ap- 
peal and are especially valuable for 
students and anyone interested or 
engaged in any health or related 
occupations. As an example, the 
National Space Agency is display- 
ing its medical program for astro- 
nauts and several of the major 
Boston medical centers illustrate 
some of their unique programs.

Pet Travel 
Benefited 
By 12 Hints 

Dr. Carlton E. Buttrick, presi- 
dent of the Animal Rescue League 
of Roston, has issued 12 hints for 
taking pets on summer vacations. 

(1) Check with a veterinarian 
regarding rabies inoculations and 
health certificates required for 
entry into other states or coun- 
tries. 

(2) If the animal is prone to 
i car sickness or has not traveled 
by car often, check with your 
veterinarian for motion-sickness 

medication. 

(3) Tonsilitis is aggravated by 
traveling. If your pet is prone to 
attacks of tonsilitis, check with 
your veterinarian before leaving. 

(4) When traveling by car, do 
now allow dogs to stick their heads 
out of car windows. Keep your 
dog’s head inside to avoid the pos- 
sibility of eye injury from foreign 
bodies, such as sand and gravel, 
and to guard against eye irrita- 
tion caused by wind. 

(5) Never tie a dog on a leash 
in the car. He may jump out a 
window and hang himself. 

(6) Take the proper equipment 
the dog or cat will need with you 
(leash, collar, bowl, blanket, etc.). 

(7) If possible, take a supply of 
water that the animal normally 
drinks (to avoid diarrhea). If pos- 
sible, buy distilled bottled water or 
obtain water from a public health 
approved supply. 

(8) Take a favorite toy or bone 
to keep him from getting bored. 

(9) Be sure the animal is prop- 
erly crated or secured to prevent 
escape or injury when the car door 
is opened. 

(10) Crates should be just large 
enough to allow the animal to 
stand and turn around and of wire 
construction to allow proper venti- 
lation and prevent escape. 

(11) Be sure the animal has 
proper ventilation, especially w-hen 
left in the car for any length of 
time. Make certain to exercise and 
water the animal frequently. 

(12) Do not allow the animal to 

I run off-leash. Even the best train- 
ed may be distracted or stray, lead- 
ing to a serious accident.

There nrc no symptoms in the 
earliest stage of active TB. The 
disease may he present and be 
spread to others without its detec- 
tion. 

As the disease secretly progress- 
es, symptoms develop, weakness, 
fatigue, irritability, rapid pulse 
rate, low-grade fever, and eventu- 
ally, night sweats, weight loss and 
shortness of breath are signs of 
well-developed disease. 

Taking a tuberculin skin test is 
the first step to avoid the disease. 
The results of the test indicate if 
there are TB germs in the body. A 
physician can give the results in 
two or three days. 

If the reaction to the test is pos- 
itive, other tests must be taker, to 
determine if a person has only been 
infected or has an active disease. If 
the tuberculin and other tests show 
only tuberculous infection, taking 
pills will prevent active disease 
from developing. If the tests show 
active disease already, a doctor will 
prescribe pills to cure it. 

Having TB need not be tragic 
today. But it sometimes is. Last 
year, nearly 6,500 people died from

The den- 
tists from the Department of Eco- 
logical Dentistry at Harvard infer 
that this is partly because of the 
beneficial effects of fluridated wat- 
er and partly because of the gen- 
erally higher level of available den- 
tal care. 

However, from their figures, the 
dentists have concluded that the 
Washington and Noonan School 
sample has a history of less dental 
care than the other groups of seven- 
year-olds, and correspondingly has 
a greater need for dental care. Ac- 
cording to the authors of the report, 
Since no data are available con- 
cerning socio-economic variables in 
the sample, the reason for this dif- 
ference cannot be determined.” 
Other findings include: females 
have more decayed, missing and 
filled teeth, but females have higher 
filled-tooth ratios at seven, and 13, 
which suggests that they have more 
dental care than males. 

Winchester children have consis- 
tently smaller proportions of teeth 
in the decayed category and higher 
proportions in the filled category 
than do Massachusetts children in 
general. The authors feel that 
much lower proportion of missing 
teeth is also demonstrated. Eighty- 
four percent of seven-year-olds have 
had caries; 98 percent by the age 
of 16. 


Personnel 

The recommendations of the per- 
sonnel in the study include 
strengthening the dental health ed- 
ucation program in Winchester 
public schools. A dental hygienist 
is suggested as making possible ex- 
aminations and a dental health ed- 
ucation program. With such exam- 
inations referral could be arranged 
as soon as trouble is located. 

If students are unable to receive 
dental care, payment for services 
could be handled by the existing 
medicaid structure for those who 
are eligible. Consideration of locat- 
ing the recommended dental hygien- 
ist at either Noonan and Washing- 
ton School was explained due to the 
decay and low filling figures derived 
from the study for those schools. 

School Department personnel are 
studying the overall results of this 
dental health study in relationship 
to the overall health education pro- 
gram presently being contemplated 
for the school system.

Mr. Behrendt 
Receives Patent 
For Heart Valve 


Dr. Dougtns M. Behrendt of 168 
High Street, Andrew G. Morrow of 
Rickville, Maryland, and William 
S. Pierce, Philadelphia, Pennsyl- 
vania were the recipients on June 
10, of U.S. patent No. 3.448,465, 
entitled “Pivoted Butterfly Type 
Heart Valve.” 

The use of artificial cardiac 
valves as replacements of diseased 
heart valves is common practice 
in heart surgery. The most com- 
monly used artificial heart valve 
has been the so-called ball and 
cage type. Other known valves for 
this purpose, including those which 
have flaps of various types, have 
not been ns successful as the ball 
and cage type. 

However, the ball and cage type 
of artificial heart valve has a 
rubber-like ball which, for extend- 
ed use, relies upon the continuing 
rubber-like properties of the ball. 
In addition, such a valve requires 
a “cage” or retaining struts to keep 
the ball close to its valve seat and 
these struts extend into and across 
the blood stream. Also, when the 
valve is open, the flow of blood 
must pass around the ball which is 
a relatively bulky object and takes 
up a large portion of the cross 
section of the normal blood flow. 
These are significant disadvan- 
tages. 

Mr. Behrendt, Mr. Morrow and 
Mr. Pierce have devised a novel 
and improved artificial heart valve 
which overcomes or alleviates the 
foregoing limitations. The heart 
valve of their invention is of the 
well-known butterfly type and has 
no rubber-like ball and no retain- 
ing struts in the blood stream. It 
is constructed of suitable metal 
and plastic parts and is light in 
weight, long lasting, and simple, 
dependable and efficient in opera- 
tion. 

Their artificial heart valve 
causes less interference with the 
flow of blood than the prior valves. 
As a feature of its construction, 
and as described in detail in the 
specifications and drawings of the 
patent, a cloth sewing ring is pro- 
vided about the outer portion of 
the valve body to provide means 
by which the entire valve assembly 
may be stitched in place. In ad- 
dition, the device includes a central 
plastic valve disc of air foil cross 
section which is mounted in an off- 
center manner and swings open 
rapidly in response to the forward 
flow of blood and closes rapidly 
when the blood attempts to flow in 
the opposite direction. 

This patent has been assigned 
to the United States of America 
as represented by the Secretary 
of Health, Education and Welfare.

Accordinp to Koslowski. who is a 
prominent polfer. the new huildinp 
will be so constructed that wood 
shots, iron shots, puttinp and even 
the elusive art of extricatinp one- 
self from sand traps will be possi- 
ble for polfers. "Kos” is presently 
lookinp for a male and female polf 
pro so that the new polf propram 
will be complete with instruction 
and the use of closed circuit televi- 
sion for self-evaluation. 

Basic to the entire polf and ten- 
nis complex is the use of synthetic 
surfaces, like Uni-turf, presently 
beinp used in Lonpwood as a sur- 
face for the professional tennis 
matches. At the moment the Win- 
chester Indoor Lawn Tennis Center 
has six tennis courts featurinp 
these varied synthetic surfaces. 
These six courts make it the larp- 
etst indoor tennis center in the 
northeast region of the nation, and 
the addition of another, or possibly 
two more courts, will enhance this 
status amongst- indoor tennis cen- 
ters. 

This summer the Winchester 
Indoor Lawn Tennis Center will al- 
so offer basketball and baseball. On 
August -1 Carl Yastrzemski, Rico 


Petrocelli, Mike Andrews, Russ 
Gibson, etc., will be on harul to con- 
duct an "All Pro” baseball school 
day camp.

On August 11, the John Havli- 
cek Basketball School takes over, 
and Havlicek, along with other bas- 
ketball personnel, will use the ver- 
satile synthetic surface to teach 
the youngsters the techniques of 
handling a basketball. 

Koslowski feels that we are at 
the start of an era when seasonal, 
outdoor sports, become year-round 
indoor sports, and his Sports Man- 
agement, Inc., is backing his feel- 
ing with some hefty capital expen- 
ditures.

Although held in disrepute by 
many people, the porcupine, or 
I ‘Quill Pig’ ns he is known to a i me 
is one of our most interesting 
forest tenants. * 

It is believed that our native 
species originated in South Amer- 
ica. If this is true, the animal has 
gone through a physical change 
that produced a heavily quilled 
and furred tail in place of the hair- 
less and quill-less prehensile tail 
of the South American species. 

Found on all the continents of 
the world, in one form or another, 
these creatures all retained their 
barbed quills as their only means 
of defense. They do not and can- 
not throw these quills as some be- 
lieve, but rather drive them into 
their opponent by sharp, quick 
movements of the body or tail.

The children participate in art, 
music and physical education as 
well as skill subject- areas. The ad- 
dition of those three areas provides 
The children with experiences in 
auditory, visual perception and 
motor coordination and rhythm 
which they need. 

In order that those unacquainted 
with the problem of these children 
might better understand the dilem- 
mas of learning disability pupils, 
Mrs. Hawkes felt that an explana- 
tion was in order. 

According to Mrs. Hawkes, for 
many years educators have been 
concerned for a group of children 
who face frustration and failure 
due to their inability to learn. Al- 
though these children possess aver- 
age to high intelligence, adequate 
hearing and vision and adequate 
emotional adjustment their success 
in academic areas of learning is 
hampered by a learning disability. 

Definition 

In broad terms, a learning disabi- 
lity refers to a significant difference 
between the child's actual achieve- 
ment and his intellectual ability 
accompanied by certain identifiable 
symptoms: 

Classroom observations indicated 
that the child with a learning dis- 
ability — 

Could not concentrate 

Could not sit still 

Could not write on a line 

Could not retain what his assign- 
ments were, and 

Tended to be distractible. 

This child may experience dif- 
ficulty in the following general 
ares: remebring what words 

look like; confusing similar spoken 
words; and slow or illegible hand- 
writing. It must be emphasized 
that these are but a few examples 
and that the above symptoms are 
exhibited occasionally by all chil- 
dren but not to the degree found 
the child with a learning dis- 
ability. Characteristically, children 
with learning disabilities fail to 
respond to classroom instruction. 

Winchester has recognized the 
problem that this group of chil- 
dren face and has had a planned 
program of remediation in opera- 
tion since September, 1968. Mrs. 
Hawkes, staff includes four full 
time and four part time learning 
disability tutors. 

Recognition 

Because the program places em- 
phasis on early recognition of the 
problem the greater number of 
children are tutored in the ele- 
mentary grades with the extension 
through junior high school. Eighty- 
three children are now receiving 
individual tutorial assistance. 

In addition to this program, 
summer school will be provided for 
these children. The summer pro 
gram will include art, gym, music 
and individual tutorial sessions. 
The summer school will involve 
the coordinated efforts of Lesley 
College Graduate School and Win- 
chester Public Schools. 

Programs for children with learn- 
ing disabilities are 50 percent 
funded by the Massachusetts State 
Department of Special Education. 
Eligibility of children to take part 
in the State supported program is 
subject to final decision by the 
Review Committee for Perceptual- 
ly Handicapped Children. Children 
considered for screening include 
those children who show a dis- 
crepancy between intelligence and 
actual performance, and those who 
require highly specific individualiz- 
ed instructional techniques. Sub- 
mitted to the State are: teacher 
rating sheet of learning behavior, 
individual standardized intelligence 
test, health data sheet (by nurse), 
standardized achievement test, and 
certificate of examination indicat- 
ing results of a physical examina- 
tion. 

Team Approach 

Both the screening program and 
remediation involve a team ap- 
proach. The teacher may alert the 
principal, reading specialist, learn- 
ing disability tutor, guidance coun- 


selor and school nurse as soon as 
difficulties are detected. 

The team will make a careful 
analysis of all youngsters felt to 
have learning disabilities. Through 
observations and testing, the team 
explores reasons why a child is not 
performing satisfactorily at school 
and seeks ways to help him. 

In order to benefit from the pro- 
fessional experience of the com- 
munity a Citizens’ Advisory Com- 
mittee to the Learning Disability 
Program was formed. It includes 
Dr. Alpert, Mrs. Brooks Cowgill. 
Mrs. Lloyd Thomas, Mrs. Clifford 
Orman, Dr. Naomi Zigmund, Mr. 
William Speers, Miss Martha Cun- 
ningham, Dr. Paul Walters, and 
Superintendent Klemer. 

Despite the number of problems 
children with learning disabilities 
encounter, with proper training 
and guidance their learning dis- 
abilities, in most cases, can be 
overcome. If their problem is cor- 
rectly diagnosed and they are 
given the tools to help themselves 
they can become contributing 
human beings.

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Public Housing Committee Hi » h sphno ' nuu 
Discusses Federal Programs 
With HUD Representative 

The Federal leasing program for housing for the elderly was recommended to the Public Housing 
Study Committee by Donald Levitan, Boston representative for Region One, U.S. Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development, speaking at the committee's Tuesday night meeting in the Town Hall. 


Calling the leasing program, 
“instant housing,” Mr. Levitan 
explained that the program en- 
ables the community to rehabili- 
tate houses and apartments 
where elderly tenants currently 
live in substandard conditions. 

The local housing group then 
leases the apartment and makes 
up the difference between the 
rent and what the tenant is able 
to pay allowing the tenant to re- 
main where he is. 

The program is similar to a 
state program recommended to 
the committee by Jerry Palumbo, 
executive director of the Med- 
ford Housing Authority, at an 
earlier meeting. 

The Federal program also en- 
ables the community to take over 
empty buildings for rehabilita- 
tion and to rent single apart- 
ments in new buildings opening 
in the town. 

Opening his remarks, Mr. Levi- 
tan told the committee that HUD 
was the second newest Federal 
department. Begun in 1965, HUD 
comprises six different areas, he 
said. 

Six Areas 

The areas are the Federal Na- 
tional Mortgage and the Govern- 
ment National Mortgage Associa- 
tions; the Metropolitan Develop- 
ment Administration; Model 
Cities; the Federal Housing 
Authority; the Housing Assist- 
ance Authority; and the Renewal 
Assistance Authority. 

HUD anticipates that a new 
region comprising only New Eng- 
land will be formed by the fall of 
1970, Mr. Levitan said. Current- 
ly, Region One includes New 
England and the New York area 
with its headquarters in New 
York. 

There is presently a field office 
in Boston, Mr. Levitan said. 

The Federal authorities will 
not come in and tell a town what 
to do about housing, according to 
Mr. Levitan. The agency will lay 
down guidelines, but feels it is

Paul Sanborn

Apollo Recovery 

Photographer's Mate Airman 
Paul A. Sanborn, USN, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert E. Sanborn 
of 8 Black Horse Terrace, is ser- 
ving aboard the aircraft carrier 
USS Hornet, the primary re- 
covery Bhip for the Appolo 11 re- 
covery mission. 

The crew of the Hornet and the 
three units embarked aboard the 
carrier underwent a week of in- 
tensive training before stationing 
themselves in the Pacific for the 
apollo splashdown. The calculat- 
ed splashdown point is 1,038 
miles southwest of Hawaii. 

This will be the Hornet’s sec- 
ond Apollo recovery. In 1966, the 
carrier retrieved an unmanned 
capsule near Wake Island. 

The ship expects to return 
home to Long Beach, California 
iu curly August.

Mr. Levitan recommended that 
the committee acquire a copy 
of the Office of Economic Op- 
portunity’s booklet, “Federal Do- 
mestic Assistance Programs,” 
which outlines the programs cur- 
rently available. 

Competition 

Discussing the Federal and 
State competition in the area of 
housing that has existed, Mr. 
Levitan said Massachusetts, 
through its Department of Com- 
munity Affairs, offers several 
programs, including annual con- 
tribution contracts; housing for 
displaced persons; rehabilitation 
and later sale; low-income elder- 
ly housing and rental assistance. 

The biggest difficulty between 
the government and states in the 
area of housing has been that 
the HUD requirements were more 
stringent than those of the states, 
Mr. Levitan said. 

The two are now working more 
closely together, and HUD is now 
giving more aid to the states in 
solving housing problems, he 
noted. 

Workable Program 

The most important area in 
order to receive Federal aid is 
the requirement of a “workable 
program,” Mr. Levitan noted. 
These programs have to be re- 
certified by HUD every two 
years, he added. 

A “workable program” must 
include adoption and enforcement 
of housing and building codes; 
program planning performance; 
a housing program to meet the 
needs of low and moderate in- 
come people and citizen involve- 
ment. 

On the subject of citizen in- 
volvement, Mr. Levitan stressed 
that the committee should in- 
volve all citizens, including 
school children in preparing its 
program. 

He suggested that children 
could be of help in taking a sur- 
vey of the town’s needs for hous- 
ing for the elderly. In answer 
to an audience question on this 
subject, he said that question-

naires should be taken to every 
door in the town. 

Funds 

Funds for the Federal pro- 
grams are limited, Mr. Levitan 
told the group. He added that it 
is not unusual to take 18 months 
for funds to be available through 
the Federal Housing Authority. 

For low income housing out- 
side of Federal Housing Authori- 
ty programs, it is necessary to 
form a local housing authority, 
he said. These programs include 
those under the annual contri- 
bution contracts where the gov- 
ernment makes an annual con- 
tribution to finance the building. 

Concluding his talk, Mr. Levi- 
tan stressed that in order to 
obtain funds under the Federal 
programs, the Town needs to 
present a workable program and 
that citizen involvement was a 
major area of a workable pro- 
gram.

Direct Buses To

Direct bus service between Win- 
chester and Sullivan Station has 
been inaugurated by the MBTA, 
effective immediately, according 
to an announcement made by the 
MBTA.

High School Sub-Bids Opened 
By Building Committee; 
General Bids Due Today 

Bid opening on the sub-bids for the new high school took place on Thursday, July 17 at 12:00 
noon at McCall Junior High School Lounge. 

Thirty or more general and sub contractors were present as Architect Frank Crimp read the con- 
tents of the bids. 


Sub-bids included items neces- 
sary for the physical education 
and academic wings of the new 
high school such as plumbing, 
doors, windows, heating, and 
floors from specialists in the 
areas. 

General contractors present are 
expected to incorporate the sub- 
bids in their bids which are 
scheduled to be opened at 2:00 
p.m. today, July 24. 

Philip Tesorero, chairman of 
the Permanent Building Commit- 
tee opened the bids. 

Bids for masonry work on the 
academic wing were received 
from Grande Brothers Corpora- 
tion, Sudbury, and Lusalon Inc. 
Burlington. Their respective bids 
were $434,000 and $494,400. 

For waterproofing, damproof- 
ing and calking of the academic 
wing, bids ranged from $34,924 
to $97,400. 

Three bids were received for 
miscellaneous and ornamental 
iron work on the academic wing. 
These ranged from $29,880 to 
$36,468. 

Two companies, Columbia Cor- 
nice Company of Cambridge and 
Burgess and Blacher Company of 
Boston, submitted bids for the 
roofing and flashing of the aca- 
demic wing. Their respective bids 
were $42,960 and $44,480. 

Base bids for the aluminum 
windows in the academic wing 
ranged from $159,650 to $191,000.

Maps 

Working since January, the 
Trails group has prepared a map 
and booklet which explnin the 
flora, fauna and terrain seen from 
each station marked on each trail. 
The children learn the history and 
can see evidence of the transfor- 
mation of the area from pasture 
to pond. 

Chairman of the volunteers and 
instrumental in the success of the 
effort is Miss Deborah Harrison 
of Yale Street. Volunteers were 
trained in four workshops con- 
ducted by Mrs. Warburton K. 
VerPlanck, a well-known author- 
ity in tlie field of conservation. 

When rain cancels field trips. 
Trails personnel can show colored 
slides of Smith Pond inhabitants 
and play tapes of bird calls re- 
corded in the area by one of the 
volunteers. 

During the course the children 
discuss the meaning of the conser- 
vation pledge and are asked to 
help in efforts to protect our nat- 
ural resources.

,-urved around the edge of the 
present pond area and hack up on- 
i to Ridgq Street where Josinh liv- 
, d — a house now occupied by Mrs. 
i Fern Meyer. 


Dam 

I In 1910 Percival A. Smith built 
| the first dnm which was two feet 
i higher than the present structure 
built by Boy Scout Jeff Rivinius 
for his Eagle award. High trees 
along the northern hank mqrk the 
edges of this former pond. Since 
no ducks had yet discovered the 
pond soon after Mr. Smith built 
the first dam, he imported two 
mallards from Plymouth. 

Just a few years subsequently, 
100 mallards were counted there, 
some of which he thinks took up 
residence in the village mill pond 
ir the center of Winchester later. 
No ducks inhabited the mill pond 
prior to this, in his recollection. 

Thirty years ago the slope from 
Ridge Street to the pond was 
treeless and the pond w s clearly 
visible from the road. Blueberry 
bushes and swamp azalea did 
grow there then. The pond went 
back as far as High Street Ex- 
tension and the upper end went 
onto Cox land.

demonstrated by Americans thnn 
by Scandinavians he thinks. Per- 
haps this hesitnnee to emotion is 
what keeps the young people of 
Norway frofu showing their views 
on controversial issues in the 
sometimes violent manner of 
American youth, for Sigurd says 
it is basically the philosophy and 
philosophically - minded students 
at the universities who demon- 
strate their unrest over Vietnam 
and Czechoslovakia. 

Student Unrest 

Discussing this issue with Lil- 
ian and Lennart, they agreed that 
unrest in Sweden was compara- 
bly peaceful to that in the United 
States. There has been “nothing 
like Columbia.” And Lennart is 
not sympathetic with his govern- 
ment’s harboring of American 
draft evaders. 

Lilian Carlberg of Stockholm, 
the guest of Mr. and Mrs. John 
E. Schlener of 23 Hollywood Road, 
will complete one more year in. the 
“gymnasium,” before going on 
for graduate work, possibly in 
languages. She is considering the 
study of English, Spanish or Ger- 
man, and may attend an American 
college. She would like to work for 
the United Nations. 

Having travelled in Spain and 
other countries of Europe with 
her parents, Lilian has been able 
to devote her stay here to sight- 
seeing and day trips in Maine and 
New Hampshire. At home she en- 
joys skiing and classical guitar, 
although most of her time is spent 
in study. 

Visiting Mr. and Mrs. Frances 
G. Jordan of 47 Jefferson Road is 
Lennart Kjellander of Vetlanda, 
Sweden, a city of about 11,000. 
The 20-year-old young man and 
his sister are the children of a 
crystal glass factory owner. Es- 
tablished in the 1700’s, the com- 
pany exports to the United States 
among other countries. In honor 
of the Apollo 11 mission his fath- 
er will craft figures of the three 
astronauts which will be present- 
ed to President Nixon. 

Following three more years of 
study for an economics degree, 
Lennart hopes to work in mer- 
chandising. While in the United 
States with Student International 
Services he had been attending 


lectures on government and eco- 
nomic affairs nt Harvard Univer- 
sity. To this interest in business 
he adds an enjoyment of bird 
watching, photography and cook- 
ing. 

Travel 

Having travelled in England 
and in Europe he enn make com- 
parisons with the United States. 
The houses of New England are 
strikingly like those of the Eng- 
lish, and the White Mountains in 
Maine remind him of Sweden, 
though more hot and humid than 
his country. The dirtiness of our 
cities is something which impress- 
ed all three students. He feels it 
is unfortunate that Plymouth 
Rock must be protected from its 
visitors, and would especially like 
to see the NASA space center. 

For Lilian and Lennart the trip 
is both a vacation and a cultural 
experience. They see Americans 
as being isolated from other coun- 
tries with little opportunity to 
practice what they may learn 
about other cultures and histories. 
The result is often misinforma- 
tion and misconceptions. 

Kindness 

While questioning whether 
Americans “are the best, as they 
say,” Lennart feels they are kind. 
“People are kind, I feel as if I 
belong to the family where I live.” 
And he hopes to come back. 

Among the things which im- 
pressed the two Scandinavian 
students are drugstores and other 
stores remaining open at night, 
the vast number of appliances and 
the amount of crime in our cities, 
although Lilian agreed that 
Stockholm also had such prob- 
lems, in particular car theft. 
When Lennart cited Americans’ 
dependence on automobiles, say- 
ing they are “forgetting how to 
walk,” Lilian said that in Stock- 
holm the use of cars was more 
frequently accepted. 

Aside from missing herring, 
Lennart, enjoys American food, 
and Lilian describes it as similar 
to Swedish cooking. Both are ap- 
palled by the commercialism of 
our radio and television. In Swe- 
den the people pay a tax to be 
free of such interference. 

And when questioned about no- 
torious Swedish promiscuity, the 
reply is, “It’s not like that." 
Swedish people are in general 
more tolerant. They feel it “is 
better to know." And because cen- 


sorship by the government is only 
slightly exercised, most remains to 
the judgement of the people. 

Sigurd, Lilian and Lennart 
were throe of over 600 Scandina- 
vian students between the ages 
of 16 and 22 to spend three weeks 
with Massachusetts families. On 
Sunday, July 27, approximately 
250 more studonts will arrive. 
Earlier in the month it was re- 
ported that several more families 
were needed to host this second 
group. Anyone interested may call

“Bidding a minop suit slam is 
difficult in any form of the bridge 
pme. It is especially difficult at 
duplicate because the scoring: dif- 
ference between three no trump 
and five of a minor is a lnrge 
rather than a small factor as in 
rubber bridge. In addition, the pre- 
vailing use of four no trump as 
Blackwood is very troublesome. 
Consider board 10 of Section B of 
last Wednesday’s duplicate. The 
East- West hands are: 

WEST EAST 

A A K 0 8 A Q 7 f, 

V Q 8 VAK63 

♦ A 10 4 4 7 6 

* A 7 4 2 K Q 10 5 

East opened the bidding with one 

club. (The weak no trump bidders 
have an entirely different sort of 
problem, which will not be con- 
sidered here.) West has a difficult 
band to bid. The classic bid of 
three no trump to show 16-18 
points might miss a better spade 
game, or might miss a slam, be- 
cause the West hand has a very 
good high card structure. So West 
will probably bid a spade and await 
developments. East will probably 
rebid a no trump, although there 
is some merit in raising spades 
(two spades might be better than 
1 no trump if the bidding is about 
to die.) West wiuld like to show 
his club support now, because if 
there is a slam, it will probably be 
in clubs, as the combined point 
count seems a little short for six 
no trump. If three clubs is con- 
sidered forcing by the partnership. 
West will likely make that bid. 
East will almost certainly now bid 
three hearts, which is descriptive 
for either slam or three no trump 
(the point range of West’s hand is 


still unclear.) Now comes tho real 
problem; West would like to bid 
four diamonds to show his control 
in that suit, but where will the 
hand play if it is not good enough 
for six clubs? Five clubs? But 
five clubs does not score as well as 
the popular contract of three no 
trump, so that East-West can ex- 
pect a poor hoard. Four no trump? 
But this bid is considered Black- 
wood rather than a sign-off by 
most partnerships. This means 
thnt four diamonds is almost just 
like bidding six clubs directly with- 
out consulting partner. 

It is my feeling that four no 
trump in minor suit sequences is 

sign-off bid rather than Black- 
wood, so that aborted slam sequen- 
ces can play in a high scoring 
contract. This also gives another 
valuable round of bidding to slam 
investigation. This lets the bidding 
be: 

WEST EAST 

1 spade 1 club 

3 clubs 1 no trump 

4 diamonds 3 hearts 

6 clubs 

West can bid four diamonds, in- 
viting slam, because the partner- 
ship can retreat to four no trump 
if the slam does not look good. 
East will, of course, bid six clubs, 
because he has an excellent hand 
(he has already limited his hand 
with his 1 no trump rebid). 

Another convention that helps 
minor suit slam bidding is inverted 
minor suit raises, so thnt the one 
club, two clubs is a strong hand. 
Using this convention, the bidding 
would go: 

WEST 

2 clubs 

3 spades (suit) 

6 clubs 

EAST 

1 club 

2 no trump (minimum, balanced) 

4 hearts (control and slam in- 
interest) 

Six clubs is the optimum con- 
tract, because the spades do not 
split, so that six no trump can- 
not be made against good defense.”

Summer Reflections 


Summertime is perhaps the best time in the world 
for quiet reflection on the events of the world and 
the town while lying in the hammock or on a sandy 
beach. Everyone seems to be in a vacation mood and 
the summertime mood means a lull in everything, 
including news. 

News this week here did include, however, that 
of the end of the mosquito fogging operation. As 
the letter from the Board of Health explains, the 
program was initially begun because complaints 
indicated that the bugs were a health nuisance, not 
a menace, and we stand corrected on the point that 
jxjssible disease should be a reason for blessing the 
program. 

To balance the scale, since the program was be- 
gun on the basis of complaints from residents, it is 
now ending on the same basis. One wonders if the 
other side will now be heard from as the rocking of 
that hammock is interrupted by the buzz of mosquitos. 
Despite all the dire predictions of our demise from 
the Malathion fog, we still feel mosquitos are a 
nuisance and, at the very least, a larvicidal program 
should be continued. 

Other people this week arc concerned with bugs 
too— moon bugs in this case, since no one knows 
what germs the astronauts may be carrying back to 
earth. Today, with the hopefully successful end of 


their mission, they will l>cgin a jKriod of quarantine 
to find out just what did come back with them. 

The moon shot itself is certainly something to 
contemplate while swinging lazily in that hammock. 
We watched the moon walk Sunday night and found 
a credibility gap of our own in watching it. To us, 
brought up in the days of "Star Trek" and "Lost 
in Space” and all the other television and movie 
tlieatrc science fiction stories, it didn’t seem real. It 
seemed too much like the space simulations in the 
movies, since it doesn't seem quite right that man’s 
first steps on the moon could be brought live to mil- 
lions of viewers all over the world. 

President Nixon’s phone call to the astronauts 
also seemed a little unbelievable and gave the 
humorists a whole new field for satire. One of the 
best of the humorous articles we found in Wednes- 
day's Boston Globe. It was by Bud Collins and was 
a humorous account of the problems of making a 
long distance call to the moon— including the need 
for several thousand dollars in quarters. 

And back on earthly things once again this week, 
we were dismayed by the weekend accident involving 
Sen. Edward Kennedy. The family has been struck 
by many tragedies in the past, but we hope that in 
this particular incident compassion will be given the 
ordinary family whose daughter has !>een killed and 
justice, rather than personalities, will prevail in the 
judge’s verdict at the hearing. 


Republicans And The Sixth District

The Republican National Committee tried un- 
successfully last year to defeat Congressman Torbert 
Macdonald in the seventh district and finesse a 6-6 
split in the Massachusetts Congressional delegation. 
The intent was to prevent Massadiusetts from having 
a vote if the Presidential election were thrown into 
the House of Representatives. 

Now, a year later, the Republican Party is being 
hard-pressed to defend its claim on the sixth district 
— a district that is top-heavy with Democrats, but 
solidly Republican by tradition. The late William 
H. Bates of Salem was the tradition. 

In many ways the sixth is a model district. Be- 
tween its industrial poles — Lynn in the South and 
Haverhill in the North - is sandwiched a rural 
countryside and sprawling suburbia. It is an ungerry- 
mandered, compact district that includes the entire 
North shore coastline front Nahant to the New 
Hampshire border. 

A special election will be held September 30 to 
fill the vacancy caused by Bates’ death. Party pri- 
maries will be held August 26. The final day for 
filing nomination papers locally is July 29. and the 
last day for filing at the State House was July 5. 

Last year, Bates rolled up 65 per cent of the vote 
in defeating Democratic sticker candidate Dcirdre 
Henderson of Essex. In 1966, Bates ran uncoil tested. 

There are seven cities in the district -Beverly, 
Gloucester, Haverhill. Lynn. Newburyport, Peabody 
and Salem. Bates scored well in these cities, and 
managed to stretch his pluralities district-wide while 
Democratic enrollment was increasing. 

It is doubtful any Republican candidate can com- 
mand that same level of urban support in the sixth 
district. The tradition ended with Bill Bates. 

At least one Republican is willing to try. State 
Senator W illiam Saltoustall of Manchester is serving 
his third year in the Senate. He is the son of former 
Governor and U.S. Senator Leverett Saltonstall. His 
future in politics is the kind of blue chips Harry 
Truman never had in his portfolio, but in politics 
they say you shouldn’t get into a fight you can’t win. 

Saltonstall isn’t in danger of losing his seat in the 
Slate Senate because that isn’t up lor election until 
next year. 1 o many candidiates, the special con- 
gressional election is a nothing- to- lose proposition, 
lo a William Saltonstall, whose prestige is riding 
die gamble, there is a lot to lose. 

(Saltonstall s father, however, once lost an election 
to former Lt. Governor Francis Kelly, and Gov. 
Sargent once lost a State Senate fight to Sen. Allan 
Jones (R) of Barnstable — in the primary.) 

Nevertheless, Saltonstall's prestige is being put 
on die line. 

He is almost 100 per cent sure to win the GOP 
nomination. 

A tj uict aspirant has been State Rep. Francis 
Hatch ol Beverly, but Hatch is having trouble win- 
ning support in areas he needs because a flood of 
candidates are skirting the arena on the Democratic 

side. 

Barring a surprise entry into the fight, Saltonstall 
should capture die CiOP nomination handily. 

l lic lX’iuocratic fight may be something else. 

it already lias blown into a typically nasty Demo- 


cratic dogfight, with State Rep. Michael Harrington 
of Salem, a liberal Democrat, the leading contender. 
Harrington has an impressive bankroll for the fight. 

Lynn Mayor Irving Kane is expected to file papers. 

A maze of other Democrats are threatening to 
jump in, but one by one they arc checking. 

State Auditor Thaddeus Buczko of Salem is de- 
clining a run, thereby conceding strong Polish. 
French, Italian, Greek and Lithuanian blocs of ethnic 
support to the most likely beneficiary. State Senator 
James P. Rurak (D) of Haverhill. 

Rurak could emerge as the spoiler in the Demo- 
cratic primary. 

The five-term Senator has been circulating papers, 
campaigning throughout the district, and trying to 
decide whether to go for it. He claims he will decide 
once he learns how he stands in the Salem-Beverly 
area, how the ethnic bloc reacts to his candidacy and 
how the field shapes up. 

Rurak, obviously, expects the support of Buczko. 
He needs that support and he has confided he docs 
expect it, even if it is quiet and unobtrusive. 

Rep. Harrington received a big but perhaps ex- 
pensive boost recently when State Rep. David Har- 
rison (D) of Gloucester announced he would sup- 
port Harrington. Harrison, some expected, would 
jump into the fight himself. 

Harrison is chairman of the State Democratic 
Committee and he is a loyal confidant of U.S. Senator 
Edward M. Kennedy. 

Most Democrats interpret what Harrison does as a 
reflection of the Kennedy doctrine. 

Harrison claims he never discussed the matter of 
Harrington or the Congressional fight with Kennedy. 

But Democrats throughout Essex County are 
steaming. Harrison, as chairman of the Democratic 
State Committee, had no right, they feel, to endorse 
a candidate in advance of the primary. 

Several do not feel so certain Kennedy is passing 
on the first round of betting. If there were no plot, 
they ask, why didn’t Harrison run for the scat him- 
self? And since when doesn't Harrison consult Ken- 
nedy on a matter of sudi importance as premature 
endorsement of a candidate for the party’s congres- 
sional nomination? Botli questions do seem legiti- 
mate. 

There has been a growing challenge within the 
Democratic l’arty to Harrington’s candidacy. Whether 
the other Democrats who arc in the fight can capital- 
ize on that resentment or parley it into a definitive 
campaign remains to be seen. 

The question most often asked on Beacon Hill is 
whether the Democrats can put up a candidate at- 
tractive enough to beat Bill Saltonstall on September 
30. 

The question they should be asking, it seems, is 
whether Bill Saltonstall is heavy enough to keep the 
sixth district in the Republican column against any 
Democrat. 

To Bill Bates, the sixth district was Republican 
real estate. 

Without Bill Bates, the Republicans have a hard 
claim to stake.

THE LIFE IN THE STUDIO 

by Nancy Halo 

“This book,” writes Nancy Hale, “is about the art- 
ists I grew up among — my mother, my father, my 
aunt.” Entitled THE LIFE IN THE STUDIO, it is 
a regaling and sentimental reminiscence that begins 
with the cleaning out of her aunt’s studio somewhere 
on the North Shore. “ ‘All this junk/ my husband 
calls it, as he views the half-empty pots of glue and 
linseed oil and turpentine; the balsn-wood plane mod- 
els .. . cigar boxes of dried-up paint tubes . . . ,” 
etc. 


Anyone who has ever undertaken such a task will 
find that a bell rings for them. “ ‘Clear it out quick/ 
my husband advises. ‘Then you’ll have it off your 
mind/ ” What could be truer to life? 

“But what to do about 10 or 12 big sheets of glass, 
intended to cover drawings, but broken, cracked or 
chipped? ‘Cut. them in half and use them on smaller 
pictures/ my son advises. But think of the work! 
The expense!” 

Nancy Hale’s mother was a very popular portrait 
painter with a studio-house combination in Dedham, 
where the family lived and Nancy Hale grew up. 
Her father taught art at the Boston Museum School. 
When he came home at night, her mother would em- 
brace him and say, “I need a crit.” The rich and 
fashionable who came to sit for portraits were not 
always pleased with the results. On one such occa- 
sion, the wife brought the husband to see their son’s 
picture. 

“ ‘He hated it and he hated me/ my mother report- 
ed to my father that night. ‘He slammed around this 
room, scowling and objecting to everything. What 
am I going to do?' 

“ ‘Ignore him/ my father advised.” 

When her mother moved south, the Southern ladies 
could hardly bring themselves to ask her what her 
price was. They would go to Nancy and explain, “ ‘I 
just couldn't ask her how much she charges,' as one 
woman said.” 


Nancy Hale writes, “My mother felt no such 
qualms. ‘Good heavens! Does she think I do it for 
nothing?’ she’d say. ‘You’d think I was some damned 
amateur.’ ” 

Her parents did not particularly enjoy social gath- 
erings. In spite of this her father had a reputation 
as a wit and for being socially talented. After her 
father’s death, she did a double-think and decided 
that perhaps her mother’s solitude in earlier years 
was in a way due to her father. 

“Sure enough. In the ambience of all those warm- 
hearted and company-loving Southerners, my mother 
opened like a flower. She went to more parties in a 
month than she had gone to in five years, back in 
New England . . . ‘She’s the best thing that’s hap- 
pened in Charlottesville in 10 years/ one lady de- 
clared . * . 

But all this didn’t change her mother much. 

The value she put on clothes was much the Bos- 
tonian outlook. “Boston ladies, at least in those days, 
tended to look upon clothes as they looked upon stocks 
and bonds — less as adornment than as a utility to be 
hung on to, like principal.” Her mother’s fashion 
philosophy was the direct opposite of Vogue’s. She 
hung onto all kinds of suits and coats. 

Nancy came to realize “that it was impossible to 
get her to dispose of clothes simply because they were 
old. I therefore devised the sometimes successful 
strategy of telling her somebody needs the garment 
I wanted her to get rid of. 


“ ‘Poor old Mary Donovan/ I remember saying, 
‘she looked so pathetic this afternoon, all bent over 
and shivering when I passed her down in the Hollow. 
Why don’t you give her your old black cape? You’ve 
gotten an awful lot of wear out of it/ 

“Fired with instant sympathy, my mother agreed 
that this would be a splendid gift to make. But when 
I got back to New York I received a letter from her 
that mentioned she had changed her mind about the 
cape. ‘ thought a real coat would give much more 
protection from the cold/ she said. ‘So I gave Mary 
a little something, to buy what she wants at Jordan’s. 
But it was thoughtful of you, dear, to suggest it.’ ” 

In like manner, the author narrates many incidents 
from her association with her father. Wandering 
through their house in the years after their deaths 
she writes, “Perhaps it is extravagant to imagine 
that they are only upstairs, snickering together the 
way they always did . . . but for me less of an ex- 
travagance than a preservation to imagine they are 
somewhere.”

Spraying Ends 

Editor of the Star: 

In recent weeks the Board of 
Health has received many com- 
munications regarding the current 
program of mosquito control. In 
addition there have been a number 
of items in your publication. Be- 
cause of the controversial nature of 
this situation it seems appropriate 
to review the circumstances and 
state our present policy, adopted at 
a regular meeting on July 21, 1909. 

Prior to the Annual Town Meet- 
ing in 1965 we received a series of 
requests to institute a program for 
mosquito control. In a special arti- 
cle at that Town Meeting, we re- 
quested authority to undertake such 
a program. This request was unsup- 
ported by any citizen and was de- 
nied by a unanimous vote. There- 
after, as requests were received, we 
suggested that subsequent action 
should be brought, before the Town 
Meeting by an individual, or group, 
and that the Board of Health would 
speak to the issue depending on its 
merits. 

Such action was brought before 
the 1968 Town Meeting by Mrs. 
Meader and others. The issues were 
thoroughly discussed. The Board of 
Health, in a summarizing state- 
ment, supported the motion, but we 
clearly stressed that such, a pro- 
gram was to minimize a nuisance. 
We did not, nor do we consider 
mosquitoes to constitute a health 
menace at this time. We also ac- 
knowledge that a program involv- 
ing fogging would be transiently 
irritating to those who might in- 
hale the material. We proposed a 
larvicidal phase and also repeated 
fogging. The program was to con- 
sist of Abate sprayed on stagnant 
water throughout the town in the 
spring and intermittent fogging 
with Malathion in fuel oil during 
the summer months. This was the 
safest and most effective program 
available, based on the recommen- 
dations of State and Federal Health 
services, and the advice of our con- 
sultants. This motion was adopted 
by the Town Meeting. 

In the late spring of 1968, a lim- 
ited larvicidal treatment was car- 
ried out. Time precluded full treat- 
ment. During the summer of 1968 
the entire town was fogged on three 
occasions. 

In 1969, the larvicidal phase was 
repeated. We also reinstituted the 
fogging but, again based on the best 
ging but, again based on the best 
available consultation, elected to 
carry out the fogging on a weekly 
basis rather than monthly, but to 
a more limited area each week. This 
program has been continued to the 
present. 

The various criticisms previously 
referred to have come from a vari- 
ety of sources and have ranged 
from pure emotion to thoughtful 
objection, particularly of the fog- 
ging. 

In as much as the program was 
originally undertaken to minimize 
a nuisance, and in the presence of 
increasing objection by a significant 
number of those for whom the nui- 
sance exists, we have elected to 
abandon the fogging as of this date. 
It is our intent to introduce at a 
forthcoming Special or Regular 
Town Meeting an article asking for 
reconsideration of the instructions 
under which we are operating. It is 
hoped that the wishes of the Town 
will be clearly defined at this time.

Summer School 
Programs Include 
Several Areas 

(This is the first article in a 
series of three about the summer 
programs currently in operation.) 

Attending 33 summer courses in 
Winchester Public Schools Summer 
School Program at four different 
schools are 597 students. 

A program of secondary school 
courses is in operation at McCall 
Junior High School. M u r a c o 
School houses the experimental 
Learning Laboratory II project. 

Driver Education is based at the 
Senior High School and the Win- 
chester-Lesley College Summer en 
richment laboratory students are 
at work in the Vinson- Owen 
School. 

With 76 teachers on the summer 
staff, members of both Winchester 
staff and that of Lesley College, 
the over all pupil-teacher ratio is 
one teacher for every eight stu- 
dents, according to Frederick Mur- 
ray, director. 

Of the 597 enrollement, 479 are 
tuition-paying Winchester resi- 
dents. Tuition paying non-resi- 
dents number 40; 20 of whom are 
the Roxbury students in the Win- 
chester-Lesley Summer School. 

Seventy-six of the students are 
non-paying Winchester residents 
in courses which are experimental 
or by invitation such as Learning 
Lab and Interim Studies. Non- 
paying non-residents number two 
who are children of participating 
teachers. 

Secondary school summer sub- 
jects are taught at McCall Junior 
High School where 298 students 
are at work. Twenty of these stu- 
dents are non-residents. 

According to Mr. Murray, only 
two courses had insufficient regi- 
stration (under five) to continue. 

They were English Review for 
Grades Seven and Eight and Crea- 
tive Writing Workshop for Grades 
Eight to 11. 

Changes 

The only other changes announc- 
ed by the director included run- 
ning only one section of Plane Geo- 
metry and Intermediate Algebra 
with 10 students in each and can- 
cellation of sections for Grades 1, 
and 3 Developmental Reading 
and Grades 10-12 Remedial/De- 
velopmental Reading. 

Personal Typing has the largest 
registration of the secondary 
school courses with 47 students and 
two sections in operation. Students 
as young as sixth grade are in the 
course which is designed to teach 
touch typing and skills needed for 
typewriter operation. 

Driver Training opiates from 
the high school from 8 a.m. to 2 
p.m. in order to give individual in- 
struction to all 26 students enroll- 
ed. 

The Theatre Workshop course 
for adults and young adults meets 
Wednesday evenings from 7:15 to 
9:45 p.m. Practical experience in 
theatre is provided in cooperation 
with the summer community the- 
atre. The first performance of this 
group is this weekend.

From a dollars and cents stand- 
point, how well is Middlesex Coun- 
ty making out under the gov- 
ernment’s grants-in-aid program ? 

Does the price it is paying for 
these grants, through matching 
funds and other payments that 
come out of taxes, make them 
worthwhile financially? 

The aid programs — there are 
hundreds of them — offer assis- 
tance to states and local communi- 
ties for purposes ranging from 
road building and education to wel- 
fare grants and child care. 

VV hat it cost some localities, in 
the past year, proved to he greater 
than the aid they received. For 
others, it worked out favorably. 
They got back more than they put 

A comprehensive study of the 
aid programs, made by the Tax 
Foundation, a non-profit organiza- 
tion that watches government tax- 
ation and spending, shows how 
much aid was allocated to each 
state and, in each instance, what 
the cost was. 

A breakdown of the state figures, 
which are based upon Treasury 
Department reports, indicates that 
the cost of Federal aid in Middle- 
sex County came to approximately 
$151,477,000 in the past fiscal year 
and that the amount that was re- 
turned, in the form of grants, was 
an estimated $135,247,000. 

The State of Massachusetts was 
also behind on this score. The 
portion of its tax returns that 
were allocated to the Federal aid 
programs amounted to $566,500,- 
000, the Tax Foundation reports. 
What came back, in grants to the 
state and its localities, was $506,- 
400,000. 

In effect $1 was received in the 
form of government aid for every 
$1.12 expended. 

Of the 50 states, 17 got back less 
than they contributed and the re- 
maining 33 received more. 

It is explained that some com- 
munities fared better than others 
in the distribution of grants be- 
cause their needs were relatively 
greater. 

Determinations were made 
that basis and without any attempt 
to return dollar for dollar. 

As for fiscal 1970, the Tax 
Foundation finds that about $25 
billion will go out in grants-in-aid. 
It will amount to nearly 18 percent 
of the revenue recipts of state and 
local governments. (Park Row 
News Service)

Boat Owners 
Urged To Obtain 
Courtesy Stickers 

State Motorboat Director, Tom 
Legere, has recommended that 
boaters obtain 1969 courtesy ex- 
amination stickers from the Coast 
Guard Auxiliary in their areas, to 
indicate that their boat complies 
with safety regulations. 

“Our enforcement agents will 
honor any boat displaying such a 
sticker,” he said, “and with the ex- 
ception of some spot checking, we 
will not as a rule stop or board 
such boats to check equipment.” The 
boating director said that a cour- 
tesy sticker however, is not a 
license for reckless boat operation. 

Creating an excessive wake by 
speeding, boating too close to bath- 
ing areas, failing to have a com- 
petent observer and ladder when 
water skiing, overloading a boat, 
ignoring the rules of the road, 
lacking Coast Guard approved life- 
saving devices and failing to carry 
a valid registration certificate 
aboard, are the violations noted by 
the Division. 

“More and more boats are ap- 
pearing on the waters,” Mr. 
Legere said, “and we ask the co- 
operation of all owners and oper- 
ators to prevent accidents and in- 
juries.”

Tax Refunds 
Are In Millions 


The Internal Revenue Service 
has refunded $292,065,500 to Mas- 
sachusetts taxpayers since Janu- 
ary, District Director William E. 
Williams announced. 

The refunds included $283,468,- 
484 to 1,501,382 individual tax- 
payers and $8,597,016 to 10,130 
businesses. 

Director Williams also revealed 
that the first 1,811,920 returns 
processed at the Internal Revenue 
Service Center in Andover, con- 
tained 245,169 errors, including 
more than 46,000 made by tax- 
payers who overcharged them- 
selves $1 or more. 

In the first 322,917 business re- 
turns processed, there were 26,632 
errors detected.

The general bids for the new high school planned on Shore Road came in on July 21 from two 
contractors. Grande and Sons Inc. and Park Construction, and at a meeting Tuesday night in the Mc- 
Call Junior High School, the Permanent Building Committee anti its Secondary School Building Sub- 
Commit'tce voted to reject the general bids and the filed sub-bids which came to approximately $3,000,- 
000 over the estimated cost. 

Architect Frank Crimp of 
Crimp, Brown and Fisher Inc., 
architects for the new school, told 
the committees at a meeting 
Thursday, July 24 that “These

Reduced fare rates for the el- 
derly become effective on August 
15. 

The legislation providing re- 
duced fares on all MBTA lines 
for persons 65 years old and older 
was signed this past week by Gov- 
ernor Francis W. Sargent. 

Four teams of MBTA employ- 
ees will visit each city and town 
in the transportation district for 
registration. 

The law provides that on and 
after August 15, 1969, persons 65 
years of age and older who reside 
in a city or town within the 
MBT A District may, upon obtain- 
ing an identification card from 
the Authority, ride any and all of 
the MBTA lines at “one-half the 
adult cash fare adjusted to the 
next lowest five-cent increment.” 

I.D. Card 

The identification card must be 
obtained by applying in person to 


MBTA-designated locations, pre- 
senting proof of age and residen- 
cy, and paying a 50-cent cash fee. 

Any eligible resident of the 
MBTA District may register at 
lie Government Center Station in 
Boston or, if it is more convenient, 
at one of the city or town halls on 
the day the travelling registra- 
tion team is present. 

Proof of age may be provided 
by such documents as a birth cer- 
tificate, baptismal record, driv- 
er’s license or Medicare card. 

Proof of residency may be pro- 
vided by a driver’s license, library 
card or charge plates. 

The identification cards will 
contain the name and address of 
the applicant and a photograph of 
the individual for positive identi- 
fication. 

To explain the meaning of the 
“one-half of the adult cash fare 
adjusted to the next lowest five- 
cent increment,” the MBTA gives 
the following examples: 

Rapid transit lines, adult fare 
25c, elderly fare 10c 

Surface lines, adult fare 20c, el- 
derly fare 10c 

Surface lines, adult fare 35c, 
elderly faro 15c 

Surface lines, adult fare 55c, 
elderly fare 25c

Grande and Sons Inc., low bid- 
der on the project, had submitted 
a figure of $10,263,463.

Due to the error, Grande was 
given the option of withdrawing 
his bid on the academic wing or 
leaving it at the lower price. He 
chose to withdraw the bid for 
that wing. 

The committees then had the 
choice of accepting Grande’s bid 
for the physical education wing 
alone, in the amount of $3,634,499, 
and Park’s bid for the academic 
wing at $7,200,000; accepting

bids. 

In a unanimous vote at the 
Tuesday night meeting, the com- 
mittee rejected all bids, including 
the filed sub-bids. 

At Tuesday night’s meeting, be- 
fore the vote was taken, Mr.

Major Difference 

The major difference between 
the estimate and the actual bid 
was in concrete for the total pro- 
ject. Estimated cost was $1,800,- 
000 while actual bid wus $3,000,- 
000 . 

Committee member Arthur 
Dunbar told the group that the 
cost of concrete had increased ap- 
proximately 12 per cent in the 
past year. 

In several areas, the estimated 
bids and the actual bids were 
quite close. Estimated price for 
the piles was $450,000, while the 
actual bid was lower at $442,000. 

Mechanical and electrical work 
for the academic wing alone, es- 
timated at $1,832,800 was bid at 
$2,078,536. 

The approximate difference be- 
tween the total estimate and the 
actual general bid was $3,634,000. 
There was a difference of $1,457,- 
402 in the academic wing esti- 
mate and bid, and a $736,637 dif- 
ference in the physical education 
wing estimate and bid. 

Recommendation 

Mr. Crimp, following presenta- 
tion of his report, recommended 
to the committee that they reject 
the bids and then make a com- 
plete analysis of the educational 
spaces available in the present 
plans.

Jim Bradley, one of our excel- 
lent young Winchester players, is 
our editor for the hand-of-the-week 
department. 

“The following hand, played at 
a recent WDBC game, puts us in 
mind of a phrase rarely heard: the 
“law” of symmetry. If you had 
thought you were familiar with 
most of the laws, rules, percen- 
tages and et-ceteras that a bridge 
player has to cope with, and yet 
had not heard of this one, don’t 
panic — it is no “law” at all! 

In its simple form, the “law” 
of symmetry states that if your 
hand is distributed, say, 6-4-2-1, and 
in your (5-card suit any other hand 
has a singleton, it is more than 
normally probable that the remain- 
ing cards of that suit are divided 
4-2 in the other two hands. 

There is, in fact, no theoretical 
basis for this law at all — or is 
there? See what happened when 
declarer had a little-known “corol- 
lary” of the "law” in mind, to wit: 
when there is one singleton King

“To Be Or Not To Be?” 


‘‘To be or not to l>c. . was Senator Kennedy's 
question to the citizens of the Commonwealth Friday 
night, and the answer, as it usually is for the Ken- 
nedy's from the people of this state, seems a re- 
sounding ‘‘To Be!” 

The comparison to Shakespeare’s “Hamlet” was all 
too apparent to us as we listened to the Kennedy 
message Friday night— and we were all too aware of 
the character of Hamlet, a wishy-washy person whose 
real tragic flaw was his inability to act. This is per- 
haps the flaw with the Senator. As he said Friday 
night, the decision to remain in. or to leave, the 
Senate in the wake of the accident which killed 
Mary Jo Kopedine. is his and his alone. Why, then, 
did he not make it for himself, last week, rather 
than running for the refuge of a mandate from the 
people? 

In the very circumstances of the accident. Senator 
Kennedy has shown his inability to act on his own. 
Instead of reporting the accident immediately to 
the police, he chose to turn to his ever-present ad- 
visors. Their advice, apparently, was wrong. To wait 
several hours before reporting an accident, even if 


one is in shock, is inexcusable. esi>ecially if the 
decision not to report the accident was made on the 
advice of people who were not in shock. 

An accident of this sort can. indeed, happen to 
anyone. Anyone can react by going into shock. But 
not everyone is a United States Senator, possibly 
even a Presidential aspirant, of whom we expect a 
little more. The ability to stand firm in time of 
crisis is a prime requisite, we feel, for the office of 
President of the United States. We hope that the 
Kennedy magic will not overpower the memory of 
this accident and the irresponsibility which it shows 
when future Presidential contests arrive. 

The Senator has another year to run in his Senate 
term, and we hope that he will remain to finish the 
term. He has pro’ved himself a capable Senate mem- 
ber and in the next year could, perhaps, be of real 
value there. Before he is re-elected for another term 
and before he seeks the Presidential nomination, 
however, it would be well for the people to recall 
this incident and to ask then whether the kind of 
person he has proven himself to be is the kind we 
really want as a leader. 


Pipe Dream? 


With the arrival of the long-awaited bids for the 
new high school, the Town must face now a new 
delay in the beginning of construction for the Shore 
Road project. The bids, certainly, had to be rejected. 
An excess of 53,000.000 over the already high esti- 
mate of S 10.000,000 for the entire project is more 
than any citizen could possibly swallow’. 

The suggestion by the committee and Architect 
Frank Crimp that the educational specifications and 
the plans for the building be reevaluated with an 
eye to cutting costs and producing a more economical 
building is valid. What people everywhere want, 
however, is to maintain high educational standards 
without spending excessive amounts of money on 
facilities. We want the standards without further in- 
creasing our tax dollars. This has become, increasing- 
ly, a pipe dream. 

Construction costs, as was pointed out at Tuesday 
night's meeting of the Permanent Building Commit- 
tee and the Secondary School Building Committee, 
are skyrocketing at a rate of about one per cent a 
month. A per pupil increase in construction costs 


over the past year of alxmt $1300, as noted by School 
Superintendent Donald Klcmer, is staggering. 

The school has to be built. That has been estab- 
lished by studies of the present facility; the number 
of students presently attending; and the number of 
students anticipated in the future. For every delay 
in its construction, however, the cost of the building 
goes up. 

A comparable school could have been built years 
ago at a cost very much less than the tag it now 
l>cars. But for every delay, for every comment on the 
Town Meeting floor against a particular site or plan, 
dollars have been added to the cost of the school 
which still will eventually have to be built. 

Certainly a reevaluation of the plans in an at- 
tempt to find areas to cut costs and possibly the less 
functional educational requirements is necessary now. 
We hope, however, that it will be done expediently 
and that new plans will be put out to bid in the 
very near future. Delay is costly and as indicated 
by the bids, we can't afford to delay any longer.

Miss Judy August, who accom- 
panies the children on the bus, helps 
in the school program as a tutor 
and works as head counselor. She 
is majoring in urban teaching and 
teaches in Roxbury. Joseph Vitke 
and Ann Marie Cotonzano are jun- 
ior counselors. 

According to Mrs. Lawrence 
Globus, W.C.C.A. chairman of Ad- 
venture, all of the staff perform 
with humor, flexibility and amaz- 
ing energy. She adds that they are 
working for love and much less 
money than they could be making 
in any other job. The staff reports 
that there are more volunteers 
than they can use effectively.

There are over 40 teen and adult 
volunteers ranging from talented 
artists and swimming and music 
instructors to those who drive, in- 
vent projects or “come when they 
can” to help supervise. Jayceettes 
and the church youth groups are 
among the supporting staff of 
volunteers. 

On the first day of the program, 
and subsequently, it began to-rain 
just as it was time for the children 
to leave school and walk to the 
church. Without any communica- 
tion cars and mothers appeared 
from all over town to make sure 
the children arrived at the church 
both safe and dry. 

Baked goods and snacks arrive 
almost daily from mothers who 
have “just wanted to do something 
to show their support.” 

A black child was overheard to 
remark, “The thing that surprised 
me most was that people out here 
are so much friendlier than city 
people.” 

Funds needed for the Six Weeks 
Adventure included $30 laboratory 
school tuition for each child and 
amounts for busing and staff sala- 
ries. Over $3,500 was raised by 
the Ecumentieal Association under 
chairman Rev. Everett L. Waters 
of the First Baptist Church. Re- 
quests for donations were sent by 
the W.C.C.A. as well. 

Roxbury parents were asked for 
any amount they could contribute 
toward the cost although complete 
fees were paid for all children 
financially unable to attend.

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BOOK REVIEW

LIFE WITH DAKTARI 


by Susanne Hart 


We first met the author of “Daktari” when she 
wrote “Too Short a Day: A Woman Vet in Africa,” 
which described her upbringing in England, her mar- 
riage to a South African, her life as a housewife and 
mother in that country, her subsequent divorce and 
how she took up her old veterinary profession with 
quite different animals from those she had been train- 
ed to attend. 

This book takes up her story from her marriage 
to Dr. A. M. Harthoorn, who is head of the depart- 
men of physiology and biochemistry at the University 
of East Africa in Nairobi. Dr. Harthoorn was a 
poineer in the technique of immobilizing animals so 
that they could be studied and given help if it is 
needed. He is the prototype of the doctor on 'the 
“Daktari” series on TV — in. fact the word “Daktari” 
simply means doctor in Swahili. 

One of the most exciting chapters in the book deals 
with the treatment for one of George Adamson’s 
lions. Ugas had a badly injured eye, and though they 
tried treatments to save it, there came a time when 
the Harthoorns had to decide to remove it. 

“We enjoyed working together immensely. The 
operation on Ugas would have been extremely 
hard for anyone to perform alone ... In spite 
of our worry over the anaesthetic Toni had kept 
up an almost continuous commentary as surgery 
proceeded, giving me a textbook account of the 
name of each structure as we came upon it. Liv- 
ing with him was exactly like livirJc with a med- 
ical encyclopedia, though this did not in the least 
imply that he was possessed of the character- 
istics of a donnish bookworm!” 


In addition to her other duties, Susanne writes 
wildlife television programs for children. George and 
Joy Adamson, whose names are famous for “Born 
Free,” have acted as consultants for her in connec- 
tion with these programs, and she describes some of 
her visits to this delightful pair. 

Susanne s a vegetarian and practices Hatha Yoga, 
which she has also taught. She emphasizes the value 
of the relaxation achieved, and the energy released 
by this method, and judging by her achievements, 
would appear to be a wonderful advertisement for 
her beliefs. 


The 
descriptions of the animals and their lives are sym- 
pathetic and humorous. In short, a delightful book.

Noise Pollution 

Editor of the Star: 

A decibel disaster from the skies 
has fallen, literally, on the histor- 
ically tranquil and conservative 
town of Winchester. 

Anyone who spends much of his 
or her day working at home — as do 
housewives, professors and writ- 
ers — has become painfully aware 
in recent weeks of the piercing howl 
of the incessant, low-flying commer- 
cial planes. The acoustical garbage 
with which the planes pollute the 
air from Myopia Hill through 
Symmes Corner to the Fells for 
some people has changed living in 
Winchester from a delightful to a 
distressing experience. 

The people of Winchester have 
long fought to conserve the visual 
beauty of the town. Should we not 
strive now to preserve the air from 
auditory ugliness? 

It is not merely a matter of es- 
thetics but of health. Dr. Vein O. 
Knudsen, a physicist, and former 
Chancellor of the University of Cal- 
ifornia, has said that the constant 
bombardment from jet planes, lawn 
mowers and traffic is “a slow agent 
of death . . . noise can raise your 
blood pressure, make your heart 
pound . . . take a severe toll in 


, illness, jangled nerves, loss of sloop, 
concentration and serenity.” 

Biological studies have shown 
that the sonic sledgehammers can 
actually destroy the delicate mech- 
anisms in the inner ear and inflict 
partial deafness. 

Noise pollution is a danger to 
j health but it can be controlled. One 
simple measure would bo to raise 
'the floor of the air corridor from 
the present low' 1750 feet (about the 
height of only six football fields) to 
some altitude more consistent with 
the physical and mental well-being 
of the residents of Winchester — 
which is at least eight miles away 
from the landing strips of Logan 
Airport. 

A lone voice of protest does not 
have a great effect on the State and 
Federal authorities concerned with 
air traffic. Citizen pressure in oth- 
er cities has been effective in bring 
ing about, noise abatement meas- 
ures. 

We want, I am sure, to conserve 
Winchester as a good place to live. 
We do not want the same noise con- 
dition that led to a sharp decline in 
property values in East Boston to 
extend its malignant influence to 
Winchester property value. 

If you are concerned in any way 
about this issue, a letter from you 
to Thomas P. Callaghan of the 
Massachusetts Port Authority, 470 
Atlantic Avenue, Boston, would be 
welcomed by him, and strengthen 
his voice in the committee on abate- 
ment of noise from the air. A tele- 
phone call to 5(57-3333, the Port 
Authority Operations Office would 
have the same effect. 

If the howls from earth become 
ns loud as those from the skies, pei*- 
haps we can influence the airlines, 
through government channels, to 
give us some relief. 

If you feel as I do that 
noise pollution is in the same cate- 
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gory ns air and water pollution and 
that something can and must be 
done to make our environment more 
liveable, I would be happy to dis- 
cuss it with you.

“If you’re going to cut the 
figures, you’ll have to cut the 
educational specifications,” Mr. 
Crimp told the committee. 

The question to ask, he felt, 
was whether the educators were 
willing to cut the specifications 
in order to provide a more econo- 
mical building. 

The committee will meet on 
August 21 to discuss the report 
which Mr. Crimp is preparing on 
the educational spaces available 
in the present plan and the spaces 
necessary under the educational 
specifications. 

In answer to further questions 
from the committee, it was 
brought out that lower bids later, 
without cuts in the plans were 
not to be anticipated since con- 
struction costs are increasing at 
a rate of approximately one per 
cent per month. 

At the meeting Thursday night, 

. following the opening of the bids, 
Mr. Crimp had told the commit- 
tee, “Any immediate suggestion 
for a reduction in cost is beyond 
me.” 

Increase 

He told the committee that 
he had known some time ago 
that; they were facing an in- 
crease of $1 million but that they 
would have been able to make 
some cuts to bring that price into 
line. 

Mr. Crimp commented at the 
Thursday meeting that there had 
been much more interest and 
action among the sub-bidders and 
that on the basis of the sub-bids 
he had been optimistic about the 
general bids. He was “just floor- 
ed” when he opened the first gen- 
eral bid. he said. 

At that meeting it was noted 
by Mr. Crimp that the pile work 
probably limited that number of 
bids on the project. 

Also at that meeting, Dr. Don- 
and A. Klemer, superintendent of 
schools, noted that per pupil con- 
struction costs in Massachusetts 
and Connecticut have shown a 
large jump this past year. Mas- 
sachusetts’ cost increased ap- 
proximately $1300 per pupil, he 
said. 

The Thursday night meeting 
then went into executive session 
for further discussion of the 
problem.

The Committee has intentions 
of composing a questionnaire to 
determine such needed statistics 
on public housing. The form would 
then be distributed through 
church and other organizations. A 
list of names in the 62-and-over 
age group will be obtained from 
the Selectmen. 

Consult Towns 

During the month of August 
members of the Committee will be 
busy visiting ai*ea towns to con- 
sult on the methods and working 
capacities of their housing pro- 
grams. The towns include Welles- 
ley, Melrose, Wakefield, Arling- 
ton and Lexington. 

Some of the information which 
they hope to gather will concern 
how the need in each town was es- 
tablished and what was the form 
of its questionnaire, whether it is 
using u federal or stute program 
and the operations in each, what 
the monetary experience of each 
town has been, together with a 
generul resume of its experiences 
with the projects and the qse of 
rental assistance progrums. The 
Committee will also attempt to 
visit the public housing sites. 

In other discussion it was sug- 
gested by Vincent J. Celia of the 
Committee that it consider hiring 

professional consultant to cor- 
relate some plan to workability 
with the specifics of Winchester’s 
problem. There is $500 available 
to the Committee. 

It was Mr. Celia’s suggestion 
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that the members start acquiring 
individual “libraries” of booklets 
and data available from Federal 
and state governments and vari- 
ous private organizations on this 
area. 

The meeting adjourned with 
plans to convene next on Septem- 
ber 2. The August meetings have 
been cancelled due to the amount 
of absence during vacations. 


Warnings On Barbecuing 

Don’t barbecue yourself along and sometimes serious, according 
to the international non-profit or- 
ganization. 

The worst accidents are likely to 
happen, it says, when the back- 
ynrd chef “freshens” an already- 
started fire with kerosene, paint 
thinners, alcohol or the liquids sold 
as an aid to starting a charcoal 
fire. 

The moment one of these liquids 
hits a live coal, there’s a woosh 
of flame which can envelop the 
arms and face of anyone nearby 
in searing, blistering fire. 

Play it safe with these rules: 
Never add any kind of a flammable 
liquid to an already-burning fire. 
Any starting liquids you use be- 
fore a fire is lighted, use sparing- 
ly — and never use gasoline. Keep 
any containers holding these liquids 
far removed from the fire. 

Keep youngsters at a safe dis- 
tance too. the NFPA adds. Light- 
weight summer clothing, especially 
the frilly party dresses little girls 
sometimes wear, cart be hazardous 
around any fire or open flame. 

Never use your barbecue any- 
where except in the out-of-doors. 
Do not use it on porches, in gar- 
ages or in your home. This could 
cause destruction of your porperty 
by fire.

Jazz And Folk 
On Weekends 

George Wein, producer of the 
Newport Jazz and Folk Festivals, 
will present two weekends of jazz 
and folk programs as part of Cas- 
tle Hill’s Summer Festival at 
Crane’s Beach, Ipswich, the week- 
ends of August 1st and 8th. 

Arlo Guthrie, creator of “Alice’s 
Restaurant,” and the added attrac- 
tion of The Pentangle, five English 
singers with a singular sound, will 
be featured on Friday and Satur- 
day, August 1 and 2. 

Born in Coney Island in 1947, Ar- 
lo has since risen to become one of 
young America’s “folk heroes.” He 
had all the advantages any folk 
artist could ask for by being the 
son of an American legend, Woody 
Guthrie. It was Papa Woody who 
was responsible for some of our 
favorite standards including “This 
Land Is Your Land.” 

Arlo drew upon the association 
with his father, and now has firmly 
established himself as a highly cre- 
ative artist in his own right. Arlo’s 
best-known song, “Alice’s Restau- 
rant,” began as an “underground 
song,” the tale of a young man in 
trouble with the law for throwing 
garbage over a cliff. 

The song has since been made in- 
to a movie written by Robert Penn, 
the screen writer responsible for 
“Bonnie and Clyde.” 

Also appearing with Guthrie will 
be The Pentangle, a group from 
London that has successfully knock- 
ed down musical barriers and in- 
corporated the various types — folk, 
classical, blues. Jazz — into their 
musical whole. 

The two-guitarists, Bert Jansch 
and John Renbourn, are already 
well-established names in the folk 
world, where their guitar styles 
have been particularly influential. 

Danny Thompson on bass and 
percussionist Terry Cox round out 
the group’s sound expertly. A lovely 
lady, Jacqui McShee, does much of 
the singing within the group, work- 
ing solo and dueting with Bert or 
John. 

The Pentangle’s second record- 
ing, “Sweet Child,” has just been 
released by Reprise. Their reper- 
toire is drawn from sources as early 
as medieval dance and baroque pe- 
riods and as modern as Charlie 
Mingus, and includes traditional 
folk ballads, gospel songs, and 
their own compositions.

MBTA Only 

The reduced fares for persons 
65 years old and older are, by 
law, limited to the lines of the 
MBTA, including the suburban 
lines that were formerly operated 
by the Eastern Massachusetts 
Street Railway Company, which 
the MBTA took over in 1968. 

This privilege does not extend 
to other private carriers in the 
MBTA District, including the 
subsidized Middlesex and Boston 
Street Railway Company, Rapid 
Transit, Inc., the Boston and 
Maine Railroad and the Penn Cen- 
tral. 

In announcing the Authority’s 
plans for registering the senior 
citizens in the transportation dis- 
trict, General Manager Leo J. 
Cusick emphasized that the pro- 
cedure to be followed is easy and 
uncomplicated as it is similar to 
the automobile license renewal 
procedure used by the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles and will take only 
a few minutes. 

The general manager asked for 
the patience of the senior citizens 
as this registration program is a 
large one (about 300,000 men and 
women being eligible) and it is 
very complex. 

The Authority estimates there 
are 2400 Winchester residents eli- 
gible for the reduced fares.

Salvador 

CARE is distributing emergency 
food rations and medical supplies 
to about 7,000 refugees caught in 
the war zone between Honduras 
and El Salvador. 

William Rayman, CARE mission 
chief in Honduras, reported recent- 
ly that 10 tons of high-protein 
food were quickly turned over to 
the National Civic Committee of 
Honduras. The food is being dis- 
tributed to 2,000 men, women and 
children who have taken refuge in 
four camps in Santa Rosa do 
Copan. 

MEDICO, a service of CARE, is 
keeping the doors of its mission at 
Hospital de Occidente in Santa 
Rosa open to all civilian war vic- 
tims. It has made available $7,000 
in drugs and medical supplies. 

The CARE mission in Guate- 
mala has given food supplies to 
the Red Cross for distribution to 
another 5,000 refugees who have 
fled from Honduras and El Salva- 
dor.

Adjustment 

Chairman Smith is quick to point 
out that it is not the degree of 
the handicap that the Committee 
is looking for but rather the man- 
ner in which the person has adjust- 
ed to his or her position in the work 
world.

Thirty-six Winchester junior and 
senior high school students are ex- 
perimenting with this equipment in 
the tuition-free course. Use of mul- 

media (many types of equipment 
used to convey a message) in small 
groups working independently was 
tested in the first phase of Learning 
Lab II last summer. The conclu- 
sion; secondary school students can 
learn and be motivated by small 
group self-instruction techniques. 

Under the direction of Assistant 
Superintendent Walter Gleason, 
phase two of the experimental proj- 
ect is under way. This consists of 
development of special materials 
and improvement of techniques so 
that this type of instruction will fit 
into the daily school program plan- 
ned for the new senior high school. 

The high school students are 
working on social studies, modern: 
problems in an urban society. The 
techniques used in last year’s ex- 
perimental program have been re- 
fined and new materials written ' 
to fit into the regular school pro- 
gram. The students use the various 
pieces of equipment and types of 
learning groups with the teachers 
evaluating their performances. 

Following final evaluation Direc- 
tor of Social Studies William P. 
O’Connor and teachers George C. 
Watson Jr. and William A. Colella 
will put this program into effect in 
the modern problems classes at the 
Senior High School this fall. 


small group working together with 
A-V equipment, others lend them- 
selves to the use of a seminar tech- 
nique with a teacher leader, and 
still others need individual instruc- 
tion. 

Facing the knowledge explosion 
in computer and space technology 
with so much more to be under- 
stood, the 20th-century child must 
learn to acquire knowledge in the 
quickest, most successful way. As 
in pre-Sputnik education, use is 
made of the familiar maps, charts, 
graphs, pictures, manuals, text- 
books, models and measuring de- 
vices. But — added to these to speed 
and intensify the process are audio 
tapes, filmstrips, sound filmstrips, 
slides used with tapes, calculators, 
film loops, projectors and televi- 
sion. Learning Laboratory II em- 
ploys all of these aids in an effort 
to find the most effective means of 
educating today’s children for to- 
morrow’s world.

Math Program 


A math program has also been de- 
vised for trial in the Learning Lab 
and its application is supervised 
by teachers, John J. Waite Jr., di- 
rector of the Math Department, 
John J. Joyce, James W. Smith, and 
Miss Frances J. Allou. 

New this year is involvement of 
junior high school students in the 
Learning Lab situation in a science 
program. According to teachers 
John A. Limongiello and Richard 

W. Elliott of McCall, and Michael 
S. Porter of Lynch, the successes of 
the eighth and ninth graders in this 
program will determine the feasibil- 
ity of the use of the new techniques 
in the two junior high schools this 
fall. 

Instruction has been in large 
groups, small groups, individual 
and seminars all overseen by Sci- 
ence Department Director Francis 

X. Finigan. The student volunteers 
work at “audio-active” tables with 
directions provided on activities 
sheets prepared by the teachers. 

The tables enable the students to 
talk with others at the table undis- 
tracted and not disturbing other 
groups. This is done on electronic 
circuit using microphone headsets 
which feed into a multi-circuit am- 
plifier. This circuit is monitored by 
teachers in another room permit- 
ting the teachers to keep track of 
the progress of all groups and 
measure their progress or “cut-in” 
to offer help when needed. Science 
principles used in this program 
elude those which have been found 
to be difficult for students.

Research Work 
Continued By 
Study Committee 

Members of the sub-committees 
of the Town Government Study 
Committee devoted their second 
meeting of the summer, held on 
Tuesday night, August 5, to in- 
forming each other of the pro- 
gress made during the month of 
July in their various research 
areas. 

Speaking for the sub-commit- 
tee dealing with the study of the 
Town Meeting and updating of 
the by-laws. Chairman Edward 
E. Hicks presented a draft of the 
questionnaire which is to be sent 
to all Town Meeting members 
shortly after Labor Day. 

The Committee members will 
study it for final changes this 
month and then send it through 
the mail with return envelopes 
and postage enclosed in hopes of 
obtaining a better response. The 
amount of identification to be 
used by the x’espondents is yet in 
question. Some control over the 
information received is needed, 
whether by signature or merely 
identification by precinct. 

A second task of this sub-com- 
mittee is to obtain a law student 
from the Kennedy Center at Har- 
vard University. This student 
would be employed by the Com- 
mittee to work in the Town Hall 
compiling a master list of the 
various department’s functions 
and operating procedures, and re- 
searching and testing the con- 
stitutionality of existing by-laws. 

Reprint By-Laws 

The Committee feels that the 
by-laws should be reprinted, the 
last printing being in 1953, and 
that this is an opportune time 
for their revisement. The student 
would not be expected to answer 
the problems of the Town govern- 
ment, but perhaps identify their 
legality.

High School 

School Committee Chairman 
Harriet Dieterich told the mem- 
bers that the bids for the new 
High School had been received by 
the Permanent Building Commit- 
tee and that the bids had been re- 
jected by that committee. She ask- 
ed what information the members 
of the committee desired to aid 
them in the next steps on the 
project. 

School Committee member Sam- 
uel E. Perkins II asked whether 
the Board of Selectmen had voted 
on calling a Special Town Meet- 
ing on the High School bids. In 
the ensuing discussion it was not- 
ed that no meeting had been called 
since the bids had been rejected. 

Mr. Perkins expressed concern 
that the Permanent Building 
Committee was dictating to the 
School Committee to lower the ed- 
ucational specifications for the 
school. 

Lawrence Beckley, a member of 
the Secondary School Building 
Sub-committee, noted that the 
plans should be studied to elim- 
inate possible loopholes. He gave 
as examples the adde d 4,000 feet 
of space in the science department 
which was not called for in the 
educational specifications and the 
additions to the pool for municipal 
purposes, also not called for in the 
educational specifications. 

Richard Schroeder, a member 
of the School Committee, request- 
ed that the Committee meet with 
the architect and members of the 
Building Committee to discuss the 
project further. 

The Committee then moved into 
executive session for discussion 
of teacher contract negotiations. 


Governor Sargent Signs Bill 


Authorizing Marycliff Purchase 

The bill authorizing Winchester to purchase die land and build- 
ings ol Marycliff Academy was signed into law by Gov. Francis W. 
Sargent on July 30 at *1:07 p.m. 


In a letter to the Secretary of 
State accompanying the bill, Gov. 
Sargent stated, “I further declar- 
ed that in my opinion said law is 
an emergency law und the tacts 
constituting the emergency are as 
follows : 

“The Town of Winchester de- 
sires to purchase the land and 
buildings owned by Marycliff 
Academy. However, the option to 
purchase the land und buildings 
expires July 31st and postpone- 
ment of the operation of this act 
would deny the town the right to 
purchase this property which will 
be used for educational purposes 
by the town.” 

The Board of Selectmen had 
last week voted to agree to an ex- 
tension of the purchase and f-ales 
agreement on the Academy until 
August 25. 

The bill, as approved, authoriz- 
es the Town to acquire for school 
purposes the land and buildings 
owned by Marycliff and after ac- 
quiring it to remodel, renovate, 
equip und furnish the buildings at 
a cost not to exceed $1,090,000. 

It also authorizes Town treas- 


urer Marguerite Troop immedi- 
ately to borrow on behalf of the 
Town monies not exceeding $1,- 
050,000 to be paid off in not more 
than 20 years. She is also author- 
ized by the bill to make temporary 
loans in anticipation of the au- 
thorized bonds. 

Loans Approved 

Action to acquire these tempo- 
rary loans in anticipation of the 
bonds was voted at the Select- 
men’s meeting Monday night. 

Section Four of the law pro- 
vides for the Town to receive a 
State construction grant for the 
cost of acquiring, equipping and 
furnishing the land and buildings. 
The estimated cost named in the 
law is $815,000. State aid will not 
be granted on the cost of renovat- 
ing the buildings. That cost is 
expected to be $325,000. 

Purchase of Marycliff at a cost 
of $775,000 was authorized at a 
Special Town Meeting on June 5. 
The nine-and-a-quarter-acr© site 
is located ut the corner of High 
and Cambridge Streets. 
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Assessors Set Rate 


For ’69 Tax At $43; 

Bills Due Mid-August 

The tax rate for 1969 will be $43 per thousand, a 15 per cent jump over last year, Board of As- 
sessors’ Chairman Windsor S. Carpenter announced Tuesday. 

Last year’s rate of $37.40 reflected the townwide equalization assessment which was voted by the 


T own Meeting of 1966. 

Mr. Carpenter reported Tues- 
day that it is anticipated the tax- 
bills will be sent the middle of this 
month. Actual mailing date is tied 
to work schedules of the Town 
computer, which processes the 
bills. The 1968 tax bills were the 
computer’s first project after its 
installation last fall. 

The Town law reads that if the 
tax bills are out before October 1, 
payment is accepted by November 
1 without interest charged. If they 
are issued after October 1, they 
are accepted without interest 
within 30 days of their mailing. 


An application for a license to 
store plastic resins at 160 Cross 
Street was denied by the Board of 
Selectmen at their Monday night 
meeting in the Town Hall follow- 
ing a hearing attended by several 
of the area’s residents. 

John Gonsalves of 93 Highland 
Avenue, operator of Hobby Sup- 
plies Inc. of 160 Cross Street, 
spoke in behalf of the license ap- 
plication. Applying for the license 
was N. H. Fitzgerald Corporation, 
which owns the property. 

Mr. Gonsalves explained to the 
Board that he began his business 
four years ago as a slot car 
racing supplier. As the demand 
for these supplies declined, he 
said he began to carry craft sup- 
plies including plastic molds, tis- 
sue and crepe papers, and other 
materials to make flowers. 

One of the new materials used 
to make flowers, he explained, is 
Joli Formafilm. It is this liquid 
plastic which he desires to store. 
The material is flammable, and is 
designated a Class A material. 
Mr. Gonsalves currently has a 
Fire Department permit to store 
156 gallons of Class A material, 
however, he desired a license to 
store up to 1,000 gallons of this 
material. 

Explaining that the license 
would be temporary, Mr. Gon- 
salves told the Board he was 
moving his business to Woburn 
in October and had already ob- 
tained a license in Woburn. 

Board Chairman Paul F. Ami- 
co read a letter from Fire Chief 
I. Francis Amico giving his ap- 
proval of the license “since the 
firm is moving to Woburn in Oc- 
tober.” 

Storage Limited 

Storage of the materials, Mr. 
Gonsalves noted, would be limited 
to one area of the building. 

Chairman Amico, following Mr. 
Gonsalves' presentation, opened 
the hearing for questions from 
the audience. 

Mrs. Ruth Peterson of 159 
Cross Street voiced concern that 
the license goes to the landlord 
rather than the tenant and that 
the landlord could bring in an- 
other tenant who would also store 
Class A materials. 

Concern over a possible in- 
crease in trucking in the area was 
voiced by Mrs. Mary Avakian of 
190 Cross Street. Mr. Gonsalves 
stated that he did not anticipate 
more trucking. 

Mr. Gonsalves then explained 
that his i-equest for the license 
was based on the busy season that 
he was now entering. Truck de- 
liveries from factories in the 
South and in the far West could 
not always be co-ordinated, he 
noted, and at times, although he 
tried to keep within the limits, 
he could go over the 156 gallon 
limit. 

Other speakers voiced concern 
over possible explosions, fires, and 
storage of other Class A mate- 
rial. 

In later discussion, following 
the hearing, the Board expressed 
its own concern over the possibi- 
lity of a fire oecuring before 
October. They based their decision 
on refusing the license on concern 
for public safety. 

Other Action 

In other action, the Selectmen 
tabled setting a hearing dutc on 
re-applications for petroleum 
licenses ut 43 Baldwin Street and 
783-785 Main Street pending ad- 
vice from Town Counsel.

creased $1,100,000 over last year, 
according to Mr. Carpenter. 

The 1968 tax rate was set on 
October 29, the delay being caus- 
ed by the change to the “fair cash 
value” system in determining 
property values. The assessors 
had estimated the 1968 rate to be 
$38.50, $1.10 more than the actual 
rate. 

This year’s rate of $43 is $1.50 
less than the $44.50 rate estimated 
after Town Meeting in the spring. 
It represents an increase of $5.60 
over last year’s rate. 

A property owner’s tax bill is 
figured by multiplying the assess- 
ed value of the taxable property 
by the current tax rate. Revalua- 
tion of property in Winchester 
last year was undertaken by the 
firm of Cole-Layer-Trumble. 

According to Mr. Costello, 
$1,000,000 of the increase in town 
operating costs is attributable to 
several departments, including 
$600,000 increase in the school 
budget; $140,000 in snow and ice; 
$48,000 in police; $44,000 in fire; 
$45,000 in state taxes and assess- 
ments; and $60,000 in county 
taxes. 

The state “cherry sheet” calls 
for Winchester to receive $1,082,- 
000 this year, a decerease of ap- 
proximately $100,000 from last 
year. The 1968 "cherry sheet” 
figure was $1,193,000. This loss of 
stale revenue adds the $100,000 to 
the town’s operating cost. 


The most pressing problem Se- 
lectman Saltmarsh has found 
facing the Board now* is to find 
a way to keep the tax rate in 
line while concurrently providing 
accustomed services for the resi- 
dents of the community. 

School Space 

He cited the need for expan- 
sion of school space in both the 
elementary and secondary levels 
to provide the accustomed edu- 
cational quality and the rising 
cos^ of school construction as an 
example. The Selectmen are 
now faced with attempting to 
provide for educational needs and 
attempting to keep the town ou a 
sound fiscul base, he said. 

Commenting on the addition of 
Executive Secretary Edward Don- 
nelly, he said, “I think if we didn’t 
have him now we’d be overburden- 
ed.”

James J. MacDonald of 48 Grove 
Street, a former acting mayor and 
alderman of Medford and owner 
nf MacDonald’s Medford Express 
| Trucking and Moving Company, 
died suddenly on Monday, August 
4. at his summer home in Bristol, 
New’ Hampshire. 

A native of Cambridge, he was 
the son of Mrs. Jennie (Gardner) 
MacDonald of Malden and the late 
William D. MacDonald. He lived in 
Medford for 40 years before mov- 
ing to Winchester in 1954.

Advice Given 
For Starting 
Barbecue Fires 


Fire Chief I. Francis Amico 
I hopes all persons who use bar- 
1 becues will become familiar with : 
the various types of starters listed 
below. 

Liquid types 

The commercially-prepared ones 
! are flammable liquids of various J 
I kinds. The majority use a liquid J 
with a flash point in the rnnge of 
120 degrees, which is about the 
flash point of kerosene. This means 
in effect the liquid must he heated 
before it begins to vaporize, which 
makes it safer to handle than low 
flash point liquids. However, when 
1 spread over charcoal or briquettes, 
it ignites easily and there is a 
certain nmout of flare-up, so care 
is needed. 

The wording of the labels in- 
dicates clearly the degree of haz- 
ard involved in using the material. 
Common sense would dictate using 
starters carrying the Caution! 
Combustible labelling. Avoid those 
marked Warning! Flammable and 
Danger — Extremely Flammable. 

NFPA warns against the use of 
“home-made” starters consisting of 
gasoline, benzene, any paint thin- 
ners and similar liquids, because 
of the hazards involved. Kerosene 
is accepted if used with care. 

General Precautions: By far the 
most important precaution in using 
liquid starters is to use them only 
as starters. Regardless of the type 
used, adding them as fresheners to 
an already-burning fire is extreme- 
ly dangerous. The liquid has to hit 
only one live coal to flash into 
flame which can envelope the arms 
and face of anyone nearby. Start- 
ers should be used sparingly. Keep 
the starter container well removed 
from the fire, and store it where 
small children can’t get at it. 


Solid types 

These are cakes or squares of 
combustible material impregnated 
with wax or other chemicals. They 
ignite easily and quickly produce 
enough heat to start the charcoal 
or briquettes burning. Observe 
normal precautions in using them. 
With care they can be used to 
freshen an already burning fire. 
Toss it on the charcoal and use 
a poker or tongs to get it next to j 
a live coal. 

Electric Igniters 

These are usually long-handled 
rods mounting a heating element, 
surrounded by a protective shield. 
The igniter is buried in the char- 
coal or briquettes, turned on, then 
removed when the fire is well start- 
ed. It can be safely used to freshen 
an already burning fire. 

Be sure the device carries the 
UL label as evidence it has passed 
laboratory tests for fire and shock 
hazards. 

When turned on, the element is 
extremely hot and can cause seri-; 
ous burns. Disconnect or turn off? 
immediately after removal front 
fire, be careful where it is placed- 
to cool off, don’t let children handle : 
or play with it, and do not leave 
whore children could plug it in as 
these igniters can easily set fire.

Mrs. Mary L. (Rooney) Agnew 
of Arlington, sister of Dr. Charles

Born in Woburn, she was the 
daughter of the late John Henry 
and Mary (McGovern) Rooney. She 
was the wife of the late Charles W.

Fire Chief Frank Amico wishes 
to alert all residents of the many 
dangers arising from barbecues. 

Barbecue fires are responsible 
for many clothing fires. Careless or 
improper use of the liquid starters 
is a frequent cause. Party dresses 
worn by little girls, and party 
dresses and frilly aprons worn by 
women, because of their design, 
often ignite more readily than 
other types of clothing. Children 
should i>e kept at a safe distance, 
and adults should exercise the 
care needed with any kind of fire 
or Annies. 

Patio lights — candles and 
open oil-burning lamps — intro- 
duce a new hazard to barbecues 
and garden parties, as potential 
igniters of clothing fires. They are 
particularly hazardous when plac- 
ed on a low wall or otherwise set 
relatively close to the ground — 
just the right height for children 
to tangle with them or for a wo- 
man’s skirt or gown to brush 
against. 

Charcoal and briquette fires pro- 
duce carbon monoxide, and usually 
in greater volume than a free- 
burning fire. They should be used 
only outdoors where air is freely 
circulating; if used indoors, only 
in a fireplace where the gases are 
carried away by a chimney.

Money, Money... 


From where wc sit the week just past has been a 
pleasant one with many long-standing questions 
answered. The tax rate has been set and it is 
fortunately less than the estimated rate — a small 
amount less to he sure — but still less: our high school 
boys in the Big League All-Star team have seen 
success at Buffalo and look now* to the Division title: 
and finally, the precedent-setting Marycliff bill has 
been signed by the governor and is now law. 

Selectman Sherman Saltfnarsh Jr. said in an inter- 
view last week that the biggest problem facing his 
Board was the rising tax rate. People arc incrcasing- 
1\ concerned with Town operations and "rightly 
so.” he said, since they are paying the increased taxes. 
The crux of the problem we feel is in his statement 
that the Board has to keep the tax rate in line while 
at the same lime providing the same accustomed 
services. The spiral of inflation continues on the way 
up and the tax dollar simply docs not buy the 
same number of services it bought 10 years ago. 

Just as the homeowner has to look over his budget 
anil add an extra $10 to feed his family the same 
quantity and quality of food he bought several 
vears ago. so must the Town increase its budget al- 
lotments to provide the same number and quality 
of services that cost less previously. 

A tax jump of $5.60 per thousand is a large one 
and many residents, especially the elderly on fixed 
incomes, will feel the pinch of S100 or so in extra 
taxes this year. But we have to ask ourselves if we 
would want a tax cut if it meant cutting the quality 
or the quantity of the services we arc accustomed

Last week we had the priviledgc of hearing Gen- 
eral William Westmoreland. U.S. Army Chief of 
Staff, address a group of newly-commissioned Army 
officers. His comments dealt with war. but also with 
peace, and we feel that one is worthy of some 
thought: " Peace is not simply the absence of war.” 
Withdrawal of the armed forces in Vietnam is plan- 
ned during tiie coming years, but it would be well 
to remember the General’s comment before rejoicing 
about bringing the troops home. 


GOP Faces

Sen. Edward Kennedy's decision to step down as a 
Presidential candidate in . 1972 may not be as final 
and unalterable as promised, but it has definitely 
changed the complexion of state and national politics 
for the next four years. 

It has had an understandably potent effect in Mas- 
sachusetts. 

In 1968. shortly after Sen. Robert Kennedy’s 
death, the Kennedy wing of the Democratic Party 
began grooming 'Fed Kennedy as a Presidential con- 
tender — not for 1972, but for 1968. 

Remember that at the Democratic National Con- 
vention in Chicago last year. Kennedy loyalists were 
fanning a rumor that Ted could be advanced as the 
nominee if and only if the convention stalemated. 

Ted Kennedy was not in Chicago. He was in 
constant communication with Chicago and there 
was no doubt in the minds of professionals that 
such kingpins as Jesse Unrh of California. Richard 
J. Daley of Chicago, and Birch Bayh of Indiana were 
doing everything possible to snarl the convention, 
affect a deadlock and weave a red carpet for Sen. 
Kennedy. Indeed, the candidacy of Sen. George Mc- 
Govern of South Dakota was a tipolf. 

Only when the Kennedy forces reported finally 
that they could not deadlock the convention or 
spark a strong enough draft did Sen. Kennedy re- 
peat with positive, irrevocable finality that he abso- 
lutely would not be a candidate in 1968; until he 
made that announcement, he was. 

Now, Sen. Kennedy has taken himself, finally and 
irrevocably out of the running for 1972. 

Certainly that docs not mean Sen. Kennedy would 
spurn an honest and plausible draft movement if 
lie tan manage to deadlock the convention in 1972. 

But taking the Senators condescension at its face 
worth, and assuming he is not interested in the 
Presidential nomination in 1972 — which is probably 
i Nixon year anyway - then that does affect the 
tactics of the Republican National Committee. 

The Republican National Committee was frantical- 
ly hoping to hack up Sen. Kennedy as badly as pos- 
sible in his Senate fight next year, and the Republi- 
can Stale Committee has said recently it will make 
every move possible to unseat Kennedy next year. 

L'litil Sen. Kennedy became involved in an ac- 
cident in July, the Grand Old Party was working out 
a pioi that would, il successful, severely retard Ken- 
nedy’s plurality in 1970 and cause the Democratic 
figures on the national scene to wonder il Kennedy 
were really a* strong as suggested. 

The sacrificial lamb in this plot was to be Elliot 
L. Riclwiilson, lot uj' i Lt. Governor, ioturcr Attorney 


to receiving from the town. Tightening the budget 
at home means a shaving of costs everywhere: it 
means doing without aiul doing with second best. 
There will be comments around town this week that 
something has to he done about the tax rate. Some- 
thing can be done: it can be accepted philosophically 
as tire same cost of living rise that is evidenced every- 
where. or next year at Town Meeting we can settle 
for less in the way of services as well as taxes. 

Taxes, of course, aren’t bothering the high school 
students who arc members of Winchester Little 
League’s All-Star team, but money is a definite con- 
cern for their elders who are trying to figure out 
where the money will come from, not only to finance 
their trips, hut to continue the Little League pro- 
gram for another year. Parents of children who have 
and will benefit from the program are encouraged 
to send a donation to the League. It is, after all, your 
children who will benefit. 

We wish the boys much good luck in their future 
games and offer our congratulations on their suc- 
cess so far. 

Marycliff will, of course, add to the tax rate for 
several years. The purchase now will, however, stive 
dollars in new school construction in the future. We 
wish to add our commendations to those of the 
Board of Selectmen for the fine job done by State 
Representative Harrison Chadwick in guiding the 
bill through the Legislature. 

The bill will have far-reaching effect since it paves 
the way for other towns faced with parochial school 
dosings to acquire property. 


The headlines in the Boston papers this week bear 
watching. Murder is an ugly subject and the totally 
unnecessary killing of the graduate student driving 
a cab: the boy witnessing the robbery of his father’s 
store: the Brighton couple; the lipy who witnessed 
a hit ami run accident; and the other two young 
men on Saturday is deplorable. Police protection 
is part of the answer, but we can not expect it to 
be any answer if police are hampered in carrying 
out protection by laws severely limiting their powers.

The logic ran this way: Richardson is an ex- 
tremely articulate man with an old Yankee heritage 
ami lots of money who could go into a Senatorial 
campaign as an intimate of the President, whose new 
expertise is international affairs and foreign policy 
whidi Sen. Kennedy so much likes to discuss when 
appealing to Bay Staters for votes. 

The plan was to advance Richardson not as a 
sacrificial lamb, but as a serious candidate. Some 
had suggested that Richardson was given the high 
post in the State Department this year for the ex- 
press puipose of grooming him for war against 
Kennedy in 1970. 

Whatever the background, Richardson is articulate 
and knowledgable, and the scheme was grand. Presi- 
dent Nixon’s popularity would be at a crest by 
November, 1970, and some of it would be bound 
to rub oil on Richardson, even in Massachusetts 
where Nixon did poorly. 

The plan would have provided a kind of dialogue 
between Kennedy and a Nixon advisor on foreign 
polity, and in the end Sen. Kennedy would suffer 
a bit more by having opposed Richardson instead of 
some precinct boss from Fitchburg who wouldn’t 
know a Diem Regime from a Suez Canal. In election 
year 1972, that would help President Nixon. 

In die interim, Richardson would assume national 
and international fame for having opposed Ted Ken- 
nedy, and after losing a “game” battle, he would be 
elevated to Secretary of State by Nixon.

Small Group 


Lesley College Laboratory and 
Learning Disabilities School which 
has been conducted from 8 a.m. to 
noon since July 1. It will end to- 
morrow at the Vinson-Owen School. 

Some 226 students attend classes 
staffed by Winchester personnel and 
27 Lesley College graduate students 
working in teams toward teacher 
certification. Team members have 
either a bachelor’s or a master’s in 
a field other than education and are 
supervised by an experienced teach- 
er. Among the student teachers is 
an anthropologist, a psychiatric 
social worker, a youth minister, a 
physical therapist and a director 
of guidance. 

According to Richard Daley, di- 
rector of the Winchester-Lesley 
program and a teacher in a Lex- 
ington elementary school during the 
school year, Lesley College planned 
the program to be taught by teach- 
ers. 

All the supervising teachers are 
active in the field during the school 
year and can advise on problems 
first hand. 

Also available to the student 
teachers is a research team of ex- 
perienced teachers who are ready 
to assist and explore to find solu- 
tions to any problems the student 
teachers encounter during the day. 


One half hour of each day is de- 
voted to club activities including 
the publication of a newspaper by 
the students which is read avidly by 
all. The cooking club girls serve 
their concoctions to the others at 
their club meetings with cool lemon- 
ade a favorite recipe. Architecture 
club members create and construct 
buildings of tongue depressors with 
guidance from the teacher regard- 
ing some of the principles of design. 

During club meetings some stu- 
dents chose to work with film loops 
on tiny portable projectors in the In- 
structional Materials Center. The 
student working in the I.M.C. is in 
the process of acquiring her degree 
in library science. 


Tutorial Work 

The Learning Disabilities Pro- 
gram offers one-to-one tutorial 
work in the academics during a 
well-integrated program of music, 
art and physical training designed 
for the perceptually handicapped 
child. This part of the Lesley pro- 
gram is under the direction of Mrs. 
Judith Hawkes, Learning Disabil- 
ities Specialist in Winchester Pub- 
lic Schools. She and her staff of 
Lesley College student tutors and 
specialists from Winchester in mu- 
sic, art and physical education 
work with 40 students who are iden- 
tified as perceptually handicapped 
by the State. 


The curriculum in the laboratory 
school is non-graded and activity 
centered with emphasis on small 
group (four to five) instruction and 
individual needs. 

Science lessons include a special 
conservation and nature trails pro- 
gram developed by the volunteer 
organization, ‘‘Winchester Trails.” 
Nature counselors guide the chil- 
dren on field trips to Smith Pond, 
where the children study flora, fau- 
na and terrain. The volunteers have 
prepared a guide book and marked 
particular points of interest on the 
trails. 

Social studies, mathematics, read- 
ing and writing skills are presented 
either to strengthen weaknesses or 
offer enrichment depending upon 
the needs of the individual pupil. 

Creativity is emphasized in both 
art and dramatics. The children ex- 
periment with a wide variety of art 
forms including sand castings 
(plaster poured into molds children 
have made in wet sand), finger 
painting, origami (paper folding), 
mural painting, and construction of 
mobiles. 

Drama 

Creative dramatics was put to 
the test on one blistering hot day as 
the specialist asked the children to 
portray a person entering an air- 
conditioned room and then a cold 
shower. Role playing is encouraged 
and the- class created realistic sim- 
ulations of Apollo 11 as in teams of 
three they became the astronauts 
at lift off. 

A group of 11 students from the

Pleasant Experience 

Interesting and pleasant learn- 
ing experiences are part of the de- 
sign of the program. One hot day 
the younger children spent recess 
romping in the sprinkler on the 
grassy slope beside the school. One 
student’s rabbits came to visit the 
school on Pet Day. Rocket models 
and bulletin boards about Apollo 
11 appear in most rooms. Inter- 
class athletic competitions are an- 
ticipated and the director of the 
school, Mr. Daley, has made a hit 
with the students as a baseball 
pitcher. 

Activities appear to be as varied 
as the enrollment. By design, the 
laboratory program represents a 
typical school population with vary- 
ing degrees of ability and different 
backgrounds. This was made pos- 
sible by the efforts of a local group, 
the Winchester Council for Commu- 
nity Action and the Ecumenical As- 
sociation (a group of the ten minis- 


Director of tho Winchester-Les- 
ley program, Mr. Daley states that 
one aim of the program is to make 
summertime learning a happy ex- 
perience so that children will come 
to summer school with their chins 
up, not with their chins on thedr 
chests. 

Frederick Murray, director of the 
entire Winchester Summer School 
complex at four schools, has ex- 
pressed the hope that the Winches- 
ter-Lesley program will take a big 
step toward removing the ominous 
image of summer school as reme- 
dial, status-lowering drudgery. Ho 
adds that with the combination of 
pleasant educational experiences 
with summer-camp-like activities 
worked in it is hoped that more 
such schools will be set up and have 
as many eager applicants as does 
the Winchester-Lesley Summer 
School.

FACES PEOPLE WEAR 

by Chdirlca Di Salvo 

Do you know who you are? You can’t answer this 
question by giving your name or telling whnt you do, 
or your relationship to other people. These things 
tell something about you but not who you are. If you 
don’t know, you have an “identity crisis” according 
to Dr. Di Salvo. Throughout the book he presents 
various manifestations of the problem and attempts 
to provide solutions. 

Many of the ills of today’s society are the result 
of identity crises, often unrecognized as such. Young 
adults who challenge authority and become juvenile 
delinquents, or those who drop out and become 
hippies are demonstrating this. Robert Smith, an 
eighteen year old youth who recently shot seven 
women and children in Mesa, Arizona is an example. 
Until that hime, he had been considered a model 
boy, mature for his age, cooperative and Well-liked, 
although rather quiet anil withdrawn. But during 
the murders he laughed and afterwards showed no 
remorse. He said he "wanted to be somebody.” He 
was suffering from an identity crisis. Most cases 
are not this extreme, of course, but Di Salvo at- 
tempts to show that early recognition of such pat- 
terns is essential. 

Middle-aged women often have not found out who 
they are. They are busy being mothers and help- 
meets to struggling husbands. When the time arrives 
for the children to go out on their own and the 
husband has achieved some success and is no longer 
so dependent, a woman discovers she is less essential 
to her family. If she has no identity of her own, 
she is lost. At this time of life also a man comes to 
realize that he will probably never be president or 
make a million dollars or be awarded a Nobel Prize. 
He, too, needs to have formed a realistic image of 
what his personal goals in life are in order not to 
feel like a failure. 

There are other emotionally retarded individuals 
who are of concern to the writer of this work. 
Alcoholics, homosexuals, people who cannot adjust 
to marriage, those who are overly attached to a 
parent or spouse and unable to function alone, in 
other words, people who are not mature in their 
behavior patterns, are all discussed. Cases are pre- 
sented and possible solutions. 

Faces People Wear is successful as a book of 
popular psychology. It will be read and enjoyed 
by those whose interests are in that direction. 
Whether anyone with a genuine “identity crisis” 
will profit from it is another question. Authentic 
cases of alcoholism or homosexuality or some other 
major personality defect need something more in 
depth. However, maybe you don’t know if you know 
who you are. Read this and maybe you’ll find out. 
Maybe not.

Approving the suggestion of 
Committee member K. Paul 
Chase, Chairman Hicks will in- 
form the Kennedy Center that 
$300 and valuable experience is 
available to the student for com- 
pletion of the task. This was 
decided upon after reconsidera- 
tion of a proposal to set a wage 
per hour with the job to be com- 
pleted in a specific amount of 
time, judged a more costly form 
of payment. Chairman Hicks will 
talk with Town Counsel Leonard 
J. Mullen Jr., concerning the by- 
laws. 

Redistricting 

The sub-committee is also 
working on redistricting. Vice 
Chairman Barbara S. Hankins re- 
ported the population figures for 
each of the six districts. Precincts 
Four and Six were high in num- 
ber, while Two was low, pointing 
to a need for some reform. 

In this area the sub-committee 
will consider suggestions heard 
from Town Moderator Harrison 
Chadwick and Town Clerk Elsie 
M. Nelson, among others. Chair- 
man Hicks will also contact Se- 
lectman Paul F. Amico. 

Reporting for the sub-commit- 
tee researching a Department of 
Public Works and its alternatives, 
Calvin H. Bowker submitted the 
questionnaire which is to be used 
as members visit several local 
towns to study their forms of 
government. 

Mr. Bowker also announced 
that six towns had been selected 
for this purpose. Fair Haven, 
Watertown and Burlington were 
chosen due to the relative new- 
ness of their established govern- 
ments. The remainder, Wellesley, 
Reading and Lexington, were se- 
lected because of their similiarity 
to the Town of Winchester in 
various respects. 

Following this report the Town 
Government Study Committee ad- 
journed until September 9th to 
continue researching these areas.

Successful Run 
Of Band Concerts 
Ends Wednesday 

The last of seven consecutive con- 
certs to be held at the duck pond ad- 
jacent to the Town Hall will be per- 
formed on Wednesday, August 13, 
at 7 :30 p.m. 

Director of the summer band 
Frederick J. Murray, who is also 
instrumental music specialist for 
the Winchester schools and the 
High School Band director, points 
out the success of the concerts, now 
in their third season and the almost 
traditional” expectancy with 
which they are awaited each sum- 
mer. 

Approximate attendance is 300 
without including those automo- 
biles parked in lots and along the 
street. 

The success of such a venture, 
which is not geared to the profes- 
sional level, but is rather partici- 
pated in for fun and recreation, 
depends in great part, Mr. Murray 
feels, upon the interest given by 
adults to the project. 

Adults, regardless of their mu- 
sical proficiency, are welcome to 
participate in the last concert by 
joining the rehearsal held on Mon- 
day, August 11, at 7:00 p.m. in the 
High School music room. 

The band consists of junior hiph 
and high school students, profes- 
sional teachers and musicians and 
adults who are either continuing or 
reviving an old interest in music. 

At present there are about six 
adults in the approximately 35- 
member band. Mr. Murray would 
like to see this adult participation 
increase. 

An outgrowth of their particular 
interest could be the incorporation 
of a town or community band in the 
adult education series, which might 
meet once a week. “This is a direc- 
tion in which I would like to see it 
go,” their director reports. 

Due to the transient nature of 
most summer band members, most 
towns do not attempt a regular pro- 
gram of concerts, and even fewer 
meet with success. Although the 
players are involved in an amateur 
event, Mr. Murray explains that it 
takes courage for them to rehearse 
pieces one night as preparation for 
a concert two days later. 

The programs presented vary in 
scope from classics to hit tunes. 
There is a turnover in the pieces 
selected of 75 to 80 per cent each 
week, with the few which are re 
tained proving to be mostly stand 
ards, such as in the “old timers’ 
medley.” 

It is this quality in the music and 
its players which have made the 
Winchester summer band concerts a 
three-year tradition.

He noted that Mr. Donnelly 
does much of the “legwork and 
routine” for the Board, and said 
that he handles his job well. 

Citing the problems facing the 
Board now, Selectman Saltmarsh 
said it was the first time he had 
voted for a member of the School 
Committee, the Board of Asses- 
sors and the Recreation Commit- 
tee as a member of the Board. 
These committees have all had 
vacancies occur during the past 
several months, necessitating a 
vote by the Selectmen to fill them. 

He noted that the citizens seem 
to be more demanding. He feels 
this is “rightly so” because the 
new evaluations cause a larger 
tax bill for many. “The citizens 
are much more alert and inquisi- 
tive,” he said. 

Collective bargaining with town 
employees is also something new, 
he added. In his previous term he 
noted, articles were placed in the 
Town Meeting warrant for the 
finances of each department. 
Now the town employees are 
unionized, he said. 

New Committees 

Commenting on the work of the 
Public Housing Study Committee 
and the Central Business District 
Study Committee, he said the 
elderly on fixed incomes have a 
problem with housing here, espe- 
cially with the tax rise and the 
reassessment. He also feels re- 
furbishing of the Center is neces- 
sary. Street lighting, especially 
on Main Street, is a particularly 
necessary area for action, he said. 

Town planning is an area of 
concern for the Board, and he 
said his previous Board had not 
purchased so much property. He 
feels that property purchase is 
necessary where need for the 
property is justified in good plan- 
ning. 

He noted that Winchester is 
the first town to purchase school 
property already in use. It was 
real sound planning to buy Mary- 
cliff Academy, he said. 

Computer 

Another new aid for town gov- 
ernment is the computer and Se- 
lectman Saltmarsh feels this is 
an area that can be used to the 
advantage of the town. He noted 
that it will take time, but that 
it could incorporate many of the 
functions of the town government. 

For the future, he commented 
that he would like to see the 
town adopt a fiscal year to coin- 
cide with that of the Federal and 
State governments. Citing three 
reasons for this, he 3aid the town 
would save money on interest in 
borrowing money in anticipation 
of revenue; elections and Town 
Meeting could be held in May, 
avoiding inclement weather and 
making it easier to plan the snow 
and ice budget; and more order- 
ly fiscal plainnnng would be pro- 
vided.

Original Price 

Original asking price for the 
Academy, operated formerly by 
the Religious of Christian Educa- 
tion, was $850,000. The new price 
had been negotiated with Acad- 
emy officials after discussion by 
the Board of Selectmen and the 
Marycliff Acquisition Study Com- 
mittee. 

Sale of the buildings had been 
announced by the Academy in 
February. A Special Town Meet- 
ing at the beginning of the reg- 
ular Town Meeting March 13 had 
authorized the formation of a 
study committee and had approv- 
ed a $2500 option agreement, 

A down payment of $40,000 plus 
the sale agreement of $7500 will 
come from current revenue, and 
the Town will borrow the addi- 
tional $1,050,000 as stated in the 
recently enacted law. 

The acquisition of Marycliff 
represents some 25 cents in the 
1969 tax rate of $43 per thousand. 
The $2500 was previously included 
in the tax estimate. 

The original bill asked State 
aid on the total cost of the proj- 
eet. Aid for the renovations was 
stricken from it in a hearing be- 
fore the Local Affairs Committee 
of the Legislature and subesquent 


attempts by State Rep. Harrison 
Chadwick to have it included 
were in vain. 

Precedent 

The bill set a precedent in the 
Legislature, as Winchester is the 
first town to request assistance in 
the purchase of a school building 
already in use. Usually assistance 
is given for new construction. 

At its Monday night meeting, 
the Board of Selectmen voted to 
extend its appreciation to State 
Rep. and Town Moderator Harri- 
son Chadwick for his efforts in 
securing the passage of the bill. 

In a letter to Rep. Chadwick, 
signed by Chairman Paul F. Ami- 
co, the Board said, “Without 
your constant attention in guiding 
this Act through the legislative 
process and in securing the ap- 
proval of the Governor, the Town 
could not acquire this badly need- 
ed school. The hard work of the 
numerous persons involved would 
have been for naught. 

“Again may we express our 
thanks for a job well done.”

Lt. Reardon states that with the 
world situation as it is today, reg- 
istered nurses are urgently needed 
by the Navy. A Navy nurse has a 
vital role in the care of Navy and 
Marine Corps personnel and their 
families in Naval hospitals and 
dispensaries throught the 50 states 
and foreign lands or perhaps aboard 
a hospital ship. 

Lt. Reardon, a native of Rock- 
land, and a graduate of Boston 
College School of Nursing, entered 
the Navy Nurse Corps in 1963 
through the Candidate Program. 
She was stationed at the Naval 
Hospital, San Diego, California for 
three years. She recently returned 
from a tour of duty at the Naval 
Support Activity Station Hospital, 
Da Nang, Vietnam, where she 
worked in the intensive care and 
neurosurgical units. 

Lt. Reardon will be available at 
the Navy Recruiting Station in 
Medford between the hours of 2 
and 5 p.m., to discuss the Navy 
Nurse Corps with those interested.

Town Stops 
Growing 
Younger 

For a number of years, up to 
1967, residents of Winchester were 
becoming younger all the time, 

collectively. 

The median age of the local 
population, the point at which 
there are as many persons above 
that ago as below it, had dropped 
about seven percent in a period 
of seven years. 

It went from 34.1 years in 1960, 
as determined by the census taken 
at that time, to approximately 32.1 
years, where it remains today. 
This compares with a median age 
of 27.4 years in the nation as a 
whole and with 30.2 in the State 
of Massachusetts. 

Why the sudden end to the 
growing-younger process? It is all 
tied up with the nationwide drop 
in the birth rate, which is attribut- 
ed in part to the new attitude of 
the young women of the "now” 
generation toward child-bearing. 

This is borne out by Census 
Bureau findings that women under 
30 are having children at lower 
rates and are spacing them to a 
greater extent than did women of 
the previous generation. 

While the report does not indi- 
cate the extent to which the pill 
and other relatively new techniques 
of family planning are responsible 
for this drop, it declares that 
these techniques “undoubtedly have 
been a contributing factor.” 

The lower birth rate and the 
trend toward smaller families is 
ascribed by the Population Refer- 
ence Bureau to an awareness 
among young couples that “rear- 
ing children in this complicated 
and expensive world presents big 
problems.” 

The figures bear out this trend, 
according to a recent survey by 
the Census Bureau. It finds that 
there are 20 percent fewer young 
children per mother than in 1960. 
This so-called “fertility ratio” re- 
fers to the number of children 
under the age of five per 1,000 
women of child-bearing age. 

In Winchester, in 1960, this ratio 
was 431. It is now estimated at 
345. The local ratio, although con- 
siderably lower than before, as is 
the case generally, is still well 
above that in many sections of the 
country.

The Science Curriculum Council 
is interested in the evaluation of 
the kits and the tests which were 
administered after kits were pre- 
sented. In this way they hope to 
determine changes necessary or ad- 
ditions recommended to increase the 
effectiveness of the kits now in use. 

Social Studies Curriculum Coun 
cil members Mrs. Marjorie Berger 
and Mrs. Angela Dyson are devel- 
oping a third-grade curriculum for 
the study of communities of the 
United States. They are also as- 
sembling kits of learning materials 
and artifacts which have a multi 
media approach. These have many 
types of materials for use on audio- 
visual equipment as well as in or- 
dinary reading work. 

Elementary teachers will have a 
new Spelling Guide through the 
summer efforts of English Curricu- 
lum Council members, Miss Phyflis, 
Roberts and Mrs. Margaret MatsonJ 
The quide is planned for uses in 
grades one to six and gives the 
principles of spelling instruction. 

Analysis of all spelling tests has 
been presented with recommenda- 
tions by the Council on which text 
and method works best with which 
reading program. The guide points 
out the strengths and weaknesses 
of each of the spelling techniques 
and emphasizes the importance of 
recognizing individual differences 
and needs in the area of spelling. 


Lawrence D. Gaughan, admini- 
strator of the Drug Addiction Re- 
habilitation Board. Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, announced that 
the sum of $250,000 has been re- 
quested in the 1970 supplementary 
budget to reimburse cities and 
towns in Massachusetts for imple- 

enting programs relating to edu- 
cation. prevention, treatment and 
rehabilitation of drug dependents. 

In order to combat the ever-in- 
creasing incidence of drug depen- 
dency throughout the Comrnon- 
realth, many communities have 
formed local task forces or co- 
ordinating bodies comprised of con- 
:erned citizens and persons repre- 
senting the fields of mental and 
public health, education, rehabili- 
tation, law and social services. 

These task forces or community 
action committees currently num- 
ber between 45 and 60 and closely 
follow the suggested “Model Co- 
ordinating Plan” developed by the 
Drug Addiction Rehabilitation 
Board which recommends the fol- 
lowing functions: 

1. Plan, establish, strengthen 
and improve local programs for the 
treatment and rehabilitation of 
persons involved with drug abuse. 
Priority should be given to the de- 
•clopment of these essential ser- 
\ ices: 

a. inpatient services (including 
diagnostic and acute withdrawal) 

b. outpatient services (including 

diagnostic) 

c. intermediate care services (in- 
cluding partial hospitalization, 
halfway houses, self-help groups) 

d. 24 hour emergency services. 

2. Encourage research and in- 
vestigation relative to the cause 
and extent of drug dependence and 
the effectiveness of existing pro- 
grams. 

3. Make immediately available 
to the community basic knowledge 
acquired in the field of drug use 
through educational and preven- 
tion programs. 

4. Create a climate in which per- 
sons seeking assistance in coping 
with narcotics and dangerous drugs 
can meet with responsible agencies 
in a position to render assistance. 

5. Provide for the education and 
training of staff and personnel in- 
volved in programs working in the 
field of drug dependence. 

»5. Cooperate with other coordi- 
nating bodies, state and federal 
bodies, commissions and agencies 
jin bringing services to the com- 
muninty. 

Numerous requests for financial 
assistance have been received by 
the Board from cities and towns 
who are anxious to carry out pro- 
grams which provide facilities and 
services located in hospitals, in- 
stitutions or under the auspices of 
a non-profit corporation. 

The Board further requested in 
the 1970 supplementary budget the 
sum of $75,000. to open three re- 
gional offices to be located in the 
southeastern, northeastern, and 
central areas of Massachusetts in 
order to provide immediate con- 
sultive and evaluative services to 
local cities and towns.

The test requires no prep- 
aration and % is non-competitive; an 
applicant can neither pass nor fail. 

Persons interested in serving 
with the Peace Corps must fill out 
an application, if they have not 
already done so, and present it to 
the tester before the test. Ap- 
plication forms are available from 
post offices or from the Peace 
Corps in Washington, D.C. 20526. 

Volunteers, numbering 15^)00, 
are currently serving in Asia, 
Africa, Latin America and the 
Pacific Islands, working with the 
people of those nations in self- 
help projects ranging from food 
production to health to education. 
More volunteers are needed for 
programs which will begin train- 
ing soon.

“The great achievement of Arm- 
strong, Aldrin, Collins and the 
space pioneers behind them is a 
story that belongs to all mankind. 
It is a crime against humanity that 
Communist press and radio have 
denied news of this triumph to 
nearly one billion people in Com- 
munist Asia,” declared ROFA 
board chairman Ambassador You 
Chan Yang. 

“To shatter this blackout. Radio 
of Free Asia will devote 450 spe- 
cial programs to bring every detail 
of the moon shot and moon landing 
to the mainland Chinese and North 
Koreans. This is a moving testi- 
mony to our free and open society,” 
Ambassador Yang said. The special 
programs will be based on materials 
provided by NASA. 

Radio of Free Asia was created 
in 1966, based on the late General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower’s inspira 
tion for a “brigade of truth” to the 
mainland Chinese.

The Governor’s Committee on 
Law Enforcement and Administra- 
tion of Criminal Justice has been 
awarded a federal grant to de- 
velop three demonstration pro- 
jects for the prevention and re- 
habilitation of juvenile deliquents 
in Massachusetts, it was announced 
recently by Governor Francis W. 
Sargent and Attorney General 
Robert H. Quinn. 

The Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare has provided 
$60,000 under the Juvenile Delin- 
quency Prevention and Rehabilita- 
tion Act of 1968 to fund the pro- 
jects, which are the establishment 
of a Youth Resources Burean, an 
intensive probation program for 
juveniles and a program to pro- 
vide combined training to juvenile 
probation officers and parole 
agents. 

The greatest portion of the 
grant, $30,000, will be used to fund 
a model Youth Resources Bureau 
in a high crime rate area which 
would develop a comprehensive 
delinquency prevention program in 
la community or jurisdiction. 

Mr. Quinn, chairman of the Gov- 
ernor’s Committee, pointed out, 
j " the Youth Resources Bureau will 
attempt to keep young people from 
entering the formal judicial pro- 
cess by intervening at the first 
symptom of trouble and* by elimi- 
nating delinquency breeding con- 
ditions, and at the same time, keep 
young people who are on proba- 
tion and parole from returning to 
that process” 

Accepting referrals from schools, 
police, courts, other social agencies 
and families, the Bureau would 
utilize and coordinate all relevant 
community facilities and services. 

The HEW grant also provides 
$20,000 for an intensive juvenile 
probation treatment program 
which will concentrate on rehabili- 
tation. A selected group of juvenile 
offenders on probation will be pro- 
vided a wide range of community- 
based rehabilitative services for 
approximately three hours a day. 

Sheldon Krantz, executive di- 
rector of the Governor’s Commit- 
tee, said, “the program is experi- 
mental and will test the effective- 
ness of juvenile probation services, 
evaluate the changing role of the 
juvenile probation officer and de- 
termine whether community-based 
delinquency projects can be suc- 
cessful.” he said. 

The remaining $10,000 of the 
grant will fund a combined in- 
service training program for ju- 
venile probation officers from the 
local district courts and juvenile 
parole agents from the Division 
of Youth Service. 

Mr. Quinn said that the project 
constitutes the first time that 
specialists from two different 
criminal justice agencies perform- 
ing similar functions will be train- 
ed together. 

Co-sponsoring the project will be 
the Office of the Commissioner of 
Probation and the Division of 


Youth Service.

New England Telephone has 
simplified calling by contractors, 
public works departments and 
other public utilities to obtain in- 
formation about excavation near 
telephone equipment. 

One-number calling is provided 
to reach the telephone company in 
an effort to eliminate excavation 
damage to the underground tele- 
phone plant. 

During 1968 there were 58 major 
cable dig ups in the company’s 
area. Telephone service was dis- 
rupted to 8,700 customers lines, 
5,000 trunk circuits and 1,200 pri- 
vate lines. Included in the private 
lines were 100 government circuits, 
many of which were high priority. 

Special IN-WATS lines, which 
can be reached from all New Eng- 
land points, have been established j 
at the Service Control Center at 
185 Franklin Street, Boston. 

Callers may reach the center by 
calling one number in Massachu- 
setts (1-800-322-4844) and one 
number in Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont and Rhode Island (1-800- 
225-4977). 

The Sendee Control Center op- 
erates seven days a week, 24 hours 
a day. 

No charge will be made for calls 
to the center. 

Before the center was establish- 
ed many telephone numbers were 
used by contractors, public works 
departments and other public utili- 
ties to notify the telephone com- 
pany before they began excavat- 
ing. 

Upon receipt of a call, the cen- 
ter will inform the calling party 
that, within one hour during the 
normal busines day or as soon as 
practical at other times, a tele- 
phone representative will contact 
the responsible contractor. 

The center will contact the ap- 
propriate plant service manager 
or test board supervisor and a 
representative will be sent out to 
check the area and inform the con- 
tractor about cable locations. 

Out-of-hours calls received by 
the center will be referred to the 
appropriate district plant manager 
when it is apparent that digging 
operations will start early the next 
morning. 

This will also apply when dig- 
ging operations are of an emer- 
gency nature. 

About two to three dozen calls 
a week are received by the center.

ESBC Discusses

Helps Prevent 
Cape Drowning 

Anthony Staffiere of 17 Colum- 
bus Road was a participant in 
efforts to prevent the drowning of 
three people at an East Dennis 
clamming site on Cape Cod on 
Friday, August 8. 

One man was overwhelmed by 
the water, but the lives of a 
father and his 12-year-old son 
were saved by Mr. Staffiere, his 
cousin, Robert Scire of the Wo- 
burn Police Department and an 
unidentified clammer. 

The incident occurred at about 
3 p.m. when the three were 
caught by the incoming tide on a 
sandbar several hundred feet 
from shore. The 15-minute bout 
with the ocean waters began when 
the boy began swimming for 
shore as the tide engulfed the 
sandbar. He was followed by his 
father who was assisting his 
friend. 

Mr. Staffiere and Officer Scire, 
who had retreated earlier from 
the clam flats, realized their dan- 
ger. Assisted by another clammer, 
the off-duty patrolman inflated 
two air mattresses and these two 
men then headed toward the 
struggling swimmers. 

The father now awaited the ar- 
rival of the rafts, clutching the 
body of his friend, who had been 
exhausted and was perhaps 
drowned at this time. 

Anthony Staffiere was now 
wading into the deep waters to 
assist the boy who was finally 
out of danger when he contacted 
a clam rake which Mr. Staffiere 
held toward him. 

A physician who was present 
at the scene, also a clammer, at- 
tempted to revive the one victim, 
identified by Dennis police as 31- 
year-old Richard Manganello of 
Worcester, for 45 minutes using 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation.

Maple Road Abandonment, 
Financing Of Marycliff 
Discussed By Selectmen 

Moving their meeting to the Town Hall auditorium to accommodate the large audience, the Board 
of Selectmen Monday night held a hearing on abandonment of a section or Maple Road. 

The Winchester Hospital is seeking abandonment of the road by the Town to allow construction 
of a 100-space employee parking facility. 


Hospital plans for the parking 
area call for abandonment of ap- 
proximately 224 feet of Maple 
Road from Fairniount Street 
heading toward Valley Road. 

A specially constructed gate for 
the parking area will admit only 
cars whose drivers have cards to 
activate the gate. The area's en- 
trance will be on Fairmount 
and the exit on Valley Road. 

Maple Road was accepted as a 
public way by the Town at a Town 
Meeting in March, 1929. 

In opening the hearing, Board 
of Selectmen Chairman Paul Ami- 
co told the audience the hearing 
was held to give the abutters a 
chance to understand the proposal 
and to make comments. He stated 
that the Board did not legally 
have to hold a hearing and that 
the decision to abandon the road 
had to come from the Town Meet- 
ing, not the Board. 

Hospital Plans 

Atty. William J. Speers, repre- 
senting the hospital, then present- 
ed the hospital proposal. He 
stressed that the hospital actually 
needed a vote of the Town Meet- 
ing to discontinue the road. 

Atty. Speers told the group 
that Reese E. James, hospital ad- 
ministrator, who was also present 
at the hearing, had met with the 
neighbors previously to discuss 
the hospital plans and problems. 

Quoting from the zoning laws, 
Atty. Speers said that hospital 
use is permitted in a single resi- 
dence zone such as the Maple 
Road area, contingent upon a 
Board of Appeal hearing. 

Board Of Appeal 

The hospital will appear before 
the Board of Appeal tonight for a 
special hearing on the use of this 
area for parking. The hearing 
will be held at 7:30 p.m. at the

Regional Hospital 

Presenting the report of a 
study commissioned by the Choate 
and Winchester Hospitals to sur- 
vey future hospital needs of the 
area, Atty. Speers said is is pos- 
sible that a regional hospital 
would be constructed ir. 15 to 
20 years and that the Winchester 
building would he used as an ex- 
tended care facility. 


Approval for the new office 
recently was received by the bank 
from the Massachusetts Board of 
Bank Incorporation.

Rome Trip

Eileen Avakian, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. J. Paul Avakian of 
190 Cross Street, was most im- 
pressed by the famed Leaning 
Tower of Pisa, and although Mr. 
and Mrs. George V. Luongo’s 
daughter, Diane, of 54 Loring 
Avenue chose the museum in Pisa, 
she exclnimed rather amazedly 
upon remembering the Tower, “It 
really leans.” 

Language 

Language was not the problem 
which might be expected. Despite 
the fact that in general their 
knowledge of Italian was limited 
to the classic tourist hotel and 
restaurant phrases, communicat- 
ing. especially understanding oth- 
ers’ words, was a mutual project 
for the natives and their visitors. 
In Florence, Diane observed, more 
English was spoken than Italian. 
Their abilities with the language 
advanced as the trip progressed. 

In the major cities, especially 
Rome where there were “tons of 
American people,” the variety of 
the visitors proved to be almost 
as interesting as the sights which 
had drawn them. By coincidence 
a group of the girls met -another 
Winchester girl while walking 
down the street in Florence and 
a second while attending the op- 
era “Aida” in Rome. 

Making a definite impresiVh 
upon these American visLC>rs, 
frequenters of our pizzerias ,md 
canned spaghetti, was Italian 
cooking. The food is less spicey 
than our adaptations and the gen- 
eral diet is starchy. Among the 
favorite dishes remembered were 
cantaloni and tortolini, while Deb- 
bie admits to a preference for the 
Italian squash flowers. 

A universally well-regarded 
subject of photographers for their 
colorful composition, the straw 
and flea markets and the vender’s 
stalls also drew the Winchester 
students. Bargaining, even in the 
richer stores, is the form of busi- 
ness transactions. 

“Incredible prices,” especially 
on sweaters and leather goods, 
directed sudden splurges, such as 
Debbie’s purchase of five pocket- 
books in Florence. But all of the 
bargaining was fun, even if it 
was intimated that the vender 
was well aware of his “loss.” 

Shopping was only one of the 
popular ways in which the stu- 
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dents spent their free time. While 
staying in Lucca the time after 
dinner until the 11 pm. curfew 
was used to frequent a cafe fea- 
turing American music which was 
down the street from their hotel. 

While some students spent their 
last night in a Rome discoteque, 

Diane apportioned this time for 
visiting “little places,” the Trevi 
Fountain, the Pantheon, etc. 


Cafes 

Wandering among the ruins of 
Rome (the senatorial inhabitants 
of the Roman Forum are now 
thousands of cats) was also a 
popular pastime. 

Buoyed by the spirit of welcome 
received from the Italian people, 
the students felt free to travel. 
Debbie took this occasion to visit 
relatives in a small town outside 
of Rome. At the Vatican, how- 
ever. tradition withstood and 10 
girls were refused admittance at 
the time due to the length of 
their skirts. Modest skirt lengths 
and covered shoulders are re- 
quired here. 

The students have praise and 
thanks for their guides Peter 
Rockwell, specialist in art, and 
Phil Allen whose province is his- 
tory. 

Expenses for the Rome Sum- 
mer Program were paid privately 
or by scholarship through donat- 
ed funds. Those groups contribut- 
ing to the scholarship fund in- 
cluded the Sons of Italy, En Ka, 
the Kiwanis, J. O. Whitten Com- 
pany, Diamond Antenna and Mi- 
crowave, and the John A. Volpe 
Construction Company. 

The program was a learning 
experience, whether it provided 
new knowledge in art and history 
or about people. It has awakened 
desires to see not only more of 
Italy, but more of the world. 
Eileen feels that she now appre- 
ciates the arts more and Debbie 
found new experience “just by 
walking down the street.” For 
her there is now so much to think 
and to say about “one picture 
alone.” And for Richard, who pre- 
ferred to concentrate his studies 
upon the people of another cul- 
ture, there was the realization in 
them of a perhaps more mean- 
ingful, more mature attitude 
toward life and living.

Anger Or Reason? 


Maple Road was the subject of a hearing before the 
Board of Selectmen Monday night, and it seemed to 
us many good points were raised on both sides of 
the question of whether or not to abandon the road 
as a public way in order to allow’ the Winchester 
Hospital to build a parking area for its employees. 

That the hospital has a parking problem is ap- 
parent to anyone who has traveled Highland Ave- 
nue and Fairmount Street during the peak visiting 
hours at the hospital .especially at night. 

Solution of the hospital’s parking problem, how- 
ever, may well create a traffic problem of another 
sort as additional traffic is funnclcd onto Fairmount 
Street and Valley Road by the entrance and exit of 
the proposed parking area. 

As the Selectmen and the hospital administration 
both freely stated Monday night, the matter will be 
in the hands of the Town Meeting and the residents 
of die area must remember, as they were told by the 
Selectmen, that their recourse, under law, is the same 
as that of the hospital if either side disagrees with 
the decision of the Town Meeting— take it to refer- 
endum. The Board of Selectmen will not submit 
their recommendations on the matter to the Town

This week the Star received a call from a woman 
resident who was disturbed by the poor safety habits 
of children riding bicycles in Town. From time to 
time we have run reminders of biking safety rules 
and w'e would like to impress upon the parents the 
importance of teaching children these rules before 
allowing them to ride on the streets. Unless positive 
steps are taken, there will be a tragic accident. 
ill 

In the past week the police have had reports of 
windows broken at the Wyman and Parkhurst 
Schools; vandalism done to traffic lights and the 
transformer at Shore Road and the By-l’ass; damage 
done to eight mailboxes on Johnson Road and sever- 
al on Pilgrim Drive; damage done at the incinerator 
and at die Public Library .and a hose on Dunster 
Lane cut into small pieces. Malicious vandalism such 
as this has no place in our community. Respect for 
die property of others does not come overnight; it 
is taught in the home from early childhood. After 
witnessing the damage done to Town and private 


Meeting without giving due consideration to the 
many facets of the problem. 

Tempers grow hot at hearings, and Monday night’s 
was no exception. Many people were heard to com- 
ment after the hearing was closctl that their ques- 
tions had not been answered and that the hospital 
had been given ample time to present their proposal 
but that the residents had been cut short. 

In any hearing, there are a limited number of 
concrete reasons for and against any particular course 
of act-ion. Once the reasons have been presented, as 
they were Monday night by the hospital and by the 
spokesman for the residents, the meeting is apt to 
deteriorate into angry and, at times, illogical, re- 
iterations of previously stated points. At this point, 
it is well to close the hearing as it will serve no 
furdicr purpose for either side. 

If and when this subject comes before the Town 
Meeting, the residents would do well to have met as 
a group beforehand, appointed a spokesman, and 
established a list of all the points which they wish 
presented by him on the Town Meeting floor. Ra- 
tional statements by one person will be heard much 
more titan all the angry shouting.

An artcile in today’s Star reminds residents that 
mini-bikes are not legal on public ways in the Com- 
monwealth, Commissioner of Motor Vehicles Richard 
£. McLaughlin, using the authority given him in a 
section of the code dealing with motorcycles has 
declared the small motorized bikes to be unsafe and 
improperly equipped for operation on roads in the 
Commonwealth. By State statute, mini-bikes are de- 
fined as motorcycles and would, therefore, have to be 
registered. Registrar McLaughlin has refused, how- 
ever. to register the mini-bikes. It is important that 
parents understand that these bikes may not be 
operated, pushed .drawn, towed upon, or allowed to 
remain, on any public way. 

The Winchester Police Department notes that 
mini-bikes are being sold in this area and cautions 
parents to make careful note of the motor vehicle 
rules governing them. 


UMass Planning Problems

If you were a contractor in die pile-driving busi- 
i>css you would be here at die State House today 
lobbying like crazy for that $50 million bond issue for 
phase one construction of die University of Massa- 
chusetts Boston campus. 

It’s going to go on Columbia Point. 

Stop laughing. It’s not nice to poke fun at our 
planners. 

But imagine the money you could make driving 
piles for 25-story domitorics and all. 

Columbia Point is a marsh. 

You don’t believe it? 

Look at any map of Boston a hundred years ago 
and pick out Columbia Point. You wouldn’t even be 
able to dredge it up. 

Columbia Point was never planned to happen. It 
was a harbor location lor dumping refuse. Columbia 
Point is mainly a garbage island. 

Rocks and ledge it doesn’t have. 

Silt it has. It’s like a wobbly sponge. The heaviest 
thing under Columbia Point is an accumulation of 
rotten Lin caus. 

Whoever gets the pile-driving contract for UMass 
Boston will find die fountain ol perpetual wealth. 

Word is that Bethlehem and United States Steel 
are wining and dining all the contractors from Mas- 
sachusetts they can find, hoping to get the concession 
lor piles and become the first company to drive its 
steel to die Earth’s core. It’s got to go at least that 
lar, diey figure. 

The question seems to be whether die University 
ol Massachusetts is serious about building a Boston 
campus. Originally, the University ptoposed a camp- 
us at Copley Square, the blueprints for which were 
crushed into a time capsule to show visitors from 
outer space just how magnificent our concepts were 
in the 20th century. 

When that plan sank, they proposed building 
their campus at Nordi Station. I lie sports world got 
sick and yelled ‘No!’ 

When that plan sank. UMass proposed building it 
at Columbia Point. II the campus doesn’t sink there 
it won’t sink anywhere. 

Senate Majority Leader Kevin B. Harrington of 
Salem, who was cluunuau of the blue ribbon com- 
mission that revamped education live years ago, said 
last sear lie doubled whether university officials really 
wauled a meaningful Boston campus. 

Sen. Harringtou reasoned that the sites they had 

chosen suggested they did uui want a Bostou camp- 


us, and he commented that because the university’s 
base of power is Amherst, it had sabotaged its Bos- 
ton campus budget in the past to prevent a power 
struggle between two strong campuses. 

At that time Sen. Harrington predicted the UMass 
would make its next selection Columbia Point, and 
lie predicted they would find Columbia Point unac- 
ceptable because of the tremendous cost of driving 
piles. 

Some had suggested last year that UMass had al- 
ready tapped Columbia Point and were aware it 
could never support an urban campus. Indeed, pre- 
dicted Sen. Harrington, that is why it would be re- 
commended. 

Not only has UMass selected Coltlmbia Point, it is 
getting a $50 million bond issue to acquire the 
property, develop die site, plan construction and be- 
gin die first phase of construction. 

Someone has predicted that the cost of driving 
piles for die campus could run as high as $00 per 
cent of the above-ground construction cost at Colum- 
bia Point. 

Will die Commonwealth permit the University to 
actually purchase the site it wants before it deter- 
mines how the site would be developed? Another 
question is whether the university has already taken 
test borings, and, if so, what those test borings show. 

Could it be that the University, with the $50 mil- 
lion fund the Governor lias proposed, is going to 
buy the laud and find out later it cannot be develop- 
ed for an urban university? Or can it be the univer- 
sity would actually try to prepare rhe site for con- 
struction before it decides the piles arc already four 
miles deep and sinking quickly? 

Even if the university is serious about Columbia 
Point, and even if it does plan to prepare the site 
lickity split, it may not be a good idea for the Leg- 
islature and Governor to give the trustees a blank 
check bond issue, because some lucky contractor may 
get a site preparation commission that will put him 
in the top 10 of the World Who’s Who of Finance. 

Before a site acquisition and site preparation ImukI 
issue of $50 million is turned over to the University 
l iustccs. it might be wise for the Governor and 
Legislature to set up a survey team apart from the 
university to take borings and find out just how 
much mush exists between supportable ledge and air 
pollution at Columbia Point. 

Columbia Point is not terra firma. and if the 
trustees are permitted to build skyscrapers there now, 
it may be necessary to keep changing the floor num- 
ber# in the future as UMass Boston sinks deeper 
into lire ocean. 


Maple Road Abandonment, 
Financing Of Marycliff 
Discussed By Selectmen 


Discussing the loss of tax rev- 
enue from the two houses on Ma- 
ple Road, Mr. Hayes asked if the 
Town was prepared for these 
losses. He also presented a study 
made of the use of the parking 
areas and said the problem could 
be a result of poor parking lot 
administration. 

Chairman Amico read a letter 
from Fire Chief I. Francis Ami- 
co written last April giving his 
recommendations on the proposal. 
Chief Amico stated in the letter 
that use of the area as a parking 
lot would not create a problem 
for the Fire Department. 

Other questions brought out by 
the neighbors included the use 
of the sidewalk on Maple Road 
by children walking to the Wash- 
ington School since there are no 
other streets in the area with 
sidewalks. 

Chairman Amico called the 
hearing to a close over the pro- 
test of several of the residents. 
The Selectmen stressed that ac- 
tion could be taken by either side 
only in Town Meeting and that 
either side could bring the matter 
to referendum following the Town

Meeting if they disagreed with 
the decision reached. 

Marycliff Bonds 

Prior to the hearing, the Board 
met in the Welfare Room of the 
Town Hall with Town Treasurer 
Marguerite Troop and Harry 
Baldwin, a representative of the 
New England Merchants Bank. 

They reported to the Board that 
sale of the bonds for purchase 
of the Marycliff Academy land 
and buildings authorized recently 
by the legislature could not be- 
gin until August 29. 

In order to have money for 
purchase of the buildings and 
land by the expiration of the 
sales and purchase agreement on 
the Academy on August 25, the 
Board would have to think in 
terms of a bond anticipation note, 
Mr. Baldwin said. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Robert Grenzeback, who also at- 
tended the meeting, told the 
Board $40,000 had been appro- 
priated from current revenue for 
the purchase and urged the Board 
to use this money to extend the 
agreement with Marycliff until 


money raised thereby eliminating 
interest rates on bond anticipa- 
tion notes. The Board voted to 
follow this plan. Under this plan, 
bond bids will be sought begin- 
ning August 29. 

Incinerator Problems 

In other action, the Board heard 
a report from William Kramer 
of Fay, Spofford and Thorndike, 
consulting engineers for the in- 
cinerator repairs. 

Mr. Kramer told the Board he 
anticipated needing extra money 
for the project since it had been 
discovered it would be necessary 
to make additional repairs in 
some of the controls. 

He also told the Board that 
the firm constructing a pipe to be 
used in the dust collector had 
gone on strike and that this would 
force the completion date of the 
project ahead to mid-November. 

The Board also heard a report 
on Holton Street traffic from Ex- 
ecutive Secretary Edward Don- 
nelly. A group of residents of 
the area also appeared before the 
Board.

THE LISTENER

Poor Andrei — shut up in a soundproof room, day 
and night, tuned in to all the apartments of a diplo- 
matic block in Commitania (an obviously communist 
state). He does have Jadwiga, an attractive girl, 
as his Assistant Listener, training to take temporary 
charge when Andrei has a nervous breakdown as all 
Listeners do. And he becomes so fascinated with his 
diplomatic families and their personal problems that 
he records many private tapes for his own enjoyment 
which the Department would have ignored as useless. 
He also edits his tapes and finds himself more and 
more frequently snipping out information which the 
Department would have found exceedingly interest- 
ing, but which Andrei feels would jeopardize his un- 
seen foreign friends. 

In the diplomatic block live General Ribonelli and 
his comfortable, middle-aged wife whom he is wont 
to kiss, most loverly, in the lift; Angus Winakato- 
ronga, the young Magombian Ambassador, who lives 
in a completely unfurnished apartment because his 
84 crates of equipment are held up in Vienna. There 
aFe’the American ShaefFers with their four children. 
Enterprising and intelligent twelve year old Johnny 
Shaeffer, with his counter espionage organization, is 
the key to the denouement of the book. Callous, am- 
bitious Detalmo lives there, making the most of his 
time with susceptible females who can help his ca- 
reer. All sorts of people live here, none of whom say 
anything important at parties, but whose kaffee- 
klatsch gossip and pillow talk can be both fascinating 
and significant. They all know the block must be 
bugged, so they talk over confidential matters in 
bathrooms with the water running (Andrei has a 
device for killing the sound of the water) or in the 
lift. Someday he intends to write a book based on the 
raw material collected in his monitoring (“not even 
Shakespeare had such a chance!”) and smuggle it 
and himself abroad. 

Although events in the block become both myster- 
ious and exciting, as diplomatic affairs will, Andrei 
finds himself becoming apathetic. Is he on the brink 
of a breakdown? One night, he finds tapes at the 
back of Jadwiga ’s desk and plays them. To his 
amazement, they contain music, sung by fresh young 
voices, one of which is Jadwiga’s. They seem very 
amusing to him “until with a sudden, sobering 
thought, he realized that all these songs were highly 
subversive and slanderous against the state.” An- 
other tape gives him another shock. These songs, 
unpublished and unknown, are pure music and 
poetry. He realizes they must be modern versions of 
the old prison folk songs. He has always known there 
were many prisons in Commitania, but hadn’t like 
to think about them. This material could be highly 
dangerous. Jadwiga could be imprisoned herself for 
having them. She explains that she and her friends 
have written and recorded the biting comic songs — 
that many, many young Commitanians feel the need 
for change and personal freedom in spite of their 
devotion t 9 their homeland. They need to feel trust 
in each other and as they become involved in govern- 
ment leadership, they vrill bring changes or die in the 
attempt. The prison songs of despair, she has heard 
first from her father, who had spent fifteen years in 
prison. She has been collecting them, ever since, from 
people “who have come back.” She collects them be- 
cause she thinks they are beautiful' and should be 
preserved. -No #ne knows who wrote them nor how 
they were passed from camp to camp. Andrei is given 
real food for thought. He has never known about 
these things since he has no friends, shut away from 
the sunlight in his sound proof room. 

Above him in the apartments, the plots grow thick- 
er and the young counterspies more active and 
ingenious, but Andrei’s real interest lies elsewhere. 
Tremendously funny as the book is, it has a serious 
core to it, personal as well as political. I haven’t 
found anyone yet who didn’t like it.

Social Security 
Benefits Given 
To Children 

Social security can pay $50,000 
or more in benefits to the family of 
a younger worker if he dies or be- 
comes severely disabled before his 
children are grown. 

Social Security District Manager 
John E. Lonergan Jr., disclosing 
the figures today, said he doubted 
that one in 10 Americans realizes 
how much protection social secur- 
ity provides young families in the 
form of disability and survivors’ 
insurance. 

In fact, social security is so much 
a protective umbrella for the young 
that one out of eight people who 
receive social security benefits each 
month is under 18. 

The number of children getting 
social security checks, Mr. Loner- 
gan noted, has increased from 54,- 
648 when the cash benefits started 
29 years ago to over three million 
at present. Make that figure four- 
and-a-quarter million, if you add 
in kids who are receiving benefits 
between ages 18 and 22 while they 
are attending school. 

Why so many young and middle- 
aged beneficiaries? The law has 
changed over the years, he pointed 
out, to protect families faced with 
loss of income because their bread- 
winner is too disabled to work, as 
well as the families where the 
breadwinner has died. 

A million and a third disabled 
workers under 65 are now draw- 
ing social security disability bene- 
fits to offset income loss, and pay- 
ments are going to an additional 
million of their dependents. The 
average monthly payment for a 
disabled worker’s family with 
children is $235, the official declar- 
ed.

Health education for the inner 
city and .Japping up medically or- 
iented personnel were major top- 
ics for discussion at the Medical 
Council by Administrator Raymond 
Pclton and C'hnplain Walter E. 
Kloss of the New England Memo- 
rial Hospital; 

T he council convened in Hot 
Spring, Arkansas, August 3-7, j 
drawing more than 200 official del- 
egates from across the United 
States and Cnnada. It was the 
Quadrennial Medical Council of the 
Seventh-Day Adventist Church. 

Another major objective of the 
Couneil was “to define the role 
of health workers in cooperation 
with the gospel minister,” accord- 
ing to Dr. Ralph F. Waddell, di- 
rector of the Adventists’ world 
medical and health program. 

In explaining the objective, Dr. 
Waddell points out that the total 
goal of the church’s medical pro- 
gram is “to make man whole.” The 
goal, he explains, bears out the de- 
nomination’s historic theory that 
man cannot have good spiritual 
health unless he is also physically 
and mentally healthy. 

A problem which received spe- 
cial attention at the council is the 
matter of staffing the ever-increas- 
ing number of hospitals operated 
by the church. “The church oper- 
ates now some 300 hospitals and 


dispensaries around the world,” the 
director said. “Growing community 
demands for Adventist-operated 
hospitals like the New England 
Memorial Hospital have brought in- 
to sharp focus the matter of finding 
church-oriented staff. 

If we are to maintain our repu- 
tation for operating hospitals which 
give that extra service, we must 


have workers whose Christian ex- 
perience carries over into their 
everyday lives.” 

The church has 13 schools of 
nursing in North America gradu- 
ating around 500 nurses annually. 
At Loma Linda, California, the Lo- 
ma Linda University trains medical 
technicians, dieticians and others 
for paramedical services as well as 


physicians and dentists. 

Last year, more than 4,210,000 
patients received care in Adventist 
hospitals and dispensaries. In its 
health education sectional meetings 
at the council, such topics were 
discussed as health ministry in the 
inner city, health career promotion- 
al programs and the place of health 
education in hospitals.

50 th Father-Sons Tourney 
Won By Martins; 600 Play

The golden anniversary Father-Sons golf tournament held last week 
at the Winchester Country Club attracted a field of more than 600 
players from all sections of the state. 

With the weather man in a poor mood on Tuesday the matches 
carded for that day were rescheduled lor Friday. The next three days 
provided nearly ideal weather conditions and some excellent golf was 
played. 


When the smoke of battle had 
cleared away, Ed Martin and his 
son Ed Jr. of the local club were 
the final winners by a single stroke. 
They barely edged Sidney and 
Douglas Vernon of Pine Brook by 
recording a 70 on the final day to 
top the 71 tallied by the Vernons. 

In accomplishing this they hung 
up two birdies and 15 pars. Their 
only bogey was on the 405 yard 
16th hole when a short approach’ 
by the younger Martin forced his 
father to chip and this shot ended 
up nine feet away and the par 
equalling putt did not quite make 
the hole. Otherwise the winners 
played letter-perfect golf. 

Besides the Vernon duo they 
were hard pressed by John Tosca 
and John Jr. of Thorny Lea and 
Ed and Skip Barry of Charles 
River. Both of the latter pairs are 
former winners of this tourney. It 
was poetic justice for the senior 
Martin who lost last year’s title in 
a playoff when paired with his son 
John. 

It also marked the first triumph 
for a home club pair since Judge 
Joseph Monahan and his son Joe 
Jr. won in 1958. Further proof of 
the excellence of the Martin golf 
may be gained from the fact that 
Ed Barry qualified this week for 
the U.S. Amateur matches in the 
rounds played at Oak Hill Country 
Club in Fitchburg. 

The crown for fathers playing 
with sons 12 and under was taken 
by Reading High football coach 
John Hollingsworth and his son 
Ken. They played as representa- 
tives of Bass River Country Club. 

They turned in a total of 76 and 
en route to this good effort they 
flashed some sensational golf. On 
the second hole they had an eagle 
three with the youngster calmly 
dropping a 14 foot putt. The popu- 
lar Middlesex League mentor set 
up this situation by blasting his 
wood shot into position on the sec- 
ond shot of this 472 yard test. 

On the 11th and 12th they had 
back to back birdies with Ken sink- 
ing a 12 footer and his father a 
six footer to hole out. Ken came to 
their rescue on the final hole by 
dropping a 26 footer. He certainly 
had a hot hand with his putter in 
this tournament and if he can keep 
his touch the Hollingsworths 
should be in the running for honors 
for many years to come. 

In the class for fathers with sons 
in the 13-15 age bracket the visit- 
ing team of Mel Cowe and his son 
Denny of Halifax walked off with 
top honors as their card read 75.

The annual Agganis Memorial 
scholarship game was played Sat- 
urday evening at B. U.’s Nickerson 
Field before an enthusiastic gath- 
ering of more than 10,000 fans.

One of the speedy backs was 
heard to remark, “Man, it’s like 
playing on a running track.” How- 
ever, there is some danger of get- 
ting burns from sliding on it, and 
elbow and other types of pads 
would appear essential. 

Winchester had a representative 
in the game as Johnny Nunziato, 
popular Somerville coach who lives 
at 22 Standish Lane, was an assis- 
tant coach for the South team. 
Johnny played with the late Harry 
Agganis at B.U. and was also his 
roommate. He brought along sev- 
eral of his Somerville High players 
who met the Sachems last year in 
a scrimmage, including Roy Peter 
sen and Joe Lutoff, who performed 
in the South backfield very effec- 
tively. 

Sal Capalino, his soccer-style 
place kicker, also was in action, but 
a well-conceived blocking play by 
the North caused his second place 
kick try to be blocked. 

League Players 

Of interest to local fans were 
the outstanding performances 
shown by the only two Middlesex 
League players in the North line- 
up. Steve Skane, the talented Mel- 
rose quarterback, and Dan Barbo 
of Stoneham played leading roles 
in the North victory.

Residents Here 
Spending More 

According to a new survey of 
business activity in communities 
across the country, Middlesex 
County turned in an above-average 
performance in the past year. 

Significant gains were reported 
for its trading area as local resi- 
dents. armed with better incomes, 
spent a record amount for goods 
and services. 

The findings are presented in a 
copyrighted report, called “Survey 
°f Buying Power,” prepared and 
released by Sales Management. It 
gives data on how much was earn- 
ed and how much was spent in each 
area of the country. 

Middlesex County’s market 
strength reflects the growing 
spending potentinl of the local pop- 
ulation. People were earning more 
and were ready to spend more. 

Their net disposable income in 
the year, after payment of person- 
al taxes, came to $4,815,61)9,000. a 
gain over the previous year’s $4,- 

370,141,000. 

What this amounted to, on a per- 
family basis, was determined by di- 
viding the dollar volume by the 
number of households. The average, 
per household, was $12,412. 

Elsewhere in the United States, 
the average was $9,592. It was 
$10,.’)4. ( > in the State of Massachu- 
setts. 

Despite the continuing rise in the 
cost of living and despite the sur- 
tax that cut into their income in 
the second half of the year, local 
residents continued to spend free- 
ly- 

They compensated for the surtax 
by putting that much less into sav- 
ings. 

All in all, they made it a good 
year for retail stores in Middlesex 
County. Their sales volume reach- 
ed $2,229,402,000, topping the pre- 
vious year’s $1,961,181,000. 

Will consumers, locally and else- 
where, continue their spending 
pace during the rest of 1969? That 
appears to be anyone’s guess — in- 
cluding Washington’s. 

That they will have the ability 
to do so seems quite evident. All 
they would have to do would be to 
cut down further on their savings 
rate or dip into their accumulated 
savings. Or, they could be spared 
the necessity of doing so if incomes 
continue rising sufficiently. 

Rises are scheduled for many 
people by virtue of wage increases 
that have just gone into effect for 
public employees and cost of living 
advances for union workers. (Park 
Row News Service)

Game, Anyone? 


On this hand I found myself sit- 
ting South with a vulnerable four- 
heart contract to bring home. (I 
hold no brief for the bidding which 
went 1 club by West; double from 
North: 2 clubs by East; 3 hearts 
by South; and 4 hearts from 
North.) 

West took the Ace and King of 
clubs and then shifted to a small 
spade. What would your approach 
be on this hand? 

At first glance the chances didn’t 
look too good for making four with 
a possible loser in hearts and 
spades and the diamonds to be 
ruffed out in dummy. But as one of 
the experts says. “If the cards 
have to be a certain way to make 
a contract, play as if they are.” 
Accordingly I finessed the spade 
lead around to the South hand, to 
the six-spot as it worked out. The 
Ace of diamonds followed and an- 
other diamond ruffed in dummy. 
Now comes the moment of truth. 
The long conditioned finessing 
stinct prods to finesse the heart. 
True, if you guess the distribution 
correctly, you might make an over 
trick, but on the other hand, if the 
finesse is lost, so is your control of 
the hand. East may have a single- 
ton spade and get a ruff in to set 
you. 

It’s too risky for my blood, so I 
lead a small heart to South’s Ace, 
ruff the last diamond and then lead 
North’s Jack of hearts which is 
taken by West’s King. 

West leads a spade back, which 
I let run to my Jack, and happily 
East does not have the opposition’s 
last outstanding trump. 

The Ace of hearts pulls the 
trump, and the Ace and King of 
spades are good in dummy. 

With only twenty combined high 
card points we were lucky to make 
the four hearts, losing the Ace and 
King of Clubs and the King of 
hearts. 

Moral: There are spots where it 
is too dangerous to finesse. 

There are plenty of dark horses 
moving to the front in the summer

Mini-Bikes 

Not Legal, 


Registrar Warns 


It has been brought to the at- 
tention of Motor Vehicles Reg- 
istrar Richard E. McLaughlin 
that in some communities young- 
sters are acquiring, and in some 
instances are operating mini- 
bikes on the ways of the Com- 
monwealth. The Registrar points 
out that this new fad is in vio- 
lation of the law outlined as fol- 
lows : 


By statute (Ch. 90 Sec. 1 M. 
G. L.) mini-bikes are motorcy- 
cles and must be registered if 
operated on the ways of the 
Commonwealth. 


Section 2 of the same chapter 
provides that if the Registrar 
shall determine a motor vehicle 
to be unsafe or improperly 
equipped, he may refuse to reg- 
ister it. 


Under the authority of Sec- 
tion 2 the Registrar has ruled 
that mini-bikes are unsafe and 
improperly equipped and has re- 
fused to register them, conse- 
quently they cannot be operated, 
pushed, drawn or towed upon, 
or to remain upon any way. 


The Registrar urges any par- 
ents whose youngsters have ac- 
cess to a mini-bike to make a 
sincere effort to prevent their 
being operated in violation of 
the law, having in mind the safe- 
ty of the public and the hazards 
of such an illegal act.

On Asthma 
Are Offered 

What do white rabbits, French 
omelets, and air pollution have in 
common? They can all trigger at- 
tacks of asthma in some people, 
as can a thousand other crazy 
things. 

Asthma is usually the result of 
an allergic reaction. And when the 
irritant — cat hairs, for instance — 
is tracked down, shots can make 
the patient less sensitive to the 
specific substance. 

Some people with asthma suffer 
sudden, severe attacks. Attacks 
can come in any season and last 
minutes, hours, or days. Other peo- 
ple have asthma — more or less con- 
tinuously — in a milder form. Most 
people who have asthma seem to 
inherit the tendency to be allergic 
to certain substances. But emotion- 
al stiuations can precipitate at- 
tacks. 

At a recent meeting of the New 
York State Medical Society, Dr. 
Carl E. Arbesman, director of the 
allergy research laboratory at Buf- 
falo General Hospital, cautioned 
against self-medication by people 
with asthma and their compulsive 
use of sprays. Many patients tend

to use too much spray, particularly 
isoproterenol, and actually causa 
their asthma to worsen rather 
than improve. 

Dr. Arbesman also warns against 
the use of antihistamines and 
phenothiazincs in asthma. And self- 
udministered oversedation is a real 
danger for patients who are agitat- 
ed and disturbed because they can- 
not breathe. The key to dealing 
with asthma, says Dr. Arbesman, 
is consistent putient-doctor contact.

Police Chief Joseph J. Derro and 
Leo L. Laughlin of Winchester 
were recently appointed to the 
Select Committee of One Hundred 
of the Massachusetts Council on 
Crime and Correction (MCCC). 

MCCC, a private citizens organi- 
zation working to improve the 
criminal justice system, named Mr.

MCCC depends solely upon the 
volunteer work and financial sup- 
port of private citizens to complete 
its projects.

To Open On Route 3 

A center to provide intense rehabilitation services for patients 
recently discharged from hospitals will open in September on Route 
3 at the Winchester- Woburn line. 

Edward (Buddy) LeRoux of 123 Wildwood Street, president of 
the New England Rehabilitation Center Inc., announced that the 
center will open on September 2. Plans call for a 200-bed facility. 


A 40-bed unit will be opened 
in September with additional 
units of 40 beds planned to open 
approximately every six weeks 
thereafter until the 200 are com- 
plete. 

The primary type of patient 
served at the center will be those 
with muscle and bone problems, 
including those who need therapy 
because of a cardiac problem. 

Services that will be provided 
include physical therapy, occupa- 
tional therapy, social services 
and speech therapy.

Marycliff Architects 

A decisive vote on the selection of an architectural Firm for the 
redesign of Marycliff Academy is imminent. A joint committee com- 
posed of the Permanent Building Committee and Elementary School 
Building Sub-Committee have held supplemental meetings recently 
to interview six prospective companies upon which to base their choice. 


On Thursday, August 14, the 
members heard representatives of 
three relatively large, well es- 
tablished firms, Architects De- 
sign Group Inc. of Boston, Ed- 
ward J. Tedesco Associates of 
Winchester and Knight, Bagge 
and Anderson of Boston. 

Smaller and reportedly more 
innovative companies were pre- 
sent at the Monday evening, Aug- 
ust 18, meeting. Represented 
were Marvin E. Goody and John 
M. Clancy Inc. of Boston, Ham- 
len and Heaney of Boston and 
Gary Laredo Associates of Bos- 
ton. 

The building committees are 
working from a prospective total 
project cost allotted to the Per- 
manent Building Committee of 
$325,000. From this must be 
drawn not only the actual con- 
struction costs, but also fees and 
incidentals of the project. 

According to Town Comptroller 
James J. Costello, the Committee 
can not put a firm under contract 
until the state act concerning 
Winchester’s acquisition of Mary- 
cliff becomes valid on August 
29th, releasing the committee’s 
funds. 

Open Space Concept 

An “open space” concept is the 
intention of the Committee for 
the school’s renovation which in- 
volves an approximate area of 
40,000 square feet. According to 
information extended to the mem- 
bers, the second floor was at one 
time entirely open. The heating 
and ventilating systems are re- 
ported in proper condition; how- 
ever, lighting, lavatory facilities 
and other areas are considered 
poor. 

Marycliff will also have to con- 
form with the state codes of the 
Board of School Construction 
Standards.

Hospital Presents Proposal 
For Maple Road Parking 
At Appeal Board Hearing 

A hearing before the Board of Appeal on Thursday .August 14, concerning the request of the Win- 
chester Hospital to construct a parking lot in the Maple Road area brought heated discussion from die 
ncighlmrs abutting the proposed parking site. 

Robert J. Hallisey, an associate member of the Board, presided over the meeting in the absence of 
Chairman Lane McGovern. 


Mr. McGovern, .in .a communi- 
cation with the Board, stated that 
he was disqualifying himself 
since he was a member of a hos- 
pital board and by not taking 
part he would avoid any possible 
conflict of interest. 

Also disqualifying himself was 
Board member Daniel T. Chane 
Jr. In a letter to the Board read 
at the hearing, Mr. Chane stated 
that as a resident of the hospital 
area he was opposed to the pro- 
posal and was concerned that he 
would not be able to properly 
weigh the sides of the discussion. 

His place was taken by Walter 
E. Fisher, an associate member 
of the Board. 

Frederick K. Herberich was the 
only regular member of the Board 
who was present on the Board at 
the hearing. 

William McDonald. Town build- 
ing commissioner was present, 
but did not participate in the 
discussion. 

Attorney William Speers Jr. 
presented the hospital petition as 
he had at the Board of Selectmen 
hearing on closing Maple Road 
the previous Monday. 

The hospital needs Board of 
Appeal approval for each of these 
alternatives, he stated. 

Reiterating the necessity for 
more parking at the hospital, 
Atty. Speers said that new hospi- 
tal guidelines call for a minimum 
of two parking spaces per bed. 
Since Winchester is a 175-bed 
hospital, 350 parking spaces are 
the optimal number, yet there 
are currently only 200 spaces. 

The plans for the new parking 
area propose the construction 
of a 100-space parking area 


with an entrance on Fair- 
mount Street and an exit on Val- 
ley Road. The area would be open 
only during the day and would 
accommodate employees’ cars on- 
ly. Use of the area would be con- 
trolled by a gate operated by 
cards which would be issued to 
the employees. Some 224 feet of 
Maple Road from Fairmount 
Street toward Valley Road would 
be closed and the land used for 
the parking area. 

Police Opinion 

Reading letters from Police 
hief Joseph J. Derro and Safety 
fficer Roland J. Roy, written 
last March, Atty. Speers said the 
police concur that a parking area 
is needed. Officer Roy cited the 
number of accidents and the com- 
plaints received by the depart- 
ment with regard to parking on 
Highland Avenue. 

Chief Derro urged in his letter 
that parking lot expansion be ac- 
complished as quickly as possible. 

Atty. Speers also read a letter 
from Fire Chief I. Francis Ami- 
co stating that the building had 
been inspected, that the parking 
area was congested and that ad- 
ditional parking was needed. 

Several residents objected /to 
the reading of letters from offi- 
cials who were not present to he 
questioned. 

Procedure 

Chairman Hallisey opened the 
hearing by stating the procedural 
rules for the meeting. He told the 
group that nothing would be gain- 
ed by having arguments restated 
and set a time limit of one hour 
for each side to present its case.

Mr. Hallisey said the purpose of 
the hearing was to present facts 
to the Board which they might 
need to know in deliberating the 
proposal. 

The zoning by-laws governing 
the hospital request were then 
read. 

Attorney Speers, in presenting 
the hospital’s proposal, stressed 
that the purpose of the Board of 
Appeal hearing was to gain the 
Board’s approval for a parking 
area. He emphasized that the 
Board of Appeal had no control 
over the closing of Maple Road 
on which the parking area plans 
are based. 

As had been noted at the Board 
of Selectmen’s hearing on the 
closing of a portion of Maple 
Road for the purpose of construc- 
ting the parking area, Atty. 
Speers stated that the closing 
was a matter for Town Meeting 
decision only. 

Atty. Speers then told the 
Board that he wanted to have the 
proposal made broad enough so 
that the hospital would not have 
to return for another hearing in 
order to construct a multi-story 
parking facility should the Town 
Meeting vote against the closing 
of Maple Road. 

He asked the Board to con- 
sider both land use and structures 
in the hearing to cover any ex- 
tingency with only the single 
hearing. 

Alternatives 

The alternatives to dosing 
Maple Road and building the 
parking area there include dou- 
ble-decking the present parking 
area and tearing down the Russell 
House and grading the land, Atty. 
Speers said. 

Mr. Hallisey, restoring the 
hearing to order, told the group 
he would not permit any more 
"spontaneous cross-examination.” 

Continuing his presentation, 
Atty. Speers told the Board the 
hospital would gain only 60 spac- 
ces by double-decking the present 
parking area. He stressed that 
the total flow of traffic would not 
he increased with the Maple Road 
plan. Only the pattern would bo 
shifted.

ALA Warns Berklee School 

Drivers Of Plans Expansion 


‘‘Highway Turtles” 

“Highway turtles” are growing 
into a major traffic hazard in New 
England’s tourist areas, the Auto- 
mobile Legal Association warned 
recently. 

The ALA snid “highway turtles,” 
drivers who creep along the high- 
ways at speeds far below the post- 
ed limits, are particularly hazard- 
ous on the narrow, winding, two- 
lane roads in the mountains and in 
the heavily-traveled coastal re- 
gions. 

“These slow-moving motorists 
not only impede the orderly flow 
of traffic but they are often guilty 
of contributing to an accident, 
even if they are not physically 
involved,” the ALA said. 

“By causing traffic to pile up be- 
hind them, they frustrate many 
motorists with the result that some 
motorists take unsafe chances in 
passing and then speed to. make up 
for lost time. 

“And at night there’s the danger 
that a motorist traveling at the 
posted speed limit may unexpected- 
ly overtake one of these ‘highway 
turtles’ too quickly and lose con- 
trol of his car when he slams on 
his brakes,” the ALA added. 

The ALA urged all motorists to 
drive “at safe and reasonable 
speeds near the posted limits and 
to stay alert for those that don’t. 
If you happen to get behind a 
'highway turtle,’ try to control your 
frustration and wait ijntil it’s safe 
to pass. 

“Remember, all turtles, even 
those on the highways, usually get 
to where they’re going,” the ALA 
said.

Is It Snob Zoning? 


•Snob /oiling” is the familiar name of House Bill 
No.’ 5581 now licforc the State Senate for final 
approval. The awesome title for the Bill is “An Act 
providing for the construction of low or moderate 
income housing in cities and towns and for relief 
from local restrictions hampering such construction." 

There is nothing snobbish, we believe, in a desire 
to retain some say in local zoning by local authorities. 
In this day of bureaucratic administration by au- 
thorities often divorced from first-hand knowledge 
of the load situation, this seems like one more en- 
croachment on the individual's reasonable desire to 
purchase property and have the property and its 
surrounding area retain the character which prompt- 
ed the individual to purchase it in the first place, 
at least for the length of time the person wishes to 
reside there. 

Sources at the State House said Thursday that the 
Bill had received final approval in the House and 
that final approval at the hands of both die Senate 
and the Governor were anticipated. Since the Leg- 
islature is pushing now for prorogation, it would 
seem that this bill will be pushed dirough the legis- 
lative channels with little opposition simply to have 
one more piece of business through in order to speed 
the end of the session. This is unfortunate.

We agree wholeheartedly 
that such housing is necessary for people who have 
lived here, raised their families here, and cotttril)- 
uted much to the town over the years, but who arc 
now on fixed incomes and are unable to pay our S43 
per thousand tax rate or afford the high current 
rents. We feel, however, that the decision of when, 
where and how to construct low-income housing 
should be up to the Town and to those people who 
know liest what property is available in town and 
what the Town's needs arc for additional housing 
of its residents. And those people arc the Town’s 
residents.

Senate Fights Prorogation

The prorogation drive that was holding course so 
well two weeks ago has begun to yaw badly, and 
prognosticators think it may wobble right into No- 
vember before the 1969 session of die Legislature 
runs out of gas. 

The target date for final adjournment was August 
15. It inav go a mouth longer than that, and the 
longer it goes the longer it will tend to go. New 
pressures are building up behind the Hood gates, and 
leaders in both houses are trying desperately to keep 
the gates sealed. They want to tut off business and 
go home. 

However, as leaders are forced by delays to admit 
new issues for consideration this year, the session 
gains a tendency to snowball. Its instinct is to last. 

The problem with this year’s session is the Senate, 
where scores of bills are backlogged in two or three 
powerful committees. 

Politically, there is a better chance the Legislature 
will not prorogue in August than it will. Curiously, 
the delay centers around die one man who wants the 
session to end quickly- 

Senate President Maurice A. Donahue has been 
determined this year to end the session as soon as 
|x>ssible. He was elated when a Si 00 million tax bill 
cleared the House a few weeks ago. and he wasted no 
lime tolling ii dirough the Senate. He hoped for 
final adjournment within two or three weeks. 

Oddly enough. Donahue seems to be the prime 
reason for the delay. 

Donahue is working for the Democratic guberna- 
torial nomination in 1970. and by any decent nose 
count he shouldn't have much trouble getting it. He 
has already announced he will not run for die Senate 
again in 1970. 

That does two things. It creates an automatic 
vacancy in the Senate in Donahue's Second Hamp- 
den district, li also creates a vacancy in the Senate 
Presidency. 

J he first problem really isn’t one. Roger L. Bern- 
aslie (D) of Chicopee has already entered the Sen- 
atorial race, and he should have no trouble succeed- 
ing Donahue if he tan win the Democratic nomin- 
ation. At die moment. Uernashe seems to have a 
clear field for that nomination. 

1 he second problem— the Senate presidency— is 
dealing all kinds ol trouble. It also is delaying pro- 
rogation. 

Senate Majority Leader Kevin 11. Harrington (D) 
ol Salem wants to become Ptesidcnt, but die majority 
Icadct has hide power ul lus own and a rcludvely 


poor base for operating in his own behalf. Indeed, 
it might be to Harrington's advantage to bring the 
1969 session to an end right now. 

The aspirant for the Senate Presidency who has 
the best base of operations is the chairman of the 
Senate Ways and Means Committee. Sen. James F. 
Burke (D) of Brockton. His influence is highest 
when die Senate is in session, not when it has gone 
home. Most of the bills awaiting legislative disposi- 
tion arc before the Senate Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. 

There arc other hopefuls for the Senate Presidency, 
but none stronger than Sen. Burke. Sen. Joseph D. 
Ward (D) of Fitchburg is probably the only other 
serious contender unless the Republicans hope to 
put together a coalition. 

While the Legislature continues to sit, Sen. Burke 
can continue to drill his forces and recruit new sup- 
port. As chairman of the committee with all the 
business, Sen. Burke has become the deciding factor 
in die prorogation effort. 

Of late he hasn’t been deciding too much. 

The next week or two could force the prorogation 
bubble to break. Once it docs die gates will open 
and the session will generate enough new business 
for itself to keep it going ad infinitum. 

There is a noticeable separation of objectives be- 
tween Sen. Donahue and Sen. Burke. While Donahue 
is trying to expedite, Burke is in a holding pattern. 

There has been growing speculation in past mouths 
that Sen. Burke and Sen. George V. kcnueally. Jr. 
(D) of Boston have entered a political alliance to 
sew up the Senate Presidency for Burke, keuneally 
is chairman of the Committee on Taxation. He is 
also chairman of the legislative committee plotting 
new Senatorial districts. One theory holds that Ken- 
neally would become chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee if Burke nails down die presiden- 
cy. 

Getting Sen. llurkc to move now on the legislation 
before his committee seems to be the chief problem 
facing Donahue. The Legislature cannot adjourn 
lor the year until Burke releases legislation, and 
politically, Burke would not seem anxious to release 
it. 

Whether Sen. Donahue would intervene himself 
to move the Ways and Means business is doubtful, 
despite the stakes. Whether House Speaker David 
Bartley wants to louts attention on the Senate’s in- 
action by recessing the House for a mouth or so re- 
mains to be seen. The pressure continues to build, 
and something's got to give. (New England News 
Service)

THE CRISIS OF CONFIDENCE 

by Arthur M. Schlesinger, Jr. 

Violence, the Vietnam war, the student unrest and 
rebellion are the main topics of Schlesinger’s new 
book, which is very articulate, well reasoned and per- 
suasive. 

“We can hardly doubt,” he writes, "that in the 
eyes of mankind we have permitted murder to be- 
come a major technique in domestic politics.” And 
he says further, ”Why should not the young begin 
to despair about such n society? Why should they 
not make drastic judgments? What has their expe- 
rience of public affairs in America been but a series 
of ghastly killings at home and a ghastly war 
abroad? 

He points out the rate of murders among the most 
industrialized nations in the world. It is something 
to think about The populations of England, Japan, 
and West German total 214 million people. “Among 
these 214 million, there are 136 gun murders a year. 
Amoung the 200 million people of the United States, 
there are 6600 gun murders a year — about forty- 
eight. times as many.” To find excuses for violence 
is not to confront it To look at ourselves and to tell 
it like it is and to accept responsibility for what we 
are and what we what we do will save our society 
from disintegrating. 

He writes, “The fear that ideas have failed as a 
means of social control fills the intellectual commu- 
nity.” He traces the rise of the intellectual during 
the last three centuries. He takes to task Norm 
Chomsky’s position that the intellectual should be 
the permanent opponent of power. Where politics 
and power are concerned, Schlesinger wants a dis- 
ciplined use of reason in the pursuit of understand- 
ing. 

Throughout several chapters he analyzes the rise 
of the cold war. He maintains that it was not the 
result of a decision, but of a dilemma. “Each side 
felt compelled to adopt policies that the other could 
not but regard as a threat to the principles of peace.” 

Our global approach following World War II led 
to a universalism. And this universalism led us into 
Vietnam. “The assumption that the United States 
has an obligation to create and defend a global 
structure of order; and the assumption that the 
United States has a democratizing mission to the 
world.” This latter, a liberal evangelism, was per- 
verted into irrationality. 

“The limited policy of helping others to help them- 
selves grew into the junlimited policy of imposing our 
own preferences on {others; so that, if the Vietnam- 
ese would not do out of respect for our superior wis- 
dom what we thought was good for them, we were 
determined to make them do them out of respect for 
our superior strength. The Army major standing in 
the rubble of Ben Tre summed up the ultimate logic 
of American messianism: ‘It became necessary to 
destroy the town to save it.’ ” 

The was is the result of ideas prevalent between 
1938 and 1958 and they are no longer valid as far as 
the facts of the international situation present them- 
selves in the world of today. 

Schlesinger feels that the military have conned 
the executive and legislative branches of the gov- 
ernment into voting enormous military appropria- 
tions. It is they who see Vietnam as a military prob- 
lem. But it is the ones who take the advice of the 
military who are to blame. 

He goes on to warn that the age of the Superpow- 
ers is at an end. A new kind of nationalism is at 
work in the world. 

As far as the students are concerned, they are the 
product of our times. “The velocity of history, the 
electronic revolution, the affluent society — these 
have given today’s college students a distinctive out- 
look on the world. And a fourth fact must not be 
forgotten: that this generation has grown up in an 
age of chronic violence.” 

The decline of idealism and the rise of the use of 
drugs might be inter-related. Has there been a de- 
humanizing effect of a monstrous society? Has our 
self-righteousness made us myopic and sick?

For Monday, August 12, the list 
includes dnmnge done to a bulldoz- 
er located on the Town incinerator 
property by pulling apnrt the heat- 
er system. It was also made known 
to police that day that the starter 
in nn automobile parked at Wedge- 
mere station had been broken. 

Tuesday’s report contains a bro- 
ken window on the front door of a 
Ravenscroft Road residence with 
no sign of entry, a mailbox knock- 
ed over on Ridge Street and nails 
driven into truck tires as it was 
parked on Plymouth Road. 

Also on Tuesday, custodian John 
Geoghehan related to police that 
on the north side of Lincoln School 

total of 12 windows had been 
broken with stones and another 12 
with BB shots. 

Investigations on Wednesday 
brought the report that 100 feet of

After a brief intermission, Mr. 
Hallisey opened the meeting for 
opinions from those opposing the 
hospital construction. He read the 
second half of Mr. Chane’s letter 
in which Mr. Chane stated that he 
was opposed to the expansion 
since he “deplored the erosion of 
private property” and since it 
was a prelude to possible future 
expansion by the hospital itself. 

Also read was a letter in oppo- 
sition to the proposal from Louis 
and Bertha Cooper of 25 Orient 
Street. 

Paul Hayes of 15 Fairmount 
Street, a spokesman for the oppo- 
sition, presented several of the 
objections of the neighbors. His 
comments dealt with the traffic 
flow and the road conditions 
which would exist of Maple Road 
were closed. 


William W. Tunnicliffe of 11 
Orient Street told the Board he 
has “a distinct lack of enthusi- 
asm” for a parking lot in his back 
yard. Stating that Atty. Speers 
did not relate the parking prob- 
lem to the? medical staff, he said 
that the visitors would take the 
easy way out and park on High- 
land Avenue anyway. 

Telling the Board that they 
were swapping problems by mov- 
ing the present problem to a sin- 
gle residence area, he said the 
parking lot would lie an “attrac- 
tive menace.” 

Mr. Tunnicliffe said he was op- 
posed to the hospital gaining a 
parking lot at the expense of the 
neighborhood, but that he would 
not be opposed to an expansion of 
the hospital if it was for addi- 
tional medical service. 

Other neighbors voiced opposi- 
tion on the basis of questions of 
safety, traffic and fire routes. 

As < of Wednesday, the Board 


had not filed its decision with the

A discussion of the area of 
time involved in the Marycliff 
renovation arose during talks 
with these represen tntives. The 
committees were hopeful that an 
architectural firm would take 
from 21 to 26 weeks in complet- 
ing working plans. Considering 
the number of executive decisions 
to be made throughout the course 
of this project, one firm ques- 
tioned whether perhaps January t 
of 1971 would not he a more rea- 
sonable completion date than Sep- 
tember 7 of 1970. 

One idea arising from this talk 
involved planning and actual con- 
struction in several alternate 
steps. With a basis in the prelim- 
inary education specifications to 
guide them, the Town could then 
go into the school and demolish 
what was absolutely known to be 
unneeded. Following this the final 
designs could be drafted and then 
construction completed. The lo- 
gic of such a plan would be to 
facilitate the renovation process 
by an architectural firm and pos- 
sibly to achive a better response 
from construction companies on 
the project. 

The joint committee has made 
a tentative decision, however, it 
is reserving confirmation. If 
time allows, there is the possibil- 
ity of interviewing two or more 
additional firms.

Legislation 


Congressman Torbert H. Mac- 
donald has announced he has in- 
troduced legislation aimed at curb- 
ing the flow of obscene material 
through the United States mails. 

Congressman Macdonald, the 
Assistant Majority Leader for New 
England; said that he expects his 
proposal to be heard by a special 
House Post Office Subcommittee 
which began hearings last week on 
the abuse of the U.S. mail for 
distribution of pornographic adver- 
tising and literature. 

Congressman Macdonald stated 
that many other bills which had 
been introduced to stop this abuse 
could be objected to on constitution- 
al grounds. Some others proved to 
be impractical from an administra- 
tive point of view. 

This bill,” the Congressman 
added, “meets both of these objec- 
tions and represents a direct and 
effective approach to the problem.” 

Briefly, the legislation would 
prohibit the use of the U.S. mails 
to send sexually provocative mater- 
ials, first, to any home unless the 
occupant specifically asks for such 
materials; and second, to minors 
in any State having laws prohibit- 
ing dissemination of obscene mater- 
ials to minors. This would include 
Massachusetts as well as 35 other 
States and the District of Colum- 
bia. 

The main innovation of this leg- 
islation is to place the administra- 
tive burden on the sender of the 
obscene material rather than on 
the Post Office Department or the 
Department of Justice. 

“In the long run,” Congressman 
Macdonald suggested, “this will be 
the best way to fight the battle of 
pornography. By enactment of this 
bill, we would protect our young 
people and at the same time rely 
on the mature judgment of our 
adult citizens to decide the issue 
of obscenity for themselves.”

Channel 2 
To Present 
Archaeology Film 

An archaeological sleuth whose 
detective work may well hold the 
secret to origins of modern man is 
hero of Channel 2’s N.E.T. Festival, 
Saturday, August 23 at 7 p.m. 

The detective is N.W.G. Macin 
tosh of Australia, professor of 
anatomy at the University of Syd- 
ney. In 1948 Professor Macintosh 
became interested in the long-for- 
gotten Talgai Skull, so named be- 
cause it was discovered in 1886 in 
Talgai in southern Australia. 

If its age could be determined, 
the arthaeologist believed, the 
skull might well shed light on the 
origins ol Australian Aborigines, 
and produce a link between them 
and modern man. 

Filmed in color against the bril- 
liant Australian landscape, this 
hour-long documentary tells how 
the skull was uncovered, why its 
importance remained unrecognized 
for 34 years, and how Professor 
Macintosh’s work may well make 
this fossilized relic one of the most 
significant archaeological discover- 
ies of all time.

cidents which seriously threatened 
the water environment. 

He was instrumental in identi- 
fying the responsibilities and po- 
tential contribution of the Coast 
Guard to the pollution control 
program. He is credited with su- 
pervising the development of plans 
for pollution control in all Coast 
Guard districts and served as 
chairman of a Federal interagency 
oil spillage study group to explore 
means of coping with major oil 
spillage. He also sponsored an in- 
vestigation of sunken tankers 
which might be a potential source 
of pollution. 

In addition to this Captain 
Jenkins represented the United 
States as an observer at an inter- 
national meeting of the North Sea 
countries on oil pollution conting- 
ency planning in Hamburg, Ger- 
many. Representing the Coast 
Guard he participated in a study 
group conducted under Presidential 
directive by the Secretaries of 
Transportation and Interior which 
produced the major report entitl- 
ed: “Oil Pollution — A Report to 
the President.” 

Captain Jenkins was also the 
Department of Transportation 
member on the interagency group 
which developed the current na- 
tional multi-agency oil and haz- 
ardous materials contingency plan. 

In making the presentation Ad- 
miral Smith noted that Captain 
Jenkins' efforts materially contri- 
buted to an expanded Coast Guard 
pollution control program and the 
Coast Guard’s recognition as a 
leading agency in the Federal pol- 
lution control effort. 

Captain Jenkins is a native of 
Kansas City, Missouri and is mar- 
ried to the former Frances Overin 
of Rockville Center, New York.

The bidding went 1 club by West, 
passes from North and East, and 
2 hearts from South. West bid 2 
spades, followed by 3 hearts from 
North and 3 spades from East. Of 
course I bid 4 hearts in the South 
spot and was doubled by West. 
North passed, and after consider- 
able deliberation, East pulled to 4 
spades (quite correctly, for he had 
no defensive tricks). 

Now what do you do with the 
South hand? With East- West bid- 
ding the black suits, you aren’t go- 
ing to take very many tricks in de- 
fense, so you may as well carry on 
to 5 hearts despite the double at 4 
hearts. My 5-heart bid was doub- 
led by West, and I gave a sigh of 
relief when dummy went down with 
its four diamonds. 

The play was no problem. They 
took their two spade tricks and led 
a club, which I ruffed. Pulling 
trumps and then finding the dia- 
( monds split 2-2 makes tho five 
hearts doubled, despite the 20-20 
division in the points.

Department of Public Safety 
Commissioner Leo L. Laughlin re- 
cently released statistics based up- 
on blood analysis of 72 samples ob- 
tained from the operators of single 
vehicles and pedestrians killed in 
Massachusetts and submitted to the 
State Police Laboratory during the 
first six months of 1969. 

Of 28 operators, 21 years of age 
and older, who were killed in sin- 
gle vehicle crashes: 

19 (68%) were impaired by al- 
cohol 

1 (4% ) had been drinking 

Of 17 operators under the age of 
21 years who were killed in single 
vehicle crashes: 

5 (29% ) were impaired by alco- 
hol 

4 (24%) had been drinking 

Of 27 adult pedestrians killed 
during that period: 

10 (37%) were impaired by alco- 
hol 

10 of the remaining 17 pedestri- 
ans were over 64 years of age. 

Blood alcohol concentrations of 
0.10% or more were considered suf- 
ficient to cause impairment. The ex- 
aminations were conducted under 
the direction of Dr. John J. Mc- 
Hugh and his staff.

Building Comm. 
Discusses Plans 
For High School 

The Permanent Building Com- 
mittee and its Secondary School 
Building Sub - committee last 
Thursday discussed possible re- 
vision for the plans for the pro- 
posed Shore Road high school 
building. 

Architect Frank Crimp of 
Crimp,. Brown and Fisher, Inc., 
architects for the new high school, 
presented a report to the commit- 
tees on the application of space in 
the plans for the school with re- 
gard to the educational specifica- 
tions for the school. 

Bids on the plans for the new 
high school were returned on July 
24 by two general contractors. 
The bids were rejected by the 
building committee at a meeting 
that day, since the general bids 
and the filed sub-bids came to ap- 
proximately $3,000,000 over the 
estimated cost. 

At Thursday’s meeting Mr. 
Crimp presented for the commit- 
tees’ consideration a plan which 
would eliminate the diving pool

The Action Corps was original- 
ly founded by returned Peace 
Corps and VISTA volunteers who 
were active during Robert Ken- 
nedy's presidential campaign in 
1968. Following his death Action 
Corps groups arose spontaneously 
in several states across the coun- 
try. 

In Massachusetts unlike other 
states, the organization is not 
politically oriented. According to 
Mr. Johnston, it has arisen here 
as a non-profit, tax exempt social 
action group which places sec- 
ondary importance upon issue- 
oriented actions or supports. 

A legal corporation, the RFK 
Action' Corps vaunts some im- 
pressive members on its advisory 
council, including Dr. John 
Knowles, Professor John Ken- 
neth Galbraith, Lester S. Hyman, 
George Cabot Lodge, Bill Rus- 
sell, Senator George S. McGovern 
and others. There are presently 
several hundred members in the 
organization, many of them stu- 
dents. And to reinforce the non- 
political nature of this Action 
Corps, the Director points out 
that several members of the 
Board are Republicans. 

Community Aid 

In seeking a broader audience 
the Action Corps is not only 
soliciting members and more vol- 
unteers for its programs, but also 
hopes to acquaint the suburban 
areas with the residential home 
project in anticipation of its later 
growth to outlying districts of 


Boston. Community help and 
understanding is needed. 

The initial plan, which will 
have received eight months of 
deliberation by the time that it 
becomes “working reality” in Oc- 
tober, will establish two houses 
in urban Boston. The aid of a 
professional community organizer 
will help to orient the residents 
of these locations to the program. 

Sixteen adolescents, eight boys 
from the ages of 16 to 21 and 
eight girls 16 to 21, will be chosen 


Mr. O’Brien appeared before 
the Board with William Kramer 
of Fay, Spofford and Thorndike, 
consulting engineers on the pro- 
ject, on Monday, August 11 at 
which time it was reported that 
the men anticipated going over 
the allotment but that it was not 
known by what amount.

Selectman Ed Williams, acting 
as chairman in the absence of 
Chairman Paul Amico, suggested 
that the money alloted for the 
addition to the smokestack he 
used and that the request for ad- 
ditional funds be postponed to the 
Annual Town Meeting in March. 

In discussion of his proposal it 
was decided that it was necessary 
to use the money alloted for the 
smokestack for that purpose only.

Following his presentation, Se- 
lectman John Sullivan informed 
him that the matter of a one- 
way street had been discussed but 
it was not permitted by the State 
Department of Public Utilities.

The practice teachers from Les- 
ley College, who were utilized suc- 
cessfully from March to June of 
this year, will be able to continue 
in this program with the Win- 
chester school system, the College 
has informed Dr. Klemer. 

The severe learning disabilities 
program proposed for initiation 
this year and the Federal gov- 
ernment’s aid was voted down by 
the Committee. The regular pro- 
gram, projected to have 103 stu- 
dents this fall, is partially funded 
by the State which reimburses 
the Town for 50 per cent of the 
total cost. 

Responding to Committee mem- 
ber Richard K. Schroeder’s ques- 
tion as to what differentiates a 
normal and a severe disability. 
Dr. Klemer answered that it was 
according to the amount of brain 
damage which effects the child’s 
ability to discern shapes. This re- 
sults in a student’s difficulty with 
reading, a fundamental skill 
which will determine learning 
ability in other areas of educa- 
tion. 

In Dr. Klemer’s opinion theec 
eight could not be “successfully” 
handled in the regular learning 
disabilities program. The total 
cost of the severe learning pro- 
gram is approximately $11,000, 
meaning that the Town must pay 
over $3,000, the cost of a teach- 
er’s aide. 

Staff 

During the 1968-1969 school 
year there were six teachers em- 
ployed for instruction of both the 
regular and severe cases. The 
Committee was informed that 
one-and-one-half teachers, a full 
and a part-time teacher, were 
presently needed. The Committee 
voted to fill these vacancies and to 
replace a fourth-grade position 
which was open due to the shuff- 
ling of teachers. 

Dr. Klemer stated that the $16,- 
000 balance in the personnel 
services budget would not be ef- 
fected by the replacements. 

However, the Committee voted 
not to appoint one part-time 
teacher for a severe learning dis- 
abilities class at a total cost of 
$2,960, or approximately $1,200 
to the Town.

Raising The Andrea Doria Is Aim 
Next Summer For Thomas McCarthy 


A love of physics in his schooldays led a Winchester advertising executive far from his field re- 
cently— as far as Boston Harbor and the raising df a 62-year-old Chesapeake bug-eye (sailing vessel) 


with a technique he hopes to use 

Thomas A. F. X. McCarthy of 
5 Charles Road came upon his 
idea for raising sunken ships 
about two years ago when he read 
about a group from Chicago who 
wanted to raise the Andrea 
Doria by filling it with styrofoam. 
The plan did not work since the 
cost made the venture commer- 
cially unfeasible. 

Mr. McCarthy, who was an 
English major in his college days 
at St. Peter’s College .Jersey City, 
New Jersey, hit upon his idea — 
inserting rubber bladders beneath 
the decks and inflating them — 
while thinking about just why a 
boat floats. 

Using toy balloons and tile 
boxes, Mr. McCarthy practiced 
the new method in his bathtub 
and then began to talk to re- 
search people. 

Months of talking, planning, 
and training a special crew of 
divers ensued. The culmination of 
the work came two weeks ago 
when Mr. McCarthy and his div- 
ers raised the “KiWi,” a Chesa- 
peake bug-eye that sank last Oc- 
tober off Lewis Wharf after it 
was struck by another boat moor- 
ed nearby. A four-foot hole in the 
bow of the wooden KiW'i caused 
her to sink rapidly. 

A 50-foot long. vessel, the 17- 
ton, two-masted KiWi was raised 
from the floor by means of four 
huge rubber bladders which hud 
been inflated with slightly over 
43 tons of air. 

Engineers Scoff 

Experienced sulvage engineers 
had scoffed at him, Mr. McCarthy 
Laid, because they felt the pres- 


to raise the Andrea Doria next si 

sure from the inflated bags would 
rip the old wooden decks away. 

The decks held, however, and 
the KiWi last week rose from 30 
feet of water to a point where 
her decks were even with the 
water line. She wus then towed 
to shallow water. 

Raising of the vessel took about 
three weeks with the divers work- 
ing a few hours a week to posi- 
tion the air sacs. Mr. McCarthy 
prefers to use air to inflate the 
rubber bladders since air is more 
stable, he explained. 

Before the ship could be raised, 
it was necessary to make draw- 
ings in order to decide where to 
position the air sues. For these 
drawings, Mr. McCarthy depended 
on one of his divers who wus also 
an artist. Unfortunately, he had 
no uccurate record of the ship’s 
tonnage and this hud to be esti- 
mated. 

The divers, members of a group 
culled the Sea Rovers, are all 
professionals, ulthough many of 
the 30 in the group also have 
other jobs. Speaking of his divers, 
Mr. McCarthy said, “1 wouldn’t 
go out there with amateurs.” 

Highly Skilled 

To make the plan work, the 
divers have to be highly skilled 
und must know exactly where to 
install the air sacs, each of which 
must be positioned and inflated 
individually. 

In many ways, Mr. McCarthy 
felt the KiWi was more of a 
problem to raise than the Andrea 
Doria would be. He cited the 62- 
yeur-old wooden decks on the 
KiWi which might easily break 
and the email space available for

the air bags since the ship is a 
schooner. 

During his uttemps at ruisiug 
ships, Mr. McCarthy has applied 
for a patent for one of the de- 
vices he designed to ease the 
problems. The devicu is a self- 
venting system for the large rub- 
ber and Neoprine bladders. He 
also holds other patents inelud- 
ing one for a half- tope repro- 
duction process called the A.F.X. 
process, which is used in printing. 

At first Mr. McCarthy attempt- 
ed to use rubber “inflatables” 
right off the store shelf. These 
proved unsuitable, und his air 
bugs are now constructed to his 
specification.

Instruction 

The Arehdioresan Confraternity 
of Christian Doctrine will launch 
a September Teacher Preparation 
program beginning the week of 
September 7. 

These programs will be held at 
central locations throughout the 
diocese. There will be three, once- 
a-week, two hour sessions 7:30 to 
9:30 p.m. 

Consignor Russell R. Novello, 
director of the Confraternity, and 
his staff, have been aware of the 
need for more complete teacher 
comprehension of the doctrine con- 
tained in all religion textbooks 
updated by the decrees of Vatican 
II. Therefore, arrangements have 
been completed to bring into the 
Confraternity limelight profession- 
al consultants representing various 
textbook publishers to conduct a 
kind of mini-course of their series. 

Religion texts already establish- 
ed as effective teaching tools in this 
diocese and also some catechetical 
series new to the area will be in- 
cluded. Not all publishers will be 
represented at all locations. 

These once-a-week, two hour 
sessions, will bring into sharp focus 
first; on an adult level, a clarifica- 
tion of the doctrinal content from 
the authors’ view point; secondly, 
an unfolding of the doctrine on a 
particular grade interest transfer- 
ring the authors’ point of view to 
a child’s level of comprehension; 
and concluding at the third meeting 
with a session on teaching techni- 
ques, classroom management, and 
lesson planning according to the 
principles of teaching contained in 
the teacher’s manual.

Registrar Warns 
About Travel 
On Holiday 

Many family groups returning 
from summer resort areas for the 
early opening of schools will add 
to normal Labor Day highway con- 
gestion this year,” Registrar Rich- 
ard E. McLaughlin said. 

Last year in 10 accidents, 14 per- 
sons were killed. “The record could 
be a great deal worse this year if 
more family cars are involved in 
accidents,” he said. “Please do not 
overcrowd your car with people 
or objects which will interfere with 
the safe operation of the vehicle or 
obstruct your vision. 

“There is little doubt that speed 
and the use of liquor plays the 
major role in serious or fatal motor 


crashes,” Registrar McLaughlin 
stated. “The only antidotes are pre- 
ventive measures and this means 
simply, ‘do not drive if you drink’ 
and ‘drive at a speed which is 
safe for existing road conditions.” 

He also recommended the use of 
signals and the use of seat belts to 
prevent minor accidents from 
causing serious injuries. 

Registrar McLaughlin said that 
enforcement personnel will be out 
en masse to regulate and control 
traffic and to assist drivers in pro- 
tecting themselves and their fami- 
lies, but he suggested that those 
who are not required to travel this 
week end find some other means of 
enjoying the holiday as their con- 
tribution to the highway safety 
effort.

Feasible Plan? 

. One of the first people to whem 
Mr. McCarthy explained his plan 
was Fred Hills, director of tech- 
nology utilization ttt NASA. He 
as ked Mr. Hills for advice on the 
feasibility of his approach. 

The response Mr. Hills gave, 
according to Mr. McCarthy, was, 
“What do you want to do? Raise 
the Andrea Doria?” 

Along with many other research 
people contacted by Mr. Mc- 
Carthy. Mr. Hills agreed the plnn 
was feasible. 

Another person whom Mr. Mc- 
Carthy contacted was Navy Lt. 
Robert Ballard of the Office of 
Naval Research in Boston. Lt. 
Ballard, an oceanographer, not 
only agreed it was feasible, he 
introduced Mr. McCarthy to the 
Sea Rovers, the diving group now 
involved with the project. 

According to Mr. McCarthy, he 
spoke before a meeting of the 
club and they asked him many 
critical questions. Part of the re- 
sult of the questioning was Mr. 
McCarthy’s invention of the self- 
venting device for the “infernal 
internal inflatables,” as the Sea 
Rovers dubbed the air sacs. 

No One Negative 

Of all the people whom he con- 
tacted, Mr. McCarthy said, no 
one was ever negative and “peo- 
ple tend to be negative about 
kooky ideas.” Many told him the 
system was “so simple it’s ridicu- 
lous,” he said. 

Mr. McCarthy feels there is a 
future for his plan in a safety 
program. He would like to see all 
boats carry the rubber bladders 
with a system rigged which would 
inflate them if the ship began to 
sink. With this in mind M he is 
forming a corporation cnlled 
Salvage and Ocean Safety (SOS). 
The system should, he said, make 
a ship virtually unsinkable unless 
it exploded. 

Ad Agency 

The owner of the Winchester 
Advertising and Sales Promotion 
Company, Mr. McCarthy, his wife 
and children have lived here for 
three years. They came here from 
East Patterson, New Jersey 
where Mr. McCarthy worked in 
advertising for the Royal McBee 
Corporation of New York City. 

Although he does little diving, 
Mr. McCarthy sails and has had 
a lifelong association with the 
sea. Bis father was employed by 
the United States Lines and his 
grandfather was killed at sea. 

A Navy veteran of the Korean 
War, Mr. McCarthy served as a 
gunner’s mate on the U.S.S. New 
Jersey. 

Of his education at St. Peter’s 
Prep and St. Peter’s College both 
in Jersey City, he said he had 
very little science background 
but always “got a kick out of 
physics.” Math was his “lucky 
subject” he said. 

The Andrea Doria, located in 
approximately 250 feet of water, 
about 40 miles southeast of Nan- 
tucket, is Mr. McCarthy’s next 
task. He hopes to work on raising 
the vessel next summer, working 


from surface vessels and three 
underwater habitat* to phtce the 
air sues. 

Andrea Doria 

The <153 foot metal ship sank 
after a collision with the Stock- 
holm in 1957. She was heading 
into New York from Genoa, Italy, 
with 1150 people aboard when the 
Stockholm struck her in dense 
fog, tearing a hole in her side. 
Some 52 people were lost in the 
collision. 

Earlier this year, Mr. McCarthy 
advertised for financial backing 
for his project. Those people who 
expressed interest in the project 
will be notified by Mr. McCarthy 
in the near future. He plans a 
future meeting at which he will 
show films of the raising of the 
KiWi. 

During the coming winter, he 
plans to do added research on the 
Andrea Doria and to train a 
select team of divers for the 
operation.

a coffee roasting business and owns some motion 
picture studios and has a chain of bakeries and pro- 
duces ice ueam and owns laundries and shoe repair 
shops and furniture repair shops and saw mills, and 
still has time to manufacture paint? 

No, it’s not the CIA, but that’s dose. It’s our own 
United States Department of Defense, a most enter- 
prising philanthropy, and a constant reminder that 
solving the unemployment problem need not involve 
private enterprise. 

The Defense Department also operates sea and 
air transportation services, restaurants, ice plants, 
clothing manufacturing, dry cleaning businesses, 
motor vehicle repair shops, bailing scrap metal, ship 
building and repair yards, tire retreading enter- 
prises. tugboat services, warehouses, weapons and 
munitions manufacturing.

For political practitioners— lawmakers, Governors, 
lobbyists, bureaucrats— it is a text worth keeping in 
die desk drawer. 

In fact, most people in politics vylio work on pro- 
grams, policy and legislation constantly complain 
that the busiessmen and executives they work with, 
arc generally unaware of why their own businesses 
arc regulated and why their suggestions are unreason- 
able. 

If more well-intentioned people with ideas would 
find out lirst why government relations with their 
industries are what they are anti why they cannot 
be reversed in a month, both sides could save some 
time. 

A definitive book that explains in simple language 
the why, the background, the scope and the theory 
of government regulation in taxation, tariffs, adver- 
tising, patents, drugs, rails, carriers, airways, water- 
ways. publishing, utilities, mining, monopolies, trusts 
and ttailc deserves a place in the library of any 
person whose business brings him in contau with 
government. 

Prof. Smead’s book is, all tilings considered, light 
reading— if tariffs tan be called soineiliiug light, of 
course.

This special staff is now reduc- 
ed to five and one-half. With the 
former six a teacher could meet 
with a child for one-half hour a 
day at a one-to-one or slightly 
greater ratio, according to Dr. 
Walter P. Gleason, assistant su- 
perintendent for curriculum and 
instruction. For the balance of 
the day students meet with regu- 
lar classes. 

In the discussion, which lasted 
about an hour, Mr. Schroeder 
came out against what he termed 
“lavish” expenditure. Comment- 
ing that only 60 communities, out 
of 208 in the State participated 
in such a program, he asktd why 
Winchester was one of the se. By 
projecting to coming years he 
wondered what the increase over 
the present eight would be in 
time. 

Paul Del Rossi expressed a 
strong desire to have professional 
opinions and data available to the 
School Committee so that the 
merit of the program could be 
more clearly evaluated. 

One parent who spoke at the 
meeting, asking whether such a 
program can be measured by sta- 
tistics, told the Committee that 
he had two children who partici- 
pated in this program. One child 
has graduated from that class and 
the other is now able to “hold on.” 

Besides personnel, the location 
of the learning disabilities pro- 
gram is also a problem. One sug- 
gestion was to place them in some 
part of Marycliff Academy until 
the Main Street office of the 
School Superintendent has been 
left vacant when the move to the 
Sanborn House at Marycliff is 
made. This would allow the use of 
the Main Street office by the class. 

Marycliff Architect 

In other business of the eve- 
ning Richard B. Lawrance, School 
Committee and Elementary School 
Building Sub-Committee member, 
reported that the Sub-Committee 
had made a selection of the archi- 
tect for the redesign «f Mary- 
cliff Academy. The contract will 
be awarded to Architects Design 
Group, Inc., of Boston. 

Dr. Lawrance requested that 
the Committee send preliminary 
education specifications to the 
firm to facilitate the start of such 
plans. These would be “for in- 
formational purposes only,” not 
binding on the Committee. At 
present the firm is scheduled to 


devote three weeks to preliminary 
designs and eight weeks to work- 
ing plans and specifications. 

Other action brought about 
unanimous approval for the mo- 
tion of Richard Schroeder to “sus- 
pend indefinitely” the right to al- 
low non-resident tuition-paying 
students to attend Winchester 
schools during the regular school 
year, with the exception of chil- 
dren of the school department 
staff. This has been a spoken, not 
written, policy which the Super- 
intendent has followed since 1964. 
That rulo providing for non-tui- 
tion-paying students is already 
part of the rules and regulations. 

The Committee also discussed 
the recommendation to award 
bids for the purchase of mathe- 
matics calculators. Options facing 
them involve the purchase of the 
calculators at the present time, 
a three-year leasing of the ma- 
chines followed by their purchase 
and the purchase now on the 
promise that the company would 
buy back the machines in three- 
years’ time. 

A decision was tabled for a 
future meeting beeause the Com- 
mittee is not convinced that the 
use of calculators is necessary. 
Mr. Del Rossi stated that he had 
not been assured by the memo- 
randum presented to the Commit- 
tee in July by John J. Waite Jr., 
director of mathematics, and 
Joseph C. Forte, principal of Mc- 
Call Junior High School, that the 
calculators merit such an ex- 
penditure. He suggested that the 
money might better be spent in 
such a case on remedial educa- 
tion in the lpwer grades. 

Reports 

Time was allotted for reports , 
from liaison members of the 
School Committee. Mrs. Mary A. 
Mears, who attended the recent 
Concern meeting, was struck by 
the discussion of drugs which 
took place there and recommend- 
ed that a member of the guidance 
staff attend these meetings. 

Chairman Mrs. Harriet Diete- 
rich announced that she was re- 
signing from the Secondary 
School Building Sub-Committee 
and was appointing Dr. Lawrance 
in her place. 

In other discussion the mem- 
bers talked about the possibility 


of the acquisition of back land 
to Wyman School. Superintendent 
Klemer and William F. Clark, as- 
sistant superintendent for ad- 
ministrative services, felt the 
Committee should recommend to 
the Selectmen that no action be 
taken for purchase of the “canal 
bed.” 

Opposed to this was Mrs. 
Mears who feels that the land 
is suitable for construction of a 
much needed walkway and warns 
that land prices go up each day 
of hesitation. The Elementary 
School Building Sub-Committee 
will be consulted. 

The Committee moved into ex- 
ecutive session to discuss person- 
nel matters and appointments, 
school staff negotiations and 
financial problems. 

The next meeting of the School 
Committee, marking the start of 
their 1969-1970 calendar, will be 
held on Monday, September 8.

and the second floor in the physi- 
cal education wing. The revised 
plan would eliminate approxi- 
mately 14 per cent of the space 
provided in the original plans. 

Following discussion of Mr. 
Crimp’s proposal, the committees 
asked him to prepare a tabulation 
of the anticipated reduction in 
cost which would occur if the re- 
vised plans were accepted. 

Early in the meeting Mr. Crimp 
had read a letter to the committee 
from an official at Boston Edison 
suggesting tht due to the reduc- 
tion in electrical rates, electric 
heat might be feasible for the new 
building. The committees asked 
Mr. Crimp to study further the 
costs involved. 

Overall, the committee express- 
ed concern that a decision about 
the school and the time to go out 
for bids again should be made 
rapidly. The committee discussed 
at some length the rising cost of 
construction. 

A meeting has been set for 
Thursday, September 4, for the 
two building committees and Mr. 
Crimp. At this time Mr. Crimp 
expects to have figures available 
in relation to possible changes in 
tho plans.

BOOK REVIEW

MISS ELIZABETH 

A Memoir 


by 


Elizabeth Anderson and Gerald R, Kelly 

A matter-of-fact, extremely interesting memoir by 
Elizabeth Anderson of her life with Sherwood An- 
derson as his third wife and thereafter. His restless, 
moody personality becomes increasingly evident up 
to the time he suggested that Elizabeth visit her 
family and then wrote her a one-sentence letter — 
“I just wish you would not come back.” She never 
saw him again. 

More interesting than her analysis of Sherwood 
are her description of friends in the Village, perhaps 
because they were more interesting people to begin 
with. Sherwood was reportedly charming, among 
other things, but the charm doesn’t come through in 
his wife’s account. Elizabeth Prall had come to New 
York in, 1916, gone to Library School at the New 
York Public Library and became manager of the 
Doubleday Doran Bookshop, next to Lord and Tay- 
lor’s. She met Sherwood there and the many literary 
figures, already famous or to become so, who peopled 
her world. William Faulkner was a salesman for 
Doubleday and gave her the name “Miss Elizabeth” 
which stuck. He worked out his fiction in lurid ac- 
counts which he claimed to be autobiographical, “lit- 
erary plunder,” and his friends would find in his 
novels tales he had told long since before. Since he 
drank himself to sleep every night and had a glass 
of “white mule” for breakfast every morning, fact 
and fiction could very well have seemed to be one to 
him. 

Maxwell Bodenheim, “one of the filthiest poets 
around, physically and poetically,” seemed to be 
“lurking around wherever you went” in those dim 
and far-off times. His usual occupation was reciting 
his own poetry “always at the wrong time and 
place.” He doesn’t seem to have been one of Miss 
Elizabeth’s favorites. But she was very fond of Edna 
St. Vincent Millay, a close neighbor — “a lovely, 
charming creature and hopelessly irresponsible, 
though no one minded in the least.” Susan Glaspell 
lived in Elizabeth’s house fot a while, writing a long 
book about Greece. 

Stark Young was another intimate, “a deeply dis- 
appointed man.” He had been fired from Amherst 
College, where he taught English Literature when 
Robert Frost, also a professor at Amherst, claimed 
that Stark was an “out and out” homosexual and 
therefore unfit to teach in a college with young boys 
around. A ridiculous idea according to his friends, 
“for Stark would not have seduced a male student 
any more than Frost would have seduced a female 
one.” Theodore Dreiser, Scott Fitzgerald, Anita 
Loos, and many more of that fascinating ilk feuded 
or befriended among themselves but certainly always 
communicated. The one person who made Elizabeth 
really lose her cool was Ernest Hemingway. Sher- 
wood had been responsible for the publication of 
Hemingway’s first book. Ernest acknowledged the 
favor by savagely parodying Anderson’s style in 
“Torrente *f Spring” and writing him that since he, 
Hemingway^ was now in print, Sherwood was wash- 
ed up as a writer. - Nice guy, our Papa. 

After her abrupt dismissal by Anderson, Miss 
Elizabeth went to Mexico and opened a shop in Tax- 
co, selling native embroideries. Now, at eighty-four, 
she is still running it. The people, celebrities and art- 
ists, who came and went in Taxco, were as diverse 
and individual as those in Greenwich Village. Cer- 
tainly, there are no dull moments and in a quaint 
yet perk style, the author involves her readers in an 
absorbing life.

The entire residential home 
program will he assigned to a 
director, whose responsibilities 
will include futjd raising, coordi- 
nation of personnel and admini- 
stration of professional programs. 

Working under this director 
will be the house parents, whose 
province while living with the 
children will he to provide coun- 
selling and guidance and manage 
household affairs. 

Those children selected for 
trial admittance to the program 
will Imve met with the approval 
of the director, the house parents 
and other residents of the home. 

Programming 

Residence in these two houses 
will afford several offerings to 
occupants. There will be indivi- 
dual and group therapy provided 
with the aid of a consulting psy- 
chiatrist. 

The children will continue to 
attend local public schools and 
the home will provide tutoring 
and counselling on a regular 
basis. Volunteers from the com- 
munity and surrounding colleges 
will be necessary for the tutorial 
program. 

Job training will be accomplish- 
ed through the programs of exist- 
ing agencies. In addition recrea- 
tional and social offerings will be 
available with emphasis upon 
group (sharing of household 
duties) and community living. 

Mr. Johnston expressed hope 
that in time the residential homes 
might be coupled with a residen- 
tial treatment house for severely 
disturbed children from the ages 
of four to ten. This arrangement 
would be unique in the United 
States. 

The projected budget for one 
calendar year is $74,000, or $90 
per week, per resident. The Action 
Corps would be reimbursed by the 
State for the greater part of this, 
however, funds are needed. 

Staff and professional person- 
nel account for the larger section 
of this figure with $42,600. Hous- 
ing and living expenses are esti- 
mated at $28,460 and $3,000 has 
been added for other administra- 
tion and supplies. 

The Massachusetts Action 
Corps has been endorsed by the. 
Kennedy family and by the Rob- 
ert F. Kennedy Memorial Fund. 
The organization will act as an 
information and referral center 
for other gToups and agencies 
dealing in these areas. It will also 
send a limited number of pro 
posals for consideration to the 
RFK Memorial Fund in Wash- 
ington. 

Trial Period 

The residential home program 
will be given a trial period of 
approximately eight to 12 months. 
If successful, the Action Corps 
will try to organize other homis 
in suburban communities. 

During this time the group will 
be investigating their secondary 
level which involves problem 
areas such as the farmworkers, 
etc. University and college chap- 
ters of the Massachusetts Action 
Corps are promising, but Mr.

Car Inspection 
Here Again 

‘Nearly two-and-a-half million 
vehicles must be inspected during 
the six-week compulsory motor 
vehicle inspection period from Sep- 
tember 1 through October 15,” Reg- 
istrar Richard McLaughlin has an- 
nounced. 

Vehicles to be inspected include 
passenger and other types of motor 
vehicles, trucks, trailers, motorcy- 
cles, motorscooters and motorbikes, 
school buses, and vehicles with 
farm, dealer, repair, and owner- 
repair plates. Only vehicles with 
the green inspection sticker will be 
allowed on the highways after Oc- 
tober 15. 

4 *I have instructed official sta- 
tions to conduct a thorough inspec- 
tion of all parts required by law. 
No haphazard inspections will be 
tolerated,” the Registrar said. "Sta- 
tions violating inspection proced- 
ures will be suspended. 

In cooperation with Federal, 
State and other agencies, special 
attention will be paid to excessive 
smoke emissions which contribute 
to air pollution and are u health 
hazard. 

Supervisor of Equipment Joseph 
Hourihan said, “Vehicles which 
emit excessive smoke from the ex- 
haust system will not be issued in- 
spection stickers. Parking brakes 
must hold in forward and reverse 
positions or a sticker will not be 
issued. If the covering on number 
plates affects the legibility or sub- 
stantially diminishes the reflective 
qualities of the plates, a sticker 
will not be issued.” 

Registrar McLaughlin advised 
drivers to do a pre-inspection sur- 
vey and have repairs made before 
the inspection rush.

Completes Second Season 

The Winchester Summer Community Theatre climaxed its second 
season with "Harvey” last Friday and Saturday evenings. Mary Chase’s 
ever popular comedy was directed, produced, anff staged wirh the pro- 
fessional touch that followers of this new theatre group have come 
to know and appreciate. 


Jack Sweet was nothing short 
of delightful, sustaining through- 
out the play all the naivete, ec- 
centricity, and happy gentileness 
that is the character, Elwood P. 
Dowd. 

Ruth Gottschalk (Veta and 
Cathy Votaw (Myrtle Mae), sister 
and niece of Elwood, were very 
believable in a not so believable 
human dilemma. They love Elwood, 
but not the social embarrassment 
caused by his invisible six and one- 
half foot white rabbit friend. The 
anxiety of the older woman and 
the impatience of the younger were 
exhibited with clear understanding 
of the characters created by Miss 
Chase. It was not with malice but 
desperation that the plan to com- 
mit Elwood to Chumley’s Rest 
evolved. 

Interspersed with the hilarity 
of sister instead of brother getting 
committed was the romantic, if 
stormy, interlude between Dr. 
Sanderson and Nurse Kelly. Bob 
Leverone gave a polised perform- 
ance in his role of the handsome, 
arrogantly self-assured young 
doctor. Susan Carnduff displayed 
sensitivity in the role of Ruth 
Kelly R.N. as her real feeling for 
the doctor came across thinly dis- 
guised by the pique of her heated 
repartee. 

Dick Wilcox most effectively 
portrayed Dr. Chumley. Officious- 
ness to interest to wonder tinged 
with envy, marked the changes in 
characterization as Dr. Chumley 
became involved with Elwood and 
friend Harvey. Mr. Wilcox’s fine 
stage voice ranged from authori- 
tarian brusqueness to wistful lone- 
liness as the action developed. 

One unchanging character was 
Duane Wilson, attendant and 
strong arm at Chumley’s Rest, in- 
terested only in getting patients 
(mistaken or real) off to the hydro 
tub for therapy. Craig Nickerson 
in the role gave a very credible 
performance. 

The slightly less than efficient 
Judge Gaffney, family lawyer to 
the Dowd household, was comically 
played by Dick Cox. 

From the supporting roles came 
delightful moments in the evening’s 
entertaniment. Doris Bryant (Mrs. 
Chauvenet) was the prototype busy- 
body, and Elizabeth Hoxie (Mrs. 
Chumley) charmed the audience as 
the sweet* if somewhat vague, dis- 
penser of goodwill. 


The sustained excellence in the 
smaller roles reflects credit on the 
efforts of the Winchester Summer 
Community Theatre to give sum- 
mer audiences polished perform- 
ances. Winston Gottschalk (E. J. 
Lofgren) and Edith Brown (Mrs. 
Johnson) provided in their vignette 
appearances, a touch of reality to 
the mad goings on. 

Enjoyment of "Harvey” was not 
limited to the competence of the 
cast. The detailed set was, itself, a 
joy to an appreciative audience. 
The back wall of the library set 
was testament to the artistic talent 
of Barbara Horrigan. 

Artistic excellence was in evi- 
dence even in the lobby where, 
during intermission, one could 
wander through an interesting ar- 
ray of arts and crafts of such 
varied materials as feathers, paper, 
glass, and copper. The display 
featuring a large yellow net rab- 
bit was arranged by Mrs. Marjorie 
Rice of Arlington, an instructor in 
the arts and crafts field throughout 
the United States and Mrs. Alice 
Yagjian of the Children’s Work- 
shop in Winchester. 

In two short seasons, WSCT has 
demonstrated a freshness and pro- 
fessionalism worthy of note. It is 
this writer’s hope that the Win- 
chester Summer Community The- 
atre will continue to raise its 
orange and green flag in the sum- 
mers to come.

When he and 
his parents moved to Winchester 
several years ago, he had already 
acquired the talent of a marksman. 

During the winter months Jay, 
who will be a seventh grader this 
fall in the Wyman Annex at Lynch 
Junior High School, practices about 
an hour a day on the Winchester 
Police Department range and par- 
ticipates in the Winchester Recre- 
ation Department marksmanship 
program. 

An impressive contrast to the 
boy’s 75-pound weight is the 12 
pound Remington 40XB rifle which 
he uses. It has been altered to suit 
his height and reach. 

Competing now in the expert 
class, which is just below the top 
class of master, Jay has a collec- 
tion of trophies which mark his 
rise. Included here is the under 14 
national championship which he 
earned while at summer camp. Ac- 
cording to his father, Judson 
James, perhaps only 300 shooters 
in the nation have ever achieved a 
perfect score such as the one Jay 
turned in at Damariscotta. 

Jay not only has the obvious 
ability to “hit the mark,” but is 
also reputed to have a familiarity 
and understanding of his equip- 
ment and the process of shooting 
which further his reputation. But 
most of all is what his father re- 
fers to as “dedication.” 

Mr. James also notes that most 
competitive shooters are not hunt 
ers, but are scrupulously careful 
about gun safety.

Without interference it see 
relatively simple to reach either 
seven clubs or seven hearts, either 
of which makes with six club 
tricks, five heart tricks, the ace of 
diamonds and a diamond ruff. Des 
pite only thirty points, the hands 
have these solid suits to run — the 
key to many a slam. The only catch 
in the bidding, therefore, is not to 
go up too fast, but to find the fit in 
the second suit. 

Now, however, let’s take a look 
at West’s hand. Isn’t that a great 
combination of cards to make troub- 
le with? North bids a club, South 
responding one heart, and West has 
the choice of bidding either spades, 
diamonds, or the unusual two no 
trump asking partner to name one 
of the unhid suits. I prefer the two 
no trump call, for it eats up North- 
South’s bidding room. Maybe they 
won’t find that second-suit fit. 

In actual play, there must have 
been some interfering Wests, for 
five North-Souths stopped at game, 
five reached the slam, and one en- 
terprising west was allowed to sac 
rifice at five diamonds for a top 
board. 

In fact, if a really nerve-wrack 
ing sacrifice appeals to you, if 
you’re sitting West and North- 
South bids seven hearts, you’ll give 
them fewer points (1400-1700) for 
setting you five or six tricks at sev- 
en spades than letting them make 
seven hearts (2210).

Marycliff Academy 
Redesign Contract 
Receives Approval 

The joint committee of the Permanent Ruilding Committee and 
the Elementary School Ruilding Sub-Committee has approved the pro- 
posed contract submitted by Architects Design Group Inc., of Boston, 
the firm selected for the rccUcsign of Marycliff Academy. 


The contract is now subject to the review and approval of Town 
Counsel Leonard J. Mullen Jr., and Town Comptroller James Costello. 


Following the committees’ vote 
discussion on the renovation of 
the school was undertaken with 
Herbert Hamilton Jr. and Gunnar 
Kurzennieks, representatives of 
Architects Design Group, at the 
Tuesday evening, September 2, 
meeting. 

The contract will become bind- 
ing when it has been signed by 
representatives of the architec- 
tural firm and the 10 members of 
the Permanent Building Commit- 
tee. This will follow Mr. Mullen’s 
and Mr. Costello’s approvals. 

The Town voted a total con- 
struction cost of $325,000. Within 
the proposed agreement, costs 
have been broken down to $245,- 
000 for the total construction con- 
tract, $40,000 for equipment, $27,- 
085 for the architect’s fee on the 
basis of 11.3 per cent of the total 
construction cost, and a balance 
of $12,315 for contingency fees. 


The agreement is retroactive to 
Friday, August 29. 

Restrictions 

Mr. Hamilton, emphasizing that 
the sum of $245,000 was not a 
fixed amount, but rather the most 
appropriate sight within which to 
work at this time, stressed that it 
will be part of the firm’s responsi- 
bility to stay within this cost. He 
cites the two constraints on the 
project as being the physical con- 
strictions of the building itself 
and the limitations of funds. 

There seemed to be a general 
nodding approval among the joint 
committee that the Chairman 
should be authorized to use funds 
without the immediate consent of 
the committee in such cases as ap- 
pear necessary due to time limita- 
tions. A vote would come to the 
committtee “after the fact.” It 
was suggested that such moderate 
amounts might be taken from the 
contingency fees budget. 
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Teacher Orientation Held 
As School Year Begins 

A luncheon was given to welcome the 54 staff members new to 
Winchester Public Schools on Thursday, August 28 at Lynch Junior 
High School. 

Among the group introduced were Town Hall, School Department 
and School Co train itcc personnel. 


Director of Personnel, Henry 
B. Perry, hosted the luncheon 
which was catered by lunchroom 
supervisor Mrs. Kay O’Brien and 
her corps of school cafeteria 
workers and junior high school 
waitresses. 

Mr. Perry introduced Superin- 
tendent Donald A. Klemer who in 
turn introduced Edward Donnelly, 
executive secretary to the Se- 
lectmen. Also present to explain 
insurance details to the new 
teachers during orientation were 
Comptroller James Costello and 
Mrs. Chris MacDonald from the 
Town Hall. 

Chairman of the School Com- 
mittee Mrs. Harriet Dieterich 
welcomed those assembled with 
the words, “We are happy that 
you chose to come to Winchester 
to teach. This is a Town that 
cares about its schools.” She ex- 
tended her best wishes to the new 
staff members for a successful 
year. 

Milburn Dixon, president of the 
Winchester Education Associa- 
tion, encouraged the new teach- 
ers to ask for help when they 
need it and assured them that the 
present staff is a group of warm 
and friendy fellow workers who 
are eager to assist them. 

Dr. Waiter Gleason spoke to 
the group about the total curricu- 
lum picture explaining what the 
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present organization is for mak- 
ing decisions, determining cur- 
riculum, spoke about the quality 
of the decisions and how the cur- 
riculum is put into operation. He 
also outlined the ways in which 
“we are going to make it pos- 
sible for the staff and students 
to explore new ways of learning, 
developing new instructional or- 
ganizations and to explore ways 
of developing personal skills and 
values.”

Traffic Skirmishes In Town 
Precede Labor Day Weekend 


The days immediately preced- 
ing the Labor Day weekend prov- 
ed to be the most hazardous for 
traffic in Winchester. Two motor 
vehicle accidents occurred on 
Wednesday, August 27, and two 
the following day, Thursday. 

At the intersection of Main 
Street and Russell Road the auto- 
mobile of John Hogle of Woburn 
was in collision with that of Mrs.

When Mrs. Lindmark com- 
plained of pain to Officer John 
Frongillo, he stopped Firefighter 
Robert Sullivan in the Fire Pre- 
vention car and had her taken to 
Winchester Hospital. 

Both were travelling north on 
Main Street when, as Mrs Lind- 
mark related to police, she signal- 
led for a right turn into Russell 
Road. It was at this time that 
the collision occurred, damaging 
the right side from fender to 
fender of Mrs. Lindmark’s car 
and the left front fender and 
door of Mr. Hogle’s automobile. 


The case began when Winches- 
ter Police responded to a tele- 
phone call from the Bruce Road 
residence on July 3.

Latin America

Firemen-Town 
Anticipate End 
Of Arbitration 

\ decision was expected late 
yesterday in the dispute between 
Firefighters Local 1564 and the 
Town Collective Bargaining Com- 
mittee from the representative 
fact finder of the American Arbi- 
tration Association. 

William Fallon of Boston was 
selected as the fact finder in the 
dispute. The first hearing was 
held on May 19 on the wage issue 
which remained unresolved after 
collective bargaining since Janu- 
ary. 

Among the contract areas un- 
resolved through collective bar- 
gaining was vacation pay. The 
Town offered a four-week vaca- 
tion period after 15 years of ser- 
vice on a Town-wide employment 
basis. The Firefighters asked for 
the Civil Service vactaion scale of 
two week’s vacation for one year 
of service; three for five years; 
and four for 10 years. 

The Town’s Collective Bargain- 
ing Committee includes Select- 
men Edmund Williams and Ralph 
Swanson; Personnel Board mem- 
ber Samuel Reid; Finance Com- 
mittee Chairman Robert Grenze- 
back; Attorney Mark Gallagher 
and Selectmen’s Executive Secre- 
tary Edward Donnelly. 

Representatives of the Fire- 
fighters Local 1564 are President 
Joseph Riga, Secretary-Treasurer 
William O’Leary and Attorney 
Dominic Caronna of Worcester. 

Both the Town Committee and 
the Firefighters Union had peti- 
tioned the American Arbitration 
Association for aid in the dispute. 
Mr. Fallon has met separately 
with both sides to learn the facts 
of the situation. 

Following his study and survey 
of the facts, Mr. Fallon will pre- 
sent what he feels is a just com- 
promise. His findings are not 
legally binding in this state.

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Before it reaches a decision on 
the amount of money necessary to 
request for the completion of 
the project, the Board has asked 
Mr. Kramer to present a complete 
and detailed list of the known and 
anticipated costs for continuation 
of the project. 

The cost list will be presented 
to the Board at its meeting this 
Monday night. 

In August Mr. Kramer met 
with the Board and told them he 
had approximately $5,895 left to 
complete the project. Since that 
time, he said Monday night,$2,- 
822 has been spent on excavation 
and backfill for the supports for 
the addition to the smokestack 
and $2,150 was used to purchase 
parts for the controls. This leaves 
approximately $1,013 in the ac- 
count for the repairs, he said. 

At the moment, it will be neces- 
sary to spend $5,850 on labor to 
install and calibrate the instru- 
ments in the controls; $3,000 to 
adjust and correct the draft in- 
struments and $1,000 for inciden- 
tal work including the removal of 
some insulation in order to re- 
place faulty heating wires, Mr. 
Kramer told the Board. 

Total Cost 

He also stated that an addi- 
tional $2,600 in engineering fees 
would be required, bringing the 
total work to $12,450. This leaves 
the account $11,437 short. To this 
figure Mr. Kramer added a 25 
per cent contingency figure to 
cover any possible ommissions to 
arrive at a figure of $15,000 in 
additional monies. 

The Board questioned Mr. 
Kramer on how the originally 
quoted cost could have been miss- 
ed by so much. He told them that 
when they had gone in and clean- 
ed out the area, it became obvious 
that repairs were needed which 
were not apparent at first. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Robert Grenzeback then asked for 
a definitive list of costs, including 
everything that had to be done to

make the incinerator operational. 

Money to repair the nine-year- 
old incinerator was requested at 
a Special Town Meeting on Feb- 
ruary 13 this year. At that time

An additional $10,860 was re- 
quested and voted at a Special 
Town Meeting on June 5. 

The incinerator was constructed 
in 1960 at a cost of $500,000. At 
the time of the 30-page engineer- 
ing report by Fay, Spofford and 
Thorndike in February, it was 
noted that “There has been little 
or no preventative maintainancc,” 
on the crane.

Few People 
In Employ 
Of Government 

A comprehensive survey of pub- 
lic employment in theUnited States 
reveals that the number of people 
in Middlesex County who are on 
local government payrolls is rela- 
tively small. 

There are fewer people so-em- 
ployed locally, in proportion to 
population, than in most parts of 
the country. 

Taken into account in the com- 
pilation are all persons who are on 
the payrolls of county governments, i 
of townships, municipalities, school 
districts and special districts. Fed- | 
eral and state employees are not 
included. 

The facts and figures relating to 
public employment and public pay- 
rolls, gathered every five years by 
the Department of Commerce in 
connection with its “Census of 
Governments,” have just been re- 
leased. 

They show a total of 38,728 per- 
sons in public employ in Middlesex 
County during the period the count 
was taken. 

Of these, 32,725 were employed 
full-time. The others, on a part- 
time basis, were converted into 
their full-time equivalent so that 
comparison might be made with 
other communities. 

The net finding is that, in terms 
of population, there is one full- 
time worker, or the equivalent, for 
every 39 local residents. 

This is a smaller number of em- 
ployees, relatively, than are on the 
payrolls of most communities in 
the United States, the average be- 
ing one for every 36 residents. 

It is smaller, also, than the 
northeastern states ratio of one 
employee per 35 people. 

In almost every section of the 
country, governments are expand- 
ing, in terms of personnel. Total 
public employment, in the five 
years since the prior survey, in- 
creased by nearly two million, or 
23 percent. More than half of it 
was accounted for by local gov- 
ernments. 

Payrolls went up at an even 
faster pace during the five years, 


rising 53 percent, according to the 
report. 

As for the picture in the local 
area, the public payroll in Middle- 
sex County reached a total of $20,- 
584,000 per month, equal to $15.57 
in cost for each local resident. 

Elsewhere in the United States 
it took an average of $15.75 per 
capita to meet monthly payroll 
costs and, in the State of Massa- 
chusetts. $16.63. (Park Row News 
Service)

Stop Smoking 
Clinic Planned 

Smokers who wish to stop srnok 
ing will have an opportunity to at- 
tend a free Stop-Smoking clinic 
conducted nt the New England 
Memorial Hospital (Stoneham) An 
ditorium at 7:30 p.m., for five con- 
secutive evenings from September 
7 to 11. 

This free community health edu 
cation clinic is being repeated to 
afford an opportunity to those who 
have not attended previous sessions 
and also for those who might need 
a re-strengthening of their desires 
to quit. 

Wnlter E. Kloss. director of the 
Five-Day Plan, and a physician 
from the Hospital, will he on hand 
each evening to point out the haz- 
ards of tobacco as related to vari- 
ous medical problems of the human 
body. Scientifie/medical evidence 
will substantiate many persons’ be- 
liefs that they are endangering 
their lives by smoking. 

Those attempting to "kick the 
habit” will know that there are 
many others going through the 
same agony and will learn to con- 
trol their urge to reach for a cig- 
arette when triggered by habit, 
emotions or nervousness. 

The clinic is conducted on an in- 
formal basis to put everyone at 
ease and no pressure is brought to 
bear upon any participant. 

Each session consists of a short 
introductory discussion of currrent 
statistics and facts on smoking, 
followed by a 20-minute documen- 
tary film on various facets of smok- 
ing. This is followed with a 20- 
minute talk by a physician on the 
harmful effects of tobacco on the 
whole body, and then the meeting 
is opened for discussion, with the 
whole group participating, and 
questions are answered by either 
the director of the plan* or the 
physician in attendance. For those 
who have never tried the plan and 
wish to give up smoking, or even 
for those who are merely “curious,” 
the sessions are a must. 

Past meetings have been attend- 
ed by men and women and young 
people of all religious persuasions, 
professions and walks of life, and 
approximately 85 percent of the 
participants who complete the five- 
day series give up the use of tobac-

The County Budget 

by Wendell H. Woodman 


At long, long last Middlesex County has a budget 
for 1969. In the interest of economy or something 
else, the taxpayers have been spared the expense of 
paying the assistant clerk of the Cambridge District 
Court a salary. Well, it wasn't really for the sake of 
economy; it was something else. 

The story bears significantly on the 1970 guber- 
natorial nomination in the Democratic Party, and 
the importance goes far beyond the boundaries of 
Middlesex County. There is a curious, almost in- 
credible history that explains why a single budget 
item in the Middlesex County budget created so 
much panic during , the six-day prorogation drive 
that ended recently. 


nominated, Brctta delivered 26 votes in the Somer- 
ville delegation to Edward McCormack. 

McCormack won the nomination on the first bal- 
lot by 20 votes. He lost the election that year to 
John Volpc by 500,000. 

Come forward three years. 

Larry Bretta won a handsome federal appointment 
in New England with an impressive salary, but with 
the inauguration of Richard Nixon as President, he 
found himself with a job security problem. He was a 
Democrat with no friend at court in the White 
House. He arranged for himself an appointment as 
the assistant clerk of the Cambridge District Court. 


It goes back to 1966 when Senate President Maurice 
Donahue and former Attorney General Edward J. 
McCormack were battling for die gubernatorial 
nomination at the Boston convention. The fight for 
delegates was too close for comfort during the final 
days. A first ballot victory began to seem impossible, 
but both Donahue and McCormack were claiming it. 

On the Sunday before the convention there was a 
meeting in Boston. Senator Edward M. Kennedy, who 
had remained aloof from the gubernatorial fight 
and promised he would keep out of it, had received 
an excellent, accurate briefing on how the first ballot 
would go. 


In a touch of party irony and for reasons that still 
seem unclear Senator Kennedy agreed to lend his 
influence to secure a first ballot nomination for his 
old ]>olitical enemy Edward McCormack. 

1 here had been talk that Kennedy would croak 
McCormack s aspirations at the first opportunity, 
and there also was speculation Kennedy hoped to 
cement relations with McCormack's uncle, John W. 
McCormack, speaker of the U.S. House of Represent- 
atives. Whatever the reason, Kennedy had hedged 
on intervening in the fight. 


About two weeks before the convention opened, 
Kennedy ga\c Donahue his personal assurances he 
(Kennedy) would stay out of the fight.

Bretta, as a county official, is salaried by the 
county. His salary has been stipulated in the 1969 
county budget which took effect last January 1. 
Unfortunately, the 1969 county budgets all must be 
approved by the Legislature, and then they are made 
retroactive to the date at which the annual payrolls 
and disbursements began — January 1, 1969. 

The Senate Chairman of the Counties Committee, 
which processes the county budgets and passes on 
them, is Sen. Denis L. McKenna of Somerville. The 
President of the Senate is Maurice Donahue. 

Auoicipating trouble in the budget, Bretta met 
recently with House Speaker David Bartley and 
secured from the Speaker a pledge that come what 
may, Bretta would not be removed from the county 
budget. The man in the House who would back 
up that guarantee would be Rep. Lawrence Smith 
(D) of Lawrence, the house chairman of the Counties' 
Committee. 

The stand-off grew in proportion. 

In the pay raise legislation for county employees, 
the Senate decreed that not one elected official in 
Middlesex County would receive a raise. The re- 
taliation stretched from one end of Middlesex to 
the other, and the Senate leaders, visibly irritated 
with Bartley’s stand on the matter, were threatening 
to keep the session going through New Year’s Day, 
or prorogue without a Middlesex County budget, or 
bludgeon the House into submission one way or 
another. 

In desperation to prorogue, the House capitulated. 
Larry Bretta is now an assistant clerk of the Cam- 
bridge District Court without a salary, all because he 
believed a fairy tale that gave Edward McCormack 
the gubernatorial nomination three years ago. 

The Bretta issue was not the only obstacle to pass- 
age ol the Middlesex County budget. There are 
other reasons that may become obvious in the near 
future. But it was the Bretta issue that brought about 
a total parting of company between Donahue and 
Bartley. 

As a candidate lor the Democratic nomination 
for Governor in 1970. Donahue I'clt both privileged 
and obliged as a senior party leader to Bartley to 
decree that the man who lost him the nomination 
be punished. And it it became necessary to spread 
that retaliation from one end ol the county to the 
oilier in punishment lot hiring* Bretta in the first 
plate, then so be it. 

It is important, Donahue’s supporters have em- 
phasized, to mete out punishment in this case be- 
cause ol its significance. In knocking Bretta from the 
budget am! in skipping Middlesex County official* 
for their graceless choice ol Bretta lor the job, Sen. 
Donahue hopes to impress delegates who are com- 
mitted to him iu 1970 with the lact that he ex- 
pects loyalty once the pledge is made. 

Larrv Bretta, for one, must be impressed at the 
moment.

This topic was raised as the re- 
sult of a discussion concerning the 
possible use of demolition prior to 
construction in the building in or- 
der to obtain more satisfactory 
estimates from contractors. Mr. 
Hamilton said that perhaps 
“probing” was a more appropri- 
ate term than demolition. 

Beginning the discussion on the 
actual redesign of Marycliff, Mr. 
Hamilton outlined the four major 
educational activities to be par- 
ticipated in by the children in 
Marycliff and the corresponding 
areas which must be provided. 
These activities are independent 
study, self-directed small group 
study, small group study super- 
intended by a teacher’s aide and 
the conventional teacher-run class 
of approximately 25 students. 

Marycliff is expected to house 
350 pupils, composed of a kinder- 
garten and grades one through 
six, each having 50 children. The 
open design will be utilized as 
much as possible on all three 
floors. 

Major Costs 

The major costs of the renova- 
tion will be in utilities. In the su- 
perficial opinions of the mechan- 
ical and electrical engineers work- 
ing with Architects Design Group, 
the present heating system, except 
for several controls, is sufficient 
and there is enough copper in the 
electrical system now to provide 
for fluorescent lighting. 

A primary concern will lie lava- 
tory facilities. At present rfll ;u;e 
located on the first floor only: an 
occurrence which may be against 
the codes of the Department of 
Public Safety. Their position, 
whether in the center or to one 
side, will determine the arrange- 
ment of other areas. 

According to Mr. Kurzennieks, 
the second floor bears mo.-t of the 
support. His suggestion is to use 
the first floor as a choral and open 
class area, due to the insulation 
of sound here, the second as a 
teacher’s and open class area and 
the third for library facilities and 
open classes. Students would be 
arranged with the highest grades 
on the top floor, moving down 
grades as floors. 

Mr. Hamilton noted that the 
form would resemble a concentric 
circle or square with independent 
studies forming the nucleus and 
moving out through the small 
groups to the conventional classes 
being held on the periphery. 

As a point of information Law- 
rence Beckley, chairman of the 
Sub-Committee, pointed out that 
the State act providing 10 per 
cent aid for the purchase of 
Marycliff Academy and for equip- 
ment did not extend to the money 
spent on redesign. This 40 per 
cent amount could yet be cut by 
the School Building Assistance 
Bureau and there is no knowledge 
of when the Town will actually 
receive this reimbursement. 

The joint committee agreed that 
Architects Design Group should 
have the choice of engineering 
firms which would assist them on 
the project. Mr. Hamilton sug- 
gested that they might be Pro- 
gressive Consulting Engineers 
Inc., of Cambridge for consulting, 
Herosy Lottero and Mason Asso- 
ciates of Boston for electrical and

Additional Money 

At the February Special Town 
Meeting, the Board of Selectmen 
requested $10,000 over the re- 
quested amount of $91,140 in 
order to raise the smokestack an 
additional 25 feet. This request 
came on the Town Meeting floor 
and was met with disapproval 
from the Finance Committee. 

Later hids for the repair work 
on the incinerator came to $96,- 
920, not leaving enough in the 
originally allocated $101,140 to 
allow for any contingencies. The 
June 5 meeting voted the addi- 
tional $10,860 for this reason. 

In other action Monday night, 
the Board heard a report from 
Town Treasurer Marguerite Troop 
on the sale of bonds for the Mary- 
cliff Academy purchase. 

The Bond sale is set for Mon- 
day, September 8 at the New 
England Merchants National 
Bank. Boston. Miss Troop told the 
Board Monday night that the bids 
must be acted upon within 24 
hours of the sale. The Board anti- 
cipates discussion of the bids at 
its meeting that night. 

The Board also discussed with 
Miss Troop the advantages and 
disadvantages of borrowing on 
short term notes in anticipation 
of going out to bid at a later 
date when interest rates might 
dip.

SURGEON’S CHOICE 

by Frank Slaughter 

Frank Slaughter is one of the distinguished com- 
pany of doctors such as A. J. Cronin and Richard 
Gordon who have turned to writing as a profession. 
He combines his knowledge of medicine with an abil- 
ity to tell a story which usually carries pertinent 
comments on the manners and mores of the times. 

The cover of the book states that it is a novel of 
medicine tomorrow, and one of the main incidents 
of the story is a heart and lung transplant. With 
the attempts at heart replacement which have so 
far taken place, and the discussions which have aris- 
en about the ethics of removing a dying person’s 
heart to give life to another, the points of view ex- 
pressed here are illuminating. 

In the following passages, Dr. Greg Alexander, 
who proposes to do the operation, and Dr. Philip 
Dennison, the country medical examiner, have ap- 
proached Judge Paul Sutler for his authority “to 
remove the heart and lungs from a dead man.” The 
donor is a murderer who had stolen a car and driven 
into the wrong lane of an expressway, where a truck 
demolished the car and severed his spinal cord in the 
lower neck region. He is unconscious and completely 
paralyzed and is unlikely to live long. He has no 
relatives or friends that can be found. Guy Mer- 
chant, the patient who need the heart, has had a 
number of coronary attacks, and it is thought he can- 
not live more than a few days without such an opera- 
tion as is proposed. 

Judge Sutler is speaking: 

“Undoubtedly, the state would put Lawson in the 
gas chamber, if he could ever be brought to 
trial.” 

“I’m afraid that’s never going to happen,” said 
Greg. 

“I’m dealing only in hypothesis now,” Judge Sut- 
ler explained. “Until Lawson’s in prison and a 
death order has been signed, we have no right 
to become his executioner.” 

“This isn’t an execution,” Greg protested, “I 
fully intend to take measures to keep him alive 
as long as possible.” 


“Won’t that defeat your purpose, if the patient 
you’re trying to help is going downhill?” 

“It’s a risk we shall have to take,” said Greg. 

“In organ transplantation there are two major 
problems; first, preserving the donor organs 
until they can be connected up to the circulation 
of the recipient. And second, overcoming the 
tendency of the body to reject any tissue that 
isn’t its own.” . . . 

“Greg and I have discussed the question of what 
standards to use in determining death, sir,” said 
the medical examiner. “We both agree that the 
three usual criteria — absence of heartbeat, ab- 
sence of respiration and absence of brain ac- 
tivity must be observed.” 

“I wonder if they’re enough from the moral view- 
point,” said Judge Sutler. “What worries me 
is that, if you can take Lawson’s heart out of 
his body, put it into someone else, and start it 
to 'beating again, it couldn’t possibly have been 
dead in the first place. ... If you can take a 
living, vital ’organ from a man’s body, aren't you 
in essence committing murder?” 

“Not when the organ you removed is the only 
part of him that could be considered aliveU’ Greg 
argued. “Actually, though, I believe the moral 
question solves itself.” 


“How?” 


“My obligation as a physician is to keep a human 
being alive as long as my abilities and the re- 
sources at my disposal will allow. In this ease, 

I shall be going one step farther than is ordinar- 
ily the case by keeping Lawson’s heart alive 
even after the rest of his body is dead.” 

“There’s a nice point of something there,” the 
judge admitted wryly, “but I’m not quite sure 
what it is.” 

The rest of the book is concerned with the lives of 
various doctors and their wives. 

Perhaps the “villains” of Mr. Slaughter’s story 
do not carry as much conviction as the “good guys,” 
but this is still an interesting and absorbing novel.

“This must be a joint effort,” he 
said. “Drivers must anticipate the 
presence of children on highways 
near schools and playgrounds and 
be prepared to stop in time to 
avoid a collision. Parents must also 
anticipate unsafe behavior by chil- 
dren and provide proper supervi- 
sion to protect them. 

“Strict observance of school zone 
signs and speed limits, and com- 
pliance with the school bus law 
which requires vehicles to stop 
when blinker lights are flashing 
no matter in which direction the 
bus is. heading are the driver’s 
responsibility,” Registrar Mc- 
Laughlin said. 

The only exceptions to the rule 
are when the School bus is on the 
opposite side of a divided highway 
or when the driver signals to pro- 
ceed.

False Claims 
On Insurance 
Is Subject 
Of Crackdown 

How often are there phony acci- 
dent insurance claims? 

Fewer than one might think, as- 
serts Commissioner C. Eugene Far- 
nam. But, he adds, it is when genu- 
ine claims are grossly exaggerated 
that the real abuse — with attendant 
higher auto insurance costs — re- 
sults. 

A key to the new operation of the 
Massachusetts Fraudulent Claims 
Bureau (FCB) will be inevitable 
checkups of those few lawyers, doc- 
tors and auto body shop operators 
who now act unscrupulously. 

Unfortunately, Commissioner 
Farnam says, even automotive busi- 
nessmen with normally high ideals 
succumb to this device — either to 
help out a friend, or a good custo- 
mer, or possible to be “a good fel- 
low” in a situation where it won’t 
hurt him (the businessman) finan- 
cially. 

Almost inevitably in this day and 
age, the computer will be an integ- 
ral part of the FCB claim-busting 
operation. 

The computers will disclose any 
pattern of collusion, according to 
Commissioner Farnam. 

Each insurance company doing 
business within the state must turn 
over, within 30 days, to the FCB 
all claims for bodily injury and 
property damage losses which ex- 
ceed $200. 

These forms are fed into the com- 
puter. One box on the form is vi- 
tal — when a company representa- 
tive checks that box it mean’s he’s 
suspicious of the claim — and the 
FCB examiner is alerted immedi- 
ately. 

The next step for the investi- 
gator is a visit to the company to 
pick up the actual case file, and the 
launching of an in-depth investiga- 
tion into the case. 

Corps of Investigators 

Commissioner Farnam notes that 
the FCB investigative action won’t 
be limited merely to individual cas- 
es. 

“Quite possibly, wc will get tips 
of massive wrong-doing in a par- 
ticular section of the state,” he said. 
‘In that case, we would assign a 
corps of investigators to that area.” 

All evidence of fraud uncovered 
by this new agency will be turned 
over to the office of the attorney 
general or district attorneys for 
prosecution. 

Significantly, the triumvirate 
heading the FCB — the insurance 
and state police commissioners and 
the registrar of motor vehicles — 
each has chosen to become personal- 
ly involved in this anti-fraud battle. 

Eaeh is throwing the resources 
of his department into the fight, 
and euch has stressed the impor- 
tance of the war on fraud to those 
under him. 

Most significantly, Commission- 
ers Farnam and Luughlin and Reg- 
istrar McLaughlin are presiding 
personally at the regular meetings 
of the board — despite the fact the 
members are authorized by the stat- 
ute to be represented at meetings 
by their designees. 

This interest from the top at 
these three sensitive agencies 
should have happy results — more 
effectiveness in the anti- fraud war, 
and a real assault on a basic causo 
of high auto insurance rates.

Mr. Rothermel 
Receives Patent 
For Invention 


Edward M. Rothermel of 12 
Madison Avenue West was the re- 
cipient on August 5 of U.S. patent 
No. 3,459,400, entitled “Vibration 
Damping Pad.” 

Numerous types of machinery 
operate in such a manner that 
vibrations are imparted to the 
machine and tend to cause it 
gradually to move. Vibrations are 
sometimes set up within the 
machine itself and interfere with 
the handling of loose supplies such 
as tacks, eyelets or thread. These 
vibrations also create unpleasant 
sound effects that are transmitted 
to the floors and walls of the fac- 
tory. 

To cope with this problem of 
vibrations, it is important that the 
machinery be secured effectively 
to the floor or other support and 
that it be mounted on one or more 
pads that absorb or cushion the 
vibrations of the machine. Various 
types of pads have been used for 
this purpose. 

Mr. Rothermel has devised a 
novel and improved vibration damp- 
ing pad which affords advantages 
over those heretofore in use. In 
particular, he provides a pad con- 
sisting of alternate plies of rub- 
ber and plastic material that are 
united permanently, as by curing, 
between two external plies of tough, 
resilient and elastic rubber-like 
material. The upper ply, which 
contacts the base or frame of the 
machine being supported, is about 
one-quarter of an inch thick. 

As the feature of the invention, 
and as described in detail in the 
specifications and drawing of the 
patent, the upper or facing ply of 
the pad is provided with a herring- 
bone pattern of hook-shaped cuts 
or slashes which, although they 
leave the exposed surface smooth, 
nevertheless constitute a number 
of closely spaced, diamond-shaped 
tongues of about one-sixteenth of 
an inch in depth. 

In other words, the vibration 
damping pad of Mr. Rothermel’s in- 
vention is of such construction that, 
when used as a support for a 
machine, the vibrations in the lat- 
ter become damped and absorbed in 
passing into the pad. Presumably 
this is because the tongues are 
free to move as a group out of 
their initial position with a con- 
stant bias or urge to return there- 
to. As a consequence, the objection- 
able effects of vibration of the 
machine are avoided. 

If desired, the bottom ply of the 
pad may also be provided with the 
herringbone pattern of hook-shap- 
ed cuts to provide still further 
advantages.

The third club in 
North’s hand can he thrown on 
South’s good third spade, and 
everything else ruffed out, making 
the five diamonds doubled. 

When I looked at the traveling 
score sheet, however, I was sur- 
prised to find us the only ones bid- 
ding the five diamonds. And think- 
ing over the bidding, I realized that 
my partner, sitting North, stopped 
to think after the opponents had hid 
the heart suit three times. At that 
point he decided that since he had 
four hearts, South couldn’t have 
any, and that with his help in 
spades and clubs, the two hands 
went together well enough for him 
to go to the game. 

Moral: You can often gain in- 
valuable information from aggres- 
sive bidding of one suit by the op- 
ponents.

School Committee Votes 
Learning Disabilities; 
Rescinds Prior Decision 


Upon reconsideration of the program to establish a class for children with severe learning disabilities, 
the Winchester School Committee voted approval of the plan at its Monday evening, September 8, meet- 
ing. 

The Committee authorized the Superintendent to hire a teacher aide, subject to formal approval of 
the Committee, for the class in severe learning disabilities at a salary not exceeding S2, < J60 to come from 
the School Department’s personnel services budget. However, only one-third ($1,216) will actually be 
paid by the Town, the remainder to be supplied through Federal aid.

Until the action approving the 
hiring of a teacher’s aide for the 
severe disabilities class, Winches- 
ter did not qualify for such 
Federal aid. The proposed staff 
of the learning disabilities pro- 
gram will include five and one- 
half teachers for the regular dis- 
abilities class und two teachers 
for the class for severe cases, 
now numbering eight.

The Winchester Advisory Com- 
mittee on this program presented 
its recommendations to the Com- 
mittee at this meeting.

Winchester’s newly initiated 
learning disabilities program. In 
1967-1968, prior to the program, 
these pupils exhibited six months 
growth for a ten month period. 
After enrollment in the 1968-1969 
classes the children demonstrated 
a growth of one year and two 
months. 

Considering the number of stu- 
dents engaged in the program, it 
was reported that for 1968-1969 
there had been 89. There were 42 
considered for the program this 
fall, totaling 131, 27 of which 
were phased out. This brings the 
fall enrollment for 1969 to 104 
students. 

Speaking als?o for the Advisory 
Committee was former School 
Committee member Attorney Wil- 
liam J. Speers Jr. He emphasized 
that these students were under- 
achievers due to perceptual handi- 
caps, not lack of intelligence, and 
that only students certified as 
such by the State can be admit- 
ted to the program. This helps to 
protect the program from un- 
necessary overpopulation. 

Children’s Hospital pediatrician 
and Advisory Committee member, 
Dr. Joel Alpert stated that the 
medical profession had “stumbled 
onto” the problem of the per- 
ceptually handicapped before the 


Fact Finder Reports In 
Firefigh ter - Town Dispu te 

A rcpo.rt has been received by the Firefighters Local 1564 and the 
Town Collective Bargaining Committee from William J. Fallon, the 
fact finder of the American Arbitration Association assigned to assess 
the sides ol the contract dispute between the two parties. 

Four Issues 


Hearings, before Mr. Fallon 
were held on May 19 and 27 after 
the contract issue remained un- 
resolved through collective bar- 
gaining since January. 

Both the Town Committee and 
the Firefighters had petitioned 
the American Arbitration As- 
sociation for aid in the dispute. 

In Massachusetts, the conclu- 
sions of the fact finder are not 
legally binding. Joseph Riga, 
president of the Firefighters 
Local 1564 and a member of the 
Local’s team in the bargaining, 
said Tuesday that the Firefight- 
ers indicated prior to the hearings 
before the fact finder that they 
would abide by his decision. 

The Firefighters’ contruet issue 
has been included by the Board 
of Selectmen in the warrant for 
the Special Town Meeting to be 
hold October 10. 

A meeting between the Fire- 
fighters’ representatives and the 
Town Committee is anticipated 
shortly to discuss the fuct finder's 
report, according to Mr. Itigu. 

Commenting on the report Mr. 
Rigu suid, “If it helps us to settle 
with the Town, then it hasn't been 
time wasted.” 


Mr. Fallon found in his study 
that four basic issues were involv- 
ed in the dispute. The issues in- 
clude the proper annual wage for 
Firefighters and whether wage 
parity with the police should be 
maintained; whether the weekly 
hours of Fi refighters should be 
reduced from 48 to 42 hours; 
whether longevity increases 
should be incorporated in the 
salary schedule for Firefighters; 
and whether the term of the 
agreement should run from April 
1, 1969 to March 31, 1970 or from 
April 1, 1969 to March 31, 1972. 

Thu conclusions reached by Mr. 
Fallon were that the contract 
should be for one year only; 
that longevity payments 
should not be included; that the 
work week shall be decreased by 
two hours each year from 1970 to 
1972; that the annual salary for 
the current year should be $8250; 
und that ull other changes and 
provisions previously agreed upon 
should be incorporated in the new 
contract.

educational profession. Recogni- 
tion and remedial work with this 
problem is of consequence slower 
in the educational system. Prior 
to reading a letter from three 
pediatricians who are residents 
of the Town and who voiced ap- 
proval of the program for Win- 
chester, Dr. Alpert questioned 
rhetorically the measurement of 
the resulting cost involved to 
society of these young who re- 
main unaided.

Discussion of the items on the 
Superintendent’s report led to 
some talk on the modular-type 
scheduling being implemented in 
McCall and Lynch Junibr High 
Schools this fall.

plans, Mr. Crimp told the com-

CONCERN has met with mem- 
bers of RADAR, the Regional As- 
sociation of Drug Action Repre- 
sentatives, during the summer. 
RADAR is a voluntary, non-prof- 
it, charitable organization of com- 
munity representatives formed to 
compile and give out information 
for drug action groups; to ex-

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Mr. Crimp stressed that if the

In further discussion of the al- 
ternatives facing the cojnmittees, 
it was brought out that to rebid 
at this time without Town Meet- 
ing approval of additional funds 
would be reflected in the new 
bids. Mr. Crimp, Thomas 
Coronis and Joseph Vaccaro, 
all familiar with the construction 
industry, stated that the contrac- 
tors would not bid the job know- 
ing that the Town had not voted 
tho additional funds as yet. 

All three agreed that the low 
bid of $10,545,069 was unreason- 
ably high. They considered No- 
vember as a good time to go out 
to bid again. 

For these reasons it wus voted 
to request tho Special Town 
Meeting. 

The committees agreed to put 
the bids on the school out us a 
combined unit, not including the 
tennis courts and the finished 
grading. Mr. Crimp also suggest- 
ed putting the piles out to bid 
seperutely while the plans aru 
being redrawn. 

In other business, the commit- 
tees voted to accept the resigna- 
tion of Mrs. Harriet Dieterich, 
School Committee chairman, from 
the Sub-committee and the ap- 
pointment of Dr. Richard Luw- 
rance us the representative from 

the School Committee. 


The Secondary Schools Build- 
ing Sub-committee and the Per- 
manent Building Committee had 
voted at their meeting last Thurs- 
day night to ask the Selectmen to 
call the Special Meeting as close to 
October 16 as possible. The com- 
mittee hopes to bo able to rebid 
the school by early November. 

Selectman John Sullivan, who 
attended the building committees’ 
Thursday meeting, reported to the 
Board on it. He discussed with the 
Board the nine alternatives pro- 
posed by Architect Frank Crimp 
of Crimp, Brown, and Fisher, 
Inc., architects for the project. 

Ho commented on the feeling of

Drop-In Center: Finished Up? 


A few years apt), a group of Winchester H:c 
School students in a class were presented a chulk r^r 
by their teacher to come lip with a program thjt; 
would make this town better. Their response 
to suggest that the teenagers needed some place to 
go: a place where they could gather to talk, to pla\ 
pool or ping pong, to study, to watch television — 
a place away from home where they could go without 
resorting to the street corners. 

The class idea !>ccamc a dream in September. 1967 
— the dream then became the Drop-In Center on 
Winchester Place. Its opening in February, 1968. less 
than a year after the class discussion from which 
it grew, was heralded by the whole community as 
a fine project. 

Forming the Winchester Youth Organization to 
run the Center, the students made a valiant attempt, 
to run the Center entirely by themselves. They had 
an adult advisory board, but their own decisions 
counted. This was important because it made the 
Center theirs, not just an another adult venture to 
keep them occupied. 

This week, just two years after its formation, an- 
nouncement came that the Drop-In Center was 
closed. There is only S50 in its operating treasury; 
the rent must be paid: and the SI. 000 in the capital 
fund is for refurbishing of the dance hall only, not 
for oj»erating expenses. Consequently, the lease has 
been broken and the furniture moved out. 

What will come next is a matter of conjecture. 
The Advisory Board was to meet last night with Bob 
Joyce, 1968-69 student president of the Youth Organi- 
zation, to discuss the possibilities for the future. 
As Bob described them to us, there are four: a 
Center funded by the Town; private ownership of 
the Center by one of the civic clubs in Winchester;

ter. This is unfortunate. The students started the 
Center and put much of their time and effort into it. 
To close it without notifying them is equivalent to 
killing their trust and faith in the adult community. 

The Drop-In Center has faced much of this lack of 
interest and concern from the adult mem!>ers of the 
community in the past. Last winter the group went 
begging for chaperones, only to find that no one 
would come out. Promises were made and then not 
kept, so that on more than one occasion the doors 
were closed. We spent an afternoon chaperoning 
and found the students co-operative and helpful, 
and found the students co-operative and well-behaved, 
and lack of consideration for the chaperone; we did 
not find any of that. 

Fund drives and fund raising events for the Center 
were continual. There were dances, barbecues, car 
washes, bridge parties, and the contributions of many 
civic organizations. Money, however, is not the only 
necessity in running a venture of this type. Sound 
business advice would have told the students to make 
a small start and then search for larger quarters, 
sudi as those on Winchester Place, when the venture 
had proved successful. 

We would hate to sec this project die. Everyone 
learns from past mistakes, and perhaps reorganization, 
not necessarily under the same by-laws or the same 
advisory group, but with the same student-run basis, 
could be the answer to a new and revitalized Drop- 
In Center.

Parity Wages 

In discussion of the request for 
parity wages with the poliee, Mr. 
Fallon, terming this the "most 
pressing problem in the dispute,” 
said that while the techniques for 
fighting fires had improved, the 
dangers inherent in fighting them 
had also increased. 

“. . .It is most difficult to say 
that any given salary scale is 
adequate compensation for the 
risks Firefighters undertake in 
the performance of their work,” 
he said. 

"If fire fighting has changed 
significantly in recent years, then 
police work has changed dramati- 
ally,” he added. 

Discussing the need to attract 
competent, intelligent men to the 
police force in this day of com- 
plex situations involving indivi- 
dual rights, Mr. Fallon said, “In 
this case I find that the patrolman 
in Winchester operating one man 
cruisers and otherwise working 
alone in constant confrontation 
with the public has a somewhat 
greater responsibility than a Fire- 
fighter who generally will be in- 
volved in a team effort where any 
member of the team can immedi- 
ately help out any other member 
whenever the occasion wurrants 
it." 

"Moreover,” he added, "the in- 
creasing complexity of the law 
and the increasing responsibilities 
imposed by statute on police offi- 
cers tends to justify a departure 
from wage parity with the Fire- 
fighter.* 

Longevity 

Speaking on the issue of longe- 
vity payments, Mr. Fallon stated 
that while the trend is toward 
these payments, it would seriously 
strain the Town to provide these 
Uua 


The reduction in the work week 
was found to be a good idea, in 
line with a trend toward shorter 
hours. Mr. Fallon stressed, how- 
ever, that to give a six-hour re- 
duction immediately would mean 
an expensive increase in the force. 
On this basis, therefore, he rec- 
ommended decreasing the hours 
in three annual steps. 

The Town’s request for a three- 
year contract was not recommend- 
ed by Mr. Fallon since he felt that 
a short-term contract would be 
in the best interests of both par- 
ties until such time as the rela- 
tionship between the two has 
achieved a high degree of opera- 
tional stability.

Dr. Hough, who served with 
AID for 10 years in the Far East 
before coming to Tufts in 1967, 
will be responsible for administer- 
ing U.S. support to the govern- 
ment of Vietnam in implementing 
its nation-wide Land-to-the-Tiller 
program. 

The program, presented by 
President Thieu to President 
Nixon at their August meeting on 
Midway, will redistribute approxi- 
mately two- and -a- half million 
acres of arable rice land to about 
600,000 Vietnamese farmers who 
previously did not own land. 

At Dr. Hough’s disposal to 
carry out the project will be a 
headquarters staff of 35 American, 
Phillipine and Vietnamese of- 
ficers. His office will also utilize 
the field resources of the Viet- 
namese and American pacification 
forces. 

“The land will be given free to 
the peasant (or tenant) farmers,” 
explains Dr. Hough, who has been 
in Vietnam on three previous oc- 
casions, "and the landlords (both 
small and medium sized) will be 
paid off according to the market 
value of the land based on its 
per-acre production — 2U percent 
in cash and 80 percent in eight- 
year negotiable bonds.” 

Dr. Hough, who was educated 
at the University of California 
(Berkeley), University of North 
Carolina and UCLA, has taught 
at sevcrul universities und is a 
widely-recognized expert in the 
area of rural development of 
Asian countries. 

He lives here with his wife, 
Ldrie and their four children. 


Scheduling Changes Adopted 
At Junior High Schools This Fall 

Scheduling changes have been made at Ixith Lynch Junior High 
School and McCall Junior High tins fall. 

These changes arc part of an attempt to make a more flexible 
schedule and to incorporate ideas which would lead to the formation of 
a modular schedule as planned for the’ new senior high school. Such 
modifications also help to make better use of teacher time and avoid the 
"evaporation” when classes meet only two times per week and students 
forget so much in between meeting'. 


No changes have l>cen mailt in the offerings of the curriculum, 
only the time pcriootls during which the subjects arc given according 
to the Administration. 


Included in the Lynch Junior 
High changes in student program 
1969-70 are: the following report 
by Principal Gardner Handy: 

1. Lynch tried 22 minute time 
blocks, five times a week, with two 
French groups in the 1968-1969 
school year at the behest of the 
French department. Teachers now 
feel this is a preferable arrange- 
ment to three times a week in 
class periods of conventional length 
(44-minute average) for Students 
new to the French program. This 
year all gTade seven French .stu- 
dents will be having French five 
times a week in periods of 22 
minutes. 

2. Grade seven Art will be taught 
in one 65-minute block of time. 
This is half of one period less than 
previously which in time represents 
22 minutes less per week than last 
year, but only one setup and clean- 
up is now necessary. Art teachers 
felt a total of up to 20 minutes was 
needed getting organized at the 
beginning and putting materials 
away at the end of classes. Net 
time for art classes, therefore, re- 
mains the same. 

3. This year (as last) reading 
will be offered to all grade seven 
students one time a week on a one- 
semester basis. Maximum size of 
groups will be 15 students. Stressed 
will be study skills and approaches 
to learning. This year a group 
study will be made to determine 
the feasibility of recommending the 
continuance of the program. 

4. In both grades seven and 
eight, in the four academic majors, 
scheduling was again done in such 
a manner that different levels of 
learning were scheduled in parallel 
blocks of time. Lynch’s school popu- 
lation reached a point where there 
was sufficient flexibility to ac- 
complish concurrent scheduling. In 
grade nine this has always been 
done, but the rigidities imposed by 
the large number of required 
courses in seven and eight as well 
as the small number of total sec- 
tions have made this task very 
difficult to achieve prior to last 
year. This scheduling is desirable 
because (students’) programs can 
be tailored in a more individual 
manner as indicated by teacher 
evaluations.

Summer School 

Making a report and recom- 
mendations on the summer school 
was Summer School Director Fred 
Murray. He suggested that due to 
the "sufficiently successful” out- 
come of the program this year, 
the Committee should allocate an 
additional $20,750 for the 1970 
summer program, a sum which 
is approximately double this 
year's expenditures. About 40 per 
cent of this would be absorbed 
by tuition increases. 

Among other of Mr. Murray’s 
recommendations were the addi- 
tional hiring of six more special- 
ist teachers for the program and 
the relocation of the remedial 
reading classes in the laboratory 
school. 

At the secondary level course 
offerings could be maintained. He 
considers the typing class as pri- 
marily the only “enriching” course 
at this level. New classes which 
might be included are a semi- 
immersion language class, two 
science classes for which advance 
credit could be given, an aviation 
program involving a special fee 
of $400 and leading to the receipt 
of a pilot’s license by a 16-year- 
old and courses in boating safety 
and navigation, personal enhance- 
ment for girls and pre-trade for 
boys. 

A suggestion made by Dr. 
Klenier for this program was one 
including three field trips to Bos- 
ton to study urban culture and 
society. 

Mr. Murray pointed out that 
the number of Winchester resi- 
dents able to send their children 
to summer camp was growing 
smaller. For $15 per day this 
experience is being provided with- 
in the Town. 

Committee member Samuel E. 
Perkins II questioned the method 
of choosing tuition-free students, 
found to be a matter of school 
policy, and why the program could 
not be self-liquidating by increas- 
ing the tuition. 

Following reports on the Ele- 
mentary and Secondary School 
Building Sub-Committees and 
matters of personnel, the Com- 
mittee moved into a discussion 
of the location of future meetings. 
Mr. Schroeder’s suggestion was 
to fix the location at Sanborn 
House, Marycliff rather than 
move for each meeting. Approv- 
ing this idea was Mrs. Mary 
Mears, who said that the School 
Committee had generated enough 
public interest over the past year 
that the “people will follow us.”

The Drop-In Center opened of- 
ficially with an open house on 
February 16, 1968. Originally be- 
gun from an idea formulated by a 
civics class at the High School, 
the student-run center was the 
result of months of planning and 
renovating work including paint- 
ing, paneling and laying tiles.

Among the problems faced by 
the Center during the past year 
was a recurrent lack of chaper- 
ones.

DRAGON HOTEL 

by John Ball 

Probably not many Americans know much about 
Taiwan. Formerly called Formosa, it is the seat of 
the Chinese Nationalist government. An island about 
the size of New Jersey, it lies a hundred miles off 
the coast of the China mainland opposing the might 
of Communist Chinn. John Ball’s account of a short 
visit there and his stay in the friendly confines of the 
Dragon Hotel helps bring that country and its people 
a little closer to us. 

It was not his first visit. He was travelling as a 
D.V. (Distinguished Visitor) and therefore expected 
to be met and to have his accomodations already ar- 
ranged. However no one was on hand at the Taipei 
airport until the arrival of the so courteous Mr. Kung 
who announced himself as the "manager of the most 
useful and practical hotel in Taipei.” Although he 
was not the expected official, John Ball was so charm- 
ed that he decided to try his luck at the Dragon Hotel. 
Here, according to Mr. Kung, was “English by all 
personnel speaked,” and also “specially hand-selected 
Chinese girl friend. Beautiful always. Of very good 
character. Also health card.” 

This service of the hotel was pushed by all the 
staff. They could not believe he did not want a Chinese 
girl friend. It never seems to occur to them that 
travellers from the United States had any other in- 
terest or purpose in visiting their country. The au- 
thor’s refusal to accept this favor was at first inter- 
preted as prejudice against the Chinese race. In 
parts of China to decline sexual accommodation is in- 
sulting, and sleeping alone is considered unhealthy 
and a waste of valuable time. This is only true, of 
course, as long as it does not intrude on the strong 
Chinese family life. 

The Dragon Hotel also prided itself on the high 
quality of its English. The clerks, the hou§eboys, a 
teenager called Tootsie who manned the desk, all 
managed to speak their own ornate brand of our 
language. Its flamboyance was finally understood by 
John Ball when he examined the textbook which they 
used, and which he undertook to edit unofficially. For 
example, in place of the high-flown, “It is with over- 
whelming honor that I make greeting to you by my 
insufficient self,” he substituted, “How do you do,” and 
so on throughout the book. His efforts were received 
with so much gratitude that he found himself, with- 
out knowing quite how, promising to give the hotel 
staff English lessons. At the most inappropriate 
times during' his stay he would suddenly be faced 
with a tattered copy of the English-Chinese gram- 
mar and the hopeful suggestion that he spare a few 
minutes for instruction. 

This account of the author’s Taiwan sojorun is 
admittedly light. It does not delve into the politics 
or past history of the country. His descriptions of the 
hospitable people he met and the colorful sidetrips 
in the com ptotiydftf Chinese friends are for the krm- 
chair traveller rather than for someone interested in 
a serious assessment of Taiwan in today’s world. But 
John Ball avows that China gets into the blood. Some- 
day he will return. And when he does he will get 
into a pedicah and he will say to the driver, “To the 
Dragon Hotel.”

Is Charged 

Editor of the Star: 

This past Monday evening, the 
Winchester School Committee, after 
n presentation by the administrator 
nnd the Citizen’s Advisory Com- 
mittee, by a vote of three to two, 
with one member absent, altered a 
previous decision and approved a 
class for children with severe learn- 
ing disabilities. 

This special class is part of a 
program which now is reaching 
193 children in the Winchester 
system and is one of the best pro- 
grams in the state. A Federal grant 
for $9,500 will underwrite most of 
the cost of the special class and 
the Town receives 50^ reimburse- 
ment from the state for the rest 
of the program. 

What is of great concern to me 
is that the minority of the com- 
mittee did not appear interested in 
the merits of the progrnm but 
rather, to use their own state- 
ments, a policy of harassment. 
This harassment was obvious and 
no attempt was made to conceal it. 

There are many important issues 
‘that will come before this commit- 
tee. More than any other committee 
this group must be sensitive to the 
needs of our children. It is my 
opinion that the policy of harass- 
ment by the minority is destructive 
and serves no useful purpose. Some 
will agree. Some will disagree. 

I urge our citizens to attend 
future meetings of the committee 
to form their own opinions and 
to communicate their feelings to 
the entire committee.

famed C/F Care, Teaching and 
Research Center at Children’s Hos- 
pital, Boston. 

More volunteers than ever are. 
needed to insure the success of our 
program,” Mr. Sullivan said today. 
This year, for the first time, the 
‘Breath of Life’ campaign will sup- 
port a broadened program which 
includes diagnosis und treatment 
for children with chronic lung 
diseases, as well as cystic fibrosis.” 

Six out of seven children brought 
to C/F Centers are found to suffer 
from other diseuses. Treatment de-

TOWN OF WINCHESTER, MASSACHUSETTS 
Adopted at Annual Representative Town Meeting 
on April 10, 1969 

VOTED. That the BuiMing Low* of the Town he amended 

and revised as follows: 

1. in Division 1, Section 2, add the following sentence at the end: 
“The inspection, materials, construction, alteration and repair of 
schoolhouses are exempt from these regulations.” 

2. in Division 2, Section 10: delete the following terms and their 

definitions: Building of First Class Constructs 

Building of Second Class Construction 
Building of Third Class Construction 
Mill Construction 
and add the following definition: 

“Fire-Resisting Ceiling — the under portion of a floor /ceiling or 
ropf / ceiling assembly, having a fire-resistance rating of one hour or 
njore.” 

3. in Division 3: 

Section 11 : Delete the existing, and substitute the following: 
“Section 11. For the purposes of these Building Laws all buildings 
shall be classifid according to construction as First-Class. Second-Class 
o»* Third-Class, as described herein. Within each class the various con- 
struction components shall conform to the fire-resistance requirements 
tabulated in Table 24-A in Division 24, and other applicable require- 
ments of Division 24 shall be satisfied. 

First-Class Construction — A building of First-Class Construction 
shall bo built entirely of brick, stone, steel, concrete or other equally 
substantial and non-combustible material ; except that under and upper 
flporing, window and door frames, sash, doors, interior finish, hand- 
rails for stairs, and necessary isolated furring and floor screeds may 
bp of wood, so long as the required fire-resistance ratings shall not 
bp compromised. 

Second-Class Construction — Second-Class “A” construction shall 
bo the same as First-Class except that roof construction may be of 
wood, but covered with non-combustible material and properly fire- 
stopped. Second-Class “B” construction shall have exterior and party 
walls of brick, stone, steel, concrete or other equally substantial and 
non-combustible material; construction and supports of the first floor 
and any floor below the first shall be as for First-Class construction; 
floors above the first, and the roof, may be of wood; roofs and roof 
structures shall be covered with non-combustible material, and the 
fire-stopping requirements of Section J.7Q shall be met. Second-Class 
“C” construction shall be the same as for Second-Class “B” except 
all floor construction may be of wood. 

Third-Class Construction — Third-class “A” construction may have 
frame and exterior walls of wood, shall be firestopped as required by 
Section 170, and shall have all roofs and dormer sides covered with non- 
combustible material. Third-Class “B” construction shall be the same 
as for Th ; rd-Class “A” except that non-combustible roof and dormer 
covering is not required.” 

Section 13: Delete the last sentence and substitute the following: 
“Metal lath and plaster shall be considered as fireproofing only to the 
extent that the specified fire- resistance rating is achieved.” 

4. in Division 6: 

Section 19: In the second paragraph, delete reference to construc- 
tion classifications “2D” “2E” and “3C”; and in the following tables 
make the following substitutions: 

wherever type “2C” appears (tables for 3- A, 3-C, 3-E), substitute 
“2B”, 

wherever type “2D” appears (tables for 3-C 3-E), substitute “2C”, 
wherever type “2E55 appears (tables for 1-A, 3-A, 1-B, 3-B, 3-C, 
3-D, 3-E) substitute “2C”, 

wherever type “3C” appears (tables for 1-A, 1-B, 1-D, 1-E, 2-D, 
3-A, 3-B, 3-C, 3-D, 3-E) substitute “3B”. 

5. Division 18: 

Delete this division in its entirety and substitute a new Division 18. 

6. in Division 20, Section 154: 

Delete the first paragraph (including the listing of allowable con- 
structions) and substitute the following: “Where stairs, elevator and 
other shaftways are required to be enclosed by the preceding section, 
the construction used shall meet the fire- resistance requirements of 
Table 24-A in Division 24.” 

7. in Division 24: make the following revisions: 

Section 165: delete the existing and substitute the following: 
“Metal columns, beams, girders, trusses and other structural mem- 
bers shall be protected against fire damage by a casing of masonry, 
concrete, or other equivalent material, which shall be applied :n such 
manner and quantity to achieve the fire-resistance ratings specified in 
Table 24-A. Structural members carrying only roof and ceiling loads 
may be protected by a fire-resisting ceiling in l:eu of encasement, so 
long as the required rating is attained. No pipes, wires, cables, ducts 
or other service equipment shall be embedded in the required fire pro- 
tection of any structural member, nor shall they be between the re- 
quired fire protection and the protected structural member :t larger 
than one inch in diameter; however this shall not prohibit the installa- 
tion of service equipment in the area between fire-resisting ceilings 
and the members protected thereby as covered by Section 166. 

Fire protection of columns exposed to damage from traffi or occu- 
pancy shall be jacketed on the outside with metal or other approved 
covering to a height of at least four feet from the floor.” 

Section 166: delete existing and substitute the following: 
“Fire-resisting ceilings shall be continuous, except that one 
electrical box not exceeding 16 square inches in area may be installed 
in each 90 square feet of such ceiling area* Non-combustible pipes, 
ducts, additional or larger electrical boxes and other service equipment 
may be installed in fire-resisting ceilings only when the type of 
ceiling to be used has been tested with such equipment installed in 
place, and the tested specimen is a true representation of the proposed 
installation as regards the size, quantity and layout of openings. ' 

Duct openings installed in accordance with the preceding shall be 
protected by approved fire dampers. 

The space above fire-resisting ceilings shall be firestopped with ap- 
proved non-combustible material to form areas of not more than 1500 
square feet. Steel not thinner than 24 guage shall be accepted as 
firestopping for this purpose.” 

Section 167: Add at the end a new paragraph: 

“In every building, of any classification, the aggregate area of 
window and other openings shall not exceed the limits prescribed in 
Table 24-B.” 

Section 169: delete existing and substitute the following: 

“The Commissioner may order approved hand fire extinguishers to 
be installed if, in his judgement, the conditions warrant such pro- 
tection against fire. Extinguishers shall be of the type, size and 
quantity as conditions dictate.” 

Section 171: add a new section, as follows: 

“Buildings of more than one story, 30 feet or more in height, and 
exceeding 10,000 square feet in area shall be equipped with two- 
source standpipes in accordance with the following standards. 

A. Size of standpipes: 

Height over 80', less than 60’: 2Vj” diameter 
Height over 50', less than 70’: 4” diameter 

Height over 70’: 6” diameter 

B. The number and location shall be such that all parts of a 
building can be reached by a 30’ stream of water from a 100' 
length of hose. 

C. The standpipe system shall be designed, fabricated, con- 
structed and installed in conformance with the standards of 
the American Insurance Association or the Factory Mutual 
Fire Insurance Companies. 

D. Single and two-family dwellings, and buildings of First- 
Class construction equipped with automatic sprinklers, are 

exempted from these requirements. 

At the end of Division 24, add Table 24-A and Table 24-B as 

shown attached. 

8. in Division 29, Section 204: 

in the second paragraph, following the expression ‘wire lath and 
plaster’, add “or other non-combustible material which will provide 
a one-hour fire-resistance rating”. 

in the third paragraph, following the expression ‘other non-com- 
bustible material', add “providing a one-hour fire-resistance rating.”

DIVISION 18— WOOD FRAME CONSTRUCTION 

The exterior walls, interior partitions, floors and roofs of wood 
frame construction shall be designed and constructed to develop 
adequate strength to resist all vertical and lateral forces due to both 
dead and live loads as specified in Division 8. Standard balloon, braced, 
platform, post and beam and other types of construction conforming 
to the standards listed in Section 142 or proved by accepted test or 
analytical methods shall be considered acceptable framing methods. 

SECTION 133 GRADES AND SIZES OF LUMBER 

Structural lumber and timber and its fastenings shqll be ade- 
quately designed and assembled to safely sustain all imposed loads. 
When stress grade lumber is used and properly identified and con- 
trolled, working stresses may bo in accordance with the accepted 
engineering practice standards listed in Section 142. All lumber used 
for load supporting purposes shall be identified by the grade mark of 
a lumber grading or inspection agency approved by the Building 
Commissioner. Grading practices and identification shall be in ac- 
cordance with rules published by a competent agency listed in Section 
142. In lieu of a grade mark on the material, a certificate of in- 
spection as to species and grade issued by a lumber grading or in- 
spection agency approved by the Building Commissioner may be ac- 
cepted for precut manufactured, or rough sawn lumber and for sizes 
larger than three (3) inches nominal dimension. All lumber herein 
specified are nominal sizes, and the American Lumber Standards 
for dressed sizes shall be accepted as the corresponding minimum net 
dimensions. Nominal sizes may be shown on the plans, but stress and 
deflection computations shall be based on actual sizes Except as herein 
provided for composite or built-up integrated units, or when approved 
after test as specified in Section 28, no wood fioqr beam, roof beam, 
joist, rafter, or framing timber shall be less than two (2) inches in 
thickness. All isolated structural posts shall have a minimum dimen- 
sion of four (4) inches. 

SECTION 134 FABRICATION 

A. Connections 

All connections shall be fabricated with approved timber con- 
nectors, bolts, lag screws, spikes, nails, gluing or other approved 
connecting devices designed in accordance with accepted engineering 
practice listed in Section 142. Nailed connections shall not be less than 
specified in the recommended nailing schedule ip Section 143. 

B. Joints in Girders 

The joints of solid or built-up beams or girders shall be made 
over column or pier supports when constructed as simple spans. When 
constructed of multiple joists and continuous girders, the joints shall 
be broken in adjoining joists; and all joints shall be located between 
one-sixth (1/6) and one-quarter (1/4) the span length from supports 
and shall be securely nailed or otherwise bonded together in an ap- 
proved manner. 

C. Cutting and Notching 

Notched, cut, and pierced beams, joists, rafters, or studs may not 
be in excess of the limitations herein specified unless proved safe by 
structural analysis, or suitably reinforced to transmit all calculated 
loads. Notches in the top or bottom of joists shall not exceed one-sixth 
(1/6) the depth of the member and shall not be located in the middle 
one-third (1/3) of the span. Notches located closer to the supports 
than three (3) times the depth of the member shall not exceed one- 
fifth (1/5) the depth. Holes bored or cut into joists for piping or 
electrical cables shall not be closer than two (2) inches to the top or 
bottom of the joist and the diameter of the hole shall not exceed 

one-third (1/3) the depth of the joist. Ip studs of bearing walls or 

partitions, notches or bored holes made to receive piping, electrical 
conduit, air-conditioning or heating duct work or for other fabricating 
purposes shall not be cut or bored more than one-third (1/3) the depth 
of the stud- When the stud is cut or bored in excess of one-third 

(1/3) its depth, it shall be reinforced to be equal in load-carrying 

capacity to a stud notched not mure than one-third (1/3) its depth. 

SECTION 135 FLOORS AND ROOF CONSTRUCTION 

A. Foundation Anchorage 

Wall sills shall be anchored to foundation walls or piers at 
corners and at intermediate intervals to resist uplift and overturn- 
ing moments. In lieu of calculation of loads, the anchors will be 
spaced not more than eight (8) feet with one-half (Vfc) inch bolts 
embedded in the foundation to 4 depth of not less than onp half wall 
thickness in placed concrete, and not less than one ami one half (1%) 
tiers in unit masonry. 

B. At-Grade Protection 

AJ1 wood framing members (whether structural pr nop-loud- 
beuring) and all sheathing and siding shall be supported on concrete 
or other water-resistant foundations to provide a clearance of at 
least eight (8) inches from exterior earth; or those portions within 
that distance shall be impregnated or otherwise specially treated to 
make them impervious to the deleterious effects of moisture. 

Enclosed uninhabitable spaces beneath lower floors (crawl spaces) 
shall have at least eighteen (18) inches vertical clearance between 
joists and soil, and they ahull be ventilated by means of louvers or 


grills, at the rate of 50 square inches of net free area per 1000 
cubic feet of spncc. 

Suitable provision shall be. made at. aills to inhibit the ontrnnoe 
of termites or other destructive crcutures. 


Wood posts in basements nr cellars shall be supported on concrete 
pedestals extending nt least two (2) inches above concrete floors or 
six (0) inches above earthen floors. 

C. Bearing and Anchorage on Girders 

Floor beams framing into girders shall be anchored, tied, or naije3 
to secure continuity. The ends of all beams or jniRts resting on girders 
shall bear not less than four (4) inches or shall be supported in ap- 
proved metal stirrups or on wood clips pr ribbon strips not less than 
two (2) by three (3) inches in size. Beams or joists framing from 
opposite sides shall either lap not less than six (6) inches and bo 
securely bolted or spiked together, or when framing end to end, all 
joists, beams, and girders shall be secured together by approved metal 
ties, straps, or dogs. 

D. Plates and Ribbon Boards 

Plates which are used in exterior walls to support joists or rafters 
shall be double, of the same width ns the supporting studs and each 
not less than two (2) inches thick. In non-benring partitions, at least 
one (1) top and bottom plate shall be provided of the same width 
as the studs; and the partition shall be firestopped as required in 
Section 170. Ribbon boards which support floor or roof joists shall 
be not less than (1) by*lour (4) inches in size and shall be nailed 
thereto as required by the nailing schedule. Sills shall be at least 
the equivalent of a four (4) by six (6) inch beam. 

E. Headers and Trimmers 

All headers more than four (4) feet in length and their trimmers 
shall he doubled. Headers with four (4) or more tail beams or six 
(6) feet or more in length shall be supported on approved metal joist 
hangers. When nailing is permitted, the tail and header beams shall 
be secured in accordance with the nailing schedule in Section 143. 
All tail beams or joists which are twelve (12) feet or more in length 
shall he hung in approved joist or beam hangers. All trimmer beams 
shall be spiked together. 

F. Bridging 

All floor, attic and roof framing shall be braced laterally. For 
standard balloon, braced pr platform construction, bridging shall con- 
sist of not less than 1x3 lumber double-nailed at each end, of stan- 
dard metal straps, or of equivalent bracing of equal rigidity. Block- 
ing shall consist of short pieces of the same-size stock used for mem- 
bers being bridged. Bridging or blocking shall further be required 
at joist supports where adequate lateral support is not otherwise 
provided. In one-and two-family dwellings, midspan bridging may be 
reduced by 50 c /c when joist depth is less than 12 inchps and omitted 
when depth is less than 10 inces. 

G. Multiple Joists and Rafters 

Floor joists under bearing partitions shall be doubled or formed 
of built-up sections or may be replaced by a solid section of adequate 
strength to support the load. Dormer windows and other openings in 
roofs shall be framed with double rafters and headers. Valley rafters 
on spans over twelve (12) feet, measured horizontally, shall be 
doubled. 

H. Roof Construction 

Roof rafters shall be vertically supported at the ridge or shall 
be adequately tied together or trussed to prevent spreading of the 
bearing walls; and in roofs having a pitch greater than three (3) in 
twelve (12), collar beams of not less than one (1) by six (6) inch 
boards shall be installed in the upper one-third (1/3) of the attic 
space to every third pair of rafters. 

I. Floor Joists and Rafters 

Spans for joists and rafters determined on the basis of accepted 
engineering analysis or in accordance with the standards listed in 
Section 142 or by tests in accordance with the provisions of Division 
1 shall be acceptable. Where the lumber is not identified as to species 
and grade and no stress value has been assigned, the spans of joists 
and rafters shall be as provided in Section 144. 

J. Decking 

The thickness of subflooring, flooring and roof decking shall be 
limited by the spacing of the joists and rafters. One (1) inch wood 
flooring or roof decking may be supported by beams or joists at 
twpnty-four (24) inch centers, except when approved integrated as- 
semblies are used. For heavier planking, the spacing, center-to-center 
of the supports, shall not be more than thirty-two (32) times the 
thickness of the planking, except that when reinforced with finished 
flooring, the span of subfloor planking shall not exceed forty-eight 
(48) times the thickness of the planks. Subflooring is not required ex- 
cept where additional vertical or lateral strength and rigidity are 
required. Any spacing of beams and joists determined on the basis 
of accepted engineering analysis or tests in accordance with pro- 
visions in Division 1 shall be acceptable. 

The maximum span of horizontal load-bearing plywood sheathing 
and roof decking shall be limited by allowable stresses and deflection 
fqr the design live load, but plywood shall not be less than thick 
when joist span is 16” or less, or less than 1/32 of greater spans. 
Plywood shall be laid with face grain at right angles to framing, 
and each piece shall span at least two spaces. Plywood used in ac- 
cordance with the recommendations or test data of an authorized 
agency listed in Section 142 shall be considered acceptable. 

K. Plywood Sub-Flooring 

Where used as a structural subflooring, plywood shall be at least 
5/8” thick for support spacing no greater than 16”, or •%” thick for 
spacing up to 24". Face grain shall be perpendicular to the supports, 
and sheets shall span at least two spaces. Plywood used in accordance 
with recommendations or test data of an authorized agency shall be 
considered acceptable. 


SECTION 136 WOOD-STUD FRAME 


A. Bearing Walls 

Posts and studs in bparing walls and partitions shall be designed 
as columns, with due allowance for lateral support furnished by 
aheathing, intermediate bracing, horizontal bridging, wall coverings 
anfl the floor and roof assemblies. The load-bearing value of isolated 
posts or struts and of frame walls and partitions shall be limited by 
accepted engineering analysis. The walls shall be fabricated in such 
a manner as to provide support for the material used to enclose the 
building and to provide for transfer of all lateral loads to the 
foundation. 

B. Non-Bearing Walls 

Studs in non-bearing walls and partitions shall resist reasonable 
horizontal loads and shall not be spaced more than forty-eight (48) 
inches on centers, and may be erected with the long dimension parallel 
wfth the wall; unless otherwise approved after test as an integrated 
unit. 


C. Bracing 

In buildings more than one (1) story in height and, where neces- 
sary for strength on one (1) story buildings, the corner posts shall 
be equivalent to not less than three (3), two (2) by four (4) inch 
studs, braced by not less than one (1) piece of one (1) by four (4) 
inch continuous brace let into the studs. Bracing may be omitted 
when diagonal wood sheathing or plywood panels are used or other 
sheathing specified in Section 137 is applied vertically in panels not 
less than four (4) feet by eight (8) feet in area with approved nailing 
cojnplying with Section 143. 

D. Multiple Stories 

When the frame is more than one (1) story in height and studs 
or posts are not continuous from sill to roof, the members shall be 
secured together with approved clips, splices or other connections to 
insure continuity and a well-integrated structure. Sheet metal clamps, 
ties, or clips shall be formed of galvanized steel or other corrosion- 
resistive materials, of not less thqn No. 20 U.S. gauge steel for two 
(2) inefi framing members and npt less than No. 18 U.S. gauge in 
thickness for three (3) inch members. For four (4) inch and larger 
members, column splices and beam girder supports shall be affected 
with approved post caps of metal or reinforced concrete or with 
through-bolted corbel blocks or sjde bolsters. 

E. Framing of Openings 

All window and door openings of bearing walls and partitions 
shpll Have double studs at the jambs for the full height of the opening, 
or other approved methods or devices shall be used to support the 
soperimP tiSec l loads. Heuders or double joiBta as herein specified pr 
trusses or other approved assemblies shall be provided oyer all win- 
dow and door openings in bearing walls and partitions.

SECTION 137 WALL SHEATHING AND WRATHERBOARDING 

A. Wa|| Sheathing 

Except where wood or plywood siding is approved without sheath- 
ing or when hack-plastered stucco construction is used, or the stucco 
is furnished with a wrapping of No. 18 U.S. gauge wire attached 
horizontally on the studs at six (6) inch intervals, all exterior frame 
\v4lla shall be sheathed with one of the following materials or some 
other material of equal strength and durability approved by thy 
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building offlcinl: one (1) inch reinforced cement mortar; one (1) Inch 
wood sheathing; one-half ( Vi) inch gypsum boards; onc-hnlf ( Vi) inch 
fiber boards; or three-eights (3/8) inch plywood. 

AH wood sheathing boards shall be nailed to each stud and to 
the top and bottom plates and sills as provided in the nailing sched- 
ule (Section 143). 

B. Paper-Back Lath Sheathing 

In one- and two-family dwellings and one (1) story business 
buildings with brick or other masonry veneers, the sheathing may con- 
sist of a layer of approved paper-backed wire fabric of not less than 
No. 16 U.S. gauge galvanized wire with stiffening ribs not more than 
(5) inches on center, to which is attached a double layer of fibrous 
waterproof backing. The veneer shall Ik? laid up with a one (1) inch 
intermediate space which shall be mortar filled ns each course of brick 
is applied. 

C. Exterior Wcatherboarding, Veneers and Condensation 

To secure wenthertightness in framed walls ami other unoccupied 
spaces, the exterior walls shall be faced with an approved weather- 
resisting covering, properly attached to resist wind and rain. The 
cellular spaces shall be so ventilated as not to vitiate the fire-stopping 
at floor, attic, and roof levels or shall be provided with interior non- 
corrodible vapor-type barriers complying with the approved rules; or 
other means shall be used to avoid condensation and leakage of 
moisture. The following materials shall be accepted as approved 
weather coverings of the nominal thickness specified: 


Brick masonry veneers 2 inches 

Stone veneers 2 inches 

Clay tile veneers V4 to I inch 

Stucco or exterior plaster % inch 

Precast stone facing 5/8 inch 

Wood siding (without sheathing) 5/8 inch 

Wood siding (with sheathing) u, inch 

Exterior plywood (without sheathing) See below 

Exterior plywood (with sheathing) 5/16 inch 

Asbestos shingles 5/32 inch 

Asbestos cement boards % inch 

Aluminum clapboard siding 024 inch 

Formed steel siding 28 gauge 


Exterior plywood may be applied directly to framing as a siding, 
provided it has a nominal thicknesB of three-eights (3/8) inch. Joints 
shall occur over framing members, unless wood or plywood sheathing 
is used or joints are lapped horizontally a minimum of one and ono- 
half (1%) inches or otherwise made waterproof to the satisfaction 
of the Commissioner. If plywood is used as lapped siding without 
sheathing, the wall framing to which it is attached shall be diagonally 
braced. 

D. Exterior Stucco 

All stucco work shall be reinforced with approved metal lath or 
wire fabric as herein specified; except when applied directly to a 
masonry base, or when installed on a masonry base which is pro- 
tected with bituminous surfacing. The reinforcing fabric shall be coat- 
ed with zinc or other approved rust-resistive coating, or shall be 
manufactured from corrosion-resistive alloys.

When applied over approved sheathing, a covering of fourteen 
(14) pound waterproof felt or paper should first be attached to the 
sheathing. In back-plastered stucco with the stucco extending not 
less than five-eighths (5/8) inch back between the studs, the water- 
proof paper backing may be omitted. All metal reinforcement shall 
be furred away from sheathing or building paper not less than one- 
fourth ( V* ) inch with self-furring lath, metal strips or approved fur- 
ring nails. When applied directly to masonry or monolithic concrete, 
the surfaces shall be roughened, hacked or bush-hammered to pro- 
vide bond or a preparatory dash coat of portlapd cement grout shall 
be applied and kept damp for at least two (2) days after application 
and before applying succeeding, stucco coats. At all times during ap- 
plication and for a period <orf~not less than forty-eight (48) hours 
after application of each coat, provision shall be made to keep stucco 
work above fifty (50) degrees F. Stucco shall be kept a sufficient 
height above ground surfaces and all sills, coping and projecting 
courses shall be flashed and provided with drips to avoid water 
damage. 

E. Masonry Veneers 

Veneer of unit masonry on wood framing shall be securely at- 
tached to the wood frame with at least twenty- two (22) guage cor- 
rosion-resistive corrugated metal ties not less than seven-eights 
(7/8) inch in width at vertical intervals of not more than sixteen (16) 
inches and horizontal intervals of not more than thirty-two (32) 
inches; except clay-tile, one-quarter (%) to one (1) inch in thickness, 
when bonded to a three-quarter ( % ) inch reinforced cement mortar 
base. Fourteen (14) pound waterproof felt or paper shall be attached 
securely to the frame back of the veneer and flashing shall be pro- 
vided where necessary to prevent moisture penetration behind the 
veneers. The average height of the four (4) inch brick veneer con- 
struction shall be not more than twenty-five (25) feet above its sup- 
ports on the foundation wall, or on corbels of masonry or steel and 
two (2) inch stone veneers shall not exceed a height of eighteen (18) 
feet. The corbel shall project not more than two (2) inches from the 
face of the foundation wall. 


F. Metal Veneers 


Veneers of metal shall be fabricated from approved corrosion- 
resistive materials or shall be protected front and back with porcelain 
enamel or shall be enameled or otherwise treated to render the metal 
resmtant to corrosion. Protected steel veneers shall be not less than No. 
28 U.S. gauge and aluminum siding not less that twenty-four thou- 
sandths (.024) inch in thickness, mounted on wood or metal furring 
strips or approved sheathing on the frame construction. 

Metal veneers on all buildings shall be made electrically continu- 
ous by bonding together each course when applied horizontally, and 
each strip of panel when applied vertically. 

Electrical continuity between horizontally applied courses of metal 
veneer shall be assured by bonding each course at all inner and outer 
corners with a conductor having no greater resistance than the ground- 
mg conductor used fpr grounding the electrical system within the 
building on which such veneer is applied. All conductors grounding 
such veneer shall be joined together and attached in an approved 
manner to the same grounding electrode used to. ground the electrical 
system in the building. 

Vertically applied metal veneer shall be bonded together at the 
lower edge of each strip of panel. The bonding conductor shall have 
no greater resistance than the conductor used to ground the electrical 
system within the building on which such metal veneer is applied and 
shall be extended to and attached in an approved manner to the 
grounding electrode used to ground the electrical system within the 
building. 
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outlined in the National Electrical Code, if deemed necessary by tl 
building official. Whether a building is or is not wired, no groundir 
of metal veneer shall be concealed until the installation has first bet 
inspected and approved by the building official. Alternate methods 1 
grounding metal veneer may be used provided they are at least equ;

that such desired method is first submitted to and approved by tl 
building official. ‘ 


G. Nailing Weather Boarding, Wall and Roof Coverings 

AH weather boarding and wall or roof coverings shall be securely 
nailed with aluminum, copper, zinc, zinc-coated, or other approved 
CQ - r l° 8 i 0n ' reS,8tive nail8 int ° the su PP« rti ne structure in accordance 
with the recommended nailing schedule or the approved manufacturer’s 
standards. Shingles und other weather coverings attached to sheath- 
ing less than one (!) inch thick ahull be secured with approved me- 
chanically-bonding nails or by standard shingle nails appropriate for 
type of shingles in furring strips securely nailed to studs. Wood 
shingles or shakes uttuched with upproved corrosion-resistive annular 
grooved nails may be applied over fiberboard shingle backer and fiber- 
board sheathing when the instullution is in accordance with the ap- 
proved manufacturer's standards listed in Section 142. Wood shingles 
or shakes and asbestos shingles or siding may be nailed directly to nail 
base fiberboard sheathing not less thun one-half (>A) inch nominal 
thickness with approved corrosion-resistive annular grooved nails 
when the installation is ip accordance with the approved manufac- 
turer's standards.

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SECTION 138 COMPOSITE CONSTRUCTION 

All plywood or approved equivalent, when used structurally, shall 
meet the performance standards and all other requirements of the ap- 
plicable U.S. commercial standards for the type, grade, and species of 
plywood involved and shall be so identified by an approved agency. 
Working stresses shall conform to the standards of accepted engineer- 
ing practice as listed in Section 142. 

A. Integrated Assemblies 

Approved panels or other integrated assemblies fabricated of di- 
mension lumber with wood stress-coverings glued thereto or consisting 
of structural units of metal-covered or molded plywood, or other ap- 
proved plastics, formed and molded into prefabricated load-bearing 
members shall lie permitted for use in floors, roofs, walls, partitions, 
and ceilings when designed in accordance with accepted engineering 
practice or meeting the test requirements of Division 1. All structural 
members shall be so connected at their junction to provide a well- 
integrated structuro with tight weatherproof joints where exposed to 
the weather. The fastenings of stressed panel coverings to longitudinal 
or transverse structural studs or ribs shall provide rigidity equivalent 
to approved gluing. Nailing shall not be acceptable for this purpose. 
The glues shall he handled, mixed, and applied by approved fabri- 
cators in accordance with the manufacturer’s specifications. For gen- 
eral interior uses or for exterior UBe protected against the weather. 
Group 1 glues shall be used, including, among others, casein glue with 
mold-resistant preservative, urea-resin glue, phenol or phenol-resor- 
cinol resin glue or their approved equivalent. For exterior use with 
full exposure to the weather, or for interior use when subjected to high 
humidity, Group 2 glue shall be used, including, among others, resor- 
cinol-resin, phenol-resin or melamine resin glues or their approved 
equivalent. 

B. Spacing of Vertical Studs 

Maximum stud spacing for bearing wall and partition sheathing 
and for use in stress-skin panels or other prefabricated constructions 
shall be determined by accepted engineering analysis or by the tests 
prescribed for prefabricated assemblies. When stress-grade materials 
are used, the stresses and design shall conform to accepted engineering 
practice, 

SECTION 139 PROTECTION OF SURFACES 

A. Flashing 

All exterior openings- shall be constructed with approved corrosion- 
resistive flashings at top and sides or by other approved methods to be 
leakproof. Similar flashings shall be installed at the intersection of 
chimneys or other masonry construction with frame or stucco walls. 
Such flashings shall be provided with projecting lips on both sides 
under stucco copings; under and at the ends of masonry, wood, or metal 
copings and sills; at wall and roof intersections; under built-in gut- 
ters; at junction of chimneys and roofs; and in all roof valleys and 
around all roof openings. 

B. Interior Surfaces 

In all habitable spaces, interior exposed wall and partition sur- 
faces shall be faced with materials which are capable of resisting a 
horizontal load of not less than five (5) pounds per square foot.

Library Features 
Foreign Materials 

A special display of recent ac- 
quisitions in foreign language 
materials is now arranged in the 
adult lobby display case at the 
Winchester Public Library. The 
public is invited to come in and 
browse through them, borrow them 
and comment on them. Suggestions 
for further purchase will be wel- 
comed by the staff. 

For some time a small collection 
of foreign language materials for 
pleasure reading, for student use 
and review, and for the foreign 
horn who wish to rend their native 
language has been available. Clas- 
sic works in the original, diction- 
aries. and grammars were all in- 
cluded. as were subscriptions to 
the Reader’s Digest in F rench, 
Spanish, Italian and German. 

More recently the library has 
added foreign language records to 
the collection both in languages 
commonly taught in the United 
States and in ones with more spe- 
cialized use such as Japanese. 
Pronunciation can be absorbed 
painlessly through the many ex- 
cellent recordings of national and 
folk music which may also prove 
useful to language teachers in 
formulating varied class plans. 
Outstanding in this category are 
the recordings of the Library of 
Congress Music Division which re- 
cord traditional songs collected in 
the field and are accompanied by 
transcriptions of the text. 

New books in foreign languages 
are being added slowly to the col- 
lection. Recent acquisitions include 
de Brunhoff’s Babar a New York 
for the younger set, Crin-Blane, 
which reproduces scenes from Al- 
bert Lamorisse’s film know in Eng- 
lish as White Mane and takes its 
place beside a comparable volume 
his other excellent children’s 
film. The Red Balloon. Also in 
French are books on Versailles, 
the Impressionists.. Provence, and 
Paris. All are profusely illustrated 
and ideal for travelers or fireside 
voyagers. New Spanish acquisitions 
include selections from the work of 
Federico Garcia Lorca — plays, 
poems, essays and songs — , a de- 
scriptive guide to Cordova, Spain, 
and a prize winning novel by Ana 
Maria Matute. 

Although the foreign language 
collection is weighted towards those 
languages taught locally — French, 
Spanish, Italian, German — there 
are materials in the library to 
serve a host of other needs. Dic- 
tionaries and grammar books cover 
most major languages. Danish and 
Japanese are included in the record 
collection. Besides books written in 
foreign languages the library also 
has a number of books on learn- 
ing foreign languages and teaching 
English as a foreign language. 
These latter works will be of spe- 
cial interest to anyone working 
with the Spanish speaking group in 
Woburn. Useful even without a 
perfect knowledge of English may 
also be two Spanish books: 
Matematicas simplificadas and Qui- 
mica simplificada. 

An additional service available 
through the Winchester Public Li- 
brary and of special interest to the 
patron whose native language is 
not English is the interlibrary loan 
service. Through the regional li- 
brary system established recently 
in Massachusetts the foreign lan- 
guag collection of the Boston Pub- 
lic Library is available for the use 
of Winchester patrons. 

This greatly broadens the re- 
sources available to the patron and 
makes large collections of Portu- 
guese, Russian, Hebrew and many 
other languages accessible. This 
service does take considerable time 
but this inconvenience is offset by 
the greater resources at our com- 
mand. 

Reading and listening to foreign 
language material can be a matter 
of pleasure or necessity. The stu- 
dent or international traveler may 
require practice and review or a 
quick dose of instant phrases. For 
palatable necessities the library has 
cartoon books in French, bilingual 
readers of Spanish poetry which 
include the modern poems of Pablo 
Neruda as well as the 12th century 
Poema del Cid. The student of 
German may be interested in a new 
edition of Hermann Hesse’s Dcr 
Stoppenwolf which has been popu- 
lar in its English editions with the 
student generation. And, of eourse, 
the Latin dovote should not over- 
look Alexander Lenard’s Winnie 
ille pu.

The Counseling Services YMCA 
at 19 Campbell Street in Woburn 
is the suburban office of the coun- 
seling services branch of the Great- 
er Boston \ r MCA. It specializes 
only in psychological testing and 
counseling. 

The central office is located in 
Boston at 316 Huntington Avenue, 
where it has been for 42 years. 
In addition to educational and vo- 
cational problems, it specializes in 
marriage counseling, in personnel 
management problems of employee 
and applicant screening in in- 
dustry, in planning second careers 
with retirees and in personal 
strategy building for an indivi- 
dual’s personality development. 

The office in Woburn was opened 
last May in cooperation with the 
urging of school superintendents, 
high school principals and guidance 
personnel from five towns in the 
north suburban area. 

At present, this office is open 
three full days each week from 9 
a.m. to 9 p.m., Tuesdays, Wednes- 
days, and Thursdays. Professional 
counselors will accept appoint- 
ments within these hours.

The Counseling Services YMCA 
is approved by the American Board 
on Counseling Seavices, Inc., a 
board created by the American 
Personnel and Guidance Associ- 
ation.

Bonn! 19 in Section B (North- 
South vulnerable. West dealing and 
the board rotated for convenience) 
provided a thrill for a party night. 
Please look at the South hand only 
and figure out your bidding in the 
following sequence. 

West passes and your partner 
North opens one heart. East bids 

spade, and, following the go-up- 
easy-with-the-big-ones theory, you 
say two clubs, hoping for more in- 
formation from partner. 

West passes. North then bids two 
spades, showing certainly r strong- 
er than minimum opening bid and 
spade control. East bids three dia- 
monds. At this point what would 
you hid by South? 

It is obviously a distributional 
hand, and your suit is a minor one, 
hard to bid Blackwood with, for if 
your partner has only one Ace, the 
contract sould be five clubs, not 
six. So South chooses a four club 
call, again temperizing, West then 
chimes in with four diamonds, 
North bids four hearts, and east 
follows with five diamonds. 

What now for South? It's too 
late to find out Aces, so you chance 
a six club bid anyway. Around the 
bidding goes to East who carries 
on to six diamonds. 

And here South doubles, the final 
contract. 

When you look at all four hands, 
it’s easy to see that North-South 
can take all thirteen tricks in either 
seven clubs or seven no trump, and 
at five of the eight tables playing 
the board, the best spot of seven 
no trump is bid and made, not too 
difficult to reach without the East- 
West interference. At two tables, 
the bidding stops at five clubs, 
making seven, a tie for bottom 
score. Next to bottom is the hap- 
less North-South doubling the six 
diamonds, a very dangerous bid by 
the way, for just passing the six 
clubs and keeping them out of 
seven gives East the same score, 
while bidding the six diamonds 
gives North-South one more chance 
to carry on to seven, a not impos- 
sible bid with the North hand. 

Moral: It is expedient to temper 
an aggressive drive with a sensi- 
tive hand on the bridle.

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Housing Committee 
Discusses Projects 
Used In Arlington 

Speaking before the Public Housing Committee at their Tuesday 
evening, September 16, meeting was Rolxert Houser of Arlington, 
executive director of Arlington Public Housing. 

His report to the Committee was based primarily upon the case 
histories of three housing projects for the elderly in Arlington. 


Windsor Towers is planned for 
occupancy in the spring. It is 
a 110-foot high, architecturally 
dramatic structure located in the 
center of the town. It contains 136 
units, each composed of 460 
square feet divided into four-and- 
one half rooms, one bedroom in- 
cluded. 

The total cost of Windsor Tow- 
ers is estimated as $17,000 per 
unit. Rent will probably be about 
$65. 

This project is using radiant 
heat, which 'requires no mainte- 
nance and carries a 10-year guar- 
antee. There is a thermostat in 
each room. 

Chestnut Manor, a seven-story, 
high-rise structure, was occupied 
in 1065. It has 100 units and rent 
is $65.50, including utilities. The 
approximate total cost of this 
project was $12,000 per unit. 
Base-board heat is utilized here. 

Some occupants, many of whom 
have alWays been suburbanites, 
may find life in high-rise build- 
ings difficult. Chestnut Manor is 
maintained by the town, but busi- 
ness is conducted by the occupants 
themselves. 

Drake Village, first occupied in 
1960, provides garden-type apart- 
ments. Each apartment requires 
about 1,000 square feet of land, 
the site being formerly a town 
dump. There are 72 units. Rent 
at Drake is $47 plus the light 
bill. Its total cost was approxi- 
mately $13,000 per unit of two- 
and-one-half rooms. 

Organized in 1948 

The Housing Authority in Ar- 
lington was organized in 1948. 
Mr. Houser has been with the 
Authority since construction 
began. With a population of 
about 55,000, as compared 
to about 21,000 in Winchester, 
public housing in Arlington is 
provided only for the elderly and 
veterans. Approximately 11 per 
cent of a census will be elderly 
people. 

Arlington, as Winchester, is 
small geographically, causing it 
to become “apartment conscious.” 
Such high-rise structures are well 
thought of in consideration of the 
cost of land. For the three proj- 
ects in Arlington, however, the 
land was donated by the town.

Home, Restaurant 
Report Breaks 
Over Weekend 

Two incidents of breaking and 
entering reached the records of 
the Police Department this week.

Officer Daniel C. Pearson Jr. was 
culled in for fingerprinting. In- 
vestigation is continuing. 


Houser said that the Authority 
considered the personal details of 
Applicants, rather than such a 
plan as the point system in use in 
Wellesley. There are too many 
“intangible factors,” Mr. Houser 
stated. Such things as health, liv- 
ing conditions and relatives must 
be accounted. 

Of the elderly inhabiting such 
projects, about 33 per cent are 
women living alone. Few are un- 
der 65 years of age. Many of 
these elderly are proud and hesi- 
tant of discussing finances with 
the Authority, Mr. Houser re- 
marked. There were also several 
cases in which home owners or 
people with sizeable savings ac- 
counts which were being re- 
served for their children had ap- 
plied. 

In Arlington the Authority has 
over 400 applications for public 
housing, 90 per cent of which are 
eligible. There is a residency re- 
quirement of five years, which 
eliminates many out-of-town ap- 
plicants. 

Mr. Houser also warned the 
Committee against comparing it- 
self with those of Boston, Cam- 
bridge or other large communi- 
ties. Facilities in such smaller 
towns, particularly recreational 
and social, must be limited. 

The Arlington Authority chose, 
State rather than Federal aid be- 
cause of the amount of red tape 
involved with the latter. The town 
receives an allocation for con- 
struction costs from the State 
Public Housing Authority to 
which is attached a present inter- 
est rate of 6.68 per cent. This in- 
terest rate is a great increase 
over previous percentages.

Building Comm. 
Discusses Plans 
For High School 

The adversary of the joint com- 
mittee of the Permanent Build- 
ing Committee and the Secondary 
School Building Sub-Committee 
is time. 

Bids for the high school were 
$3 million over the projected sum. 
If thq committee retains the pres- 
ent structural pluns they can re- 
hid these plans following the 
Special Town Meeting, October 
16. If tho committee chooses to 
make any changes in the struc- 
ture, then there will be a delay 
while architectural plans are re- 
drawn, possibly cancelling or 
severely limiting the amount of 
savings in the face of rising con- 
struction costs. 

In last week’s Star the estimat- 
ed costs for nine alternate plans 
were printed. The savings, rang- 
ing from tho project as bid to the 
ninth plan, which has a modified 
academic wing and a physical 
education building with one floor, 
no pool and a gym instead of a 
field house, presented here appear 
to be considerable. 

However, as Permanent Build- 
ing Committee Chairman Philip 
T. Tesorero stated, this $1.7 mil- 
lion could be reduced to less than 
$1 million when confronted with 
rising construction costs of ap- 
proximately one per cent per 
month. Sub-Committee member 
Richard B. Lawrence pointed out 
that this one per cent is not 
linear, however, but subject to 
fluctuations. 

Any positive changes of struc- 
ture which the committee makes 
must be approved by the State 
Department of Public Sufety and 
by Mr. Black, administrator of 
the School Building Assistance 
Office of the Statu Department. 
Following Mr. Black’s approval, 
several months would he neces- 
sary to complete working plans. 
The pile contract could bo award- 
ed immediately, however. 

Frank Crimp of Crimp, Brown 
and Fisher, Inc., architects for 
the project, stated that the elimi- 
nation of the pool would entail 
no structural or heating changes, 
and therefore is not a time factor.

New Life For CONCERN 


Winchester's two projects to help its youth, the 
Drop-In Center and CONCERN, the Committee On 
New Concepts of Educational and Theraputic Needs, 
celebrate their second birthdays this Fall. As was 
indicated last week, there is some question whether 
the Drop-In Center will live to celebrate the date. 
CONCERN, a drug action group, will be here for its 
November birthday, but is it still the lively organiza- 
tion it once was? 

It is our belief that lx>th organizations need re- 
vitalization if they arc going to help our youth in 
any way. Little has been heard from CONCERN since 
last spring when the student-to-student drug edu- 
cation program was developed. The column of "Let- 
ters to CONCERN" which was begun last year in 
the Star died rather unceremoniously last Spring 
when there were no letters to the Post Office Box 
number maintained by the organization and ap- 
parently no members of the committee who were 
willing to answer invented questions. The lack of 
questions would seem to indicate that the drug prob- 
lem is licked here. Apparently everyone knows every- 
thing. Now there is no need for action, only dis- 
cussion of maintaining the status quo. 

Discussion of a problem is. admittedly, one ap- 
proach to solving it. CONCERN does quite a bit 


of talking at its meetings and will in its program to 
reach adults through neighlmrhood "livingroom dia- 
logues" and through parents' meetings in schools 
the churches. This is fine. It places the problem in the 
open and makes everyone aware of it. Two years of 
talking, however, is not enough. The committee needs 
something that it apparently lacks — people who arc 
interested in working for CONCERN ucause they 
are genuinely interested in its goals, not because they 
were chosen for membership because they were busy, 
vital people in other groups. 

Since the student-to-student program is involved 
with members of the Student Council at the High 
School, it will probably continue to function this 
year. There is enough manpower. The panel groups 
to appear at adult meetings, however, will be another 
story. Since almost every adult on the committee is 
active with the organization which he represents and 
with his job. it will be difficult to find those who 
can add a speaking tour for CONCERN to the 
schedule. 

The committee, and the Droj>-In Center, too. 
should look to new members who are able to con- 
tribute their major effort to action in working out 
and maintaining a program rather than in talking it 
to death.

Stadium Issue Moot Question

Unless the Boston Patriots win a football game by 
the first Wednesday in December, it is possible no- 
body will volunteer to carry the stadium fight to the 
floor of the Legislature for another shellacking. That’s 
the last day fyr filing bills for 1970. 

Legislative leaders say they are interested in draft- 
ing a stadium bill if all parties can agree on it, and 
if it's done just right. 

Gov. Francis Sargent say* he’s interested in a 
stadium once the more pressing problems of state 
administration arc solved. I hat, of course, could take 
several more centuries. 

Reading between the lines, nobody really expects 
there will be a new stadium in the Boston area unless 
Pete Rozelle builds it himself. The matter has been 
hanging lor woe these many years, and each year it 
seems to lose more of its appeal. 

The chronology of the stadium fight toys with 
nostalgia lor all sports losers. 

There was first, the report of rhe old Greater 
Boston Stadium Authority that o^'Litcd a VJ8 mil- 
lion stadium-arena complex in Boston that would be 
built ii only the state would pkflge its credit — but, 
naturally, not one dime of cash It would be self-sup- 
porting. the Legislature was told. That plan would 
have cost $13,650 a day every day for 10 years just 
to retire principal and interest. The Legislature 
didn’t believe it would lx- self-supporting. 

Later, promoters agreed that even a >112 million 
stadium would not lx sell supporting. 

In 1967, when Gov. Volpc proposed building a 
stadium, he won the support ol die Slate Administra- 
tion Committee, but not die House. That plan 
didn’t pan out. 

In that same year, former Red Sox outfielder Dom 
Di.Maggio hooked up with a private group to solicit 
state bonding support, but that scheme fell through 
Indore the House M ays and Means Committee. 

In October, 1967. Senate President Maurice Dona- 
hue proposed changing the meals tax structure to 
suppoit const ruction ol a stadium, but that idea died. 

Also in 1967. Goodwill Industries said it would 
use its I unil-r aiding influence to huild and finance a 
stadium in Stoughton. The adverse publicity was too 
damaging dien and it flopped when the Senate 
Ways and Means Committee called the bluff. 

By February, 1968, private developers, still search- 
ing lor bonding support, were promising to build a 
stadium il* exchange lor racing dates. The House 
moulded that brain-storm. 

by the summer ol 1968. a compromise 


bill pinpointing Newton as the compromise site for 
a stadium was drafted. That was the end of that 
"compromise.” 

Finally, this year’s boldest venture was to give per- 
mission to the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority to 
huild a North-South toll road, another tunnel under 
Boston Harbor, and a stadium. Foiled again. 

What dtc proposal promoters are toying with at the 
moment is to have the Port Authority, not the 
Turnpike Authority, build the stadium. The reason- 
ing here (to stretch a point) is that the turnpike 
authority has a tendency to he methodical and effi- 
cient and logical in outlining its undertakings. 

The Port Authority, on the other hand, is more 
political, more overbearing. It is cruel, heartless and 
nasty, and some sports promoters suggest that it may 
be just cruel and nasty enough to intimidate the 
stadium bill through both houses and put it on Gov. 
Scrgant’s desk. 

The problem of the stadium, alas, goes back to 
the authority that blueprinted the S98 million com- 
plex they promised would not cost the Common- 
wealth so much as a plug nickel. 

The promoters lied to the Legislature. 

T he Celtics and Bruins knew at the outset that the 
stadium-arena idea would never get oil the drawing 
boards — not after the first clash with the Legisla- 
ture. it wouldn’t. So they went ahead and renovated 
Boston Garden. 

That left the Patriots and the Red Sox as the teams 
to benefit. 

Forget the Red Sox. Tom Yawkey owns Fenway 
Park free and clear. Fenway is one ol the most 
beautiful ball parks in the country, and it’s all Tom 
Yawkey’s. Tom Yawkey is not about to light tootlt- 
and-uail for a new stadium, riddled with deficits, de- 
signed to accomodate football Ians, and make his own 
interests subservient to someone else's when he and 
he alone is in charge ol the stadium called Fenway. 

That leaves the Patriots and Pete Rozelle and the 
oft-repeated warnings that unless John Q. Public 
gives billion-dollar professional football a house in 
which to make some money, pro iootball will be 
obliged to leave Boston. 

it is possible the Legislature will vote to huild a 
stadium next year. It is also possible a chimpanzee 
will bang out a sequel to Hamlet next year. Or, to 
draw on Gov. Sargent's thinking, it is also possible 
the Commonwealth will solve its other problems next 
year. Each is about as possible as tlic others. (New 
England News Service)

BOOK REVIEW

A FARMHOUSE IN PROVENCE 

bn Mari/ Roblee Henry 

When a Vogue travel editor and her French dip- 
lomat husband discover the crumbling remains of an 
old mas, or farmhouse, and decide to remake it into 
a country retreat the result is an extended adventure 
into history and a new awareness of the social and 
cultural differences between two nations. This is not 
the typical story of the restoration of an old, but 
distinguished home. The Henrys are forced by the 
circumstances of their official duties at the United 
Nations to place the responsibility of restoration of 
the house largely in the hands of local contractors, 
artisans and masons. They agonize over details but 
their struggle to maintain a balance between modern- 
ization and the preservation of the house’s original 
charm is complicated by long distance supervision 
and the inclination of the young French contractor 
to prefer the new to the old. The village of Seguret 
is awakened by this flurry of activity. The horizons 
opened up to it are exemplified by the education of 
the village plumber-electrician in the art of installing 
central heating and multiple bathrooms, two inno- 
vations heretofore unheard of in sunny, quiet Pro- 
vence. 

Having discovered her own personal niche in 
France, Mrs. Henry attacks every aspect of their 
retreat with gusto and enthusiasm. She studies their 
neighbors’ habits and customs. The wine-tasting 
ritual, French hospitality, and the traditional ob- 
servance of’ Christmas Eve are described with sensi- 
tivity and admiration. 

The private lives of the Henrys intrude tantaliz- 
ingly in the principal narrative, but the focus re- 
mains always that of a semi-detached travel editor. 
Nevertheless one of the most intriguing aspects of 
the book is the reaction 'of an American woman to 
her own role as a maitresse do maison. She has been 
trained to describe cultural differences, but in Pro- 
vence she is forced to take on the responsibilities of 
her French counterpart, a situation she does not 
always relish. 

Beyond the physical condition of the house and 
the living environment, Mrs. Henry investigates the 
history of La Serafine and the village of Seguret, 
tracing it from the Roman Peace, the Avignon Popes, 
a medieval fiefdom, to its use as a hideout by the 
Maquisards during the Second World War. The res- 
toration does not limit itself either to the house prop- 
er, which eventually includes fifteen rooms, two cot- 
tages, two kitchens, and three baths. The barren 
hillside overgrown with brambles when they first 
visited the mas was replanted with orchards and 
vineyards which after five years produced six thou- 
sand bottles of excellent wine. The Henrys feel them- 
selves to be true members of the village community — 
only part-time residents, but farmers and landowners 
of substance. 

Mrs. Henry claims at the end that La Serafine, 
as they call their country home, is a microcosm with 
trees bearing fruit, a garden growing food, and cel- 
lars full of wine. In a sense this charming memoir 
of Provence is a microcosm also with intimate views 
o/ provincial family life, vanishing artisans, the 
grinding pace of French legality, the festivity of 
the vendage, or grape harvest, overlaid lightly with 
the social whirl of the international set.

It is the responsibil- 
ity of these traffic officers, to see 
that each and every child is crossed 
safely, and once they are across the 
street, the traffic officer is- to return 
to the sidewalk. It is not their duty 
to direct the flow of traffic. 

The School Traffic force has been 
instructed to obtain the registra- 
tion of any violators, and report 
same to Police Headquarters, as 
these crossing guards are not 
authorized to issue citations. 

With the cooperation of the 
motorist, I am sure that we will 
have a safe school year. 

With the winter months ap- 
proaching, all motorists should be 
reminded that it is a violation of 
the law, to drive with so called 
“peek holes” in the front and rear 
windshields. As outlined in the 
General Laws of the Common- 
wealth, Chapter 90, section 13, all 
ice and snow should be removed 
from the windshields before operat- 
ing.

Chief Explains 
Fire Whistle 


Editor of the Star: 

I wish to inform Mr. M. Henry 
McCormack the reasons why the 
fire whistle is sounded. 

We have a group of call men who 
must be alerted. The call men are 
a very important segment of the 
Fire Department, and their serv- 
ices are very necessary at a work- 
ing fire. 

The whistle is also sounded on 
multiple alarms to summon the off- 
duty fire fighters. 

It is sounded at 7:30 a.m. and 
7:30 p.m. for a test. This test is 
required by the American Insur- 
ance Association, which sets the 
fire insurance rates. 

It is sounded for a “no school 1 
signal at the request of the school 
authorities. 

It is also sounded for special 
calls, such as alerting the Civil De- 
fense units during emergencies; 
military units; Police Department 
and Boy Scouts. 

I certainly would like to do away 
with the whistle, especially on first 
alarms. This would eliminate the 
traffic congestion which we encoun 
ter at first before we get set up. I 
attempted to do this about three 
years ago, but when the Board of 
Selectmen found out what the cost 
would be they said, “Blow the 
whistle.” 

This year, I plan to include in 
my 1970 budget sufficient funds to 
provide call men with monitors in 
their homes. These monitors would 
alert these men only when they are 
home. In this way we could elimi- 
nate the whistle at night on first 
alarms, let’s say after 9 p.m. In 
the daytime when these men are 
out working they must be alerted 
with the whistle.

Representative Torbert H. Mac- 
donald, who represents this dis- 
trict in Congress and serves as 
chairman of the House Subcommit- 
tee on Communications and Power, 
expressed determination last week 
to push forward “as soon as prac- 
ticable” with a special round of 
hearings into the controversy be- 
tween broadcasters and the cable- 
television industry (CATV). 

Congressman Macdonald’s an- 
nouncement came in the wake of 
the recent breakdown in negoti- 
ations between the two industries. 

The Macdonald hearings begun 
earlier this year, will focus on the 
negotiations between the National 
Association of Broadcasters and 
the National Cable Television As- 
sociation and the causes of the 
collapse of the joint meetings. 

The negotiations, undertaken by 
committees of the two associations, 
represented an attempt to find new 
areas of agreement after the broad- 
casters rejected a tentative agree- 
ment reached by the staffs of the 
two groups that was subsequently 
endorsed by the National Cable 
Television Association. 

Congressman Macdonald said the 
purpose of the new round of hear- 
ings would be to explore the pros- 
pects for Congressional action to 
resolve the dispute. The subcom- 
mittee will be seeking a solution 
in terms of the public interest, tak- 
ing advantage of cable as well as 
broadcasting technologies, and tak- 
ing into consideration as far as 
practicable the business interests 
involved, including the producers 
and owners of broadcasting pro- 
gramming. 

The Congressman will ask wit- 
nesses to propose specific legisla- 
tive suggestions that can help de- 
fine over-all national policy on the 
role of cable systems, with their 
promise of added television chan- 
nels, over the next two decades. 
Near-term, as well as broad poli- 
cy proposals will be considered. 

Expected to participte are mem- 
bers of the broadcasters’ and cable 
industry’s negotiating committees, 
staff officials of the two trade as- 
sociations, and commissioners and 
appropriate staff members of the 
Federal Trade Commission. 

Also to be invited to participate 
will be members of the Administra- 
tion with responsibilities in the 
areas of tele-communications and 
the regulartory agencies, and a 
spokesman for the program owners. 
Much of the controversy, Congress- 
man Macdonald noted, has revol- 
ved around questions of compensa- 
tion for and exclusive use of copy 


Honeywell Gives Installment 
Computer Classes 
For Graduates 


“High school graduates in the 
Winchester area are within com- 
muting distance of a career in the 
computer industry,” said a spokes- 
man for Honeywell Incorporated 
this week in announcing the firm’s 
newest course in computer science 

Honeywell announced establish- 
ment of a course in computer sci- 
ence for high school graduates at 
its Wellesley Hills Education Cen 
ter, designed to help fill an estimat- 
ed 285,000 job openings expected in 
the computer industry by 1972. 

Honeywell said it expects to 
train 1,500 students in the program 
in three years. The course, aimed 
at persons who have some business 
or college experience as well as a 
high school diploma, will be held 
in the evenings, three times a week, 
for nine months, according to John 
McMurrer, manager of Honeywell’s 
computer education program. 

He said the classes start in No- 
vember and will run four hours, 
6:15 p.m. to 10:15 p.m. 

The course will be held in Honey- 
well’s multi-million-dollar educa- 
cation center in Wellesley Hills, 
near headquarters of Honeywell’s 
Electronic Data Processing Divi- 
sion. 

The modern center is equipped 
with $400,000 worth of third-gen- 
eration computer equipment. 

Honeywell entered the education 
field for the first time in June by 
establishing the computer indus- 
try’s first program in computer 
management for college graduates. 
That course is held during the day 
at the Wellesley Hills Education 
Center. The first two classes total- 
ing 37 students graduates this 
month. 

Mr. McMurrer said the new 
course for high school graduates 
will have room for 25 students 
in the first class. Graduates will 
receive a certificate qualifying 
them to apply for programming or 
systems positions in the computer 
industry, he said. 

“The minimum requirement,” 
Mr. McMurrer said, “is a high 
school diploma. But we really are 
looking only for the execeptional 
high school graduate, who can com- 
pete with individuals who have 
advanced education or business ex- 
perience.” 

“All applicants will be given our 
standard hour-and-a-half aptitude 
test — the same test we give col- 
lege graduates — and we will ex- 
pect from them the same rigorous 
dedication to their work that wo 


Buying Increases 

How much of a load are resi- 
dents of Middlesex County carry- 
ing these days in the form of in- 
stallment debt? 

Whnt part of their income goes 
each month toward repayment of 
this debt? 

Consumers in the local area, as 
well as those in most other parts 
of the country, have been adding 
to their debt in recent years. 

One factor that has brought this 
about is the increased availability 
of consumer credit, which has taken 
such new forms as all-purpose cre- 
dit plans, bank check credit and re- 
volving credit. 

Credit is so freely obtainable 
now that nearly one out of every 
two families uses it in its purchas- 
ing. It has enabled many people, 
who could not otherwise have ob- 
tained them, to buy cars, homes, 
air conditioning, travel and other 
big-ticket items. 

As of the middle of this year, 
the Federal Reserve Board reports, 
the amount of installment credit 
outstanding in the United States 
was $93.09 billion, a sharp rise 
over the $83.43 billion listed a year 


earlier.

basis of this and other studies, the 
amount of installment debt out- 
standing is estimated at $1,970 per 
family. 

That is whnt it amounts to on 
average. It varies widely from fam- 
ily to family. Some owe much more 
than this and others owe little or 
nothing. 

For the Middlesex County popu- 
lation as a whole, the total install- 
ment debt comes to approximately 
$765,691,000. 

The largest part of it, over 38 
percent, represents payments due 
on car purchases. The rest is for 
other consumer goods, for home re- 
pair and modernization loans and 
for personal loans. Home mort- 
gages and charge accounts in 
stores do not fall within this cate- 
gory. 

To pay off their installment debt 
on a regular basis requires nearly 
16 percent of the net disposable 
income of local residents, or about 
$165 per month per family. 

Is this more than they can han- 
dle comfortably? Not according to 
the figures. Only a small propor- 
tion of the people have gone too 
deeply into debt and had difficul- 
ties. For the great majority, rising 
incomes and steady employment

Currently the Town buys flow- 
ers for the graves for Memorial 
Day. Mr. Horn places the flower- 
on the graves himself and he com- 
mented that the biggest problem 
was purchasing flowers and keep- 
ing the costs down. 

During the past year, he said, 
flags for the graves were $120; 
flower baskets, $1287; wreaths, 
$50; and flag streamers for the 
baskets, $87. 

The Board expressed concern 
over the future problem of find- 
ing someone to replace Mr. Horn 
in the task. 

Mr. Horn suggested that the 
Town purchase a monument for 
all the Town’s veterans to he 
placed in Wildwood Cemetery and 
decorated with wreaths on Me- 
morial Day. The graves would 
continue to have flag markers. 

He also suggested placing small 
stones or memorials in Calvary, 
Oak Grove and Wood brook Ceme- 
teries for the Winchester veter- 
ans.

In other business, the Select- 
men discussed the date set for 
the Massachusetts Civil Service 
examination for promotion to 
chief of police of the Winchester 
Police Department.

Autumn is tree planting time. 

And planting a tree, the experts 
say, requires planning. 

“Each new tree must enhance 
the over-all plan of the property, 

Robert A. Bartlett, president of 
F. A. Bartlett Tree Expert Com- 
any, said. “It’s like decorating the 
interior of a home with furniture 
which, once placed, cannot be moved 
about or removed.” 

The mature size and shape of a 
tree should always be known be- 
fore selecting a location, he advises. 

“Tall trees, for example, are 
best placed on the south or south- 
west side of a home — to shade the 
roof in summer and allow the sun 
to warm the house in winter. A 
tree for the front lawn should be 
high branched so it will not inter- 
fere with the view from the house.” 

Mr. Bartlett described the busic 
shapes of trees and where each 
shape works best around a home. 

They are: 

Globe or oval shuped (such as, 

Arnold crabapple, globe locust, 
Kwunzan cherry, Chinese maple) — 
front or back lawns and along 
streets. 

Pyramidal (mountain ash, ging- 
ko, pin oak, European beech, little 
leaf linden) — lawns or along 
streets, at least 20 feet from build- 
ings. 

Vase-shaped (hackberrv, red oak, 
Moraine locust, syeumore, sweet- 

gum) — back yard. 

Columnar (sugar maple. Haw- 
thorne, fastigiate goldenrain) — 
in rows, bordering luwns; especial- 
ly good as a foliage barrier to hide 
unpleasant views. 

Weeping (crabapple, beech, 
Chinese scholar, willow, cutleaf 
weeping birch) — on large front 
yards or in the rear of a home. 

Mr. Bartlett cautions against 
planting trees to close together 
and suggests that such factors as 
soil condition aiul the depth of £ 
planting be considered. [U^ .

Regional School 
Holds Meeting 
Of Committee 

Advancements in vandal and 
burglar alarm systems which have 
j resulted from the “spin off” of 
technical knowledge gained through 
the space program, has placed the 
Northeast Metropolitan Regional 
Vocational School Committee on 
the horns of a dilemma. 

At its regular meeting held 
Thursday, September 11, at Malden 
High School, the Board decided to 
defer a decision on the alarm sys- 
tem written into the specifications 
for the school, now under con- 
struction on u 60-acre site in Wake- 
field. 

Board Chairman George E. Lod- 
gen of Malden is expected to ap- 
point a special sub-committee this 
week to work with the electrical 
engineer and contractors in the 
hope of modifying the system to 
include the latest technological ad- 
vancements that could make the 
building almost burglar-proof and 
vandal-proof. 

This may well be one of the 
Committee’s most important de- 
cisions since the location of the 
new $5.9 million building is a re- 
mote area off Farm Street, Wake- 
field. at the entrance to the MDC’s 
Breakheart Reservation. The build- 
ing cannot be seen from the street, 
which makes it susceptible to the 
dangers of burglary and vandalism. 

Thefts 

During the early stages of con- 
struction, contractors complained 
of thefts of material and tools and 
since much of the glazing has been 
completed on the building, vandals 
have smashed newly set windows 
nearly as fast as they could be 
installed. A watchman on duty 
since then, however, has reduced 
these incidents considerably. 

Included in the specifications for 
the new school is a vandal alarm 
system which is part of an in- 
tegrated sound, visual and fire 
alarm system. By utilizing two- 
way loudspeakers throughout the 
building, the system may be used 
during the day for normal inter- 
communications, and then as listen- 
ing devices during the nighttime 
hours. Detecting sounds, such as 
windows and doors .being opened 
or glass breaking, the system would 
inform police of vandalism or 
burglary in progress. Smoke and 
detectors would activate a 
alarm at the Wakefield

A Red Cross Bloodmobile will be

However, since these specifica- 
tions were written, the vandal and 
burglar detection systems have 
been sophisticated so that now, in- 
stead of merely activating a silent 
alarm, it would automatically trip 
tape recording devices which would 
dial the police station with a re- 
corded message, note the time of 
the occurrance and the actual 
sounds which set off the alarm. 

According to the electrical engi- 
neer, Nils Jonsson of Cambridge, 
whose services were acquired 
trough the Norwood architectural 
firm of Korslund, LeNormand and 
Quann, designers of the school, no 
modifications would be necessary 
in the electrical work already ac- 
complished for the integrated sys- 
tem. He added, however, that 
problems would arise with the sup- 
pliers of the sound, video and de- 
tection systems in attempting to 
substitute the new detection sys- 
tem. 

During the course of the dis- 
cussion, the Committee members 
indicated that since the detection 
system would be the first line of 
defense against burglars, vandals 
and fire during the hours when the 
school is not in use, and could pre- 
vent untold damage costs, the mat- 
ter should be pursued further be- 
fore a final decision is made. 

Other Business 

In other business before the 
Board on September 11, Educa- 
tional Consultants Council Inc., 
Braintree, which has been handling 
bids on equipment for the new 
school, submitted a total of 
394.12 in recommended bids which 
was approved by the Board. 

According to the consultants, a 
total of $1,083,859.60 worth of 
equipment had been purchased to 
date, which amounted to $6,60().ii0 
less than the amount estimated in 
the equipment budget. 

District Treasurer Anthony C. 
Moschella reported to the Board 
that $164,837.16 had been earned in 
interest on $3,107,500 invested a 
of August 31. Pending payment of 
bond issue funds to the contractor, 
architect and equipment vendors 
the treasurer has been investing 
the unexpended portion of these 
funds on a short-term basis, thiVs 
earning capital for the District 
and reducing the need for addition 
al appropriations for the 12 con; 
munities participating in the n 
gionul school project. 


Patent Awarded 
Mr. Crenzeback 

Robert J. Crenzeback of 16 
Mason Street, was the recipient on 
August 12 of U.S. patent No. 3, 
460.447, entitled “Unitary Joint- 
Forming Structure.” 

In the construction of roads, 
bridges and other structures 
which concrete, asphalt or the like 
is poured within forms and allowed 
to set, it often is desirable to pro- 
vide expansion joints between ad- 
jacent sections of the construction 
in order to allow for expansion 
and contraction of the sections due 
to variations in atmospheric con- 
ditions and in the load on the 
structure. 

These expansion joints are gen- 
erally of relatively small dimen- 
sions, often of the order of 
fractions of an inch, and therefore 
cannot readily be formed by the 
usual technique of inserting a 
standard wooden form between ad- 
jacent sections while pouring the 
concrete. It is difficult to remove the 
wooden form because the small 
spacing severely restricts access to 
it and because it adheres tightly to 
the adjoining sections of the road 
after the concrete has set. On the 
other hand, the form, being rel- 
atively incompressible, cannot be 
left permanently in place because 
this will prevent the necessary ex- 
pansion and contraction of the road 
sections relative to each other. 

To provide an improvement over 
the prior practice, Mr. Grenzeback 
has devised a novel device for 
forming the expansion joints be- 
tween sections of a roadway. The 
device of his invention comprises a 
core that is made of cork or the 
well known foamed closed-cell poly- 
styrene plastic material, to the op- 
posite sides of which a pair of wall 
members are attached. The latter 
are made from a lightweight, rel- 
atively strong, non-corrodable 
material, such as fiberglass, and 
may be reinforced. 

In other words, the joint-forming 
device of Mr. Grenzeback’s in- 
vention is positioned between ad- 
jacent sections of the concrete 
roadway or the like while they are 
being poured and thus spaces the 
sections a fixed distance apart. The 
wall members of the device be- 
come bonded firmly to the sections 
when the latter harden; and the 
core, which is no longer needed to 
separate the wall members, may 
be removed by simple means if 
desired or, if made of compressible 
material, may be left in place with- 
out adverse consequences. The in- 
vention also provided for sealing 
the expansion joint to prevent the 
entrance of water, sand, pebbles 
or other materials which may pre 
vent its satisfactory use. 

The application for this patent, 
which consists of five claims of 
originality, was filed on June 20, 
1967.

TOWN OF WINCHESTER, MASSACHUSETTS 
Adopted at Annual Representative Town Meeting 
on April 10, 1969 

VOTED. That the Building Law? of the Town he amended 
and revised a;* follows: 

1. in Division 1, Section 2. add the following sentence at the end: 
“The inspection, materials, construction, alteration and repair of 
schoolhouses are exempt from these regulations.” 

2. in Division 2, Section 10: delete the following terms and their 

definitions: Building of First Class Construct ; on 

Building of Second Class Construction 
Building of Third Class Construction 
Mill Construction 
and add the following definition: 

“Fire-Resisting Ceiling — the under portion of a floor /ceiling or 
roof /ceiling assembly, having a fire- resistance rating of one hour or 
more.” 

3. in Division 3: 

Section 11 : Delete the exiting, and substitute the following: 
“Section 11. For the purposes of these Building Laws all buildings 
shall be classifid according to construction as First-Class, Second-Class 
or Third-Class, as described herein. Within each class the various con- 
struction components shall conform to the fire- resistance requirements 
tabulated in Table 24-A in Division 24, and other applicable require- 
ments of Division 24 shall be satisfied. 

First-Class Construction — A building of First-Class Construction 
shall be built entirely of brick, stone, steel, concrete or other equally 
substantial and non-combustible material ; except that under and upper 
flooring, window and door frames, sash, doors, interior finish, hand- 
rails for stairs, and necessary isolated furring and floor screeds may 
be of wood, so long as the required fi re-res istance ratings shall not 
be compromised. 

Second-Class Construction — Second-Class “A” construction shall 
be the same as First-Class except that roof construction may be of 
wood, but covered with non-combustible material and properly fire- 
stopped. Second-Class “B” construction shall have exterior and party 
walls of brick, stone, steel, concrete or other equally substantial and 
non-combustible material; construction and supports of the first floor 
and any floor below the first shall be as for First-Class construction; 
floors above the first, and the roof, may be of wood; roofs and roof 
structures shall be covered with non-combustible material, and the 
fire-stopping requirements of Section 170 shall be met. Second-Class 
“C” construction shall be the same as for Second-Class “B” except 
all floor construction may be of wood. 

Third-Class Construction— Third-class “A” construction may have 
frame and exterior walls of wood, shall be firestopped as required by 
Section 170, and shall have all roofs and dormer sides covered with non- 
combustible material. Third-Class “B” construction shall be the same 
as for Th : rd-Class “A” except that non-combustible roof and dormer 
covering is not required.” 

Section 13: Delete the last sentence and substitute the following: 
“Metal lath and plaster shall be considered as fireproofing only to the 
extent that the specified fire-resistance rating is achieved.” 

4. in Division 6: 

Section 19: In the second paragraph, delete reference to construc- 
tion classifications “2D”, “2E” and “3C”; and in the following tables 
make the following substitutions: 

wherever type “2C” appears (tables for 3-A, 3-C, 3-E), substitute 

“2B”, 

wherever type “2D” appears (tables for 3-C 3-E), substitute “2C”, 
wherever type “2E55 appears (tables for 1-A, 3-A, 1-B, 3-B, 3-C, 
3-D, 3-E) substitute “2C”, 

wherever type “3C” appears (tables for 1-A, 1-B, 1-D, 1-E, 2-D, 
3-A, 3-B, 3-C, 3-D, 3-E) substitute “3B”. 

5. Division 18:* 

Delete this division in its entirety and subst : tute a new Division 18. 

6. in Division 20, Section 154: 

Delete the first paragraph (including the listing of allowable con- 
structions) and substitute the following: “Where stairs, elevator and 
other shaftways are required to be enclosed by the preceding section, 
the construction used shall meet the fire-resistance requirements of 
Table 24-A in Division 24.” 

7. in Division 24: make the following revisions: 

Section 1G5: delete the existing and substitute the following: 
“Metal columns, beams, girders, trusses and other structural mem- 
bers shall be protected against fire damage by a casing of masonry, 
concrete, or other equivalent material, which shall be applied :n such 
manner and quantity to achieve the fire-resistance ratings specified in 
Table 24-A. Structural members carrying only roof and ceiling loads 
may be protected by a fire-resisting ceiling in l’.eu of encasement, so 
long as the required rating is attained. No pipes, wires, cables, ducts 
or other service equipment shall be embedded in the required fire pro- 
tection of any structural member, nor shall they be between the re- 
quired fire protection and the protected structural member if larger 
than one inch in diameter; however this shall not prohibit the installa- 
tion of service equipment in the area between fire-resisting ceilings 
and the members protected thereby as covered by Section 1G6. 

F. : re protection of columns exposed to damage from traffi or occu- 
pancy shall be jacketed on the outside with metal or other approved 
covering to a height of at least four feet from the floor.” 

Section 166: delete existing and substitute the following: 
“Fire-resisting ceilings shall be continuous, except that one 
electrical box not exceeding 16 square inches in area may be installed 
in each 90 square feet of such ceiling area. Non-combustible pipes, 
ducts, additional or larger electrical boxes and other service equipment 
may be installed in fire-resisting ceilings only when the type of 
ceiling to be used has been tested with such equipment installed in 
place, and the tested specimen is a true representation of the proposed 
installation as regards the size, quantity and layout of openings. 

Duct openings installed in accordance with the preceding shall be 
protected by approved fire dampers. 

The space above fire-resisting ceilings shall be firestopped with ap- 
proved non-combustible material to form areas of not more than 1500 
square feet. Steel not thinner than 24 guage shall be accepted as 
firestopping for this purpose.” 

Section 167: Add at the end a new paragraph: 

“In every building, of any classification, the aggregate area of 
window’ and other openings shall not exceed the limits prescribed in 
Table 24-B.” 

Section 169: delete existing and substitute the following: 

“The Commissioner may order approved hand fire extinguishers to 
be installed if, in his judgement, the conditions warrant such pro- 
tection against fire. Extinguishers shall be of the type, size and 
quantity as condition* dictate.” 

Section 171: add a new section, as follows: 

“Buildings of more than one story, 30 feet or more in height, and 
exceeding 10,000 square feet in area shall be equipped with two- 
source standpipes in accordance with the following standards. 

A. Size of standpipes: 

Height over 30’, leas than 50’: 2%” diameter 

Height over 50’, less than 70’: 4” diameter 

IJeight over 70': 6” diameter 

B. The number and location shall be such that all parts of a 
building can be reached by a 30’ stream of water from a 100’ 
length of hose. 

C. The standpipe system shall be designed, fabricated, con- 
structed and installed in conformance with the standards of 
the American Insurance Association or the Factory Mutual 
Fire Insurance Companies. 

D. Single and two-family dwellings, and buildings of First- 
Class construction equipped with automatic sprinklers, are 

exempted from these requirements. 

At the end of Division 24, add Table 24-A and Table 24-B as 
shown attached. 

8. in Division 29, Section 204:

DIVISION 18— WOOD FRAME CONSTRUCTION 

The exterior- walls, interior partitions, floors and roofs of wood 
frame construction shall be designed and constructed to develop 
adequate strengths to resist all vertical and lateral forces due to both 
dead and live loads as specified in Division 8. Standard balloon, braced, 
platform,' post and beam and other types of construction confornpng 
to the standards listed in Section 142 or proved by accepted test or 
analytical methods shall be conaidered acceptable framing methods. 

SECTION 133 GRADES AND SIZES OF LUMBER 

Structural lumber and timber and its fastenings shall be ade- 
quately designed and assembled to safely sustain all imposed loads. 
When stress grade lumber is used and properly identified and con- 
trolled, working stresses may be in accordance with the accepted 
engineering practice standards listed in Section 142. All lumber used 
for load supporting purposes shall be identified by the grade mark of 
a lumber grading or inspection agency approved by the Building 
Commissioner. Grading practices and identification shall be in ac- 
cordance with rules published by a competent agency listed in Section 
142. In lieu of a grade mark on the material, a certificate of in- 
spection as to species and grade issued by a lumber grading or in- 
spection agency approved by the Building Commissioner may be ac- 
cepted for precut manufactured, or rough sawn lumber and for sizes 
larger than three (3) inches nominal dimension. All lumber herein 
specified are nominal sizes, and the American Lumber Standards 
for dressed sizes shall be accepted as the corresponding minimum net 
dimensions. Nominal sizes may be shown on the plans, but stress and 
deflection computations shall be based on actual sizes Except as herein 
provided for composite or built-up integrated units, or when approved 
after test as specified in Section 28, no wood floor beam, roof beam, 
joist, rafter, or framing timber shall be less than two, (2) inches in 
thickness. All isolated structural posts shall have a minimum dimen- 
sion of four (4) inches. 

SECTION 134 FABRICATION 

A. Connections 

All connections shall be fabricated with approved timber con- 
nectors, bolts, lag screws, spikes, nails, gluing or other approved 
connecting devices designed in accordance with accepted engineering 
practice listed in Section 142. Nailed connections shall not be less than 
specified in the recommended nailing schedule in Section 143. 

B. Joints in Girders 

The joints of solid or built-up beams or girders shall be made 
over column or pier supports when constructed as simple spans. When 
constructed of multiple joists and continuous girders, the joints shall 
be broken in adjoining joists; and all joints shall be located between 
one-sixth (1/6) and one-quarter (1/4) the span length from supports 
and shall be securely nailed or otherwise bonded together in an ap- 
proved manner. 

C. Cutting and Notching 

Notched, cut, and pierced beams, joists, rafters, or studs may not 
be in excess of the limitations herein specified unless proved safe by 
structural analysis, or suitably reinforced to transmit all calculated 
loads. Notches in the top or bottom of joists shall not exceed one-sixth 
(1/6) the depth of the member and shall not be located in the middle 
one-third (1/3) of the span. Notches located closer to the supports 
than three (3) times the depth of the member shall not exceed one- 
fifth (1/5) the depth. Holes bored or cut into joists for piping or 
electrical cables shall not be closer than two (2) inches to the top or 
bottom of the joist and the diameter of the hole shall not exceed 
one-third (1/3) the depth of the joist. In studs of bearing walls or 
partitions, notches or bored holes made to receive piping, electrical 
conduit, air-conditioning or heating duct work or for other fabricating 
purposes shall not be cut or bored more than one-third (1/3) the depth 
of the stud. When the stud is cut or bored in excess of one-third 
(1/3) its depth, it shall be reinforced to be equal in load-carrying 
capacity to a stud notched not more than one-third (1/3) its depth. 

SECTION 135 FLOORS AND ROOF CONSTRUCTION 

A. Foundation Anchorage 

Wall sills shall be anchored to foundation walls or piers at 
corners and at intermediate intervals to resist uplift and overturn- 
ing moments. In lieu of calculation of loads, the anchors will be 
spaced not more than eight (8) feet with one-half (Vi) inch bolts 
embedded in the foundation to a depth of not less than one half wall 
thickness in placed concrete, and not less than one and one hulf ( 1 v. ) 
tiers in unit masonry, 
li. At-Grade Protection 

All wood framing members (whether structural or non-load- 
bearing) and all sheathing and siding shall be supported on concrete 
or other water-resistant foundations to provide a clearance of at 
least eight (8) inches from exterior earth; or those portions within 
that distance shall be impregnated or otherwise specially treated to 
muke them impervious to the deleterious effects of moisture. 

Enclosed uninhabitable spaces beneath lower floors (crawl spaces) 
shall have at leust eighteen (18) inches vertical clearance between 
joists and soil, and they shall be ventiluted by means of louvers of 


grills, at the rate of 50 square inches of net free area per 1000 
cubic feet of space. 

Suitable provision shnll be made nt sills to inhibit the entrance 
of termites or other destructive creatures. 

Wood posts in basements or cellars shnll be supported on concrete 
pedestals extending at least two (2) inches above concrete floors or 
six (6) inches above earthen floors. 

C. Bearing and Anchorage on Girders 

Floor beams framing into girders shall be anchored, tied, or nailel 
to secure continuity. The ends of all benms or joists resting on girders 
shall boar not loss than four (4) inches or shall be supported in ap- 
proved metal stirrups or on wood clips or ribbon strips not less than 
two (2) by three (3) inches in size. Beams or joists framing from 
opposite sides shnll either lap not less than six (6) inches and be 
securely bolted or spiked together, or when framing end to end, all 
-joists, beams, and girders shall be secured together by approved metal 
ties, straps, or dogs. 

D. Plates and Ribbon Boards 

Plates which are used in exterior walls to support joists or rafters 
shall be double, of the same width as the supporting studs and each 
not less than two (2) inches thick. In non-bearing partitions, at least 
one (1) top and bottom plate shall be provided of the same width 
as the studs; and the partition shall be firestopped as required in 
Section 170. Ribbon boards which support floor or roof joists shall 
be not less than (1) by four (4) inches in size and shall be nailed 
thereto as required by the nailing schedule. Sills shall be at least 
the equivalent of a four (4) by six (6) inch beam. 

E. Headers and Trimmers 

All headers more than four (4) feet in length and their trimmers 
shall be doubled. Headers with four (4) or more tail beams or six 
(6) feet or more in length shall be supported on approved metal joist 
hangers. When nailing is permitted, the tail and header beams shall 
be secured in accordance with the nailing schedule in Section 143. 
All tail beams or joists which are twelve ( 12) feet or more in length 
shall be hung in approved joist or beam hangers. All trimmer beams 
shall be spiked together. 

F. Bridging 

All floor, attic and roof framing shall be braced laterally. For 
standard balloon, braced or platform construction, bridging shall con- 
sist of not less than 1x3 lumber double-nailed at each end, of stan- 
dard metal straps, or of equivalent bracing of equal rigidity. Block- 
ing shall consist of short pieces of the same-size stock used for mem- 
bers being bridged. Bridging or blocking shall further be required 
at joist supports where adequate lateral support is not otherwise 
provided. In one-and two-family dwellings, midspan bridging may be 
reduced by 50% when joist depth is less than 12 inches and omitted 
when depth is less than 10 inces. 

G. Multiple Joists and Rafters 

Floor joists under bearing partitions shall be doubled or formed 
of built-up sections or may be replaced by a solid section of adequate 
strength to support the load. Dormer windows and other openings in 
roofs shall be framed with double rafters and headers. Valley rafters 
on spans over twelve (12) feet, measured horizontally, shall be 
doubled. 

H. Roof Construction 

Roof rafters shall be vertically supported at the ridge or shall 
be adequately tied together or trussed to prevent spreading of the 
bearing walls; and in roofs having a pitch greater than three (3) in 
twelve (12), collar beams of not less than one (1) by six (6) inch 
boards shall be installed in the upper one-third (1/3) of the attic 
space to every third pair of rafters. 

I. Floor Joists and foifters 

Spans for joists and rafters determined on the basis of accepted 
engineering analysis or in accordance with the standards listed in 
Section 142 or by tests in accordance with the provisions of Division 
1 shall be acceptable. Where the lumber is not identified as to species 
and grade and no stress value has been assigned, the spans of joists 
and rafters shall be as provided in Section 144. 

J. Decking 

The thickness of subflooring, flooring and roof decking shall be 
limited by the spacing of the joists and rafters. One (1) inch wood 
flooring or roof decking may be supported by beams or joists at 
twenty-four (24) inch centers, except when approved integrated as- 
semblies are used. For heavier planking, the spacing, center-to-center 
of the supports, shall not be more than thirty-two (32) times the 
thickness of the planking, except that when reinforced with finished 
flooring, the span of subfloor planking shall not exceed forty-eight 
(48) times the thickness of the planks. Subflooring is not required ex- 
cept where additional vertical or lateral strength and rigidity are 
required. Any spacing of beams and joists determined on the basis 
of accepted engineering analysis or tests in accordance with pro- 
visions in Division 1 shall be acceptable. 

The maximum span of horizontal load-bearing plywood sheathing 
and roof decking shall be limited by allowable stresses and deflection 
for the design live load, but plywood shall not be less than %” thick 
when joist span is 16” or less, or less than 1/32 of greater spans. 
Plywood shall be laid with face grain at right angles to framing, 
and each piece shall span at least two spaces. Plywood used in ac- 
cordance with the recommendations or test data of an authorized 
agency listed in Section 142 shall be considered acceptable. 

K. Plywood Sub-Flooring 

Where used as a structural subflooring, plywood shall be at least 
5/8” thick for support spacing no greater than 16”, or %” thick for 
spacing up to 24". Face grain shall be perpendicular to the supports, 
and sheets shall span at least two spaces. Plywood used in accordance 
with recommendations or test data of an authorized agency shall be 
considered acceptable. 

SECTION 136 WOOD-STUD FRAME 


A. Bearing Walls 

Posts and studs in bearing walls and partitions shall be designed 
as columns, with due allowance for lateral support furnished by 
sheathing, intermediate bracing, horizontal bridging, wall coverings 
and the floor and roof assemblies. The load-bearing value of isolated 
posts or struts and of frame walls and partitions shall be limited by 
accepted engineering analysis. The walls shall be fabricated in such 
a manner as to provide support for the material used to enclose the 
building and to provide for transfer of all lateral loads to the 
foundation. 

B. Non-Bearing Walls ' 

Studs in non-bearing walls and partitions shall resist reasonable 
horizontal loads and shall not be spaced more than forty-eight (48) 
inches on centers, and may be erected with the long dimension parallel 
with the wall; unless otherwise approved after test as an integrated 
unit. 


C. Bracing 

In buildings more than one (1) story in height and, where neces- 
sary for strength on one (1) story buildings, the corner posts shall 
be equivalent to not less than three (3), two (2) by four (4) inch 
studs, braced by not less than one (1) piece of one (1) by four (4) 
inch continuous brace let into the studs. Bracing may be omitted 
when diagonal wood sheathing or plywood panels are used or other 
sheathing specified in Section 137 is applied vertically in panels not 
less than four (4) feet by eight (8) feet in area with approved nailing 
complying with Section 143. 

D. Multiple Stories 

When the frame is more than one (1) story in height and studs 
or posts are uot continuous from sill to roof, the members shall be 
secured together with approved clips, splices or other connections to 
insure continuity and a well-integrated structure. Sheet metal clamps, 
ties, or clips shall be formed of galvanized steel or other corrosion- 
resistive materials, of not less than No. 20 U.S. gauge steel for two 
(2) inch framing members and not less than No. 18 U.S. gauge in 
thickness for three (3) inch members. For four (4) inch and larger 
members, column splices and beam girder supports shall be aifected 
with approved post caps of metul or reinforced concrete or with 
through-bolted corbel blocks or side bolsters. 

E. Framing of Openings 


All window and door openings of bearing walls and partitions 
shall have double studs at the jumbs for the full height of the opening, 
or other approved methods or devices shall be used to support the 
superimposed loads. Headers or double joists as herein specified or 
trusses or other approved assemblies shall be provided over all win- 
dow and door openings in bearing walls and partitions.

SECTION 137 WALL SHEATHING AND WEATHERBOARDING 


A. WaD Sheathing 

Except where wood or plywood siding is approved without sheath- 
ing or when back-plastered stucco construction is used, or the stucco 
u* furnished witji a wrapping of No. 18 U.S. gauge wire attached 
horizontally on the studs at six (6) inch intervals, all exterior frame 
walls shall be sheathed wijh one of the following materials or some 
other material of equal strength and durability approved by the 


building official: one (1) inch reinforced cement mortar; one (1) inch 
wood sheathing; one-half ( Vjt) inch gypsum bonrds; one-half (&) inch 
fiber boards; or three-eights (3, 8) inch plywood. 

All wood sheathing boards shall be nailed to each stud and to 
the top and bottom plates ami sills as provided in the nniling sched- 
ule (Section 143). 

B. Paper-Back Lath Sheathing 

In one- and two-family dwellings and one (1) story business 
buildings with brick or other masonry veneprs, the sheathing may con- 
sist of a layer of approved paper-backed wire fabric of not less than 
No. 16 U.S. gauge galvanised wire with stiffening ribs not more than 
(5) inches on center, to which is attached a double layer of fibrous 
waterproof backing. The veneer shall be laid up with a one (1) inch 
intermediate space which shnll be mortar filled as each course of brick 
is applied. 


C. Exterior Wentherboarding, Veneers and Condensation 

To secure weathertightness in framed wnlls and other unoccupied 
spaces, the exterior walls shall be faced with an approved weather- 
resisting covering, properly attached to resist wind and rain. The 
cellular spaces shnll be so ventilated as not to vitiate the fire-stopping 
at floor, attic, and roof levels or shall be provided with interior non- 
corrodible vapor- type barriers complying with the approved rules; or 
other means shnll be used to avoid condensation and leakage of 
moisture. The following materials shall be accepted ns approved 
weather coverings of the nominal thickness specified: 

Brick masonry veneers 2 inches 

Stone veneers o inches 

Clay tile veneers 14 to 1 inch 

Stucco or exterior plaster % i nc h 

Precast stone facing 5/8 j nc h 

Wood siding (without sheathing) 5/8 inch 

Wood siding (with sheathing) 14 inch 

Exterior plywood (without sheathing) See below 

Exterior plywood (with sheathing) 5/16 inch 

Asbestos shingles 5/32 inch 

Asbestos cement boards 14 j nc ^ 

Aluminum clapboard siding 024 inch 

Formed steel siding 28 gauge 

Exterior plywood may be applied directly to framing as a siding, 
provided it has a nominal thickness of three-eights (3/8) inch. Joints 
shall occur over framing members, unless wood or plywood sheathing 
is used or joints are lapped horizontally a minimum of one and one- 
half (1%) inches or otherwise made waterproof to the satisfaction 
of the Commissioner. If plywood is used as lapped siding without 
sheathing, the wall framing to which it is attached shall be diagonally 
braced. 


D. Exterior Stucco 

All stucco work shall be reinforced with approved metal lath or 
wire fabric as herein specified; except when applied directly to a 
masonry base, or when installed on a masonry base which is pro- 
tected with bituminous surfacing. The reinforcing fabric shall be coat- 
ed with zinc or other approved rust-resistive coating, or shall be 
manufactured from corrosion-resistive alloys.

When applied over approved sheathing, a covering of fourteen 
(14) pound waterproof felt or paper should first be attached to the 
sheathing. In back-plastered stucco with the stucco extending not 
less than five-eighths (5/8) inch back between the studs, the water- 
proof paper backing may be omitted. All metal reinforcement shall 
be furred away from sheathing or building paper not less than one- 
fourth (^4) inch with self-furring lath, metal strips or approved fur- 
ring nails. When applied directly to masonry or monolithic concrete, 
the surfaces shall be roughened, hacked or bush-hammered to pro- 
vide bond or a preparatory dash coat of portland cement grout shall 
be applied and kept damp for at least two (2) days after application^ 
and before applying succeeding stucco coats. At all times during ap-i 
plication and for a period of not less than forty-eight (48) hours ^ 
after application of each coat, provision shall be made to keep stucco 
work above fifty (50) degrees F. Stucco shall be kept a sufficient 
height above ground surfaces and all sills, coping and projecting 
courses shall be flashed and provided with drips to avoid water 
damage. 

E. Masonry Veneers 

Veneer of unit masonry on wood framing shall be securely at- 
tached to the wood frame with at Jeast twenty-two (22) guage cor- 
rosion-resistive corrugated metal ties not less than seven-eights 
(7/8) inch in width at vertical intervals of not more than sixteen (16) 
inches and horizontal intervals of not more than thirty-two (32) 
inches; except clay-tile, one-quarter (%) to one (1) inch in thickness, 
when bonded to a three-quarter (%) inch reinforced cement mortar 
base. Fourteen (14) pound waterproof felt or paper shall be attached 
securely to the frame back of the veneer and flashing shall be pro- 
vided where necessary to prevent moisture penetration behind the 
veneers. The average height of the four (4) inch brick veneer con- 
struction shall be not more than twenty-five (26> feet above its sup- 
ports on the foundation wall or on corbels of masonry or steel and 
two (2) inch stone veneers shall not exceed a height of eighteen (18) 
feet. The corbel shall project not more than two (2) inches from the 
face of the foundation wall.

G. Nailing Weather Boarding, Wall and Roof Coverings 

All weather boarding and wall or roof coverings shall be securely 
nailed with aluminum, copper, zinc, zinc-coated, or other upproved 
corrosion-resistive nails into the supporting structure in accordance 
with the recommended nailing schedule or the approved manufacturer’s 
standards. Shingles and other weather coverings attached to sheath- 
ing less than one (1) inch thick shall be secured with approved me- 
chamcally-lxmding nails or by standard shingle nails appropriate for 
type of shingles in furring strips securely nailed to studs. Wood 
shingles or shakes attached with approved corrosion-resistive annulur 
grooved nails may be applied over fiberboard shingle backer und fiber- 
board sheathing when the installation is in accordance with the ap- 
proved manufacturer’s standards listed in Section 142. Wood shingles 
or shukes and asbewtos shingles or siding may be nailed directly to nail 
base fiberboard sheathing not less than one-half (Mi) inch nominal 
thickness with upproved corrosion-resistive annular grooved nails 
when the installation is in accordance with the approved manufac- 
turer's standards.

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SECTION 138 COMPOSITE CONSTRUCTION 

All plywood or approved equivalent, when used structurally, shall 
meet the performance standards and all other requirements of the ap- 
plicable U.S. commercial standards for the type, grade, and species of 
plywood involved and shall be so identified by an approved agency. 
Working stresses shall conform to the standards of accepted engineer- 
ing practice as listed in Section 142. 

A. Integrated Assemblies 

Approved panels or other integrated assemblies fabricated of di- 
mension lumber with wood stress-coverings glued thereto or consisting 
of structural units of metal-covered or molded plywood, or other ap- 
proved plastics, formed and molded into prefabricated load-bearing 
members shall be permitted for use in floors, roofs, walls, partitions, 
and ceilings when designed in accordance with accepted engineering 
practice or meeting the test requirements of Division 1. All structural 
members shall be so connected at their junction to provide a well- 
integrated structure with tight weatherproof joints where exposed to 
the weather. The fastenings of stressed panel coverings to longitudinal 
or transverse structural studs or ribs shall provide rigidity equivalent 
to approved gluing. Nailing shall not be acceptable for this purpose. 
The glues shall be handled, mixed, and applied by approved fabri- 
cators in accordance with the manufacturer’s specifications. For gen- 
eral interior uses or for exterior use protected against the weather, 
Group 1 glues shall be used, including, among others, casein glue with 
mold-resistant preservative, urea-resin glue, phenol or phenol-resor- 
cinol resin glue or their approved equivalent. For exterior use with 
full exposure to the weather, or for interior use when subjected to high 
humidity. Group 2 glue shall be used, including, among others, resor- 
cinol-resin, phenol-resin or melamine resin glues or their approved 
equivalent. 

B. Spacing of Vertical Studs 

Maximum stud spacing for bearing wall and partition sheathing 
and for use in stress-skin panels or other prefabricated constructions 
shall be determined by accepted engineering analysis or by the tests 
prescribed for prefabricated assemblies. When stress-grade materials 
are used, the stresses and design shall conform to accepted engineering 
practice. 

SECTION 139 PROTECTION OF SURFACES 

A. Flashing 

All exterior openings shall be constructed with approved corrosion- 
resistive flashings at top and sides or by other approved methods to be 
leakproof. Similar flashings shall be installed at the intersection of 
chimneys or other masonry construction with frame or stucco walls. 
Such flashings shall be provided with projecting lips on both sides 
under stucco copings; under and at the ends of masonry, wood, or metal 
copings and sills; at wall and roof intersections; under built-in gut- 
ters; at junction of chimneys and roofs; and in all roof valleys and 
around all roof openings. 

B. Interior Surfaces 

In all habitable spaces, interior exposed wall and partition sur- 
faces shall be faced with materials which are capable of resisting a 
horizontal load of not less than five (5) pounds per square foot.

When required to meet fire-resistive performance for specific ap- 
plications and uses by the provisions of this code, structural wood 
units and assemblies shall be protected with metal, or other compo- 
nent materials, or shall be treated by approved pressure processes to 
develop resistance ratings specified in this code. 

A. Clearance from Chimneys 

Except as otherwise permitted, no combustible material other than 
finished flooring shall be placed with two (2) inches of the outer face 
of the chimney nor within six (6) inches of any chimney opening, and 
finished flooring shall not have less than one-half (%) inch clearance 
from the outer face of the chimney; except that such flooring may be 
in contact with unplastered chimneys for a distance of not more than 
three (3) inches from the corner. 

B. Clearance from Fireplaces 

All combustible header and trimmer beams shall be placed not 
less than four (4) inches from the face and backs of fireplaces and the 
spaces shall be firestopped as required in Section 170.

opening; and no combustible mantel shall be located less than twelve

Substitute teacher workshops 
will be held Wednesday, September 
24 at. 3:30 p.m. (elementary) and 
Thursday, September 25 (second- 
19 jary) at 3 p.m. by the Winchester 
Public Schools. 

Interested individuals are invited 
to attend the sessions given for 
elementary substitute tenchers at 
Wyman School and for secondary 
school substitutes at McCall Junior 
High School. 

Arranged by Director of Person- 
nel, Henry B. Perry, the workshops 
are designed for those contemplat- 
ing substitute teaching as well as 
those already on the substitute list. 

Principals Martha V. Cunning- 
ham of Lincoln School and William 
A. Warnock of Wyman School will 
be in charge of >the workshop for 
elementary substitute teacher can- 
didates. The substitute teachers* 
folder will be reviewed in detail 
showing where to find the kind 
of information which substitutes 
need to know ahout the class, the 
schedule and the program for the 
day. 

W. Howard Niblock, Senior High 
School Principal and Gardner W. 
Handy, principal at Lynch Junior 
High School, will supervise the sec- 
ondary school substitute workshop. 
The importance of the availahility 
of a substitute will be stressed at 
both workshops. The principals will 
use the example of discouragement 
of a principal when contacting the 
party three times in succession re- 
ceiving a refusal each time. 

According to Mr. Perry, the prin- 
cipals will point out the need for 
substitute teachers in preventing 
disruption of the children’s edu- 
cation. For this reason, he adds, the 
School Department attempts to en- 
list only qualified substitutes. 

In this way when a teacher is 
forced to be absent a fill-in for the 
regular teacher can be engaged 
who will come as close as possible 
to the standards of that teacher in 
maintaining the regular program, 
not just to act as a baby sitter. 

Present at the workshops will 
be substitute teachers who have 
worked in the school system pre- 
viously. The problems they have 
encountered on the job will be 
presented and their solutions to 
these problems discussed. 

Scondary school substitutes must 
he graduates of college who may 
teach classes in their major or 
minor field with or without teach- 
ing experience or training. Substi- 
tutes for the elementary schools 
must be trained as teachers and/ 
or have teaching experience at the 
elementary level. 

Substitute teachers receive $20 
per diem; long-term substitute 
teachers are placed on the first step 
of the teachers’ salary schedule.

In Orff-Kodaly 
Music Method 


The innovational methods of Carl 
Orff and Zoltan Kodaly are creat- 
ing a musical revolution in the 
United States. Their objectives are 
to produce a musically literate 
child who is free to express himself 
as a creative individual. 

Research study, underwritten by 
a grant, hns been going on in Win- 
chester schools using these methods 

Classes are actually begun in 
Europe with nursery and kinder- 
garten-aged children who learn to 
sing in tune and participate in 
musical games which help them 
learn rhythm, movement, coordina- 
tion of various kinds and other 
skills leading to more advanced 
work with various rhythm and bar 
instruments, both as accompani- 
ment for their songs and as solo 
ensembles.

Boiler Room 
Fire Results 
In Damages 


Heavy smoke and water damage 
in one room of a Thornberry Road 
residence and the brief illness of 
one of the occupants was the re- 
sult of a small boiler room fire on 
Wednesday morning, September 3. 

Mrs. Fantasia, mother of Mrs.

Upon inquiring at the Travalini 
home later, Fire Chief Frank 
Amico was told that Mrs. Fantasia 
had returned home from the Hospi- 
tal. 

According to Fire Department 
records, paint and varnish remover 
fumes were ignited by a gas hot 
water heater causing the boiler to 
explode. When the Fire Depart- 
ment arrived they found that it 
had been extinguished with a gar- 
den hose. A solvent was used to 
clean the basement. 

Heavy smoke and water damage 
was done to the rug and floor of 
the room, as well as damage to 
electrical components and the door 
when the boiler exploded. Some 
apparatus remained two and a 
quarter hours at the scene. 

Responding to the call at 9:58 
a.m. were Engines Two and Three, 
the Fire Prevention car, Rescue 
truck, Ladder and Chief's Car. The 
Fire Department first received a 
ca(l from a telephone operator 
giving an incorrect location. This 
was corrected, however, when a 
police call informed them that a 
fire emergency existed on Thorn- 
berry Road.

Wendell Withington, director of 
the Music Department for Win- 
chester Public Schools announced 
at the first general faculty meeting 
Tuesday, September 2 plans for 
the music program in the schools. 

He explained the basis of the 
music education program as learn- 
ing rhythm and melody by rote in 
the primary grades. The music de- 
partment, he added, also works 
toward having the children develop 
music literacy (ability to read 
notes). 

As an example of one of the 
ways in which music literacy can 
be achieved, Mr. Withington cited 
the Orff-Kodaly method which he 
feels is unique. Experiments with 
this method have shown that its 
use makes learning to read music 
more enjoyable for children. 

Following the success of the 
Orff-Kodaly pilot program last 
year, elementary music specialists 
Jeanne Loudon, Eleanor Thistle- 
thwaite and Herman Greene will 
work with classroom teachers and 
their students in an effort to con- 
tinue this type of instruction on a 
limited basis. The recorders, glock- 
enspeils, etc. will be used where 
available and the principles of the 
program will be stressed whenever 
possible. Workshops are planned to 
assist the teachers in use of the 
Orffff-Kodaly meterials and equip- 
ment in their classrooms. 

Mr. Greene, with a master’s de- 
gree from Boston Conservatory of 
Music, is new to the department 
this fall. He expressed his enthu- 
siasm for the Orff-Kodaly method 
and added that he hopes that a 
number of choruses can be de- 
veloped throughout the schools. 

According to Miss Jeanne 
Loudon, schedules are being ar- 
ranged that will permit better 
coverage of the elementary schools 
between herself, Mr. Greene and 
Mrs. Thistlethwaite. 

Frederick J. Murray returns to 
his position as band instructor 
after spending the summer direct- 
ing summer school. As an instruc- 
tor in instrumental music John R. 
Woodworth will go from school to 
school giving lessons to groups of 
boys and girls. David Kontoff 
works on instrumental music pri- 
marily out of the Lynch Junior 
High School and visits other 
schools for instruction of students 
as well. 

Mr. Withington expressed his 
enthusiasm for continuation and 
improvement of the instrumental 
and choral groups at the secondary 
schools emphasizing that in this 
of the importance of com- 
munication he feels that music can 
be a strong and vital force.

one club bid by partner, showinp 
less than a seven or eipht-point 
raise. North then came in with one 
spade, and now South can bid two 
clubs without showinp any points. 
With such a pood hand. North 
tried apain, sayinp two no trump, 
but. after my saying three clubs 
with the South hand (there proba- 
bly aren't enouph entries to set up 
that feeble club suit at no trump) 
my partner at North fipured cor- 
rectly that with my havinp less 
than a raise and requestinp twice 
to play the hand in clubs, a pass 
was the better part of valor. 

As you can see from all four 
hands, three clubs makes. — for a 
top board, incidentally, all other 
pairs beinp set at spades, three 
no trump, and pame in clubs and 
diamonds. 

If you look at the North-South 
hands apain and assume a one dia- 
mond opener by North, it is much 
more difficult for North to assess 
the hand. It is on these big hands 
in the no-mans land between an 
openinp one no trump and an open- 
inp two no trump that the one 
club bid is most valuable. That re- 
sponse of one diamond showinp less 
than a raise flashes the warning 
sipnal immediately. 

Moral: When weighing the pros 
and cons in a close decision, it is 
often a judicious pass that tips 
the scales.

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The forward wall, although out- 
weighed by a great deal, stood up 
well against the likes of all-schol- 
astic end Joe Mackey (0-3, 196), 
center Bill D’Ambrosia (6-2, 225), 
and tackle Paul Cassidy (6-2, 236).

Touchdowns scored and yards 
gained mean little in these scrim- 
mages, hut the Sachems showed to 
better advantage than the home 
group.

Controlled Scrimmage

small. The offensive team took over 
at its own 35-yard line and had 10 
plays in which to score. Winchester 
netted a pair of scores, one through 
the air and one on the ground. 

Each team ran 40 plays in this 


plays as potential receivers wore 
loft in the clear. These are common 
errors early in the season and both 
teams were making them. On one 
occasion tho Somerville player yell- 
ed out after a broken play, “You 
have to look or I can’t throw the 
hall to you!” 

Defense 

What stood out above nil in this 
writer’s eyes was the goal-line per- 
formance of the Winchester do 
fense. Starting its series of five 
plays from the Sachem ten the Red 
and Blue made six yards, and n 
second play brought the hall only 
six inches from tho goal line. The 
local defense then stiffened and 
threw the ball carriers for a yard 
loss on each of the next three plays. 
It called to mind the great goal-line 
defense against Melrose in last 
year’s title game when the Win- 
chester line closed suddenly to halt 
what appeared to be a certain Red 
Raider tally. 

To date the team has escaped any 
serious injuries, and Co-Captain 
Dave Scott is recovering from the 
aftermath of his intestinal flu ill 
ness. He was able to return to lim 
ited contact duty Saturday after 
being out of action against Somer- 
ville. This week the schedule calls 
for a tussle with Medford at Hor- 
mel Stadium and tho annual full- 
game scrimmage with Lynnfield 
which is carded for Saturday morn- 
ing at Manchester Field. However, 
Coach Jim McKinnon was forced 
to cancel the Mustang workout 
when injuries robbed him of six 
starters.

Receives Grant 
For Muscle Study 

A Winchester resident is among 
those who have received research 
grants from the Medicnl Founda- 
tion in its latest granting period, 
according to ait announcement by 
William V. McDermott Jr., M.D., 
president of the organization. 

The Foundation is a research and 
health education agency of the 
Massachusetts Bay United Fund. 

Dr. Marshall Elzinga of 22 Sen- 
eca Road was awarded a one-year 
project grant for research directed 
to understanding the basis of mus- 
cle contraction, specifically how the 
various building blocks (amino 
acid) fit into the structure of ac- 
tion and myosin, key proteins in 
this contraction. 

Dr. Elzinga is research associate. 
Department of Muscle Research, 
Retina Foundation, Boston. 

The Medical Foundation awarded 
eight fellowships and six project 
grants, totaling $117,000 for inves- 
tigation into a wide variety of prob- 
lems in the medical and community 
health fields.

Work Slowdown Is Called 
By Firefighters’ Union 
In 1969 Contract Dispute 

The Winchester Firefighters Association. Local 1564 notified Edward F. Donnelly, executive secre- 
tary of the Board of Selectmen, through its lawyer, Dominic Carolina of Worcester, that beginning Fri- 
day, September 19, at 8 a.m. they would “perform oidy those duties directly and immediately connected 


The articles are: 

Article 1. To seo if the Town 
will raise and appropriate a sum 
of money in addition to the $10,- 
070,000 appropriated on February 
26, 1968 for construction and 

originally equipping and furnish- 
ing a new senior high school, in- 
cluding outdoor athletic facilities, 
at the so-called Shore Rond Site; 
and to determine whether any 
amount which is appropriated 
shall be raised by borrowing, 
transfer or otherwise, and take 
any other action in relation there- 
to. 

Article 2. To see if the Town 
will hear and act on a report by 
the Selectmen concerning collec- 
tive bargaining procedures and 
agreements, if any, with the fire 
fighters; raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for any revisions 
or adjustments of wages and 
salaries for fire fighters under 
collective bargaining agreements 
or otherwise; determine in what 
manner the money shall be raised 
and appropriated; authorize the 
Selectmen to file a petition with 
the General Court for any au- 
thority needed in connection 
therewith, and take any other 
aetion in relation thereto. 

Objections 

Objections were raised in a 
letter to the Selectmen from the 
Finance Committee on the in- 
clusion of the article on fire- 
fighters’ contracts in the warrant 
for this meeting since contract 
negotiations between the Town 
and the Firefighters Association 
have broken down. The Board 
made its decision to leave the 
article in the warrant. 

At a meeting with the Finance 
Committee on Thursday night, 
the Board received approval of 
the transfer of $16,782.75 from 
Town funds for the repair of the 
incinerator. Signing of the Spe- 
cial Town Meeting warrant had 
been postponed by the Board last 
week pending result of the meet- 
ing with the Finance Committee. 
Had the Finance Committee re- 
fused the transfer of funds, it 
would have been necessary to in- 
clude an article in the warrant 
for the monies.

Appeal Board 
Issues Ruling 
On Maple Road 

The Board of Appeal this 
week made public a report of its 
decision on a hearing concerning 
the request of the Winchester 
Hospital to extend its present 
parking area into the land pres- 
ently occupied by the Charlotte 
Russell House; a portion of Maple 
Road; or the properties located at 
14 Fairmount Street and 17 Maple 
Road. 

A hearing was held before the 
board on the Hospital’s petition 
on August 14 at the Town Hall. 
Associate member Robert J. Hal- 
lisey was chairman of the meeting 
in place of regular Chairman 
Lane McGovern who had dis- 
qualified himself since he is a 
member of a Hospital board. Also 
disqualifying himself was Daniel 
T. Chane Jr. who lives in the 
neighborhood of the Hospital. He 
was replaced by Associate Mem- 
ber Walter E. Fisher. Regular 
Member Frederick D. Herberich 
was the third member of the 
Board. 

The Board, in its report, stated 
that it did not feel it should 
grant permission to the Hospital 
to make any particular use of 
land, such as Maple Road, which 
it does not presently clearly own 
or have the right to use. 

It was felt that the Board 
should not consider use of Maple 
Road until such time as the Hos- 
pital became the clear owner, at 
which time a second hearing be- 
fore the Board would be neces- 
sary. 

Since the hospital did not wish 
to have the use of 14 Fairmount 
and 17 Maple considered unless 
permission was granted for use of 
a portion of Maple, the Board did 
not act on that request. 

Request Refused 

The Board also refused to act 
on a request submitted at the 
hearing that the Hospital be 
granted permission to construct 
a double-decker concrete or metal 
parking structure. The Board 
felt the request was contingent 
on the Town Meeting action on 
Maple Road, and also that more 
definite plans and specifications 
would be necessary for them to 
consider the request.

Implementation of these com- 
parisons to the open space design 
leads to a structural pattern of 
concentric zones. At the core of 
these circles is an area for group 
projects, a pupil-pupil interaction 
area, which may be student-di- 
rected or teacher-directed. Since 
the greatest Supervision is needed 
in this area, it is located in the 
center. 

The next outer ring provides 
for individual student study in 
which the students may manage 
themselves or use a teacher aide. 
It may serve as a buffer or quiet 
area between the core and the 
outermost ring which will be used 
for teacher-directed, regular-siz- 
ed classrooms. 

Marycliff is expected to house 
350 pupils in kindergarten and 
grades one through six, both boys 
and girls. There are three floors 
to the building, the first floor of 
which will support 50 kindergar- 
ten students, 25 each in a morning 
and an afternoon class. There will 
be approximately two grades to 
each floor, each grade being divid- 
ed into classes of 25 pupils. 

Because the two inner rings de- 
scribed are either self-directed or 
teacher aide-directed, such non- 
teacher groups totaling 75 could 
be supervised by one teacher aide. 
There would be four regular-sized 
classrooms on the periphery. The

with the actual fighting of fires.” 

In his letter to Mr. Donnelly, 
Attorney Coronna stated: 

“Please take notice that as of 
8:00 a.m. Friday, September 19, 
1969, the members of the above- 
named Association and employed 
by the Town of Winchester as 
firefighters, will perform only 
those duties directly and immedi- 
ately connected with the actual 
fighting of fires. 

“All operational equipment is 
and will continue to be maintain- 
ed in operational condition.” 

The action was taken by the 
Firefighters Association in re- 
sponse to a breakdown in con- 
tract negotiations between rep- 
resentatives of the Association 
and the Town Collective Bargain- 
ing Committee. 

The two groups met Tuesday, 
September 16, to discuss the re- 
port of the representative fact- 
finder, William J. Fallon of the 
American Arbitration Association, 
who had reviewed the case on pe- 
tition by both groups last May 
when a contract had failed to be 
negotiated after several months 
of collective bargaining. 

In a release to the press dated 
for release after 8 a.m. September 
19, 1969, the Firefighters Associ- 
ation, Local 1564 said: 

“Contract negotiations between 
Local 1564, International Associ- 
ation of Fire Fighters, and the 
Town of Winchester broke down 
Tuesday night when the Union 
walked out of the negotiating 
meeting. According to Joseph J. 
Riga, President of the Local, the 
walkout was prompted by the 
Town Bargaining Committee’s re- 
fused to bargain in good faith. 

“ ‘The Winchester Fire Fight-.' 
ers have been working without a 
contract since April 1st,’ Riga 
said. ‘But we attended the Tues- 
day meeting with the understand- 
ing that an agreement would fi- 
nally be reached, in view of the 
recommendations of an independ- 
ent fact-finder of the American 
Arbitration Association.’ 

Citizens’ Group 
For High School 
Plans Meetings 
In All Precincts 

Representatives of Citizens for 
a New High School met with rep- 
resentatives of the School Com- 
mittee, the Secondary School 
Building Sub-committee and the. 
school administration on Sunday, 
September 21, in an effort to gain 
support for the Building Commit- 
tees’ proposal to vote an addition- 
al $3,000,000 to build the new 
High School as originally planned. 

Arthur Dunbar, chairman of 
the Secondary School Building 
Sub-committee, who had requested 
the meeting, reviewed recent de- 
velopments. Andrew Nichols, also 
a member of the Building Com- 
mittee, explained the financial sit- 
uation in detail. 

A decision was made to sponsor 
three precinct meetings as public 
forums for discussing and ques- 
tioning the articles in the war- 
rant for the Special Town Meet- 
ing on October 16. 

Dates for the meetings are: 
Precincts 2 and 3: McCall Jun- 
ior High, October 7, 8 p.m. 

Precincts 1 and 6: Muraco 

School, October 8, 8 p.m. 

Precincts 4 and 5: Lynch Jun- 
ior High, October 9, 8 p.m. 

Anyone who is unable to attend 
a meeting of his own precinct is 
welcome to attend either of the 
others. 

General bids submitted in July 
for the proposed high school on 
Shore Road were approximately 
$3,000,000 above the figure appro- 
priated by the Special Town 
Meeting in February, 1968. The 
Secondary School Building Sub- 
committee and the Permanent 
Building Committee reviewed all 
possible actions they might take 
and early this month voted unan- 
imously to ask a Special Town 
Meeting to vote an udditiouul $3,- 
000,000 for the high school us bid. 

The Citizens for a New High 
School was formed as a group lust 
full when petitioners asked the 
Town Meeting to rescind the vote 
for a new high school. The group 
is being reactivated under the di- 
rection of Mrs. Nolan T. Jones 
of 22 Squire Road and represen- 
tatives of other town organiza- 
tions. 


“ ‘The Union was — and is — 
fully prepared to accept the fact- 
finder’s recommendations,’ Riga 
said, ‘including the reference to 
the reduction in hours from 48 to 
46 on April 1, 1970, 44 on April 
1, 1971, then to 42 on April 1, 
1972. However, the Town refused 
to make any effort to provide the 
mechanics to include in the con- 
tract for 1969-70, as recommend- 
ed by the fact-finder, any pro- 
vision for a reduction of the work 
week from 48 to 42, or to arrange 
within the next two weeks for 
their new negotiation committee 
to begin negotiations for 1970-71 
solely on the hours issue for the 
purpose of giving the Union the 
benefit of the hourly recommenda- 
tion made by the fact-finder. The 
immediate cause of the walk-out 
was prompted by the Town Ne- 
gotiating Committee’s insistence 
that its original proposal, which 
refused to accept retroactivity 
for compensation to April 1, 1969, 
as recommended by the fact-find- 
er, was the only proposal submit- 
ted by the Town Committee.’ 

“ 'The Winchester Fire Fight- 
ers aren’t completely happy with 
the fact- fender’s recommenda- 
tions,’ Riga went on, ‘but they're 
willing to accept them in good 
faith. That’s what collective bar- 
gaining is all about. Both sides 
have to make concessions. We 
have. The salary recommendation, 
for instance, is substantially less 
than the fire fighters feel is merit- 
ed. And they haven’t had a pay 
adjustment for the better part of 
two years, while the cost of liv- 
ing has been skyrocketing.’ 

“ ‘The fire fighters have been 
most reasonable in what they 
have been seeking,’ the Local 1564 
President said. ‘After all, we’re 
taxpayers too. All we're asking is 
a fair shake in comparison with 
fire fighters in neighboring com- 
munities — in pay, hours and work- 
ing conditions. We feel that the 
fact - finder’s recommendations 
represent a reasonable compro- 
mise settlement.’ 

“ ‘After leaving the Tuesday 
negotiating session,’ Riga pointed 
out, ‘we presented the Town Bar- 
gaining Committee’s counter-pro- 
posal to the fact-finder’s report 
to the fire fighters. They rejected 
it to a man. We feel we have act- 
ed in good faith all the way. 
Where we go now is up to the 
Town Bargaining Committee.’ ” 

Mr. Fallon’s report, which was 
dated September 3, 1969, recom- 
mended five provisions be adopted 
by the two groups as “a fair and 
equitable method of resolving 
their dispute.” 

The five provisions include: a 
one year contract from April 1, 
1969, to March 31, 1970; longevity 
payments should not be included 
in the contract; the work week 
shall be reduced from 48 to 46 

Building Comm. 
Plans Meeting 
On High School 

The Permanent Building Com- 
mittee and its Secondary School 
Building Sub-committee voted 
unanimously at a meeting Thurs- 
day, September 18 that the “high 
school project as initially design- 
ed be approved subject to certain 
modifications the architect has 
previously been instructed to 
make and that the committees 
recommend that Town Meeting 
appropriate an additional $3,100,- 
000 for the project with the pool 
submitted as a bidding alternate.” 

Modifications which are refer- 
red to in the motion include 
changes in the excavation around 
the pool; elimination of the extra 
height above the auditorium stage 
which was initially designed to 
house flying sets; elimination of 
space at the rear of the audi- 
torium used to house an audio- 
visual aids complex; cuts in the 
number of control stations for 
low voltage distribution in the 
science laboratories; uivd a 50 per 
cent cut in the cost of the stage 
dimmer board. 

In eliminating the space in the 
rear of tho auditorium for the 
audio-visuul complex, the Com- 
mittee discussed moving the com- 
plex to. other rooms on the sec- 
ond Hour which are near the In- 
structional Materials Center. 
These rooms had been planned as 
remedial reading rooms.

hours on April 1, 1970, from 46 to 
44 hours on April 1, 1971, and 
from 44 to 42 hours on April 1, 
1972; the firefighters annual 
salary should he $8,250 for the 
contract year April 1, 1969, to 
March 31, 1970; and all other 
changes previously agreed upon 
and provisions which were agreed 
to be continued from the old con- 
tract should be incorporated in 
the new contract. 

The Fire Department employs 
44 men as firefighters, according 
to William O’Leary, secretary of 
the International Association of 
Firefighters, Local 1564. Mr. 
O’Leary stated that of the 44 
men, all were members of the 
Association except three of the 
regulars, two men recently ap- 
pointed who are still on six 
months probation, and one pro- 
visional member of the depart- 
ment who was recently appoint- 
ed. 

According to Mr. Donnelly, a 
member of the Town Collective 
Bargaining Committee, the Com- 
mittee feels that they can not 
make decisions for future years 
in a one-year contract. For this 
reason, they will not make pro- 
vision for the future reduction of 
firefighters’ hours in this year’s 
contract. Also, he said, the mem- 
bers of the bargaining groups on 
both sides for the 1970 contract 
negotiations may be changed, so 
the Committee does not feel they 
should set definite meetings to 
negotiate hours for the 1970 con- 
tract at this time. 

In a letter to Joseph J. Riga, 
president of Local 1504, dated 
September 19, Mr. Donnelly 
states : 

“So that there will be no op- 
portunity of misunderstanding, I 
would like, on behalf of the 
Town's negotiating team, to state 
its position relative to the negoti- 
ations following fact finding 
recommendations.

New Resuscitator 
Replacement For 
Mouth-to-Mouth

Navy Offers 
College 

Education 

Now that it is fall niany stu- 
dents have begun their senior year 
of high school. 

College plans should begin early, 
and no male high school senior

Company Research 
Faces Problem 
Of Air Pollution 

Against n backdrop of bunsen 
burners and bulging bottles, chem- 
ist George Lee of Stoughton directs 
the investigation into air contami- 
nation for Liberty Mutual In- 
surance Companies’ Hopkinton Re- 
search Center aided by two as- 
sistants. Mr. Lee has been doing 
research for the company for 23 
years. 

His two assistants are Miss 
Marion Dulong of Norfolk, who 
gave up teaching nursery school 
ten years ago because she found 
it boring, and Miss Ellen Bossman 
of Framingham, the newest mem- 
ber, who has been with them less 
than a year after years in a high- 
pressure world of hospital labora- 
tories. 

Together, they test the air 
breathed by millions of industrial 
workers and seek out the latent 
nemeses which, though hardly dis- 
cernible at any one point, may 
seriously disable or even kill over 
a period of years. 

The air samples are collected at 
plants and factories across the 
country by Liberty’s industrial hy- 
gienists and field service represen- 
tatives. When a contaminant is 
feared, the sample is collected and 
sent to Hopkinton. 

Lee and his staff then go through 
the deliberate pattern of boiling 
down or sorting out the chemical 
composition of the questionable 
sample. In some cases it is as simple 
as heating, cooling, adding a solu- 
tion, condensing or doing a flame 
test. 

But more often than not the re- 
searchers may do all that and still 
have to rely on three very special 
pieces of equipment. Spectrophoto- 
meter, Spectrophotofluorimeter and 
gas chromatograph are the names 
of these highly sophisticated in- 
struments. Basically, what they do 
is sort out the elements in the air 
sample. 

An air sample is injected into 
the chromatograph. Then, depend- 
ing on the characteristics of the 
elements in question, information 
is automatically recorded on a 
chart. By checking the peak points 
on the chart with the time in tenths 
of seconds it took for them to show, 
the researchers can determine the 
nature of the sample. 

The gas chromatograph measures 
by time and peak of a print out on 
a chart. The spectrophotofluori- 
meter measures by degree of fluo- 
resence. When necessary, an or- 
ganic reagent is used to aid in this 
process. The spectrophotometer 
measures color and degree of hue 
to help identify the element. 

When the analysis has been 
completed, Mr. Lee confers with 
Liberty Mutual’s industrial hy- 
gienists and a report is drawn up 
describing the sample. The report 
will state if there is a potentially 
hazardous situation, what the prob- 
lem is and how best to alleviate it. 

The research team test four to 
five thousand samples each year, 
either as part of the firm’s regular 
policyholder service or upon special 
request. Liberty was a pioneer in 
this type of policyholder service 
and remains a leader in the field 
today. From a rather humble be- 
ginning in a small room in the 
Park Square Building in Boston, 
the research was moved to a floor 
in the firm’s Home Office on Berke- 
ley Street, then finally was moved 
to Hopkinton in 1955. 

Liberty Mutual is also involved 
in a number of other research pro- 
jects aimed directly at healthier 
and happier working environments. 
Exemplary is a fatigue study, the 
goal of which it to determine ac- 
ceptable measures for manual 
material handling jobs such as 
lifting, carrying, pushing, or pull- 
ing. In addition, Liberty has many 
training programs in the area of 
industrial hygiene for industrial 
safety supervisors. 


A 22 per cent gain in G.I. Bill 
enrollments is expected this fall, 
according to William F. Connors, 
manager of the Boston VA Region- 
al Office. 

A 1969 peak fall enrollment of 
635,000 veterans wns forecast by 
Mr. Connors, who noted that the 
figure was 520,524 last fall and 
380,037 in 1967. 

Some 15,300 of the 635,000 vet- 
erans expected to take advantage 
of the education nnd training pro- 
visions of the G.I. Bill this fall 
were in Massachusetts. 

In addition, some 50,000 men in 
service will be going to school this 
fall under the G.I. Bill. This com- 
pares to 36,283 in 1968 and 22,847 
in 1967. 

Of the over-all estimate of 685,- 
000 (635,000 veterans nnd 50,000 
servicemen) for ’69 peak fall en- 
rollment, 16,300 are in Massachu- 
setts. 

This fall’s enrollment will bring 
to 1.600,000 the number of veterans 
and servicemen who have enrolled 
since education provisions of the 
newest G.I. Bill went into effect 
June 1, 1966. 

Of the 370,000 veterans expected 
to attend institutions of higher 
learning this fall (70,000 more 
than for a like period in 1968), 
11,600 are in Massachusetts. 

Another 205,000 (2,400 in Mas- 
sachusetts) are expected to be en- 
rolled in schools below college level 
nnd 60,000 (1,300 in Massachu- 

setts) in on-the-job training — 37,- 
000 more than for last year. 

While men in service do not take 
on-the-job training under the G.I. 
Bill, Mr. Connors said that 8,000 
of them will enroll in colleges and 
another 42,000 in education pro- 
grams below the college level. 

To be eligible for VA educational 
assistance veterans must have had 
at least 181 days of continuous 
service, part of it after January 
31, 1955, while a serviceman must 
have completed at least two con- 
secutive years of active duty. 

Mr. Connors urged veterans 
entering training for the first time 
or changing schools or programs 
this Fall to apply immediately to 
the VA for a certificate of eligi- 
bility to avoid delays in payment 
of allowances.

Record Amount 
On Soda Pop 

1 The bubble, sparkle and fizz 
business is setting new records in 
| Middlessex County. 

! The amount of soda pop being 
consumed is at an all-time high. 
So is the amount of money being 
spent in that direction. 

According to the latest figures, 
it is estimated that local residents 
are drinking such beverages at 
the rate of 250 eight-ounce bottles 
a year per person. 

In the past year it added up to 
a total of 334,050,000 bottles for the 
local population as a whole. And 
this was exclusive of bulk drinks 
sold at soda fountains and lunch- 


Ry way of comparison, it was 

I considerably more than was downed 
in the area ten years ago. The 
total at that time was 164,124,000 
bottles. 

I The increase, a hefty 104 per- 
Icent. was greater than in many 
| sections of the country. In the 
New England States the rise was 
! 102 percent and, in the State of 
' Massachusetts, 94 percent, 
j The figures for the local area 
were developed from data released 
by the Peparment of Commerce 
and by the soft drink industry. 
They show the rate of consumption 
nationally and in each regional 
j area. 

The reports reveal that soda 
pop consumption varies along geo- 
graphic lines. People living in the 
southern part of the country, where 
temperatures are generally higher 
year-round, drink much more, on

average, than those in the north. 

In the matter of flavor, too. 
regional preferences are quite 
marked.

In the south, by way of con- 
trast, some 70 percent of the calls 
are for cola drinks.

000 . 

Nationally, the outlay for the 66 
billion bottles of pop consumed 
in the past year came to a cool 
$7 billion. Teenagers and those in 
their early 20’s were the biggest 
users.

nuisance to administrators both 
in time and pnper work and that 
hanking prorgams within the 
school system were a passing 
thing.

Other instructional areas will 
include the all-purpose room, the 
music room and art room. The in- 
structional materials center will 
be located in the core area which 
is devoted to students’ projects. 
Teachers’ workroom and lounge, 
administrative offices and a health 
area must also be worked into the 
open design concept. 

The architect’s predicament is 
to incorporate within these plans 
those ideas which have been prov- 
en educationally, as well as anti- 
cipating and responding to future, 
progressive changes in elementary 
education. 

Muraco School presently em- 
ploys the open space concept. 
With the federal grant for the 
renovation of Marycliff the Town 
of Winchester received instruc- 
tions to make an evaluation of 
this form of educational design. 
Dr. Walter P. Gleason, assistant 
superintendent for curriculum 
and instructions, informed the 
School Committee that the Fed- 
eral government had cut $250,000 
from the Marycliff funds and that 
this money would be taken from 
payment for such an evaluation. 

Therefore, the Town will be 
getting assistance from a class of 
doctoral candidates at Harvard 
under the direction of Dr. Robert 
Anderson, one of the contributors 
for the Muraco School concept, 
for this evaluation. 

The scope of this appraisal goes 
beyond the limits of the Town of 
Winchester. When School Commit- 
teeman Samuel E. Perkins II 
commented then that the opinion 
of Dr. Anderson might * not be 
“unbiased,” Dr. Gleason agreed. 

The Committee requested that 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Donald E. Klemer submit his 
evaluation of the program at 
Muraco School before the time of 
the next budget. 

Curriculum Work 

In other areas of discussion a 
report on the curriculum work 
projects during the summer was 
made. Thomas A. Morse, coordi- 
nator of instructional aids and 
special programs, presented a tel- 
evision tape of their activities and 
described Learning Lab II and the 
educational kits which had been 
developed for use in the elemen- 
tary schools. 

Chairman of the Language 
Arts Committee, Richard J. Sul- 
livan, told of their work on a 
program to stimulate low-level 
students in English. This pro- 
gram is a pilot program, fully im- 
plemented and staffed in grade 
eight at McCall Junior High 
School and in grade ten in the 
High School. 

The objectives here are to make 
students want to come to school, 
to encourage students to read 
more, to make students evaluate 
themselves realistically and to en- 
courage students to communicate 
their ideas. 

Guests at the School Committee 
meeting were “Room 202” in Mc- 
Call. It features an informal 
grouping of chairs and contains 
a paperback book rack, a radio, 
newspapers, magazines, a televi- 
sion set, a cassette recorder, a 
phonograph, comfortable chairs 
and several other offerings. Stu- 
dents coming to these classes do 
not attend regular English class- 
es, though the remainder of their 
curriculum is together. 

At this time Mr. Sullivan stated 
that the number of books volun- 
tarily borrowed from this room 
by students who had previously 
bragged that they had never read 
an assigned book was consider- 
able. A full report will be made 
in June, 1970, when not only the 
participating teachers, but also 
the pupils themselves will have 
made an evaluation of the pro- 
gram. 

Committee members Paul Del 
Rossi, who used the term “play- 
ground” for Room 202, suggested 
that perhaps those students 
should receive additional coun- 
seling. Others expressed sympa- 
thy with this idea. 

Graduation 

In other action the School Com- 
mittee approved the date for the 
High School graduation as Sun- 
day, June 7, 1970. 

Under the discussion of the 
Adult Education program to be 
offered this fall, the Committee 
voted in, waiving the moratorium 
of August 5 on the personnel serv- 
ices budget, an increase in the 
tuition rate. Formerly $7, the pay- 
ment will now be $10 for ten ses- 
sions. Thomas Morse, director of 
the program, commented that it 
has been the history of adult ed- 
ucation to be presented as a com- 
munity service and that Winches- 
ter’s present charge was one of 
the highest in the State. 

Expenditures for this program 
are approximately $3,200. If an 
average of 260 people partiepate, 
then the project will still not be 
self - liquidating. It was also 
brought out that the stipend paid 
to instructors was raised to $140 
from the $130 of last year. 

Another outcome of the evening 
was the Committee’s decision to 
continue the banking program on 
the elementary level but discon- 
tinue it in the junior high Bchoolfi. 

Recommending its discontinu- 
ation, Dr. Klemer noted that the 
amount of participation in the 


Committeeman Richard K. 
Schroeder argued that it was an 
exercise in “practical economics” 
and “New England thrift.” Jo- 
seph C. Forte, principal of Mc- 
Call Junior High School, said that 
the system was merely "perfunc- 
tory.”

Firefighters And Contracts 


Much can and will be said about the current dis- 
pute between the Firefighters Association and the 
Town Collective Bargaining Committee. We are not 
prepared to say one side is right and the other 
wrong; we do not believe we should be the judge 
of that — it was up to tl>e fact-fiinder to say, and he 
has. His recommendations seemed, and still seem, 
to us, a just compromise between the desire of the 
Town to save money and the desire of the firefighters 
to improve their working conditions. 

What is needed now is prompt action and settle- 
ment on the fact-finder’s recommendations. The 
stumbling block seems to be the question of hours 
for 1070, and while we can see the firefighters’ reason 
for wishing to sec something in writing committing 


the negotiating team for 1970 to the reduction in 
hours suggested by the fact-finder, we remind that 
walking out of a meeting docs not solve disputes. 
It only increases them. 

Differences of opinion, we believe, can only be 
settled face to face in open discussion, not by walking 
out on meetings called for the purpose of discussing 
these differences. Misunderstandings can only be 
ironed out by open talk, not by silence. Town Meet- 
ing and its action on an article dealing with the 
firefighters’ contracts is only three weeks away. We 
would like to sec something resolved between the 
two groups so that the 1969 contract can be negotiat- 
ed. After all, the more quickly the 1969 contract 
is settled, the more quickly talks can begin on the 
1970 contract. 


Democratic Convention:

In losing the 1966 gubernatorial fight to John 
Volpe by a half million votes. Edward J. McCormack 
gurgled down the drain with 25 per cent of the 
Democratic Party machinery. How to limp through 
1970 with a chunk missing here and a chunk missing 
there has become the party’s most pressing problem 
in political plumbing. 

You see, in 1966 McCormack went before 1.7-18 
delegates and he won the gubernatorial nomination. 
After pitching his hat in the ring, he wound up with 
a crushed skull, and because the Democratic Party 
performed so poorly in 1966, there will be only 1,342 
delegates to the Democratic State Convention in 
1970. 

Yes, there will be 406 fewer delegates to die Demo- 
cratic Convention next year than in 1966— all because 
McCormack made a lousy showing. This, to under- 
state the problem, has created some vicious rivalries 
among Democrats because the allotment of dele- 
gates has been reduced in almost every city and town 
in the state. 

Grass roots Democrats, like grass roots Republi- 
cans, get few enough rewards for their work, but be- 
ing a delegate to the state convention is one of them. 
The allotment of delegates is determined by the vote 
for the parly's gubernatorial candidate in the pre- 
oeeding election. In other words, not only did Mc- 
Cormack lose, but in losing, the Democratic Party was 
yanked up by its grass roots. Democrats arc fighting 
each other to win assignments as delegates to the 
197U Democratic State Convention. 

One of the reasons candidates for Governor try to 
roll up huge pluralities is to assure more friends and 
relatives delegate credentials at the next party bash— 
so they can roam around the convention hall finding 
out which candidates have which jobs available for 
which ethnic groups. It makes people feel important, 
and frequently it can lead to a lucrative change in 
occupation. 

There will be 1,874 delegates to the Republican 
State Convention in 1970—532 more than to the Dem- 
ocratic convention. Grass roots Republicans, on the 
whole, will be much happier and more content than 
grass roots Democrats. 

At the moment, incredible as it may sound, the 
Republican and Democratic State Committees do not 
know how many delegates Uiey will have to their own 
conventions next year. 

1 he number of delegates is determined by a simple 
formula. Kadi city ward is entitled to one delegate, 
and one additional delegate for every 1.000 votes cast 
for that party’s gubernatorial nominee in the last 
election. Kadi town is allotted delegates on the same 
formula. The returns, however, list the votes by 
cities and towns, not wards and towns, so there might 
be a discrepeucy of a delegate or two in the totals 
on a city Therefore, no current compilation can be 
accurate unless the ward returns are computed in 
every city. 

The two state committees, which are responsible 
lor making that compilation, liave not yet made that 
compilation. Flicy just plain don't know yet how 
many danish pastries to order. This explains in part 
why the Republican and Democratic State Commit- 
tee manuals read like an anthology ol the works of 
liaus Christian Andersen. 

It also explains why political campaigns are inevi- 
tably humorous. 

The grass roots workers do know, obviously, how- 
many delegates their own waul or town will have to 
the convention because they must slit the throats of 
their iciiow party workers in uidex to dirnb into a

vacancy. But, alas, the state committees don’t know 
how many delegates to plan for. 

At the risk of giving the leaders of both parties 
some gratuitous data for which yours truly certainly 
won’t get paid, here is a brief blow-by-blow descrip- 
tion of the Volpe- McCormack fight of 1966, county-by- 
county. The delegate allotments in 1966 were based 
on the votes for Governor in 1964, when John Volpe 
defeated Francis X. Bcllotti by a narrow margin. 

In Barnstable County, the Republicans will gain 
three delegates in 1970, and the Democrats will lose 
two; in Berkshire County the Republicans will lose 
two and the Democrats will lose eight delegates; in 
Bristol, Republicans will gain 14, and Democrats 
will lose 40; in Dukes, each party will lose one; in 
Essex County. Republicans will gain 21 delegates and 
Democrats will lose 53; in Franklin, Hampden and 
Hampshire counties. Republicans will gain four dele- 
gates per county; Democrats will lose six in Franklin, 
37 in Hampden and nine in Hampshire; in Middle- 
sex County, Republicans will gain 12 delegates, and 
Democrats will lose 77. 

Democrats will lose one in Nantucket; in Norfolk 
County Republicans will gain 12 and Democrats will 
lose 37; in Plymouth County, the COP gains seven 
and rhe Democrats lose 22; in Suffolk County, Re- 
publicans pick up 11 delegates and Democrats lose 
58; in Worcester County, Republicans gain 14, and 
die Democrats lose 55. 

Of the 1,342 delegates next year to the Democratic 
Convention, only 738 (55 per cent) will come front 
the ciiies and 604 (45 per cent) will come from the 
towns. 

For The edification of the state committees, dele- 
gations arc grouped together by Senatorial districts, 
no>t counties; that hint in the event they wish to com- 
pile a numerical roster of delegates. 

The delegate rosters reflect many things. They re- 
llect in terms of party influence the communities 
and areas dial are the backbone of the party. 

Traditionally, Republicans have drawn their sup- 
port from the rural areas of the state, while Demo- 
crats have scored in the cities, and because tiicse 
areas traditionally have supported that philosophy, 
the delegates to the state conventions, pro-rated by 
the vote for Governor, have drafted party platforms 
designed to perpetuate that successful, provincial phil- 
osophy. 

As recently as ten or 15 years ago. Republicans 
drew about 60 to 65 per cent ol their delegates from 
rural areas and townships, and only about 35 to 40 
]>cr cent from the cities. The makeup of die Demo- 
cratic convention was just die opposite. 

As a sign of the times during the Volpe years of 
"moderate” or ’liberal” Republicanism and a con- 
servative trend among Democrats, the philosophy dif- 
ferences have all but disappeared. 

Of the 1.871 delegates next year to the Republican 
convention, only 991 will come from the towns, while 
881, or 17 per cent, will come from 39 cities. 

The areas of support lor both parlies, expressed in 
percentages, were virtually identical in die guber- 
natorial fights of 1961 and J HUG. indicating that the 
melting of die party philosophies has become a fixed 
metamorphosis rather than a stabbing intrusion into 
fataliseic script. 

But that doesn't solve the problem the Democrats 
face in 1970. The first tiling the party must survive 
is its own squabbling machinery. (New England News 
Service;

BOOK REVIEW

IN THIS HOUSE OF BREDE 

h)f R timer Godden 

In the English monastery of Brede arci Benedictine 
nuns, held together by a common community but 
each differentiated by a very distinct personality. 
The protagonist, Philippa Talbot, a forty-year-old, 
highly successful business woman, hears the call 
to religious life. The transition from aggressive 
leadership to a life of contemplation is extremely 
difficult for her, whose instinct it is to manage and 
direct. She is not popular as a postulant, although 
she is respected and even envied (just for being her- 
self). 

The Benedictines, called Dames after their Solemn 
Profession has been made, come from all walks of 
life into the enclosed order, vowed to live and die 
within the walls of the House. This is not always 
possible. Too much withdrawal can be as dangerous 
as too much secular involvement. Sometimes for her 
own sake or for that of others, a nun asks to leave 
Brede. Sometimes she is asked to leave to accom- 
plish a unique mission. As in the case of Philippa, 
the leave of absence can be almost unbearable, until 
it is accepted as a final “gift to God.” 

Philippa, a convert, has known real tragedy in her 
life, but it is not 'this which has inclined her to 
Brede. Everything she has done seems “not enough.” 
Her years in the monastery do make it possible for 
her to face the horrible memory of the death of her 
only child. But she is terribly wrenched when asked 
to leave the sanctuary of Brede to help found a mon- 
astery in Japan. Go she does, not forced, but per- 
suaded of the value of the mission -by her own com- 
mon-sense and dedication. 

In spite of the daily examinations of conscience, 
long hours of prayer and self-administered “disci- 
pline” (kept to a minimum to avoid masochism), the 
nuns, even the Lady Abesses, are prey to human 
frailties. Their salvation is their self-abnegation 
and ability to put aside personal differences and act 
as a “community” in times of emergency. They pray 
a night watch through for Penny (whom they have 
never seen), desperately ill of an abortion. Penny 
lives. 

To make this book properly authentic, Miss God- 
den was allowed to live for three years at the gates 
of a Benedictine monastery in England. The nuns 
gave her help and advice and surely imparted some 
of their joyful devotion in their services to her. In 
This Ho it so of Brede is a happy book — irritations 
wiped out by exaltation. A sub-plot involving a fa- 
mous sculptor is especially fascinating. That it is 
not easy to become a nun is amply evident. To con- 
sider it an “escape” is grave underestimation. First 
as postulant, then as novice the junior nun keeps up 
intensive study and rigorous training for at least 
four-and-a-half years. Every nun in the monastery 
must pass on the genuineness of her vocation and her 
suitability for cloistered life. Miss Godden, in her 
notes explains the symbolism of the habit and the 
reasons for objections to “lay dress.” She doesn’t 
add that the habit is much more becoming to most 
women than the “dress” (and no nun should consider 
the point) but just look around you. 

In This House of Brede is satisfyingly long and 
keeps an accelerated pace of interest throughout. 
Rumer Godden fills a long-felt need for a traditional 
novel, expertly written.

The remedial rendimr rooms 
thus displaced would he moved 
to an area of the third floor which 
had been planned originally to 
accomodate chillers for the air- 
conditioning. The mechanical en- 
gineer on the project found the 
space on the third floor unneces- 
sary for the chillers, and in the 
final plans for the building, the 
area was used for health edu- 
cation rooms which were not 
deemed necessnry. 

Frank Crimp of Crimp, Brown 
and Fisher, Inc., architects for 
the project, told the Committee 
that some space could be eliminat- 
ed under the swimming pool mak- 
ing necessary excavation less. 

The Committees also approved 
the suggestion of Leroy Long, a 
member of the Permanent Build- 
ing Committee, to send out the 
bids with the pool as a deductive 
bidding alternate. In this way, 
the buildings will be bid with and 
without a pool, and if the bid is 
still over the Town Meeting al- 
lotment if the pool is included, 
it can be dropped without re- 
turning to Town Meeting arid 
causing further delay.

Land presently occupied by the 
Charlotte Russell House was de- 
termined to he usable for a park- 
ing facility, the Board concluded. 
Conditions and limitations were 
defined by the Board including: 
that the area be used solely for 
grade level parkings, nnd not for 
any structure without further ap- 
plication to the Board; that the 
access to and egress from such 
additional parking area be limited 
1 to Fairmount Street and Valley 
Road; that the width of the 
present entrance and exit be in- 
creased to 24 feet, or, if there 
is to be a separate entrance and 
separate exit, they each shall be 
at least 12 feet in width. 

Also, that the permission shall 
expire unless the Hospital com- 
pletes the construction of such 
additional parking places within 
two years from the date of this 
opinion; that the additional park- 
ing area be landscaped and 
screened with evergreen plantings 
of a sufficient height and density 
to substantially conceal cars park- 
ed in the lot from Fairmount 
Street, Maple and Valley Roads, 
and to prevent headlight beams 
from cars parked or moving in 
the lot from impinging on houses 
across these streets and roads; 
that floodlighting, if used, shall 
be installed in such a manner that 
the illumination is directed away 
from the adjacent streets anil 
roads and is contained essentially 
within the parking area.

Speaking in opposition to the 
petition was Steve Moore of the 
Conservation Committee. Mr. 
Moore charged that the applica- 
tion was after the . fact since 
there was already a sign in the 
area advertising for All and since 
fill had already been dumped, 
changing to some degree the 
course of the brook. 

The Comany answered that the 
sign was left from the previous 
owners and that no fill had been 
added since their purchase of the 
land. 

Mr. Moore also stated that the 
area was a good sponge area dur- 
ing high water level times and was 
necessary to prevent flooding. 

The Company indicated to the 
Board that they intended to im- 
prove the flow of the brook. 

In his remarks, Mr. Moore also 
said that the houses will be flood- 
ed during the spring rains. It was 
his request that the Company 
show what was anticipated to hap- 
pen during the rainy season. 

The Board voted to continue 
the hearing to next Monday, at 
which time the Company and the 
Town Engineer will present more 
information. 

Other Business 

In other business, the Selectmen 
met with Superintendent of 
Streets Robert O’Brien. Mr. O’- 
Brien requested a transfer from 
the Sanitation account of $5,Q00 
for sand and gravel and $3,050 
for hired equipment The hired 
equipment is necessary for re- 
placement of a bulldozer used at 
the dump which has broken down. 
The sand and gravel is used as 
fill at the dump. 

Also, Mr. O’Brien requested an 
earmark of $4,800 for repair of 
the bulldozer and $1,836 for repair 
of the furnace at the Town Yard 
on Lake Street as the furnace is 
inoperable.

“1. That if a new text is to lie 
submitted we would want two 
week? to study the contract. 

“2. The second proposnl which 
the committee would like to see 
accepted comprises these ele- 
ments. The Town will not continue 
to seek a contract for more than 
one year, and will accept a one- 
year contract. The Town will pay 
the money recommended, namely, 
$8,250.00. They will make this 
payment retroactive to April 1, 
1000, and there will be ancillary 
adjustments for the Fire Alarm 
Supervisor, Linemen, Mechanic 
and Special Duty Assignments. 
The contract will expire March 
31, 1970. The committee would 
like to go along with the present 
contract text to avoid quibbling 
over words, with the supporting 
fact that for two years we have 
be»en able to live with this con- 
tract text. Also all these changes 
would he contained in an up-to- 
date appendix which would cover 
both of the former units in one 
unit, contracts previously with 
officers and men separated. 

“Wo presented these positions 
and they were rejected. 

“With regard to the change in 
hours recommended, the 196!) bar- 
gaining committee felt it should 
not discuss the question of hours 
which were not to begin, in any 
event, until 1970. This was re- 
garded as a negotiable item for 
the 1970 committee to discuss. 

“It was also recommended that 
discussions for the 1970 contract 
begin immediately upon the con- 
clusion of the I960 agreement. 
It was pointed out that the pres- 
ent committee had limited au- 
thority for I960 only, and that 
there was a risk of a change in 
personnel representing both sides 
in negotiating the 1970 agree- 
ment.” 

Mr. Donnelly said Monday that 
the Town Collective Bargaining 
Committee would request a meet- 
ing with the Firefighters Associa- 
tion on September 30. The Com- 
mittee has asked for the final 
drafts of a contract presented by 
Atty. Coronna for the firefighters 
at the fact-finder’s meeting which 
the Town had not seen previously. 
As indicated in the letter to Mr. 
Riga, the Town Committee would 
like two weeks in which to study 
the contract, making the 30th the 
earliest possible date for a meet- 
ing. 

An article regarding the fire- 
fighters’ contract has been includ- 
ed in the warrant for the Special 
Town Meeting on October 1 6, and 
it is hoped that the matter will 
be settled by then. 

Suspension 

A one-day suspension was is- 
sued Fire Captain Michael Con- 
nolly by Fire Chief I. Francis 
Amico on Monday, September 22 
in connection with an incident in- 
volved in the Association’s de- 
cision to do no work but that im- 
mediately associated with fighting 
fires. 

According to a letter sent Capt. 
Connolly by Chief Amico, the 
suspension was the result of Capt. 
Connolly’s refusal to have the 
chief’s car cleaned. 

In the letter, Chief Amico 
states: 

“ . . . I asked you why the car 
was not cleaned as ordered. You 
stated to me that you had gaso- 
line put in the car but it would 
not be cleaned due to a work 
slowage invoked by the Union. 

“I once again ordered you to 
have the car cleaned, once again 
you refused. I then informed you 
that you were suspended and or- 
dered you to leave the station.” 
According to the letter, the 
Chief charged Capt. Connolly 
with failure to perform his duties 
as Captain under Article 5, Sec- 
tion 4 of the Rules and Regula- 
tions for the Government of the 
Fire Department of the Town of 
Winchester. 

The suspension without pay was 
for one day, the Chief indicated 
in the letter. 

According to Capt. Connolly, he 
intends to seek a hearing before 
the Chief as provided in the Civil 
Service Laws and Rules. 

Asked for comment yesterday, 
Chief Amico said, “This is a de- 
partmental disciplinary action.”

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AMENDMENT TO BUILDING LAWS 
TOWN OF WINCHESTER. MASSACHUSETTS 
Adopted at Annual Representative Town Meeting 
on April 10, 1969 

YOTF.P. That the Building Laws of the Town be amended 
anti revised as follows: 

1. in Division 1, Section 2. add the following ser.tenre at the end: 
“The inspection, materials, construction, alteration and repair of 
schoolhouses are exempt from these regulations.” 

2. in Division 2, Section 10: delete the following terms and their 

definitions: Building of First Class Construct ; on 

Building of Second Class Construction 
Building of Third Class Construction 
Mill Construction 
and add the following definition: 

“Fire- Resisting Ceiling — the under portion of a floor/ceiling or 
roof/ceiling assembly, having a fire-resistance rating of one hour or 
more.” 

3. in Division 3: 

Section 11 : Delete the existing, and substitute the following: 
“Section 11. For the purposes of these Building Laws all buildings 
shall be classifid according to construction as First-Class, Second-Class 
or Third-Class, as described herein. Within each class the various con- 
struction components shall conform to the fire-resistance requtrements 
tabulated in Table 24-A in Division 24, and other applicable require- 
ments of Division 24 shall be satisfied. 

First-Class Construction— -A building of First-Class Construction 
shall bo built entirely of brick, stone, steel, concrete or other equally 
substantial and non-combustible material ; except that under and upper 
flooring, window and door frames, sash, doors, interior finish, hand- 
rails for stairs, and necessary isolated furring and floor screeds may 
be of wood, so long as the required fire-resistance ratings shall not 
be compromised. 

Second-Class Construction— Second-Class “A” construction shall 
be the same as First-Class except that roof construction may be of 
wood, but covered with non-combustible material and properly fire- 
stopped. Second-Class “B” construction shall have exterior and party 
walls of brick, stone, steel, concrete or other equally substantial and 
non-combustible material ; construction and supports of the first floor 
and any floor below the first shall be as for First-Class construction; 
floors above the first, and the roof, may be of wood ; roofs and roof 
structures shall be covered with non-combustible material, and the 
fire-stopping requirements of Section 170 shall be met. Second-Class 
“C” construction shall be the same as for Second-Class “B” except 
all floor construction may be of wood. 

Third-Class Construction — Third-class “A” construction may have 
frame and exterior walls of wood, shall be firestopped as required by 
Section 170, and shall have all roofs and dormer sides covered with non- 
combustible material. Third-Class “B” construction shall be the same 
as for Third-Class “A” except that non-combustible roof and dormer 
covering is not required.” 

Section 13: Delete the last sentence and substitute the following: 
“Metal lath and plaster shall be considered as fireproofing only to the 
extent that the specified fire-resistance rating is achieved.” 

4. in Division 6: 

Section 19: In the second paragraph, delete reference to construc- 
tion classifications “2D”, “2E” and “3C”; and in the following tables 
make the following substitutions: 

wherever type “2C” appears (tables for 3-A, 3-C, 3-E), substitute 
“2B”, 

wherever type “2D” appears (tables for 3-C 3-E), substitute “2C , 
wherever type “2E55 appears (tables for 1-A, 3-A, 1-B, 3-B, 3-C, 
3-D, 3-E) substitute “2C”, 

wherever type “3C” appears (tables for 1-A, 1-B, 1-D, 1-E, 2-D, 
3-A, 3-B, 3-C, 3-D, 3-E) substitute “3B”. 

5. Division 18: 

Delete this division in its entirety and substitute a new Division 18. 

6. in Division 20, Section 154: 

Delete the first paragraph (including the listing of allowable con- 
structions) and substitute the following: “Where stairs, elevator and 
other shaftways are required to be enclosed by the preceding section, 
the construction used shall meet the fire-resistance requirements of 
Table 24-A in Division 24.” 

7. in Division 24: make the following revisions: 

Section 165: delete the existing and substitute the following: 
"Metal columns, beams, girders, trusses and other structural mem- 
bers shall be protected against fire damage by a casing of masonry, 
concrete, or other equivalent material, which shall be applied :n such 
manner and quantity to achieve the fire-resistance ratings specified in 
Table 24-A. Structural members carrying only roof and ceiling loads 
may be protected by a fire-resisting ceiling in lieu of encasement, so 
long as the required rating is attained. No pipes, wires, cables, ducts 
or other service equipment shall be embedded in the required fire pro- 
tection of any structural member, nor shall they be between the re- 
quired fire protection and the protected structural member it larger 
than one inch in diameter ; however this shall not prohibit the installa- 
tion of service equipment in the area between fire-resisting ceilings 
and the members protected thereby as covered by Section 166. 

Fire protection of columns exposed to damage from traflfi or occu- 
pancy shall be jacketed on the outside with metal or other approved 
covering to a height of at least four feet from the floor.” 

Section 166: delete existing and substitute the following: 
“Fire-resisting ceilings shall be continuous, except that one 
electrical box not exceeding 16 square inches in area may be installed 
in each 90 square feet of such ceiling area. Non-combustible pipes, 
ducts, additional or larger electrical boxes and other service equipment 
may be installed in fire-resisting ceilings only when the type of 
ceiling to be used has been tested with such equipment installed in 
place, and the tested specimen is a true representation of the proposed 
installation as regards the size, quantity and layout of openings. 

Duct openings installed in accordance with the preceding shall be 
protected by approved fire dampers. 

The space above fire-resisting ceilings shall be firestopped with ap- 
proved non-combustible material to form areas of not more than 1500 
square feet. Steel not thinner than 24 guage shall be accepted as 
firestopping for this purpose.” 

Section 167: Add at the end a new paragraph: 

“In every building, of any classification, the aggregate area of 
window and other openings shall not exceed the limits prescribed in 
Table 24- B.” 

Section 169: delete existing and substitute the following: 

“The Commissioner may order approved hand fire extinguishers to 
be installed if, in hiB judgement, the conditions warrant such pro- 
tection against fire. Extinguishers shall be of the type, size and 
quantity as conditions dictate.” 

Section 171: add a new section, as follows: 

“Buildings of more than one story, 30 feet or more in height, and 
exceeding 10,000 square feet in area shall be equipped with two- 
source standpipes in accordance with the following standards. 

A. Size of standpipes: 

Height over 30’, less than 50’: 2%” diameter 

Height over 50’, less than 70’: 4” diameter 

Height over 70’: 6” diameter 

B. The number and location shall be such that all parts of a 
building can be reached by a 30' stream of water from a 100’ 
length of hose. 

C. The standpipe system shall be designed, fabricated, con- 
structed and installed in conformance with the standards of 
the American Insurance Association or the Factory Mutual 
Fire Insurance Companies. 

D. Single and two-family dwellings, and buildings of First- 
Class construction equipped with automatic sprinklers, are 

exempted from these requirements. 

At the end of Division 24, add Table 24-A and Table 24-B as 
shown attached. 

8. in Division 29, Section 204: 

in the second paragraph, following the expression ‘wire lath and 
plaster’, add “o r other nun-combustible material which will provide 
a one-hour fire -resistance rating”.

DIVISION 18 — WOOD FRAME CONSTRUCTION 

The exterior walls, interior partitions, floors and roofs of wood 
frame construction shall be designed and constructed to develop 
adequate strength to resist all vertical and lateral forces due to both 
dead and live loads as specified in Division 8. Standard balloon, braced, 
platform, post and beam and other types of construction conforming 
to the standards listed in Section 142 or proved by accepted test or 
analytical methods shall be considered acceptable framing methods. 

SECTION 133 GRADES AND SIZES OF LUMBER 

Structural lumber and timber and its fastenings shall be ade- 
quately designed and assembled to safely sustain all imposed loads. 
When stress grade lumber is used and properly identified and con- 
trolled, working stresses may be in accordance with the accepted 
engineering practice standards listed in Section 142. All lumber used 
for load supporting purposes shall be identified by the grade mark of 
a lumber grading or inspection agency approved by the Building 
Commissioner. Grading practices and identification shall be in ac- 
cordance with rules published by a competent agency listed in Section 
142. In lieu of a grade mark on the material, a certificate of in- 
spection as to species and grade issued by a lumber grading or in- 
spection agency approved by the Building Commissioner may be ac- 
cepted for precut manufactured, or rough sawn lumber and for sizes 
larger than three (3) inches nominal dimension. All lumber herein 
specified are nominal sizes, and the American Lumber Standards 
for dressed sizes shall be accepted as the corresponding minimum net 
dimensions. Nominal sizes may be shown on the plans, but stress and 
deflection computations shall be based on actual sizes Except as herein 
provided for composite or built-up integrated units, or when approved 
after test as specified in Section 28, no wood floor beam, roof beam, 
joist, rafter, or framing timber shall be less than two (2) inches in 
thickness. All isolated structural posts shall have a minimum dimen- 
sion of four (4) inches. 

SECTION 134 FABRICATION 


A. Connections 

All connections shall be fabricated with approved timber con- 
nectors, bolts, lag screws, spikes, nails, gluing or other approved 
connecting devices designed in accordance with accepted engineering 
practice listed in Section 142. Nailed connections shall not be less than 
specified in the recommended nailing schedule in Section 143. 

B. Joints in Girders 

The joints of solid or built-up beams or girders shall be made 
over column or pier supports when constructed as simple spans. When 
constructed of multiple joists and continuous girders, the joints shall 
be broken in adjoining joists; and all joints shall be located between 
one-sixth (1/6) and one-quarter (1/4) the span length from supports 
and shall be securely nailed or otherwise bonded together in an ap- 
proved manner. 

C. Cutting and Notching 

Notched, cut, and pierced beams, joists, rafters, or studs may not 
be in excess of the limitations herein specified unless proved safe by 
structural analysis, or suitably reinforced to transmit all calculated 
loads. Notches in the top or bottom of joists shall not exceed one-sixth 
(1/6) the depth of the member and shall not be located in the middle 
one-third (1/3) of the span. Notches located closer to the supports 
than three (3) times the depth of the member shall not exceed one- 
fifth (1/5) the depth. Holes bored or cut into joists for piping or 
electrical cables shall not be closer than two (2) inches to the top or 
bottom of the joist and the diameter of the hole shall not exceed 
one-third (1/3) the depth of the joist. In studs of bearing walls or 
partitions, notches or bored holes made to receive piping, electrical 
conduit, air-conditioning or heating duct work or for other fabricating 
purposes shall not be cut or bored more than one-third (1/3) the depth 
of the stud. When the stud is cut or bored in excess of one-third 
(1/3) its depth, it shall be reinforced to be equal in load-carrying 
capacity to a stud notched not more than one-third (1/3) its depth. 

SECTION 135 FLOORS AND ROOF CONSTRUCTION 

A. Foundation Anchorage 

Wall sills shall be anchored to foundation walls or piers at 
corners and at intermediate intervals to resist uplift and overturn- 
ing moments. In lieu of calculation of loads, the anchors will be 
spaced not more than eight (8) feet with one-half (Vi) inch bolts 
embedded in the foundation to a depth of not less than one half wall 
thickness in placed concrete, and not less than one and one half (1V&) 
tiers in unit masonry. 

B. At-Grade Protection 

All wood framing members (whether structural or non-load- 
bearing) and all sheathing and siding shall be supported on concrete 
or other wuter-resistant foundations to provide a clearance of at 
least eight (8) inches from exterior earth; or those portions within 
that distance shall be impregnated or otherwise specially treated to 
make them impervious to the deleterious effects of moisture. 

Enclosed uninhabitable spaces beneath lower floors (crawl spaces) 
shall have at least eighteen (18) inches vertical clearance between 
jfjititM uud soil, and they shall be ventilated by means ui louvers or 


grills, at the rate of 50 square inches of net freer area per 1000 
cubic feet of space. 

Suitable provision shall he made at sills to inhibit the entrance 
of termites or other destructive creature*. 

Wood posts in basements or cellars shall' Be supported on concrete 
pedestals extending at least two (2) inches above concrete floors or 
six (6) inches above earthen floors. 

C. Rearing and Anchorage on Girder* 

Floor beams framing into girders shall he anchored, tied, or nailed 
to secure continuity. The ends of all beams or joists resting on girders 
shall bear not less than four (4) inches or shall be supported in ap- 
proved metal stirrups or on wood clips or ribbon strips not less than 
two (2) by three (3) inches in size. Beams or joists framing from 
opposite sides shall either lap not less than six (6) inches and be 
securely bolted or spiked together, or when framing end to end, all 
joists, beams, and girders shall be secured together by approved metal 
ties, straps, or dogs. 

D. Plates and Ribbon Boards 

Plates which are used in exterior walls to support joists or rafters 
shall be double, of the same width as the supporting studs and each 
not less than two (2) inches thick. In non-bearing partitions, at least 
one (1) top and bottom plate shall be provided of the same width 
as the studs; anti the partition shall be firestopped as required in 
Section 170. Ribbon boards which support floor or roof joists shall 
be not less than (1) by four (4) inches in size and shall be nailed 
thereto as required by the nailing schedule. Sills shall be at least 
the equivalent of a four (4) by six (6) inch beam. 

E. Headers and Trimmers 

All headers more than four (4) feet in length and their trimmers 
shall be doubled. Headers with four (4) or more tail beams or six 
(6) feet or more in length shall be supported on approved metal joist 
hangers. When nailing is permitted, the tail and header beams shall 
be secured in accordance with the nailing schedule in Section 143. 
All tail beams or joists which are twelve (12) feet or more in length 
shall be hung in approved joist or beam hangers. All trimmer beams 
shall be spiked together. 

F. Bridging 

All floor, attic and roof framing shall be braced laterally. For 
standard balloon, braced or platform construction, bridging shall con- 
sist of not less than 1x3 lumber double-nailed at each end, of stan- 
dard metal straps, or of equivalent bracing of equal rigidity. Block- 
ing shall consist of short pieces of the same-size stock used for mem- 
bers being bridged. Bridging or blocking shall further be required 
at joist supports where adequate lateral support is not otherwise 
provided. In one-and two-family dwellings, midspan bridging may be 
reduced by 509o when joist depth is less than 12 inches and omitted 
when depth is less than 10 inces. 

G. Multiple Joists and Rafters 

Floor joists under bearing partitions shall be doubled or formed 
of built-up sections or may be replaced by a solid section of adequate 
strength to support the load. Dormer windows and other openings in 
roofs shall be framed with double rafters and headers. Valley rafters 
on spans over twelve (12) feet, measured horizontally, shall be 
doubled. 

H. Roof Construction 

Roof rafters shall be vertically supported at the ridge or shall 
be adequately tied together or trussed to prevent spreading of the 
bearing walls; and in roofs having a pitch greater than three (3) in 
twelve (12), collar beams of not less than one (1) by six (6) inch 
boards shall be installed in the upper one-third (1/3) of the attic 
space to every third pair of rafters. 

I. Floor Joists and Rafters 

Spans for joists and rafters determined on the basis of accepted 
engineering analysis or in accordance with the standards listed in 
Section 142 or by tests in accordance with the provisions of Division 
1 shall be acceptable. Where the lumber is not identified as to species 
and grade and no stress value has been assigned, the spans of joists 
and rafters shall be as provided in Section 144. 

J. Decking 

The thickness of subflooring, flooring and roof decking shall be 
limited by the spacing of the joists and rafters. One (1) inch wood 
flooring or roof decking may be supported by beams or joists at 
twenty-four (24) inch centers, except when approved integrated as- 
semblies are used. For heavier planking, the spacing, center-to-center 
of the supports, shall not be more than thirty-two (32) times the 
thickness of the planking, except that when reinforced with finished 
flooring, the span of subfloor planking shall not exceed forty-eight 
(48) times the thickness of the planks. Subflooring is not required ex- 
cept where additional vertical or lateral strength and rigidity are 
required. Any spacing of beams and joists determined on the basis 
of accepted engineering analysis or tests in accordance with pro- 
visions in Division 1 shall be acceptable. 

The maximum span of horizontal load-bearing plywood sheathing 
and roof decking shall be limited by allowable stresses and deflection 
for the design live load, but plywood shall not be less than thick 
when joist span is 16” or less, or less than 1/32 of greater spans. 
Plywood shall be laid with face grain at right angles to framing, 
and each piece shall span at least two spaces. Plywood used in ac- 
cordance with the recommendations or test data of an authorized 
agency listed in Section 142 shall be considered acceptable. 

K. Plywood Sub-Flooring 

Where used as a structural subflooring, plywood shall be at least 
5/8” thick for support spacing no greater than 16”, or %” thick for 
spacing up to 24". Face grain shall be perpendicular to the supports, 
and sheets shall span at least two spaces. Plywood used in accordance 
with recommendations or test data of an authorized agency shall be 
considered acceptable. 


SECTION 136 WOOD-STUD FRAME 

A. Bearing Walls 

Posts and studs in bearing walls and partitions shall be designed 
as columns, with due allowance for lateral support furnished by 
sheathing, intermediate bracing, horizontal bridging, wall coverings 
and the floor and roof assemblies. The load-bearing value of isolated 
posts or struts and of frame walls and partitions shall be limited' by 
accepted engineering analysis. The walls shall be fabricated in such 
a manner as to provide support for the material used to enclose the 
building and to provide for transfer of all lateral loads to the 
foundation. 

B. Non-Bearing Walls 

Studs in non-bearing walls and partitions shall resist reasonable 
horizontal loads and shall not be spaced more than forty-eight (48) 
inches on centers, and may be erected with the long dimension parallel 
with the wall; unless otherwise approved after test as an integrated 
unit. 


C. Bracing 

In buildings more than one (1) story in height and, where neces- 
sary for strength on one (1) story buildings, the comer posts shall 
bo equivalent to not less than three (3), two (2) by four (4) inch 
studs, braced by not less than one (1) piece of one (1) by four (4) 
inch continuous brace let into the studs. Bracing may be omitted 
when diagonal wood sheathing or plywood panels are used or other 
sheathing specified in Section 137 is applied vertically in panels not 
less than four (4) feet by eight (8) feet in area with approved nailing 
complying with Section 143. 

D. Multiple Stories 

When the frame is more than one (1) story in height and studs 
or posts are not continuous from sill to roof, the members shall be 
secured together with approved clips, splices or other connections to 
insure continuity and a well-integrated structure. Sheet metal clamps, 
ties, or clips shall be formed of galvanized steel or other corrosion- 
resistive materials, of not less than No. 20 U.S. gauge steel for two 
(2) inch framing members and not less than No. 18 U.S. gauge in 
thickness for three (3) inch members. For four (4) inch and larger 
members, column splices and beam girder supports shall be affected 
with approved post caps of metal or reinforced concrete or with 
through-bolted corbel blocks or side bolsters. 

E. Framing of Openings 

All window and door openings of bearing walls and partitions 
shall have double studs at the jambs for the full height of the opening, 
or other approved methods or devices shall be used to support the 
superimposed loads. Headers or double joists as herein specified or 
trusses or other upproved assemblies shall be provided over all win- 
dow and door openings in bearing walls and partitions.

SECTION 137 WALL SHEATHING AND WEATHERBOARDING 


A. Wall Sheathing 

Except where wood or plywood siding is upproved without sheath- 
ing or when back-plastered stucco construction is used, or the stucco 
is furnished with a wrapping of No. 18 U.S. gauge wire attached 
horizontally on the studs at six (6) inch intervals, all exterior frame 
walls shall be sheathed with one of the following materials or some 
other material of equal strength and durability approved by the 


building official: one (1) inch reinforced cement mortar; one (l) inch 
wood sheathing; one-half (*&) inch gypsum boards; one-half (%) inch 
fiber boards; or three-eights (3/8) inch plywood. 

All wood sheathing boards shall be nailed to each stud and to 
the top and bottom plutes and sills as provided in the nailing sched- 
ule (Section 143). 

B. Paper-Back Lath Sheathing 

In on**- and two-family dwellings and one (1) story business 
buildings with brick or other masonry veneers, the sheathing may con- 
sist of a layer of approved paper-backed wire fabric of not less than 
No. 16 U.S. gauge galvanized wire with stiffening ribs not more than 
(5) inches on center, to which is attached a double layer of fibrous 
waterproof backing. The veneer shall be laid up with a one (1) inch 
intermediate space which shull be mortar filled as each course of brick 
is applied. 

C. Exterior Weatherhoarding, Veneers and Condensation 

To secure weathertightness in framed walls and other unoccupied 
spaces, the exterior walls shall be faced with an approved weather- 
resisting covering, properly attached to resist wind and rain. The 
cellular spaces shall be so ventilated as not to vitiate the fire-stopping 
at floor, attic, and roof levels or shall be provided with interior non- 
corrodible vapor-type barriers complying with the approved rules; or 
other means shall be used to avoid condensation and leakage of 
moisture. The following materials shall be accepted as approved 
weather coverings of the nominal thickness specified: 


Brick masonry veneers 2 inches 

Stone veneers 2 inches 

Clay tile veneers M to 1 inch 

Stucco or exterior plaster % inch 

Precast stone facing 5/8 inch 

Wood siding (without sheathing) 5/8 inch 

Wood siding (with sheathing) % inch 

Exterior plywood (without sheathing) See below 

Exterior plywood (with sheathing) 5/16 inch 

Asbestos shingles 5/32 inch 

Asbestos cement boards V6 inch 

Aluminum clapboard siding 024 inch 

Formed steel siding 28 gauge 


Exterior plywood may be applied directly to framing as a siding, 
provided it has a nominal thickness of three-eights (3/8) inch. Joints 
shall occur over framing members, unless wood or plywood sheathing 
is used or joints are lapped horizontally a minimum of one and one- 
half (1%) inches or otherwise made waterproof to the satisfaction 
of the Commissioner. If plywood is used as lapped siding without 
sheathing, the wall framing to which it is attached shall be diagonally 
braced. 

D. Exterior Stucco 

All stucco work shall be reinforced with approved metal lath or 
wire fabric as herein specified; except when applied directly to a 
masonry base, or when installed on a masonry base which is pro- 
tected with bituminous surfacing. The reinforcing fabric shall be coat- 


ed with zinc or other approved rust-resistive coating, or shall be 
manufactured from corrosion-resistive alloys.

When applied over approved sheathing, a covering of fourteen 
(14) pound waterproof felt or paper should first be attached to the 
sheathing. In back-plastered stucco with the stucco extending not 
less than five-eighths (5/8) inch back between the studs, the water- 
proof paper backing may be omitted. All metal reinforcement shall 
be furred away from sheathing or building paper not less than one- 
fourth (&) inch with self-furring lath, metal strips or approved fur- 
ring nails. When applied directly to masonry or monolithic concrete, 
the surfaces shall be roughened, hacked or bush-hammered to pro- 
vide bond or a preparatory dash coat of Portland cement grout shall 
be applied and kept damp for at least two (2) days after application 
and before applying succeeding stucco coats. At all times during ap- 
plication and for a period of not less than forty-eight (48) hours 

after application of each coat, provision shall be made to keep stucco 

work above fifty (50) degrees F. Stucco shall be kept a sufficient 
height above ground surfaces and all sills, coping and projecting 

courses shall be flashed and provided with drips to avoid water 

damage. 


E. Masonry Veneers 

Veneer of unit masonry on wood framing shall be securely at- 
tached to the wood frame with at least twenty-two (22) guage cor- 
rosion-resistive corrugated metal ties not less than seven-eights 
(7/8) inch in width at vertical intervals of not more than sixteen (16) 
inches and horizontal intervals of not more than thirty-two (32) 
inches; except clay-tile, one-quarter (%) to one (1) inch in thickness, 
when bonded to a three-quarter (%) inch reinforced cement mortar 
base. Fourteen (14) pound waterproof felt or paper shall be attached 
securely to the frame back of the veneer and flashing shall be pro- 
vided where necessary to prevent moisture penetration behind the 
veneers. The average height of the four (4) inch brick veneer con- 
struction shall be not more than twenty-five (25) feet above its sup- 
ports on the foundation wall or on corbels of masonry or steel and 
two (2) inch stone veneers shall not exceed a height of eighteen (18) 
feet. The corbel shall project not -more than two (2) inches from the 
face of the foundation wall. 


• xuuncateu .irom approved corrosion- 

resistive materials or shall be protected front and back with porcelain 
enamel or shall be enameled or otherwise treated to render the metal 
resistant to corrosion. Protected steel veneers shall be not less than No. 
28 U.S. gauge and aluminum siding not less that twenty-four thou- 
sandths (.024) inch in thickness, mounted on wood or metal furring 
strips or approved sheathing on the frame construction. 

Metal veneers on all buildings shall be made electrically continu- 
ous by bonding together each course when applied horizontally, and 
each strip of panel when applied vertically. 

Electrical continuity between horizontally applied courses of metal 
veneer shall be assured by bonding each course at all inner and outer 
corners with a conductor having no greater resistance than the ground- 
mg conductor used for grounding the electrical system within the 
building on which such veneer is applied. All conductors grounding 
such veneer shall be joined together and attached in an approved 
manner to the same grounding electrode used to ground the electrical 
system in the building. 

Vertically applied metal veneer shall be bonded together at the 
lower edge of each strip of panel. The bonding conductor shall have 
no greater resistance than the conductor used to ground the electrical 
system within the building on which such metal veneer is applied and 
shall be extended to and attached in an approved manner to the 
grounding electrode used to ground the electrical system within the 
building. 

In cases where metal veneer is to be applied on a building with no 
electrical wiring system, grounding shall be by one of the methods 
outlined in the National Electrical Code, if deemed necessary by the 
building official. Whether a building is or is not wired, no grounding 
of metal veneer shall be concealed until the installation has first been 
inspected and approved by the building official. Alternate methods of 
grounding metal veneer may be used provided they are at least equal 
in performance to the methods prescribed herein, and further provided 
that such desired method is first submitted to and approved bv the 
building official. 


G. Nailing Weather Boarding, Wall and Roof Coverings 

All weather boarding and wall or roof coverings shall be securdy 
nailed with aluminum, copper, zinc, zinc-coated, or other approved 
corrosion-resistive nails into the supporting structure in accordance 
with the recommended nuiling schedule or the approved manufacturer’s 
standards. Shingles and other weather coverings attached to sheath- 
ing less than one (1) inch thick shall be secured with approved me- 
chanically-bonding nails or by standard shingle nails appropriate for 
type of shingles in furring strips securely nailed to studs. Wood 
shingles or shakes attached with approved corrosion-resistive annular 
grooved nails muy be applied over ftberboard shingle backer und fiber- 
board sheathing when the installation is in accordance with the ap- 
proved manufacturer’s standards listed in Section 142. Wood shingles 
or shakes and asbestos shingles or siding may be nailed directly to nail 
base ftberboard sheathing not less than one-half (Mi) inch nominal 
thickness with approved corrosion-resistive annular grooved nails 
when the installation is in accordance with the upproved manufac- 
turer’s standards.

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SECTION MR COMPOSITE CONSTRUCTION 

All plywood or approved equivalent, when used structurally, shall 
meet the performance standards and all other requirements of the ap- 
plicable U.S. commercial standards for the type, grade, and species of 
plywood involved and shall be so identified by an approved agency. 
Working stresses shall conform to the standards of accepted engineer- 
ing practice as listed in Section 142. 

A. Integrated Assemblies 

Approved panels or other integrated assemblies fabricated of di- 
mension lumber with wood stress-coverings glued thereto or consisting 
of structural units of metal-covered or molded plywood, or other ap- 
proved plastics, formed and molded into prefabricated load-bearing 
members shall be permitted for use in floors, roofs, walla, partitions, 
ahd ceilings when designed in accordance with accepted engineering 
practice or meeting the test requirements of Division 1. All structural 
members shnll bo so connected at their junction to provide a well- 
integrated structure with tight weatherproof joints where exposed to 
the weather. The fastenings of stressed panel coverings bo longitudinal 
or transverse structural studs or ribs shall provide rigidity equivalent 
to approved gluing. Nailing shall not be acceptable for this purpose. 
The glues shall be handled, mixed, and applied by approved fabri- 
cators in accordance with the manufacturer's specifications. For gen- 
eral interior uses or for exterior use protected against the weather. 
Group 1 glues shall be used, including, among others, casein glue with 
mold-resistant preservative, urea-resin glue, phenol or phenol-resor- 
cinol resin glue or their approved equivalent. For exterior use with 
full exposure to the weather, or for interior use when subjected to high 
humidity, Group 2 glue shall be used, including, among others, resor- 
cinol-resin, phenol-resin or melamine resin glues or their approved 
equivalent. 

B. Spacing of Vertical Studs 

Maximum stud spacing for bearing wall and partition sheathing 
and for use in stress-skin panels or other prefabricated constructions 
shall be determined by accepted engineering analysis or by the tests 
prescribed for prefabricated assemblies. When stress-grade materials 
are used, the stresses and design shall conform to accepted engineering 
practice. 

SECTION 139 PROTECTION OF SURFACES 
A. Flashing 


All exterior openings shall be constructed with approved corrosion- 
resistive flashings at top and sides or by other approved methods to be 
leakproof. Similar flashings shall be installed at the intersection of 
chimneys or other masonry construction with frame or stucco walls. 
Such flashings shall be provided with projecting lips on both sides 
under stucco copings; under and at the ends of masonry, wood, or metal 
copings and sills; at wall and roof intersections; under built-in gut- 
ters; at junction of chimneys and roofs; and in all roof valleys and 
around all roof openings. 

B. Interior Surfaces 

In all habitable spaces, interior exposed wall and partition sur- 
faces shall be faced with materials which are capable of resisting a 
horizontal load of not less than five (5) pounds per square foot. 

SECTION 140 FIRE-RESISTANCE AND CLEARANCE OF 
COMBUSTIBLE FRAMING 

When required to meet fire-resistive performance for specific ap- 
plications and uses by the provisions of this code, structural wood 
units and assemblies shall be protected with metal, or other compo- 
nent materials, or shall be treated by approved pressure processes to 
develop resistance ratings specified in this code. 

A. Clearance from Chimneys * rr ’ * 4 ’ 

Except as otherwise permitted, no combustible material other than 
finished flooring shall be placed with two (2) inches of the outer face 
of the chimney nor within six (6) inches of any chimney opening, and 
finished flooring shall not have lees than one-half ( ) inch clearance 
from the outer face of the chimney; except that such flooring may be 
in contact with unplastered chimneys for a distance of not more than 
three (3) inches from the cornea*. 

B. Clearance from Fireplaces , n ..... 

All combustible header and trimmer beams shall be placed not 
less than four (4) inches from the face and backs of fireplaces and the 
spaces shall be firestopped as required in Section 170. Wood or other 
combustible trim shall not be installed on or about a fireplace less than 
six (6) inches ftfom the fireplace opening; and when located within 
twelve (12) inch boundary of the opening, such combustible con- 
struction shall project not more than one-eighth (%) inch from the 
face of the masonry for each one (1) inch distance from the fireplace 
opening; and no combustible mantel shall be located less than twelve 
(12) inches above such opening.

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Tree Talk 


At this time of year, a variety 
of mushrooms appear on lawns and 
at the base of trees. 

According to Robert A. Bare- 
lett, president of the F. A. Bartlett 
Tree Expert Company, most of 
these mushrooms are harmless. 
They indicate the presence of rotted 
vegetation in the soil, and can be 
controlled by spraying with a weak 
solution. 

“One kind of mushroom, how- 
ever, is not harmless,” Mr. Bartlett 
said, “It is the fruiting body of the 
Armillaria shoestring root - rot 
fungus that infects the root sys- 
tems of trees.” 

He said shoestring fungus at- 
tacks many species of trees in 
eluding oak, sycamore, poplar, 
birch, alder, maple, pine, larch and 
hemlock. Trees weakened by disease 
and insects are especially suscept- 
ible. 

“The mushrooms can appear on 
the sides of a tree at the soil line, 
on exposed roots, or they can grow 
directly from the ground. Their 
smooth, honey-colored caps are an 
inch or two wide,” Mr. Bartlett 
said. 

By digging away soil at the 
tree’s trunkline, the home owner 
may find cankers or dead areas on 
the buttress roots. Black shoe- 
string-like strands may be growing 
the bark of the roots or running 
through the soil some distance 
away from the infected roots. 

The strands enter the roots and 
form thin white sheets or webs that 
ramify in all directions in the bark 
and sapwood. They cause roots to 
decay, and the decay eventually 
can extend up into the bark and 
sapwood of the lower trunk.” 

Trees with root systems partially 
destroyed by the fungus show signs 
of poor health — dead limbs, scan- 
ty and light green foliage, and de- 
creased rate of growth, he said. 

To save infected trees, Mr. Bart- 
lett recommends the following pro- 
cedures, preferably performed by 
an expert: cut away the shoestring 
strands; paint the cuts with an an- 
tiseptic wound dressing, remove 
damaged roots carefully; and feed 
the tree to restore lost vigor.

College scholarships for 1200 out- 
standing high school seniors who 
are motivated toward an Army ca- 
reer will be offered again this year 
the U. S. Army has announced.

Macdonald Seeks 
Department For 
Consumer Affairs 

Congressman Torbert H. Mac- 
donald (D.-Mass.) charged the 
Nixon Administration with “neg- 
lecting the American consumer” 
and strongly recommended adop- 
tion of legislation to establish a 
Cabinet-level Department of Con- 
sumer Affairs. 

Mr. Macdonald’s remarks came 
the Executive Reorganization 
Subcommittee opened a week of 
hearings on the Consumer Affairs 
Bill introduced by the Massachu- 
setts Congressman and 85 of his 
colleagues in the House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

Mr. Macdonald cited the fact that 
the eight months which have 
passed since President Nixon took 
office, no consumer message has 
been sent to Congress by the Ad- 
ministration. “In fact,” Mr. Mac- 
donald said, “the Nixon record to 
date in consumer affiairs has been 
to seek a reduction in funds for 
many vital consumer protection 
programs.” 

The Congressman cited the com- 
plete elimination of increased funds 
for enforcement of the Fair Pack- 
aging and Labeling Act and a $25 
million cutback in highway safety 
funds as two of the more flagrant 
examples of these reductions. 

“I find a conspicuous failure by 
the present Administration to act 
decisively on behalf of the con- 
sumer.” Mr. Macdonald stated, “and 
I feel that the Crongress must act 
to provide meaningful safeguards 
for the consumer. I believe that the 
best solution is to enact legisla- 
tion to establish a Department of 
Consumer Affairs.” 

Mr. Macdonald, who heads the 
Democratic Task Force on Con- 
sumer Affiairs, explained that a 
separate Cabinet-level Department 
would serve to establish better co- 
ordination and direction over the 
federal’ consumer programs. 

“In the past several years,” Mr. 
Macdonald added, “we have seen 
a dramatic increase in the number 
of new consumer laws, however, 
this growing concern in Congress 
has been met by inadequate fund- 
ing and a general lack of commit- 
ment in the Executive branch. 
These problems point up an abso- 
lute need for a statutory consumer 
agency in our federal govern- 
ment.”

The action, scheduled for Wednes- 
day, October 15, is planned as a 
one-day moratorium on all regular 
activity, and will center around 
programs designed to focus at- 
tention on growing sentiment for a 
complete and speedy American 
withdrawal from Vietnam. 


Bill Veeck Speaks 
At Father-Son 
Banquet Thursday 

I Speaking before the Ecumenical 
Father-Son Banquet to be held on 
Thursday, October 2, at 6:30 p.m. 


According to Mrs. Robert Danley 
of 2 Fenwick Road, the idea origi- 
nated in the Boston area last 
spring and quickly gained wide- 
spread interest and support. Pres- 
ent indications are that the mora- 
torium will be observed in towns 
and cities around the country, as 
well as on over 400 campuses. 

If the administration fails to 
recognize the call for complete 
withdrawal, present plans specify 
an escalation of the action to the 
two days of November 13 and 14. 
The pattern will continue monthly 
until a firm commitment is made 
by the administration to the Ameri- 
can people. 

Mrs. Danley describes the effort 
as different from previous anti- 
war activities, in that emphasis is 
on limited involvement. People do 
not have to join an organization 
or a movement, but are asked 
merely to express themselves by 
observing the moratorium. In ad- 
dition, they are encouraged to 
register their opposition to the 
Vietnam war by participating in 
various community actions on that 
day. 

The effort in Massachusetts is 
being coordinated by an ad-hoc 
Vietnam Peace Action Committee. 
Located at 44 Brattle Street in 
Cambridge, the committee is chair- 
ed by Bertram A. Yaffe, well- 
known Fall River businessman. 

Winchester activities will include 
a signature-gathering effort direct- 
ed by Emmons S. Ellis of 14 Hill- 
side Avenue. All interested adults
